I was defired, and I thought it it right, to tranflate as much as I 
could of the low latin and old french ; but it would be hard to expedl 
of me, that in rendering^the law jargon into englifh I fhould exprefs

inyfelf in pure technical language ; it will be well if I have now and 
then hit upon the original meaning. On fuch rough and unfrequented

ground the traveller, with bad guides, mud be expected fometimes to 
ftumble or go aftray. 

To particularize all the favours I have received from my friends in 
the courfe of my labours would be tedious and offenfive. I acknow- 
ledge them generally, with gratitude j and it is a pleafing reflection to 
me, that I have in no inftance applied to any gentleman for in forma- 
tion, who has not furnifhed me with it ^ or in the moft obliging 
manner convinced me that it was not in his power to do fo* 

Before I conclude, I muft beg permiflion to fay a few words refpeft- 
ing the Cuftomal of Sandwich, which I look upon to be the moft 
curious part of thefe collections, as it tends to throw new and confi- 
derable light on the hiftory and conftitution of the Cinque Ports. It

appears from thence, that they were not more diftinguifhedfrom the 
reft of the kingdom by their particular privileges, than by their par- 
ticular laws, cuftoms, and punifhments.

and acknowledged obedience only to their lord warden, and the king 
and his council, fcarcely admitting themfelves to be bound by the 
ftatute laws; for the praftice of withernam againft foreigners con- 
tinued in the Ports to the 17th century, though it was in direft vio- 
lation of the ftatute of the ftaple made in the 27th year of Edward III, 
by which it was enabled that no merchant ftranger be impeached for 
any others, tfelpals, or for any others debt, whereof he is not debtor, 

pledge or jnainpernour. 

The Cuftomal of Sandwich is a fmall quarto volume, written on 
vellum, and bound literally in boards. Part of it was copied from a more 
ancient manufcript, written by Adam Champneys in the year 1301 ; 
and was tranfcribed in. the beginning of Edward the fourth's reign, by 
John Series townclerk of Sandwich, who has.interwoven with the older 
work many obfervations and cuftoms of his own time, and introduced 
charters and letters patent of dates fubfequent to the year 1301.

, Every port had its diftincl: Cuftomal j which was in faft a cuftomal

of the whole ports, one differing very little from another, except in 
fome local cuftoms refpefting the choice of officers or the exercife of a 
few particular franchifes. Some cuftomals however had an advantage 
over others in point of accuracy, antiquity, prefervation, or in fome 
other way; as we. find in our records, that Romney in 1628, though 
it had, a cuftomal of its own, folicited the loan of ours, to be produced

in evidence in a fuit at Weftminfter between fir John Smyth and the 
corporations of Romney and Lydd ; and obtained it, upon giving fe- 
curity of a thoufand pounds for its fafety.

Attempts were formerly made to reduce thefe varieties of local 
cuftorns to uniformity throughout the ports.

Very little attention however 
was paid to thefe new regulations - y for in 1550 and 15 31, frefh decrees

were made at the aflemblies of the Ports, that particular cuftomals fhould 
be of no effeft, ancl that a new cuftomal fhould be in force throughout

The Cuftomal of Sandwich has fometimes been called its domefday- 
book ; and there was formerly a manufcript volume, under that title,

preferved at Dover caftle in the cuftody of the lord warden, containing

the laws, cuftorns and privileges of the Cinque Ports and their mem- 
bers. Perhaps the principal record of every community, containing its 
by-laws and cuftorns, was formerly called its domefday-book ; and

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took that name from the Saxon word domboc, from dbflfcw confuetudines, 
cuftoms and ^ liber, a book 5 of which word liber cuftumalis in low 
latin feems to be a very apt and precife translation. In confirmation 
of this, the domefday- book of the county of Durham, kept in the 
auditor's office at Durham, has its title in the infide, " Eoldon-Book. 
" Inquifitio de confitetudinibus et redditibus totius epifcopatus Dunel- 
" menfis, fa6ta per Hugonem epifcopum, anno 1 183 ;" and fir Walter 
Ralegh in his tract of ancient tenures, in Colleffcanea Curiofa, vol. i, 
p. 54, calls the book of domefday in the exchequer, Liber ritualis, or 

book of cuftoms. 

It is fomewhat remarkable, that, throughout the cuftomal, there is 
no mention of any obligation to fend barons to parliament, though, 
we know for certain, the corporation had been called upon to perform 
that fervice long before the date of the cuftomal. Perhaps what is now 



deemed a raoft defirable privilege, in thofe early times, when the con- 

A- 

ftituents paid their reprefentatives a daily fum for their attendance 

•upon parliament, might be looked upon as a grievous burden : and 
Sandwich, when the cuftomal was drawn up, might have contrived 
to get excufed from the fervice, as many other boroughs did or endea- 
voured to do, when Edward the firft multiplied his fum monies through- 
out the kingdom. At leaft, it is more reafonable to fuppofe, that the 
practice was, on fome account or other, under a temporary difcon- 
tinuance when the cuftomal was in hand, than that fuch a circum- 
flance, if it then exifted, fhould be altogether omitted in a work pro-

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IE Hofpital of St Bartholomew, near the town of Sandwich, 
is a .very- ancient foundation j but it is impoffible, at this 
time, to fay when, or by whom, the

begun. It would feem from a * bull of Pope Innocent the fourth, 
dated at Lyons, in the fecond year of his pontificate, that the Hofpital

clear from the " evidences of the Hofpital, that the mftitution com- 
menced many years before that time. Tradition and fome raanuferip.ts 
give the merit of the firit foundation to Thomas Crawthorne and 
Maud his wife, in the year 1 190, and fay, that their bodies were de- 
cently interred in the monaftery of Carmelites, in Sandwich : which 
latter circumftance is improbable, as that houfe was not founded 
earlier than the year 1272, if fo foon 5 and fuch capital eleernofmary efta- 
blifhments were feldom made by perfons in the early jftages of life. 
In the Cuftomal of Sandwich, which is an authentic record, there is 
mention of three priefts, employed by the brothers and fillers to 
officiate in their chapel, and to pray for the fouls of Bertinc de Crau-

as to time, in which their names occur. The firft grant to the Hofpi- 
tal, that appears in the book of evidences, is by William Bncharde, 
and it is witnefled by Sir Henry Sandwich and Sir Simon his fon.

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Another grant of money to the brothers and fitters is dated 1227; 
From which it appears, that the eftablifhment fox* fixed inhabitants 
was made, at lead, early in the thirteenth century. But there is a great 
probability, that it was begun at a much earlier period, and was de- 
figned originally for the accommodation of pilgrims and travellers, 
where they might be furnifhed with lodgings, provifions and oher 
nccefTaries, on their journey. The Hofpital was built in one of the 
angles formed by the interferon of two high roads ; and there has 
always been, till very lately, within its walls, a building appropriated 
to the ufe of vagrants, wherein they were fupplied with ftraw, and fup- 
ported in illnefs, by the brothers and lifters. In early times, the Bifhop* 
was burdened with the care and charge of all the poor in his diocefe :: 
afterwards, when the churches acquired fixed revenues, a fourth part 
thereof was allotted to the relief of the poor 3 and houfes of charity 
were built by the religious and others for their accommodation. To- 
thefe eftablifhments donations were made by perfons, from motives of 
piety and charity 5 and not only the poor of the diftrict were relieved 
in thefe places, but the benefaction was extended to all travellers indis- 
criminately. On account of fome abufe of thefe inftitutions by the 
religious, who converted them into a fort of benefices for their own 
life, it was decreed by the councils of Vienna and Trent, that no* 
hofpitals, in future, fhould be given to fecular priefts, in the way of 
benefices 3 but that the adminiftration thereof fhould be afiigned to- 
iufficient and refponfible laymen, who fhould take an oath for the* 
faithful dilcharge of their duty, and be accountable to the ordinaries*

Such laymen were generally men of wealth, and were led by education- 
to think, that their benefa&ions to thefe inftitutions would operate to 
the repofe, not only of their own fouls, but the fouls of their anceftors 
and pofterity. They were liberal therefore in their donations, and 
acquired the titles of firft, fecond, third &c. founder, in the order in 
which they made additions to the charity. It was in this manner, pro- 
bably. Sir Henry Sandwich obtained the reputation of being a founder 

of 
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and others of bis defendants, fucceffively. Sir Nicholas Sandwich is 

: firft afligned the patronage of the Hofpital to the Mayor

governours of the Hofpital from the time of its firft endowment. The 
patronage and government of the Hofpital were certainly in the whole 
corporate body, about the middle of the fourteenth century ; and in 
the earlieft records of the corporation it appears, that the vacancies 
were filled up at the common aflemblies : but many inconveniences 
arifing from this practice, the Commonalty agreed to leave the ap- 
pointments to the Mayor and Jurats. This forbearance of the Commons 
appears to have been purchafed, at the expence of the perfon prefented 
to the vacancy, who pays a groat to every freeman of Sandwich, that 
attends the ceremony of induction, and thinks proper to demand it. 
The fame inconveniences, in a lefs degree, attended the nomination, 
when in the hands of the Mayor and Jurats j for remedy of which, 
they agreed among themfelves to fuffer the Mayor, for the time being, 
to fill up all the vacancies happening in his mayoralty. But thefe regu- 
lations were not uniformly adhered to : the original compact was for- 
gotten on all fides : oppofition was made, and each party at times pre- 
vailed againft the other, till about the middle of the laft century ; fmce 
which time, the Mayors have regularly filled up the vacancies. Inftances 
of thefe difputes from the corporation records will be given in the ap- 
pendix* ; fome of which will be evidences likewife of abufe in the go- 
vernment of the Hofpital. No public cenfures, however, of the patrons 
conduft occur, before the year 1684; when complaints were exhibited 
by the people of the Hofpital before the Commiflioncrs for charitable 
ufes j but they were either frivolous, or not well fupported, as no dc-

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fame matters of mifgovernment of former patrons, and mifbehaviour 

of the brethren -, but this feems to have been a party affair, and nothing 
came of it. 

It does not appear that this Hofpita! was aftually incorporated by 
royal patent, and made thereby capable of gifts and grants in fuc- 
ceflion, till Henry the eighth confirmed the difpenfation* of Archbifhop 
Cranmer, in 1536 3 though it had been virtually fo, by Edward the 
third's grant <f of the profits of the ferry at Sandwich, and an exem- 
plification $ thereof by Henry the eighth. The only public inftrument 
of foundation is the bull above-mentioned of Pope Innocent the fourth, 
which was folicited by Sir Henry Sandwich, in confequence of the confti- 
tution§ of theBifhop of Salifbury, in 1217, which was adopted by the 
council of Durham, about 1220, under Richard, Bifliop of that fee,, 
and made a provincial conftitution by Edmund, Archbifhop of Canter- 
bury, about the year 1236. The. difpenfation of Archbifhop Cranmer 
was applied for, and obtained, by the Hofpitai, in purfuance of the acl 
of the 25th of Hen. VIII. for exoneration of exafrions to the fee of 
Rome, &c. which enafts, that no perfons thenceforth fhall apply to the 
Pope for licences, difpenfations, &c. but only to the Archbifhop of 
Canterbury, for the time being ; and empowers the Archbifhop to 
iffue fuch inftruments ; to be confirmed, if required, under the great 
feal, and enrolled in the court of chancery. The difpenfation * autho- 
rizes the mailer, brethren and their fuccefTors, to hold the Hofpitai, 
with all their prefent poffeffions, rights, privileges, and future acqui- 
sitions, in as free and ample manner, as their predeceffors had- enjoyed 
their eftates and privileges before ; referving to the Mayor of Sandwich 
all his right and intereft in the premifes. 

The original evidences of this Hofpitai are moftly loft. A fair copy

St Omers ; but Doclor Butler, the Librarian there, before the fup- 
preftion of the order, made diligent fearch for it in that library, and in 
fome neighbouring repofitories of manufcripts, without effect. A tranf- 
cript* of Mr Searle's manufcript, and copies of the original deeds that 
remain, will be given in the appendix. 

If the founders left any rules for the government of the Hofpital* 
they are loft. Some manufcripts fet forth, that, in prefenting to the

or Commoners of Sandwich, old and decayed perfons, not under the 
age of fifty years. Leland fays, upon unknown authority, " there is. an 
•« hofpital, without the town, fyrft ordeined for manners defefyd and 



ct hurt." In 1602, information f was given to the Lord Warden, that 
great fums of money had been taken by fome Mayors, for placing of 
brothers and fitters in the Hofpital, that were not proper obje&s of the 
charity ; upon, which his Lordfhip propofed the following regulations,, 
to which the Mayor and Jurats aflented, and they are enrolled in the 
corporation records-, as an ad of ailembly. « That for placing of any

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cc Hofpital may require one or two men for hufbandry, being of honeffi 
** conversation, and aged as aforefaid.":}: 

The total number of brothers and iifters feems to have been always 
fixteen; though in the Cuftomal it is laid, that they may be increafed 
beyond that number, if the Mayor and Jurats think proper. Formerly 
there was a limited number of each fex, namely, twelve men and four 
women 3 which might be a neceflary regulation, while the fraternity 
kept the lands under their own management ; but, at this time, men 
and women are prefented indifferently to the vacancies* 

The fite of the Hofpital is on the weft fide of the highway, leading 
from Sandwich to Dover, in an angle formed by that road and another 
iffuing out of it towards Woodnefborough. The fence inclofes the farm- 
houfe, barns, ftablcs, &c, a chapel, and fifteen fmall, but commodious, 
hotifes with gardens for the brothers and filters. The other tenement 
was converted into a farm-houfe for the refidence of the tenant, when 
the lands were firft hired $ and the perfon who is prefented to that va-< 
Cancy, • 'when it happens, is permitted to refide in Sandwich, with an 
allowance from the Hofpital of thirty-two {hillings a year for rent. 
The whole enclofure is extraparochiaL 

The Cuftomal* gives a pretty full account of this Hofpital, as it ex* 
ifted at the beginning of the fourteenth century ; and we may form 
from thence a good idea of the domeftic economy of the fraternity, at 
that time. It appears that, though .they had feparate rooms or cham- 
bers, they had not then diftinft houfes, as now. The whole was one 
connected building, with a public hall, bakehoufe and kitchen ; the 
foundations of which may be traced at this day. The chapel was at a 
little diftance from the houfe. It is a large and handfome edifice, and 
has in it, an altar monument, covered with a flab of Suflex marble; on 
which is carved the figure of a man, completely cafed in chain-mail,

630, one of the brothers' is directed to fay prayers every morning, bury 
the dead, and church the women, according to former uielnd cuftom ; 
and it is ordered, at the fame time, that the houfe do provide a minifter 
to preach three or four times throughout the year/ and administer the 
facraments, according to ancient form, ufage and cuft'om. In 1636, 
pcrfon in orders was admitted a brother, and it was agreed, that lie' 
fhould perform all minifterial duty belonging' to the Hofpital, during 
his life time. For many years fince, there was fervicp in this chapel only 
once a year, on St Bartholomew's day ; but now a monthly fevmon is 
preached there by one of the minifters of Sandwich, upon the mod 
liberal terms. 

In the parliament of the 37th year of King Henry the eighth, it was' 
cnaftcd, that the King, at his will and pleafure, during his life, may' 

empower his commiffioners to enter into, and ieize to the King's u(c y . 

among 
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among other things, any hofpital, and the lands, &c. thereunto belong- 
ing; and that, after fuch entry made, by the faid commiffioners or any 
two of them, into any lands fpecified in their commiffion, the fame 
fhall be veiled in actual poifeflion of the King, his heirs and fucceffbrs, 
for ever : that fuch hofpital and lands fhall be in the order and furvey 
of the Court of Augmentations, to be granted and let to farm by the 
Chancellor and officers of the faid court j in which court all fuits for 
the faid lands fhall beheardand determined, A commiffion* accordingly 
was awarded into the county of Kent, dire&ed to the Archbifhop of 
Canterbury, and others ; which commiffioners did enter, and feize 
into the King's hands, the Hofpital of St Bartholomew near Sandwich : 
and the Hofpital, with all the lands belonging to it, was certified and. 
delivered over to the government of the faid court. But there was no 
fuppreffion, diffolution or grant, of this Hofpital during that reign. 
In i$6x, Archbifhop Parker commiffioned Stephen Nevinfon, L. L. D. 
CommifTary of the diocefe, and others, to vifit the three hofpitals in 
Sandwich ; and the next year, at the requifition of the Queen, he 
gave into the Exchequer a certificate of all the fchools and hofpitals in 
his diocefe. The return for this hofpital ran thus. "It is of the firft 
foundation of one Sir John Sandwich, Knight, and now of the

cc foundation of the Maior and Commonalty of the town of Sandwich. 
<c And by the faid Mayor there be placed, from time to time, the 
tc number of twelve brothers and four fifters ; who are relieved only 
" of the revenues of the faid hofpital, amounting to the yearly value, 
<c by eftimation, of forty pounds. The faid hofpital is charitably ufed 
•> to God's glory $ and the fame furveyed from time to time by the 
K< Maior of Sandwich, and kept in good order. It is not taxed to the 
cc perpetual tenth/' After this the Hofpital remained quiet till 1619; 
when there iffued a note, as the record -f- exprefTcs it, from the Aug- 
mentation Office, to inquire why this Hofpital fhould be concealed

pence. But * the corporation, being well advifed, controverted the 
matter - y and, upon a hearing, the Hofpital was found to be a lay- 
foundation, and therefore not within either of the flatutes above- 
mentioned ; whereupon the patentees let fall their fait. In 1636^ a 
venire facias and fubpoena were ferved on the Mayor and Jurats, re- 
quiring their appearance, at the parfonage houfe at Deal, before the 
commiffioners on the ftatute for charitable ufes, to fhew their right to 
govern the hofpitals in Sandwich, and what rules they obferved in 

governing the fame* The records of the corporation do not furnifh us 
with the refult of this enquiry ; but the Hofpital of St Thomas in 
Sandwich has not fince that time been within the government of the 
Mayor and Jurats, if it ever was fo s while the other hofpitals of 
St Bartholomew and St John have continued under their fuperin- 
tendence, to this day. 

The bufinefs of the Hofpital feems to have been regulated formerly, 
for the moll part, in the Court-hall of Sandwich ; and the orders of 
the governours were regiftered in the books of the corporation, till 
about the year 171 o : fince which time, the Hofpital lias been regu- 
larly vifited, twice a year, by the Mayor and Jurats, who are fliled 
patrons, governours and vifitors of the Hofpital ; and the entries are 
now made, at the place, in books provided for the purpofe. One of 
thefe vifitations is held on St Bartholomew's day ~, when the gover- 
nours and fraternity afiemble in the chapel, and, after divine fervice,

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proceed to the ele&ion of a mafter, for the enfuing year; who is f* 

fworn. The governours then view the buildings, and direft the ne~ 
ceflary repairs. The other meeting is on the Thurfday preceding 
the annual choice of Mayor, when the governours affemble at the 
Hofpital, to audit the matter's account for the paft year 3 and to fee 
that the orders and directions, refpefting repairs and other matters, 
given on St Bartholomew's day, have been properly attended to by the 

ni after and brethren. At both thefe meetings, a frugal dinner*- is pro- 
vided for the governours, miuilter, townclerk, and tenant, at one of 
the houfes of the Hofpital 5 and for the brothers and filters,, at another. 
After which, inquiry is made into the conduct of the people of the 
Hofpital 5 and fitch as do not conform to the eftablifhed rules and tem- 
porary orders, or othcrwife mifbehave themfeives,. are reprimanded 

or fLied, as the cafe may require. 

When the Mayor is inclined to fill up a vacancy in the Hofpital, he 
fummons the Jurats to attend, him, and they proceed to the chapel, 
where the fraternity is ordered to affemble. The perfon to be indudted 
pays, into the matter's hands, fix pounds thirteen (hillings and four 
pence to the common profit of the houfe, and twelve fhillings more 
to be divided among the brothers and lifters. The larger film was for- 
merly kept for exigencies 3 but now both films are fhared at once 
among them ; the new brother or lifter taking a part. The j[ fees 
to the Mayor, Jurats, Townclerk, Officers, Crier and Bridge-man, 
amounting to the furn of two pounds and eight pence, are next paid 
into the hands of the Common-wardfman : then the party takes § the

which the perfon takes pofleflion by entering and turning the key. 
During this ceremony, the freemen of Sandwich, who attend and claim 
the fee, are admitted all together into the chapel 3 and then let out 
three at a time, for the convenience of giving them a milling,; that is 
a groat apiece. 

The donations to this Hofpital have been numerous and ample. 
The farm, under leafe to a fingle tenant, confifts of about two hundred 
and eighty-five acres of arable and pafture land 3 and there are feveral 
other particulars that, with the demifed eftate, render the terrier truly 
refpeftable. Thefe all feem to have been the benefactions of private 
perfons 3 but the Hofpital has moreover experienced the munificence 
of Royalty, in a grant, from King Edward the third, of the profits of 
the ferry between Sandwich and Stonar, in 1349,3. an exemplification 
of which was obtained by the: Hofpital from Henry the eighth -in 
1525. This paffage over the haven, in a ferry boat, being at all times 
inconvenient to the public, an aft of parliament was obtained in 
755> for building a bridge between Sandwich and Stonar 3 in which 
there is a claufe, that fecures to the Hofpital of St Bartholomew, from 
the revenue of the bridge, the annual fum of fixty-two pounds, ' being 
the lait and greateft rent that had been made of the ferry 3 to be paid 
quarterly, without any deduction or abatement whatfoever. This an- 
nuity is not to be fubjecT: to any rates, .affeflments or public taxes, and 
with the fums neceffary for the current yearly expences of managing 
the toll, is to be taken out of the tolls, before the poors rates on the

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Till the year 1684, the brethren kept moft of the lands, near the 

homeftall, in their own hands, and did the hufbandry bufinefs them- 
felves, under the direction of the matter : but being in general old 
people, and incapable of doing the work in a proper manner, it was 
thought advifable to hire all the arable and pafture land to a fingle 
tenant ; and, accordingly, in September 2684, a leafe of the farm was 
granted to Edward Hogben, for a term of feven years* at the yearly 
rent of 220I. and a fine of 81. the tenant to repair, and pay all cefles 
and taxes. To him fucceeded Mr Richard Harvey, in 1 69 j ; who gave 
1 681, a year, and a fine of 81. for a term of fcvtn years ; at the end of 
which he renewed his leafe for nine years, at 1 681. per annum for 
the two firft years, and at 220I. a year for the feven lad ; paying the 
fame fine as before. The next tenant was Mr Burch, who in 1707^ 
obtained a leafe for eleven years, at the fame rent 5 but the fine was 
raifed to 12I. After two years he gave up his leafe, and the farm was 
hired to Mr Foart for nine years, at 22 ol. a year, and a fine of 14K 
Mr Foart and his reprefentatives occupied the farm till Michaelmas 
1739 5 and during a part of the term, he had an abatement of 20I. a 
year, in compenfation for a wall of earth,, which he raifed along the 
haven, at a great expence, to defend the falts from inundation, to 
which they were before fubjefr, upon extraordinary fpring tides. In 
Oftober 1739, Mr Richard Mocket took the farm, and held it till 
Michaelmas 1747. To him fucceeded Mr Henry Sayer, who had a 
leafe for 14 years, at 220I. a year : at the end of which term, the farm 
was let by public auftion to the higheft bidder Mr Thomas Webb, for 
21 years, from Michaelmas 176 1, at 27 2I. a year : but he died irtfbl- 
vent very loon, and it was again hired by au&ion to Mr John Tipper, 
for 21 years, from Michaelmas 1761, at 241I. a year. In all thefe 
cafes, the tenant was bound to pay his rent quarterly ; to repair the 
buildings and fences, the Hofpital finding rough timber ; to pay all 
cedes, tithes, fcots, lots, quitrents and lords rents ; to carry 21 lacks 
of coals, and one cart load of land, every year to each brother and

heirs in 178 1 furrendered the leafe j and the farm was hired, by auc- 
tion, to Mr William Filcher, for 21 years from Michaelmas that year, 
at 287I. a year $ the Hofpital taking upon itfelf the repairs. An ab- 
ftraft of the leafe will be given in the appendix.* 

The lands of the Hofpital were never cefTed to the church or poor of 
the parifhes, in which they lie, while they continued in the occupation 
of the brethren. It had been attempted *j- feveral times s but by the 
interpofition of the Archbifhops Cranmer, Whitgift, and Abbot, fuc- 
ceflively, the ceffcs were avoided, till the lands were hired to a tenant, 
in 1684 ; and then they were put upon a footing with other tenanted 
lands, and paid all the common parochial taxes. The brothers and 
filters, however, aware that thefe taxes, though nominally belonging 
to the tenant, are in reality deductions from the landlord's income, 
made one more attempt to evade the payment of them, by foliciting 
the interference of Archbifliop Sancroft : but it does not appear, that 
the Archbifhop took any fteps in their favor ; and if he did, it cer- 
tainly was without effect. This charity is not fubjeft to the land tax, 
and the tenant covenants to pay all other cedes and taxes whatfoever -, 
£0 that the rent is paid without any deduction. 

The revenue of the Hofpital confifts of the bridge money, the rent 
of the farm, the rents of feveral houfes and parcels of ground in Sand- 
wich, and fome quitrents. The. annual payments are quitrents to dif- 
ferent manors, the corporation of Sandwich, and St John's hofpital ; 
ftipends to the niinlfter and clerk j the matter's falary j aflurance from 
fire 5 the expences of the two periodical feafts ; and the charges of 
repair. The following is a .more particular account of thefe matters.

The annuity from the bridge, and the rent of the farm, arc paid to 
the mafter quarterly; the other rents annually. The brothers and. 
Mcrs receive their pen/Ions punctually every quarter. The above ba- 
Jance of 335I. 8s, od. would yield a dividend to each of them of nearly

twenty-one pounds a year ; but the repairs are very heavy atprefent, and 
will not admit of a larger annual payment than 17I. 2s. 6d. that is 
4I. 5s, 7fd. a quarter. In a few years, they will probably receive about 
19I. a piece, every year: to which add the value of the houfe and 
garden (allowing for repairs), the carriage of coals and fapd, wood and 
ftubble from the farm, and the exemption from all cefles and taxes ; 
and the whole benefit from the Hofpital may be fairly eftimated at 
four or five and twenty pounds a year. A moft comfortable provifion 
furely for perfons in an humble ftation ! affording them, in feparate 
and luitable dwellings, a pleafant and healthy retreat from the bufy 
fcenes of life -, where they may contemplate, with reverence, the piety 
and munificence of the founders of this noble chancy ; and, with gra- 
titude, the obligations which each owes to his immediate benefactor.

A TRANSLATION, 



THE Hofpital of St Bartholomew is under the government of the 
Mayor and Commonalty, who regulate the affairs of the Hofpital 
in the following manner. Every year, on the feaft of St Bartholomew, 
they vifit the Hofpital, in folemn proceflion 5 the laity of Sandwich 
leading the way j fome with inffruments of mufic ; others, to the 
number of feven fcore or more, bearing wax lights, provided for the 
occafion by the corporation : which lights are to be left in the chapel 
of the Hofpital, as an offering, for the ufe of the fame throughout the 
year. After thefe follow the clergy of Sandwich, in their proper habits, 
chanting hymns and carrying tapers. The Rector of St Peter's, or 
fome other clergyman appointed by the Mayor, celebrates high mafs 
with folemnity and decorum. Some of the better fort of the Common- 
alty, as Sir Nicholas Sandwich and others, provide their own tapers 
and offer them there. There is ufually a great refort of people at this 
place, at the fair held on the eve of St Luke 3 and the Mayor com* 
monly attends. 

The fervice of that day and the following days to the octave being 
over, the Mayor or his Deputy, with the Jurats, repairs to the Hofpi- 
tal, and depofits the remainder of the tapers in a box provided for the 
purpofe 5 leaving out about eight of them, for the ufe'of the officiating 
priefts. The key of the box is then delivered to one of the Jurats, who 
is from time to time to give out more, as they arc wanted ; prcferving 
the fragments : and if there be any tapers remaining at the next eve 

of St Bartholomew's day, they are to be carried to the Mayor's and 
made up anew. 
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When the Mayor and Jurats think proper, the matter of the Hof- 
pital is to render an account before them, either in writing or by 
tallies, of every thing belonging to the Hofpital committed to his 
care, from time to time, by them : namely, of corn, cattle, rents,, 
fines on admiffion of brothers and fifters, and other iftues of the Hof- 
pital : and likewife of what funis he has expended in the fervice of the 
Hofpital, and in what manner. Upon his refufal to account, if he be 
a brother, he fhall lofe all the advantages of his fituation, till he ac- 



knowledges his fault, and produces his account. But if he be one ap- 
pointed by the Mayor from the Commonalty, and will not account,, 
he is to be removed from his office, and dillrained of his goods,.

wherefoever they be found. When the accounts ate parted, and it 
known from thence what is the number of cattle, the quantity of 
corn, and the ftock in general, the Mayor and Jurats then proceed to 
the choice of a new mafter, to whom the whole is to be delivered in: 
charge, by tallies, or written inventory, one part, or a copy, of which 
is to remain with the Mayor and Jurats,, till the next account-day 3, 
and if the m after be a brother, he is to be found in flioes, and to be 
allowed his expenfes, while in the office > but if he be one of the 
commonalty, he is to have the allowance of a brother. 

The number of brothers and fifters is fixteen y and the vacancies, 
when they happen, are filled up by the Mayor and Jurats, who may 
increafe the number, if they think proper. 

The advantages refulting to each brother and fifter are thefe. Every 
one has a room within the houfe, which is to be roofed and kept m 
repair, at the common expenee. Every fortnight the fifters go to m oven,, 
and make the bread for the Hofpital. The allowance is kvtn loaves to 
each pcrfon, for fourteen days,. The bread is made from the whole 
produce of the grain, as it comes from the mouth of the fack ; and 
every loaf, at a midling price of corn, fliould be of the value of one

perfon two days j becaufe the weight is never altered, let the price of

Every brother and fitter is allowed two pence a week for beer ; and 
once a year, towards Chriflmas, each perfon is to have a hog, with 
the inward and all its parts, out of the common flock : and if one 
hog be better than another, a good flitch fhould be coupled with an 
inferior one, and thus the fhares be made equal. 

In fummer, they make cheefe, butter and the like. The apples and 
other fruit are not fold, but divided equally among them. 

Every day there is prepared, in the kitchen, for common life, a 
quantity of porridge of beans, peas or other vegetables ; and every 
perfon may put- his or her meat into the common pot ; and the cook

no one fliali be permitted to make ufe of a feparate pot, on the com- 
mon fire, becaufe the Hofpital is not bound to provide a fire but for 

the common boiler* 

Every Sunday, after dinner, the brothers and fillers affemble toge- 
ther in the hall, and receive from the mailer a penny apiece 5 of which 
each contributes a farthing for a jug of ale, which they drink together* 
to promote brotherly affection : and the mailer obliges every one to 
attend this meeting. At their departure, and every day at the fame 
hour, they fhould pray for the founders and benefactors of the Hofpital, 
and for all the faithful living and dead. Every perfon is allowed a 
penny, four times a year, for the offertory. 

The brothers and lifters, every year, have public dinners in the hall, 
on Chriftmas day, Candlemas day, Eafter day, Whitfunday, St Bar- 
tholomew's day, All Saints day, and other feftivals in the year, if their 
finances will admit of it. 

All legacies of money, bread or the like, and the altar offerings on 
fefiival days, are divided equally among the brothers and fifters ; unlcfs 

there be a call for the money for repairs or other public work. In 
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confideration of which allowance, every one, at his admiffion, pays ten 
marks or twelve marks, or ten pounds fterling: with fome allowance, 
however, to fuch as have good characters, and are free of the corpo- 
ration by birth. 

When any brother or fitter is to be admitted into the Hofpital, the 
Mayor attends there with his brethren ; and the party is publicly 
fworn, by the Mayor, to be good and true, from that clay forward to 
the end of life, to the Hofpital of St Bartholomew, to promote the 
welfare of the fame in all that he may, and to prevent, as much as 
poffible, all injury thereto, &c. When thus fworn, the perfon is 
introduced, by the Mayor, as a brother or a fitter, to the reft of the 
fraternity, and is faluted by them all. The perfon then gives to each, 
by way of fine, and treats them, or pays them a certain 

film in lieu of an entertainment } and then is put in pofleffion of the 
apartment, in which he or fhe is to refide-. 

The brothers and filters are to render to the Hofpital all the fervices 
in their power, according to their abilities, under the direftion of the 
mailer ; namely, in preparing bread for the oven, in planting bean 



and vegetables, as well within the walls of the Hofpital as in the ad- 
joining fields ; in * and working in harveft y in thrashing - 7 m 
fuits of courts, and the like. If any one refufes to do his beft in thefe 
matters, his allowance from the Hofpital is to be (topped, till he repairs- 
his fault to the fatisfadion of the Mayor and Jurats. This mode of 
punifhinent fhould be always adopted, when the people in the Hof- 
pital mifbehave themfelves.; and in order to examine into their con- 
diiit, the Mayor, with the Jurats, vifits the Hofpital four times in the 
year, when he punifhes thofe who are faulty. 

No one is permitted to difpofe of his eftedts within the Hofpital 
by will, but to the ufe of the fraternity : becaufe the cuftom has been 
from all antiquity, and the words of the oath imply., that every thin?*

the community. 

There fhould be three priefts to officiate conftantly in the chapel, 
with a ftipend of five marks of filver apiece ; which fhould be paid to 
them quarterly by the matter, or any other perfon colle&ing their 
rents from certain houfes in Sandwich. One of thefe priefts is to pray 
for the fou-ls of Bertine de Crauthorne, his anceftors and pofterity ; as 
appears by a deed of feoffment : another for the fouls of William 
Boweharde, his anceftors and fucceflbrs 3 and the third for the fouls 
of Sir Henry Sandwich and others^

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brothers and lifters in what manner they conduct thernfelves • dif- 
placing fuch as mifbehave, v/ithout the interference of any ordinary. 
They are chofen, inftituted and fworn by the Mayor and Jurats ; who 
infpe6l the veftments, books, veffels, and every thing elfe belonging 
to the chapel, and deliver the whole, with an inventory, to the 
Capellan for the time being ; who is to take care of, and be accountable 
for, the fame. The other two priefts are like wife to be attentive to the 
prefervation of the church furniture. The CapelJan confefles the bro- 
thers, fifters, and fervants of the Hofpital, and adminifters the facra- 
ments > for which he receives all the offerings made by the faid bro- 
thers and fifters. 

It fhould be obferved, that the brothers and fifters cannot, of thern- 
felves, purchafe any eftate, or difpofe of their preient poffefiions, or 
exchange them, or do any thing contrary to the foregoing regula- 
tions, without the concurrence of the Mavor and Turats of Sandwich-

N I435j the Mayor and Jurats promife the next vacancy to a perfon, in confideration 

of a round fum of money, to be paid for the ufe of the Hofpital, in their great necef- 
iity ; pro quadam fumma pecunic notabili, ad ufum, refugium et fuftentacionem domus, 
in fua magna neccfiitate et incdia, perfolvcnda. The fame year, a decree was made that 
no Mayor of the town, in future, do give or fell to any one any corrody in the Hofpital, 
except fuch corrodies as do fall in the time of his mayoralty ; under penalty of lofing his 
Mary of twenty marks. In 1480, it was decreed, at a common aflembly, that there be in 
the Hofpital two corrodies for priefts ; eight brethren and hvc fjftcrn ; and that all joint 
corrodies for hufband and wife be void. About the fame time, a pcrfon was admitted into 
the Hofpital by Jetieis patent from the King, upon paying ten marks : and, in 1483, one 
of the corrodies was granted, at a common aflembly, towards the conduit in Sandwich. 
Jn 15380 it was decreed at a common aflembly, that the corrodies and rooms be given, 
according to the foundation, at common affcmblics, to decayed inhabitants only 3 and 

that 
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that no brother or fifter fliall fell, alienate or change their corrody ; and that any Mayor, 
ailing contrary to this decree, fball forfek ten pounds. In 1546, the commonalty grant a 
corrody to a jierfon, at the recommendation of the Mayor, In 1554, it was ena&ed, at a 
common afTembly, that the corrodies be granted, in future, by the Mayor and Jurats, 
without the concurrence of the commonalty : and that they be not fold, under penal- 
ty. At the fame aflembly, the next corrody is promifed by the Mayor and Jurats to a 
perfon, at the humble req.u eft of the commonalty. In 1569, it was refolved, that the 
founder's will, in the common cheft, be fearched, in order to learn whether the right of 
prefentation to vacancies be in the Mayor and Jurats, or in the Mayor, Jurats and 
Commonalty ^ and what perfons are to be admitted ; whether decayed inhabitants of 
Sandwich only, or Grangers in the country, that will give moft money. In 1630, the 
Mayor is permitted by the Jurats to prefent his fifter, an inhabitant of Sarr, upon con- 
dition, that he fufFer the Jurats to nominate to the other vacancy ; there being two. In 
1643, the Mayor and Jurats prefented to a vacancy ; but from that time, the Mayors only 
have filled up the vacancies.

The hofpitall or fraternitye of St Bartholomewes nere the towne of Sandwich, 
and the mannors, lands, tenements and hereditaments thereunto belonginge, were given 
unto K. Edward the 6th by ftatute of the firft yeare of his raighe, and veiled in theac- - 
tuall pofTeffion and feifin of the faid kinge. For by divers recordes it appeares the fame : 
was a fraternitie, which is within the direft words of the faid ftatute. Alfoe a certificate 
of the po/Teifions belonginge unto the fame is extant in the augmentation office. 

The faid Hofpitall and all the. poiTeffions at any tyme belonginge unto the fame are ' 
graunted unto certaine patentees, in fee farme, by his majeftie att the fuite of the right 
hon. James Lord Vifcount Doncafter, to bee held in free focage as of the mannor of Eaft 
. Greenwich, rendringe to his majeftie 26s. 8d, per ann. 

The houfe and demeafnes of the faid hofpitall fhalbee fould unto the pretented matter and 
brothers and fitters, if there bee any, att reafonable rates :

the church wardens of the parifh of Worth near Sandwich have rated and taxed all the 
lands belonging to the faid hofpital lying within that parifh, and now in your grace's fup- 
pliants occupation, both to the relief of their poor and reparation of their church, and have 
taken two fevcral diftraints of two of their beft horfes, and have fold them both for half

Sandwich fl* Jofhua Pordage efquire. mayor of the town and port of Sandwich in the 
county of Kent, and the jurats of the fame, to the right worfhipful fir James Hufley 
knight, doctor of the lawe, commiffary general of the dioces of Canterbury, in humble 
manner doe certifie, that wee cannot learne nor underftand that the lands of the Hofpi-

tall of St Bartholomew neare Sandwich aforefaid, being in their occupation, did era- 
pay to the maintainance or releefe either of the church or poore 5 wee haue alfo for our 
better knowledge ferched records if any thing weare there touching the fame, and haue 
founde a petition of the mafter, brethren and fitters of the fame Hofpitall to the right 
reuerend father in God the now lord archbifhop of Canterbury, humbly therein com- 
plaining, how their lands laying within the parifh of St Clement's, and then in theirc 
owne occupation, weare affeffed to the poore ; befeeching his grace of releefe therein ; 
who out of his gratious comiferation was pleafed to direct his letter on their behalfe, 
dated at Lambeth 12 february 1612, to the then maior and juratts of Sandwich, to make 
ftay of the cefTe and all other proceedings againft them for the fame ; for that it feemed 
to his grace a matter ftrange and unufuall, that a Hofpitall, which of itfelf is but an in- 
dowment for the poore, fhould be putt unto a ceiTement for the poore : and, as wee take 
it, they are exempted from payment of fefles to the church, becaufe they have a church 
of their owne within their faid Hofpitall, which they are tied to repare of themfelues 
without the help or ayde of any other, which (under correction) wee hold is a fufficient 
imunity for them from fuch fefles. Befides, they haue lands both in the parifh of St 
Mary and St Peter in Sandwich aforefaid, and in other parishes out of (he towne, which 
being in their owne occupation were neuer, that wee can learne of, affeffed either to the 
church or poore. In teftimony of the truth whereof, wee the iaid maior and juratts haue 
caufed the fcale of office of maioralty of Sandwich aforefaid rothefe prefents to be afixed.

ISLED by the catalogue of Britifli manufcripts I hoped to meet 
with a full and authentic pedigree of this family, in the Bodleian 
library, drawn up by the celebrated antiquary Mr Roger Dodfworth, 
whofe mother is there faid to have been a daughter of Ralph Sandwich, 
efquire -, but upon inquiry the name is Sandwkh, and not Sandwidi : 
nor am I able, after much refearch, to produce any connected fchemg 
of relationfhip between the different perfons who bear this name. In- 
deed, at this diftance of time, it is not much to be expefted to fucceed 
in inquiries of this fort, as the mode of afluming furnames by our an- 
ceftors neceflarily involved all genealogical matters ill great obfcurity. 
Names were derived from fituation, office, occupation and other 
fources, and varied fometijnes with every individual of the family. 
Even where a name had become patronymic, if any one of the family 
entered into the church and became profefTed, he changed his family 
name for that of the place of his birth or laft refidence, to (hew that he

There are two filver feals belonging to St Bartholomew's Hofpital, 
one of which, of vile workmanfhip and fcuipture, is in the Hofpital 
cheft, and was made in the laft century, when the brothers and fillers 
had refolved to grant leafes of their eftates without the concurrence of 
the mayor and jurats, and were otherwife in a ftate of oppofition to the 
j)atrons ■, but the rebellion of this little community was foon fuppref- 
i'ed, and I do not find that the feal was ever applied to any inftrument. 
It coft 2I. 7s. od. See page 76. 

The other filver feal is kept in the corporation cheft. It is elegantly 
engraved and well preferved. The infcription is sanytabartholme 
Intended probably for French, Saynt Bartholme. See page 16, num- 
ber 2. 

There was a much older feal 3 a very perfecT impreffion of which 
is in the archives of the cathedral church of Canterbury affixed to 
a deed dated 1225, and numbered 1 L 228. The infcription is s' ospi- 
tal' s'ci barthi de sjnwico. The feal of faint Bartholomew's Hof- 
pital at Sandwich. The engraving at page 16, number 1, is from a 
more imperfect impreffion of later date. The matrix of this feal is lull. 
The peevifh complaints of Mary Wheeler, and Francis Hook, at 
pages 71, 72, 73, 74, 75 and 76, fcarcely merit notice, further than to 
obferve how difficult it muft be, at this time, to afcertain precifely the 
fituation of all the pieces of land defcribed in the evidences, or to fay 
what is become of fome of them, that feem to have belonged for- 
merly to the Hofpital. Such as are miffing were moil likely fold with 
a rent referved, or exchanged for others, though the evidences of the 
tranfaaions may now be loft. At any rate, it were both more liberal, 
and more reafonable, to fuppofe this to have been the cafe, than that 
any man, or body of men, fhould have been allowed by the patrons to 
take away parts of the Hofpital eftate, without being obliged to make 
a full compenfation, of fome kind or other, to the poor people. 

Before I clofe my account of St Bartholomew's Hofpital, it is in- 
cumbent upon me to take notice of the laudable manner in which its 
affairs are now conduced by the mayor and jurats. Due attention is 

paid to the intercils of the whole fraternity, and to the convenience

The buildings are putting into fubftan- 
tial repair, and the Hofpital is rapidly verging to the higheft ftate of 
profperity of which it is capable. The people, for the moft part, are in 
themfelves decent and refpe&able ; and much praife is due to the rev.

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T^HERE is no account of the firft foundation of this Hofpital. The 
oldeft" grant to it that I have met with is dated in the fixteenth 
year of Edward the fon of Henry, that is, Edward the firft, (12873) 
and it is then called Dooms Dei et fan&i Johannis de Sandwico, the 
Houfe or Hofpital of God and Saint John in Sandwich. Since the year 
293 it has been defcribed in the evidences by the name of domus, and 
fometimes hofpitale, fan<5ti, or beati, Johannis, or Johannis baptifte, 
and it is now called St John's Houfe, or Hofpital. It is fituated on the 
north weft fide of the corn market, and confifts of one large old build- 
ing, containing a hall and feveral rooms above ftairs and below for 
the brothers and fifters. Behind this principal building is a range of 
fingle rooms called the Harbinge, in which travellers were formerly 
lodged and entertained. This Hofpital was very early under the go- 
vernment of the mayor and jurats, as appears by an inftrument dated 
3385, in which the brothers and fifters, demife one of their tenements 
Cf with the permiffion and confent of the mayor and barons," that is, 
the jurats : and all their leafes fince that time have run in the name of 
the mafter, brothers and fifters, with the confent of the mayor and ju- 
rats, patrons and governours. The patronage is undoubtedly in the 
mayor and jurats jointly, but, for the fake of harmony, the mayor for 
the time being fills up all the vacancies that happen in his mayoralty. 
This Hofpital was returned by the commiflioners* under the a 61 of 
the 37th H. 8. to be of the clear yearly value of 5I. is. 3d. Archbifhop 
Parker in 1562 certified it to the privy council under the name of *f St

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John's Houfe of Sandwich, as having no poffeffions belonging to it* 
and he gives the mayor and jurats the credit of founding and maintain- 



ing the fame, and of providing for twelve poor people there. His grace 
and the cornmiffioners under him mult have been ftrangely and de- 
signedly misinformed about this matter, as the Hofpital at that time 
had an eftate, confiding indeed then, as now, of old houfes and a few 
quitrents : and though the fraternity from the beginning had depen- 
dence upon the benevolence of the mayor and jurats, in common with 
other charitable perfons of the town and neighbourhood, yet thefe ma- 
giftrates were never officially, in any fenfe, either the founders or fup- 
porters of the Hofpital. Neither Leland nor Lambard mentions this 
Hofpital. Kilburne fays it was founded by one Ellis, but he is miftaken; 
for though Thomas Ellis was a liberal benefactor to all the charities in 
oandwich, he was the founder only of St Thomas's Hofpital, and of a 
chantry that went by his name. 

This Hofpital, like in oft others of early foundation, .was intended 
for the accommodation of travellers and ftrangers, as well as for the 
fupport of fixed refidents.. The Harbinge confided of feparate rooms 
for men and women, in which they were refrefhed with diet, and provi- 
ded with comfortable lodging : and two perfons, a brother and a filter, 
were appointed by the mayor and jurats, under the title of Harbingers, 
to take c^re of the apartments and furniture, and officiated as a 
modern chamberlain and chambermaid of an inn. Rerbcrgare, in low 
Latin, fignifies to harbour or entertain, and is derived from the Saxon 
word hereberg y a houfe of entertainment. There is no mention of this 
office in the account of faint John's houfe in the cuftomal, though it 
appears from thence that the Hofpital, when that was written, was a 
place of oc.c.afiona! entertainment for ftrangers. It. ihould icem, that 
then the matter had the management of the Harbingeas well as of the 
other concerns of the, Hofpital 

The bufmefs of the Hofpital is regiftered in a fmall quarto volume, 

in good preiervation, beginning in 1392. It i* thus -entitled, " Hie

and jurats found it expedient to apply the corrodies of fuch places as 
became vacant to the difcharge of the debts and the repair of the eftate, 
till the number of brothers and fifters was reduced to fix % and an order 
was made to limit the fraternity in future to that number, and that two 
at the ieaft fhould be men and as many at the leaft women $ which rule 
however has not been flriftly obferved, the prefent fix: being all fe- 
males. 

The revenue of this Hofpital was always fmall. It received however 
a valuable addition in a benefaction of 200I. bequeathed by the will of 
John Dekewer efquire of Hackney, a native of Sandwich, and a defen- 
dant of one of the original Dutch fettlers, in Sandwich, who emigrated 
from their own country to avoid the troubles there under the admini- 
stration of the duke D'Alva. He inherited from his anceftors a very 
arge fortune, and in his will was liberally mindful not only of this

npHE mayor and jurats have the government of a certain hofpital

other poor and infirm perfons receiving alms. The daily allowance of 
every brother and filter is a mefs of porridge, a farthing-loaf, and a 
farthing for beer if the income will admit of it. And there is allotted 
to each of them a room in the faid Houfe, which is kept in repair at 
the common colt, The brothers and lifters can have no dated allow- 
ance beyond what is here fet down j and when the buildings need repair 

they mull lofe the beer-money, as their income will not fuffice for 

both. 



The brothers and lifters fometimes receive benefactions in leo-acies 
and in prefents from mariners at their return from fea, which are di- 
vided among them ; unlefs the benefactions confift of beds, hangings, 
meets, or other clothes, which are referved tor the ufe of the poor re- 
ceived into the houfe. 



Some of the brothers attend the churches in Sandwich every fimday 
with a pewter difli, foliciting money to buy meat for dinner on that clay! 
In the herring-fealon and at other times they fend one of the brothers 
in a boat to beg from the veffels in the haven filh frefh and fait, which is

One of the Brothers goes about, in harveft, with a cart collecting 
wheat and other corn, which is made into bread and divided among 
them. And, at chriftmas, they fend a brother with a fack to the 
houfes of the better fort of people in the town and its neighbourhood . 
to beg bread, which is like wife divided equally among them. 

The mayor furnifhes the brothers and fillers with a ftandard bufliel, 
to which Grangers may have recourfe to afcertain the goodnefs of their 

meafures. 

Every brother and lifter upon admiffion into the hofpital, pays a cer- 
tain fain of money to be divided among the fraternity. 

That all thcfe matters may be properly attended to, the mayor and 
jurats appoint .one of the brothers to be mafter of the Hofpital, without 
any Mary, or d(c fome reputable townfrnan, who is willing to under- • 
take the office out of charity. The mafter, or he that officiates as luch, 
fhould colledt all the revenue of the Houfe, and fuperintend the whole 
bufinefs of the fame, making a fair and juft diftribution of all among 
tlie brothers and lifters. He fhould take care that the buildings be kept 
in repair, under the direction of the mayor ; and fhould employ the 
fitters in wafhing, mending and properly getting up the linen ufed in 
the laid Hofpital. He fhould fee that the common utenfils be kept clean, 
and that they be not loft or injured ; and fhould be attentive to the in- 
terefts of the Houfe on all occafions, as in hiring the tenements, &c.

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die in the Houfe, the body is to be covered with old fheeting belonging 
to the Houfe, and buried St Peter's church yard. The bell fhould toll, 
and the burial fervice be performed, all at the expence of the Houfe, 
if there are no effects of the deceafed to pay the charge. 

The mayor and jurats, whenever they think proper, vifit this Houfe 
and examine into the ftate of the fame, particularly, as to the condi- 
tion and number of the feather beds, blankets, flieets, holders, and 
cloths of all kind. They likewife take an account of the number of 
pots, difhes, and other utenfilsj and caufe an inventory of every thing 
to be delivered to the matter, who is anfwerable to the mayor for the 
fame, at the next vifitation. 

The mayor is to enquire if the Houfe be in debt to the baker or brewer ; 
and, in cafe of arrears of that kind, he is to flop a part of the common 
Uowance till the whole be paid. He is likewife to fee that the houfe 
appropriated to the entertainment of paupers, and the beds and bed- 
.clothes there be kept very clean. He is to examine into the conven- 
tion and behaviour of the brothers and fitters fince the laft vifitation - 
and, if there is occafion to punifh, he fhould ftop a part or the whole 
defaulter's allowance. 

Every brother or fitter, at his or her ad million, in confideration of 
the corrody to be received, pays two marks, and fometimes forty {hil- 
lings.

HOSPITAL of SAINT THOMAS 
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THE Hofpital of St Thomas in Sandwich, was founded in honor of 
St Thomas the martyr, about the year 1392, by Thomas Ellis, 
a draper in that town ; who enfeoffed a meffuage and a hundred and

perfons were licenfed to affign the fame to twelve poor perfons in the 
Hofpital, for their maintenance, by letters patent * of Richard the fe- 
cond, dated the 27th of June, in the fixteenth year of his reign : which li- 
cenfe of mortmain remains among the evidences of the Hofpital in good 
prefervation, with its green feal appendant and perfeft. An addition <f 
was afterwards made to this endowment by Henry Greenfhield of 
Sandwich 5 fo that the whole eftate in Woodnefborow, under the title 
of Demi Court, confifts now of 154 acres 1 rood 17 perches. It ap- 
pears from the licenfe of mortmain, that the lands given by Thomas 
Ellis were holden of Ann, the queen confort, as of the honor of Ledes, 
by the fervice of a quarter part of a knight's fee ; and it is for thefe 
lands that a quitrent of one {hilling and fixpence is paid to the manor

of Hamwold, probabiy for the lands given by Henry Greenfhield, who 
was lord of that manor. 

The building, in which the fraternity refides, is in a retired fituation 
between New ftreet and the Corn market. A paflage through the mid- 
dle of the houfe divides it into two parts. On the fouth fide is the hall, 
open to the roof ; beyond which are the women's apartments, two 
above flairs and two below. The men's rooms are on the north fide, 
four above and four below.

WHEREAS the faid Hofpital is a very ancient foundation, as appears by a licenfe of 
mortmain, under the great feal of England by king Richard the fecond, on the 
27th day of junc in the 16th year of his reign and in the year of our Lord 1393 t* to 
Thomas Rollyng, clerk, William Swan, clerk, John Goddard and Richard Benge, for 
the making, founding and annexing feveral lands to the fame. 

And whereas the prcfent governours and truftees of the faid Hofpital, upon the moll: di- 
ligent fearch and inquiry, have not been able to difcover or come at any ancient written 
orders or rules for the good government thereof, or any books of account of the Regular 
difpofing of the revenues thereunto belonging 5 by reafpn of which defect, it is*pref#med, 
that forne former governours and truftees may have taken upon themfelves a difcretionary 
power of acting by very uncertain methods, in the government of the Hofpital and the 
difpofal of the revenues : for the preventing therefore the like inconveniences, and alfo of 
all abufes, difficulties and differences which may arife in time to come, we, the pre fen t 
, governours and truftees, do, with unanimous confent and approbation, commit to writ- 
this fchedule of orders and rules, for the good government of the Hofpital and the 
well difpofing the revenues thereof ; and we do hereby caufe the fame to be annexed to 
the deed of truft, as a direction or guide to ourfelves and all fucceeding governours and 
truftees, in the election and regulation of the poor, and the impartial distribution of the

Imprimis ; that, yrhcreas the number of the poor pcrfons for ever to be placed in this 
Hofpital is twelve according to the original conftitution, we do appoint, they fhall be 
tight men and four Angle women, by the name of the brothers and fitters of St Thomas 
Mys* Hofpital • that they fhall be all perfons aged about fifty, and parishioners and in- 
habitants within one of the three relpective panihes of the town and port of Sandwich, viz. 
.St Peters, St Mary's, and St Clement's ; and that they fliall bring no relation or other' 
pcifon to inhabit with them in the Hofpital, except only fuch brothers, as arc now married 
or (hall be married at the time of their nomination, may be permitted to have their wives 
live with them ; and in cafe any brother or litter fliall many after their admi/Hon, they 
ihail be removed oiil of the Hofpital, and another perfon fliall be admitted into their place.

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<l % That the government of this Hofpital, and the management and difpofition of the 
revenues thereof, /hall be under the care and by the direction of the truftees and their fuc- 
ceflbrs, or the major part of them ; who fliall annually at michaelmas nominate and eleft 
one of the moil fitting of the brothers to be mafter for the year enfuing. And the nomi- 
nation to every place (hall be alio in the truftees, alternately and by turns as they ffend 
in the deed of truft : each vacancy to be filled within three months after the death of any 
brother or filter ; and in cafe any of the truftees in his courfe or turn fliall neglcft or fail 
to nominate fome perfon, duly qualified according to thefe orders, within the fpace of three 
months, then his nomination for that time fhall ceafe and be loft, and the next truftee ia 

courfe fliall fill the place. 

3. That no perfon fhall be capable of being nominated or admitted into this Hofpital,

g. That, for the better fecuring the peace and good government of this Hofpital, there 
fhall be a table of penalties annexed to thefe orders j according whereunto the mafter is 
required to take an account of the ncgle&s and mifdemeanors of each brother and ftfter, 
and to deliver the fame to the receiver at the time of his making payment of the penfiort 
or allowance ; according whereunto, upon due proof of each negleft or mifdemeanor, the 
receiver is hereby required to deduct all fuch penalties or forfeitures out of the payment 
due to each brother or fifter, and to place the fame to his receipts for the benefit of the 
Hofpital ; and in cafe any of them fhall lemain obftinate or incorrigible in their offences 
againft the peace and good order of this houfe, the receiver is hereby required to give no- 
tice thereof to the major part of the truftees, that they may be expelled out of the 
Hofpital. 

10. That the lands, tenements and hereditaments belonging to this Hofpital fhall from, 
time to time be let out and demifed, for years, to honeft and fuflicient perfons, who fhall 
inhabit thereupon, and to the beft advantage and improvement in yearly rent that in good 
conference may be, and with fuch cautions, conditions and covenants as the change of 
times and the difcretion of the governours fhall devife ; as they tender the honour of al- 
mighty God, and relief of the poor, for whofe benefit this charity was originally given 
and appointed. . 

Laftly: wc, the preient govetnours and truftees, do unanimoufly nominate and appoint 
Mr John Hayward junior to be receiver, and paymafter, of this Hofpital, during the plea- 
fine of the tnjftces or the major part of them.

THOMAS ELYS was a wealthy draper at Sandwich, and is men- 
tioned in Rymer* as having lent forty pounds to king Richard 
the fecond, in the firft year of his reign, to fupply his neceflities. His 
wife's name was Margaret f > and he had a fon, Thomas J ; and a 
daughter, Conftance§, who was married to John Septvans, efquire, fon 
of fir William Septvans, knight, by Ann daughter and heir of fir Ni- 
cholas Sandwich, knight : which Conftance, jj upon the death of her 
hufband, became the wife of John Notbeamef-; by whom fhe had 
Bennet, married to Thomas Aldey of Chequer in Afh \ whofe daugh- 
ter Margaret was married to John Monins, efquire, lieutenant of 
Dover Caftle. In a manufcript, in my poffeffion, Thomas Elys is 
fa i d to have been a worfhipful merchant, and to have been buried, 
, .with his wife, in the north ile of St Peter's church. He reprefentcd 
Sandwich in the 43d parliament of Edw, III. and the ill of Rich. II. 
and vvas mayor there in 1370 and 13B2 **. His name occurs among 
the witnefles to a number of deeds between the yeais 1356 and 13^9. 
He or his fon was a commiflioner of [ewers 3d H. V. as was another

mond in the county of Surry, efquire, who has been ele&ed and re- 
turned to five feveral parliaments by that corporation, for about twenty 
years almoft fucceffively : who upon the death of John Thurbarne, 
efquire, fergeant at law, took upon himfelf the care of the money be- 
longing to the Hofpital •> which being fubfcribed into the South Sea 
company, with the confent and approbation of fir Streynfham Matter 
and the other truftees, in that fatal year of public calamity 1720 came 
out again, with a deficiency of near half the principal amounting to 
about 200I. which lofs he voluntarily fuftained, and, by his charitable 
benevolence, made good again to the brothers and fitters. He alfo ufed 
his utmoft care and diligence, together with the other truftees, in renew- 
ing and fettling the prefent trutt of the lands, created in the year 1725 ; 
and in compofing orders and rules for the good government of the 
Hofpital> and for the well difpofing of the revenues thereof 5 and alfo 
provided a large paper book for the receiver, wherein, it is his earned 
defire, that from henceforward all proper entries and accounts may be 
carefully fet down, in a regular method, to all fucceeding times*

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N the fouth-weft fide of Sandwich, between the rampart of the 
town and New ftrect, flood the houfe belonging to the Carmelites 
or White Friars. By the foundations that are remamh 
ground, the building mud have been of confiderable extent, and the 
houfe, gardens and meadows occupied an area of fomewhat more than 
five acres. According to John Bale, a Carmelite in the reign of 
Henry VIII. who wrote an account of the order, this monaftery was 
founded here by Henry Cowfield a German in the year 1272 :* whereas 
a manufcript in my poffeflion fays it was eftabliihed in the 20th yea 
of Edw. I. at the fole expence of William lord Clinton lord of

feffions belonging to this houfe, beyond its extenfive fite, fome quit- 
rents, and a few detached parcels of land and buildings of little value. 
Indeed they were mendicants by profeflion, and were to depend upon 
cafual charity for fupport ; and yet their buildings were generally large 
and flately, and their churches in particular were magnificent, and 
efleemed more facred than others, and for that reafon the better fort of 
people much affefred to be buried in them. In the church of the Car- 
melites in Sandwich were buried, befides the members of the fraternity, 
fome of the principal perfons of the town - y particularly, William Pey- 
nell gentleman ; Thomas Crawthorn and Maud his wife, of the fa-

This monaftery was fuppreiTed by Henry the VIIIth,who granted it,* 
in the 3 2d year of his reign, to Thomas Ardern of Faverfham gent, 
under the title of the fite of the priory of White Friars near Sandwich 
in Kent, with the church, bells and rnefTuages belonging to the fame in 



Sandwich, to be holden of the king in chief, by knights fervice. It then 
yielded to the crown an annual rent of 2I. 14s. yd. f- I meet with no 
account of the. fubfequent pofTeffbrs of this eflate, till the year 161/., 
when it was conveyed by George, Samuel and John Crifp to Nicholas 
Itichardfon ; who, the fame year, fettled it on his daughter Elizabeth, 
upon her marriage with Edmund Parbo. William Richardfon, and 
Edmund Parbo and Elizabeth his wife, in 1617, conveyed the fame to 
Nicholas Swinford, In 1641, it palled from Richard Wilde and Alice 
his wife, and JVTofes Potter, to Samuel Morton the younger, and from 
him and Robert Morton, in 1649, t0 J°hn Gibbon ; who, the fame 
year, conveyed it to Robert Morton, In 1654, it was conveyed by 
John Prettyman junior, efquire, and Margaret his wife, the only daugh- 
ter and heir of fir Mathew Mennes of the honorable order of the bath 
deceafed, and William Long, to Elizabeth Parbo fole daughter and heir 
of Edmund Parbo ; which Elizabeth was married to Captain John 

Boys, and left five fons, John, Edmund, Edward, William and Tho- 
mas y

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mas ; who made partition of feveral eftates, and the friary was allotted 
to William ; who, in 1684, conveyed it to William Verrier ; and he, 
m 1701, fettled it to pertain u&s, under which it became the property 
of Thomas Alkin efquire and Sufanna his wife of Canterbury ; from 
whom it d^fcQnd^d on his death to their {on the rev. Thomas Verrier 
Alkin \ upon whofe deceafe the inheritance of it became veiled in his 
only fon and heir now an infant. 

This eftate is now, 1787, in the occupation of Jofeph Stewart 
efquire at the yearly rent of 27L 

The Carmelites led at firfl very folitary lives in Afia ; but were drawn 
into companies by John patriarch of Jerufalem, at the beginning of the 
twelfth century; and, coming' into Europe, in the thirteenth they 
were by Honorius the third appointed to a rule and order, by the name 
of the brothers of the order of the blefled virgin Mary of mount Carmel. 
They wore a caflbck, a fcapulary, a patience,* a hood of a brown 
colour, a white plaited cloak,, and a black hat. 

The feal formerly belonging to the Carmelites in Sandwich is kept 
with the corporation feals. It is of copper, of an oval form, with a 
handle at the back. The figure is a patriarchal crofs fable, with a key 
on each fide of the fhaft of the crofs, a crefcent on the dexter fide of 
the field, and a ftar of fix: points on the finifter. In a fegment of a 
circle, at the foot of the crofs, a crofs patee. The infcription is, in 
letters of an ancient form, s' ihoannis pateiaacnp i'hebvsalem ; 
evidently defigned for s' ioi-iannis patriarche iervsalem. Sigillurn 
Johannis patriarche Jerufalem. The feal of John Patriarch of Jerufa- 
lem. The engraving of the keys, till lately, was filled up with pewter.

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CHANTRIES were eftablifliments, made by pious perfons, in cathe- 
drals and in parifh churches, with a revenue for the maintenance 
of one or more priefts to chant or fing mafs or other fervices every clay 
for the fouls of the founders, their relations and benefaftors, either in 
chapels annexed to the churches or at particular altars within them. 
Each of thefe was dedicated to fome particular faint, and ornamented 
with his image or pifHire. Sometimes the founder's monument ferved 
for the altar. The mirufters were called indifferently capeltani/capel- 
lans, or cantariftae, chantry priefts -, though perhaps, in ftri£l propri- 
ety, none were capellans but thofe who officiated in the capellas or 
chapels. They were inftituted and inducted into their places like parifli 
priefts, and were totally independent of the incumbents. They were 
not efpecially bound to affift the latter in the fervices of the church, 
but they nfed to do.it occafionally, and fometimes they were enjoined * 
by the deed of endowment to attend fome part of the fervice. Thefe fe- 
cular priefts were all fupprefled by H. 8th and Edw. 6 th . 

Brotherhoods were religious focieties, the feveral members of which 
were mutually bound to pray for each other, and alfo for the fouls of 
fitch of the fraternity as vvcie departed this life. Thefe were like wife 
endowed, 

A hermitage was a retired cell; or chapel, in which a fingle perfon 
ftqueftred himfelf from the reft of mankind and devoted himfelf to 
prayer and meditation ; depending chiefly upon the charity of his 
neighbours for fupport. 

The oldefl chantry in Sandwich, of which there are any notices re- 
maining, was founded, about the beginning of the 14th century, in 
St Maiy's church, by John Coundy and William his fon. ] do not 
find the name of the faint to whom it was dedicated. The patronage

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of It was afligned by the founders to the mayor and commonalty of 
Sandwich; and thecapellan was bound to celebrate a morn-mafs in this 
chantry.* The name of John Condi .is among the witneffes to two deeds 
of St John's llofpital dated 1293 and 12965 and John Cundy was 
mayor in J 327, and bailiff in 1349. . William Condy is a witnefs to 
other deeds dated J3U, 1354. 1366 ; and was bailiff in 1354-f The 
name'likewife of Harraon Cundy. appears in a deed of 1296; as does that 
of Thomas Condy in another of 1347. f There was a tenement be- 
longing to the capellan in or near Saint-mary-lane, 1474 ^ and there 
were lands belonging to the chantry fomewhere by Barnsend, 32 H. 8.

Burton's chantry was founded in feme chapel at or near David's gate. 
Mention is made in fome deeds. of a tenement- near Davy's gate belong- 
ins: to the chaplain, and of a garden belonging to the chantry. This 
chantry was fold : by ; virtue of a commiflion under the great feal, dated 
27th april, 2d Ed. 6th, 1549. Brown Willis ** mentions two incum- 
bents of this chantry, John Hall and John Steward, to each of whom 
was paid a penfion of fix pounds in 1553. 

Jenkyn Green founded a chantry in St Clement's church, and en- 
dowed it with lands ; concerning four acres of which, in Sandown, 
there was a difpnte, between the people of St Bartholomew's .Hofpital 
and Thomas Holie the king's tenant in the 4th of Eclw, VI. John 

and Roger Powell the capellans, when the chantry was fold, 
were allowed pennons one of fix and the other five pounds refpeclively. 
Thomas Clerc was a capellan of the chantry of St Clement in 1483.

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try of St Thomas the martyr, founded by Thomas Elys, in St Peter's 
church. This wealthy merchant enfeoffed to Thomas Rollyng vicar of 
St Mary's, William Swan clerk, John Godard and Richard Benge two 
meffuages, and two hundred and fixteen acres of land, and rent to the 
amount of four pounds, in the parifhes of Eaftry, Wodenefbergh, 
Worthe, Henxhelland Wynelefbergh, for the endowment of this chan- 
try ; and in 1392, upon payment of fixty pounds by the feoffees, the 
king*" granted to them a licenfe of mortmain to affign the faid eftates to 
three capellans, to pray every day in St Peter's church for the fouls of 
Thomas Elys, his parents, anceftors and benefactors, and of all the 
faithful departed this life ; and for the faid capellans to receive and 
hold the premiffes to themfelves and their fucceffors for ever : and, on 
the 20th of o£lober in the fame year, the feoffees^by virtue of the power 
granted to them by the above licenfe, conveyed the eftates mentioned 
therein to three chaplains by name : who by- the claufes of the inftru- 
mentf- were to fill up the vacancies within three months after they 
iliould happen j and upon their negleft the patronage was to go to the 
mayor and jurats of Sandwich; and, if they fhould fail to appoint 
within a month, then the abbot of St Auguftin; and, on his failure for 
another month, the archdeacon of Canterbury was to fupply the va- 
cancies. The capellans were to have a houfe for their rcfidence; they 
were to keep the eftates in repair-; they were to hold no other benefice 
beyond fix months after being induced into the chantry, nor exercife 
any office by which their duty in the chantry might be interrupted ; 
they were to be qualified for the office and fober men, not quarrel- 
fome or malicious, nor diflblute in their manners ; they were under 
the jurifdiaion of Canterbury ; and were bound to refulence in their 
chantries, in the fame manner as perpetual vicars were obliged 
to refide upon their cures ; but were not {worn, like them, to

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ftridt perfonal reiTJence. In cafe of nonrefidence, after notice given, 
they were made liable to be removed from their chantries, like rectors 
within the province of Canterbury in fimilar cafes from their livings, 
On fuadays and feftivals they were to attend divine fervice during the 
chants and finging of the pfalms $ and they were to fay their own rnaf- 
fes at feafonable times,, fo as not to interfere with the duty of the mini- 
iter in the pari ill church : and thefe rnafies were to be celebrated every 
clay for the fouls of Thomas Elys and Margaret his wife; Thomas, 
Cicely, John, Mabel, Richard, Fitzbernard, Richard, Beatrice, John, 
Joan, Margaret, William, Conllance, Thomas, Ifabel, John, Joan, 
Helen, William, Amy, Guftach, Joan, John, their fons and daughters; 
of John Godard and Joan and Cicely his wives, and his anceftors; and 
of the capellans of the chantry j and of all the faithful departed this 
life. They were to have a new fuit of veftrnents every other year at 
lead ; and they were to find five wax tapers of five pounds weight for 
the altar of the blefted virgin Mary in St Peter's church, to be lighted 
only during the chant called Salve regina, and to be renewed every year 
again ft the feaft of the purification. To the performance of all which 
they were bound by oath. 

This foundation was confirmed by a bull of pope Boniface the 9th, 
dated at Rome the 1 2th of march, 1404.* 

The feoffees of this chantry were the fame as were appointed for St 
Thomas's Hofpital •, and both chanties were dedicated to the fame pa- 
tron. It is remarkable that thefe two capital endowments of Thomas 

Elys were made in the courfe of five months. 

A manufcript fays, that one of the priefts of this chantry was bound 

to inftrudt the youth of Sandwich ; that the lad of thefe chaplains was 

a Mr Green, a learned fchoolmafter, and a great beater-down of pa- 

piftry j and that the houfc for the three chaplains was fituate at the eafl 

end of St Peter's church. 

One of the chantry houfes was in Doggerenlane, and another in 

Lovclane oppofite St Peter's churchyard.

At the fuppreflion, this chantry was valued at 47s. and it was fold the 

2d of Edw. 6th. 

About the year 1480, the corporation granted fix (hillings and eight 
pence to the wardens of the brotherhood of the church of St Clement, 
for the maintenance of the pfoceffion when the figure of the George is 
yearly born about the town, to be paid yearly by the treafurers.-f- 

In a will' dated 1519, mention is made of St George's chancel in that 
church ; and a piece of land without the walls by Newgate, called St 



George's lees, was giveivto the parifh of St Clement for the maintenance 
of a lamp to burn for ever before the image of St George in St Cle- 
ment's church. -f It is probable therefore that St George was the adopted 
patron of this fraternity, and that the twenty flails in the chancel of 

this church were made for the accommodation of its members. 

There was a brotherhood J of St Catharine in the chapel of St Jacob 
in St Mary's parifh; to which belonged an enclofed garden in Dregge- 
renlane § near St Jacob's churchyard, given in free alms for its im-

which garden was conveyed by the wardens of the fraternity, in 141 6

brethren likewife received a perpetual annual rent of 4s. out of another 
meffuage in St Mary's, and 4s. more out of another enclofed garden in 
Dreggerlane.§ It appears from the evidences in the appendix, that 
the fraternity confided of both men and women. In

In a deed, dated 24 march, 3 Eliz. there is mention of a corner te- 
nement called the Cage in the Fifhmarket belonging to Jefus brother- 
hood lately diffolved. 

In St Peter's church were the fraternities of Corpus Chrifti, St John 
of Bredlington, the holy Crofs and St Peter, and the holy Trinity.* 

It appears from a deed^ that there was a chapel or hermitage called 
the chapel of Gafcoign lane : and there was another hermitage at the 
fou th- weft corner of St Jacob's churchyard, the patronage of which 
was in the corporation. f- On this piece of ground are now two te- 
nements with gardens, fituate on the left hand fide of the narrow paf- 
fage leading out of the churchyard into Paradife-row. This eftate 
was fold by a decree of common aflembly, in oftober, 1776, to William 
Legget for fnty pounds. 

Walter le Drapere of Sandwich, in 13 1 1, gave to God and the church 
of St Mary a yearly rent of fix {hillings and eight pence out of a mefluage 
on the weft fide of Yeldhalftrete, for the maintenance of a lamp, to be 
burning early and late before the image of the holy crofs in St Mary's 
church. Which grant was in 1445 confirmed by Gilbert Jackmyn.§ 

Robert Philipp, chaundeler, and John Reede, barbour, of Sandwich, 
in 1427, confirmed to the wardens of St Mary's an annual rent of four 
{hillings out of a tenement, adjoining to the vicarage of St Mary's north 
and to the ftrcet fouth ; which had before been granted for the fame pur- 
pofe by Thomas Rollyng clerk in 1409, for the maintenance of a lamp 
in the middle of the quire of the church, in medio alti cliori. § 

Thomas Marleburgh of Sandwich, in 1463, gave to the wardens ol 
St Mary's an annual rent of twelve pence out of three cottages in Dreg- 
gereflane, for the maintenance of a lamp in the quire, in fummo clvoro, 
of St Mary's church : and, the fame year, John Warre of London, vvol- 
lernan, gave the fame fum out of a meiluage and garden near St Jacob's 
churchyard for t lie like purpofe.§ There

Befides thefe eftablifliments belonging to the town, there were divers 
lands and tenements in Sandwich, belonging to Boxley abbey, J which 
were fold, 36th H. 8th to John. Matters efquire : and the priory of St 
Sepulchre at Canterbury had pofTeffions heres which were granted by 
the crown to James Hales, 38th H. 8th. 

Some other lands here, in 35th H. 8th, were granted by the king to 
fir Thomas Cheyney knight; 

There was a houfe of lepers in Sandwich called the Maldryy* and a 
fmall piece of land on the north-fide of the caufey leading to Each- 
end is now called the Maldry, and probably was part of the eftate 
belonging to this houfe.

. Sandwich agreed to raife a fum of money, by fubfcription, for the 
purpofe of erecting a building for a freefchool ■, under a promife from 
Mr. Roger Manwood, then abarrifter, to endow the fame with lands, 
of fufficient value to fupport the building and maintain a mafter. 
Accordingly, the fum of 2361. 7s. 2d.* was immediately collected, 
and other meafures were taken to forward the work. It happened for- 
tunately, that Archbifhop Parker was then in the neighbourhood, and, 
approving the 'defign, he became eminently inftrumental in founding 
the fchool. He made application to the dean and chapter of Canter- 
bury, for a grant of fome land, belonging to their church, which was 
judged to be a proper fite for the fchool : and moreover he wrote to his 
friend fecrctary Cecyl, for his intereft with the queen to procure her 
licenfe for the foundation and endowment. The licenfe in mort- 
main f iffued the ill of October 1563, by which Roger Manwood 
of 'Hackington efquire is empowered to erect a free grammar- 
fchool in Sandwich,, by the name of the free grammar- fchool of Roger

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tained from the dean and chapter a grant*, in fee farm, of a piece of 
ground, inclofed with a ftone wall, fometime called St Thomas Houfe, 
in Sandwich, near Canterbury gate, between St Thomas lane, eaft, a 
arden and the mill creek, fouth, a void hill and the highway leading 
out of Canterbury gate, weft, and the fame highway, north j together 
with a piece of falts, overagainft the fame ground, inclofed between 
the falts belonging to the commonalty of Sandwich, eaft and weft, the 
haven, north, and the forefaid highway, fouth ; to the ufe of the (aid 
Roger, his heirs and affigns for ever, at. the yearly rent of twenty 
pence: both which pieces of land, on the 20th of february, 1566^, 
with ninety, acres of meadow, pafture and woodland, in Hackington 
and Northgate, Mr Manwood enfeoffed to the mayor and jurats of 
Sandwich, by the name of the governours of his free grammar- fchool, 
and to their fucceftbrs, for ever, for the perpetual fupport and mainte- 
nance of the faid fchool. And the mayor and jurats obtained pofleffion 
of thefe eftates, by livery of feifin, in march following. 

On the 30th of July, 1568J, Roger Manwood fergeantatlaw, and 
Richard Heywood efq. executors of the will of Joane Trapps, late of 
London, widow, deceafed, in part of accomplifhment of the faid will, 
do bargain, fell &c. to the cuftos, or rector, and icholars of the col- 
lege of Blefled Mary and Ail Saints Lincoln, in the univerfity of 
Oxford, fifty two acres of land, in the parifh of Whitftable in Kent, 
towards the finding of four icholars, for ever, in the faid college; of 
which, two to be placed and nominated by the faid cuftos &c. and 
two by the governours of the free grammar- fchool in Sandwich, out 
of the faid grammar-fchool, alternis vicibus; firft, one by the cuftos &c. 
and after, one other by the faid governours j and fo, by like turn and 
courfe of election and nomination, for ever j which lands, the faid 
Roger covenants, fliall yield to the faid cuftos &c. a clear yearly rent 
of ill.

September 10th, 1570*, fergeant Manwood conveys to the gover- 
nours of his free grammar fchool, the falts oppofite thereto : and the 
mayor and jurats obtain corporal poffeffion of the fame, by livery of 
feifin, in march following. 

Thomas Manwood, by his will dated 2d oftober, 1^70, dircfts his 
brothers Roger and John, or the furvivor, within two years after his 
deceafe, to convey to the governours of his brother Roger's frcd gram- 
mar-fchool in Sandwich, as much of his lands and tenements as fliall 
amount to the clear yearly rent of ten pounds, to and for the better

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maintenance and fuftentation of the fame fchool, forever; that is to 
fry, for an ufher, when caufe fliall require ; or for other ncceifery 
matters of maintenance of the faid fchool, in fuch form, as durino- 
the life of the founder fliall be thought meet to him: and, after his 
death, as (hall be thought meet to the governours. Under this will, 
Roger Manwood, the furviving executor, by an inftrument in his own

Sir Roger, during his life, took the rents of the efcates, which he had 
enfeoffed to the governours of his fchool, paying the matter's falarv 
regularly to his death, which happened in the year 1592. After 
which, Sir Peter Man wood knt, heir and executor of Sir Roger, received 
the rents, and paid the matter's falary, till a few years before he died. 
Sir John Manwood knight, his fon and heir, or others claiming under 
him, took the ifTues of the faid eftates to their own ufc, without mak- 
ing any payment to the mafter ; upon which the governours of the 
fchool, in 1633, fuedout a cornmiffion * upon the ftatute for chari- 
table ufes ; which came out the 14th may, in that year ; and an inquifi- 
tion was taken, and a return made, by Sir Edward Boys, Launcelot 
Lovelace, Edward Hadde, Thomas Denne, William Watincr and Ed- 
mund Parbo, efquiresj who, in march, 1634, decreed and ordered, that 
the governours fhould enter into the feveral eftates, and take the rents, 
and hold and enjoy the fame for ever, according to the purport and 
intent of the deed of feoffment and grant made by Roger Manwood 
efquire to the mayor and jurats ; and that the faid mayor and jurats 
mould pay to the fchoolmaffer all arrears of falary, and forty pounds 
for damages. Upon this followed a writ of execution, dated 6th may,

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1 634- But Sir John Manwood and Lady Frances Mariwood, widow. 
put exceptions into the court of chancery again ft the decree of the 
conimiffioners $ upon thefe grounds, principally, that Sir Roger Man- 
wood intended to the fchool only twenty pounds a year for the fchool- 
mafler ; and that, before the making of the feoffment to the mayor 
and jurats, he did make a Ieafe of the lands, mentioned therein, for the 
term of 500 years to Edward Peke and William Claybroke ; referring- 
only the yearly rent of twenty pounds, to be paid to the faid mayor 
and jurats and their fucceffors, for the maintenance of the faid matter: 
which Ieafe was afterwards, viz. the 10th January, 1571, lawfully align- 
ed back again to the faid. Roger Manwood, his executors and affignsj 
who by his will difpofed of all his leafes in Kent to his heirs for the 
time being, who fhould have his honfe at St Stephens. In June, 1635, 
the matter was argued before the lord keeper, who confirmed the de- 
cree of the conimiffioners, as to the arrearages of the ftipend,^ and the 
forty pounds damages; and, in favor to Sir John Manwood, directed 
that the fame fhould be paid by Sir John Manwood to the mayor and 
jurats of Sandwich, on behalf of the mafter, by thirty pounds per an- 
num, over and above the faid twenty pounds per annum $ but the other 
part of the commiffloner's decree, refpe£ling the pofleflion of the ninety 
acres in Hackington and Northgate, was reverfed ; and it was decreed, 
that Sir John Manwood fhould hold the lands according to the faid 
Ieafe. The falary of twenty pounds has been paid with tolerable regu- 
larity, ever fince, by the proprietors of the eftate ; which has palled 
from the Manwood's to the Colepepper's, and from thence to the 
Ilales's, and is now in the pofleflion of Sir Edward Hales, baronet, 

of St Stephens. 

Edmund Parbo efquire, by his will dated 26th o6lober 1640,* befidcs 

many other legacies to the parifhes, conduits, St John's hofpital, the 
mayor and jurats &c. in Sandwich, bequeaths to the mayor and jurats 
of Sandwich, governours of the grammar-fchool, an annuity of iol. 
out of his mcfluage or inn, called the Pelican, in Sandwich; of whiclujl-

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to the matter of the fchool, and 5L to the re£tor and fellows and fcho- 
lars of Lincoln college Oxford, in augmentation &c. of the fcholars 
fent from Sandwich. If none fent, the money to remain in the gover- 
nours hands to accumulate for fiich fcholars as fhall be afterwards 
appointed. The remaining twenty fhillings to the mayor and jurats, 
for wine at their ordinaries, when they fhall hold the fame at the Pe- 
lican. In cafe of abufe or mifemployment of this benefaction by the 
mayor, &c, he gives the fame to his daughter Boys and her heirs for 

ever. 

It does not appear that the fchool was ever benefited by this be- 
qucil, nor how it happened, that it was not fo. There is reafon to 
think, from a loofe paper in my hands, thac a fuit was instituted, after 
the death of Mr Parbo's widow, by the mayor and jurats againft the 
heirs of Mr Parbo, for the recovery of this benefaction, in the court of 
chancery at Dovor ; but I have not been able to get any information 
concerning the proceedings or ifTue. 

There is a deed, bearing date the 5th January, 1685,^ to declare the 
ufes of a fine, levied of a piece of land divided into two backfides, 
whereon are erected two ftables, one kitchen and one cove, fituate in 
St Mary's parifli Sandwich, abutting to a tenement belonging to the 
free gram mar- fchool and Black lane, weft; to Strand frreet, north; 
to the mefTuage and malthoufe of the heirs of John Does, eaft and 
fouth ; purchafed by the mayor and jurats of William Ellwood, late 
of Sandwich gentleman, deceafed, and Phineas Ellwood * of Corpus 
Chrifti college Oxford, doftor in phyfick, to the ufe of the faid mayor 
and jurats, and their fucceffors, for ever ; in truft for the fole ufe 
and benefit of the fchoolmafrer of the faid fchool for the time being : 
And the premifTes were foon after conveyed to the faid mayor and 
jurats by William and Phineas Ellwood, fons, and coheirs in gavelkind, 
of Phineas Ellwood of Sandwich gentleman, by an inftrument dated 
the third of July, 1685. % ' hx

5cc. which they refufe," At the fame time it was alleged to th 
commiffioners, that one Thompfon had bequeathed his two nm 
honks in Thompfon's flreet to the freefchool. But it appeared to the 
commiffioners, that the fchool had never been in pofTefiion 3 that the 
houfes, fuppofed to have been given, were quite down 3 and that there 
was at that time no fuch ftreet as Thompfon's flreet. To this account, 
taken from Tanner's manufcripts, number 126, f. 216, 228, the fol- 
lowing remark is fubjoinedj that, "both in Sandwich, and in Faver- 
cc fhani, they acquaint us, that there have been former commifTions, 
" but without fruit j for that no one dares urge the execution of the 
<c orders, by reafon of their bylaws in the Cinque Ports." From whence 
it appears, that nothing came of the inquiry. 

This Mr Culmer, uftder what pretenfions I know not, made a forci- 
ble entry into the freefchool in 167S 3 and, though confiderablc efforts 
feem to have been made by the corporation * to difpoflefs him, he ne~ 
verthelefs continued mafter of it till his death. From the name and 
turbulence of behaviour, I am induced to think he was the famous 
Blue Dick', who worked ib hard in deftroying the " great idolatrous 
" window" in Canterbury cathedral; and gave a narrative of his pro- 
ceedings there entitled " Cathedrall newes from Canterbury, LoncL 
iC 4to, 16443" in which he ftiles himfelf a minifter of God's word 
and a mafter of arts. 

Sir Roger drew up rules for the government of the fchoo] 3 which, 
with a few other particulars from the regifter book, will be given in 
the appendix, f*

This indenture made the fecond daie of november, in the fifte yere of the reigne of our 
fouereigne ladie Elizabeth, by the grace of God of England, Fraunce and Ireland queene, 
defender of the faith, &c. betweene the deane and chapter of the cathedral 1 church of Can- 
terburie on thone parte, and Roger Manwood of Hackington neare Canterburie aforefaid 
in the county of Kent efquier on thother parte, wytneffeth, that the laid deane and chap- 
ter,* for the confideracion hereafter exprcfied, and according to the queenes maiefties lycenfe 
ynder her highnes greate feale dated the firfte daie of o&ober lafte pafte, haue demifed 
grauntcd, and by theis prefentes Ietten to the (aid Roger Manwood their ground enclofed

And the faid jury further fay, vppon their oathes, 
that they cannot finde any more of the premiffes. In wittnes wherof, wee comiffioners 
as aforefaid, and the jury aforefaid, haue herevnto fet our hands and feales. Dated the 
five and twentieth day of march, in the nynth yeare of the raigne of our foveraigne lord 
Charles, by the Grace of God &c. By vertue of a comiffion to vs and others directed 
and herevnto annexed, and vppon and by reafon of a prefentment and finding by a jury 
accordinge to the faid comiffion fett downe in writing vnder the handes and feales of the 
faid jury and of us the faid comiffioners, which prefentment is alfoe vnto the faid comiffion 
annexed, we the faid comiffioners doe order and decree, that the nowe mayor and jurattg

mafter of the (aid fchoole, the fumme of twoe hundred and eight powndes mencioned in the 
faid prefentment, and alfoe the fumme of forty pownda for damages in that the faid twoe 
hundred and eight pownds hath not hithcito beene paid. And wee the faid comiffioners 
doe further order and decree for the confidcracion aforefaid, that the faid ir\aior and jurats 
and their fucceflors /hall forever hereafter paye vnto the faid Chriflopher Cholfont, foe 
Jong as hee fhall rcmainc fchoole mafter of the faid fchoole, for the maintenance and Cuf*. 
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ientacion of the faid fchoole, yeerely and every yeare, the fumme of twenty powndesby 
the yeere of currant money, and foQ likewife to him and them that fhalbe fchoole mafters 
of the faid fchoole from time to time forever the like fumme of twmty pownds by the 
yeare, towards the maintenance and fuftentacion of the faid fchoole, accordinge to the 
purport and intent of the ereccion of the faid fchoole, &c. In wittnes whereof wee the 
comiffioners aforefaid haue herevnto fett our handes and feales. Dated the five and twen- 
tieth day of march in the nynth yeare of the reigne of our foveraigne lord Charles, kc, 
Edward Boys.

An exemplificacion of a decree at the requeft of the mayor and juratts of Sandwich, 
Carolus, Dei gracia &c. Infpeximus irrotulamentum cuiufdam finalis judicii fiue de- 
creti, coram nobis in cancellaria noftra nuper fafti et redditi, ac in rotulis eiufdem can- 
celiarie noftre de recordo remanentis, in hec verba; Whereas &c. (reciting the decree of 
the commiffioners as in the preceding deed.) Unto which faid decree afterward, that is 
to fay, the fixeteenth day of June, in the tenth yeare of our faid foveraigne lord king 
Charles, the faid fir John Manwood knight, and dame Frances Manwood widdow, late 
wife of the faid fir Peter Manwood knight of the honorable order of the bathe, did exhi- 
bite into this moft honorable court diuers excepcions in wiiting; vnto which excepcions 
the faid major and jurats of Sandwich, in maintenance of the faid decree, exhibited into 
this moft honorable court their anfwears in writing; and therevpon a jointe commiiKon, 
for examinacion of witneiTes in the faid caufe, iflued fonh of this honorable court, which 
was afterwards retorned and duly publi/hed according to the rules of the fame court. 
Wherevpon afterward, that is to faie> on tuefday the nincth day of June, in the clcaveatu 
yeare of the raigne of our faid foveraigne lord &c. this caufe came to hearing before the 
light honorable the lord keeper of the great feale of England ; and after debating of the 
matter, in prcfencc of the councell learned on both fides, vpon the. excepcions put in by 
the faid fir John Manwood and dame Frances Manwood againft the fore/aid decree made 
by the forefaid commiilioncrs, his lordfhippe fawe noe caufe, vpon the faid excepcions, to 
alter the faid decree, as touching the two hundred eight pounds, arrearages of the faid 
twenty pounds per annum ifilicing out of the lands m qucflion vnto a fchooltmiircr, 
which were by dcede conveyed by the forefaid Roger Manwood eiejuire, after fir Kogcr 
Manwood, to the maior and jurats of Sandwich, for the fuftentacion and maintenance of a 

fixe grammcj fchoole, nor for the foitie pounds damages likewife decreed vnto Chriftophci 
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Chalfont:, the now prefent fchoolemafter, for the forbearance of the (aid nioaie ; but, in fa- 
vour vnto the laid fir John Manwood, it is ordered and decreed by the lord honorable Tho- 
mas lord Coventry, lord keeper of the great feale of England, according vnto the power and 
authority given vnto his lordfhippe by the ftatute of quadragefimo tercio Elizabeth , that the 
faid two hundred and eight pounds arrearages, and the faid fortie pounds damages, fhalbe 
from henceforth paid by the faid fir John Manwood vnto the maior and jurats of Sandwich, 
en the behalfe of the faid fchoolemafter, by thirtie pounds per annum, over and above the 
faid tv/enty pounds per annum, the faid lands being now better worth then fiftie pounds per 
annum; the faid thirtie pounds per annum to be paid halfe yearely vntill the faid arreara- 
ges and damages fhalbe fullie fatisfied; the firft half yearely payment thereof to beginne 
at michaelmas next; and, in cafe the faid Chriftopher Chalfont (hall happen to die before 
2 1i the faid monie flialbe paid, then the fame remayning foe vnpaid at the time of his 
death fhalbe paid vnto his executors. But whereas, by the faid decree foe made by the 
faid commiifioners, the faid maior and jurats are to hould and enioye the faid lands &c. 
to them and their fuccefibrs for euer, according to the deed of feoffment made by the faid 
fir Roger Manwood, forafmuch as it appeared vnto his loidfhippe, that the faid fir Roger 
Manwood, in the eight day of november, in the fifte yeare of the late queene Elizabeth,

John Manwood or his tenants: It is therefore ordered and decreed, that the faid fir 
John Manwoood, notwithstanding the faid decree of the faid commiffioners, fhall 
hold and enioy the faid lands according to the (aid leafe; and leaft the faid leafe, 
being for a greate number of yeares, fhould at any time mifcarric, it is ordered, 
by the aflent of the faid maior and jurats being prefent in court, that the faid 
leafe flialbe enrolled; and lattly, as touching the arrearages of twenty pounds per

m T North did not: whereof we being informed did imediately confult our indentures, as 
you now defire we fliould, and certaine articles made long after the faid indentures by the 
founder of the faid fchoole; by which laft we found that, if you according to the faid in- 
dentures prefented not in twenty dayes after notice, the election devolved to us; and if 
we made no choyce in twenty dayes next after the determination of your tyme, that then 
the election devolved to the archbifhop of Canterbury, the fca being full, otherwife to the 
dean; and if theare was no deane, then to the archdeacon of Canterbury.

IR Roger Manwood, the founder of this fchool, was born in 
Sandwich in the year 1525; and received the fir ft rudiments of his 
education in a fchool there belonging to Thomas Ellis's chantry*. 
His father, Thomas Manwood, was a draper^ in the fame town, " a 
" goodly and pleafant gentleman, and one that was had in good 
" account in Sandwich/' His grandfather, Roger Manwood, was

born near Chichefter, in the territory of Manwood J: he was mayor of 
Sandwich in the years 1517 and 1526; one of the barons in parliament 
for that town 1523 s and a fupporter of the canopy at the coronation 
of queen Ann Boleyn on the ift of June, 1533+. Sir Roger applied 
himfelf to the ftudy of the law 5 and probably became early eminent 

in his profeffion; for at the age of thirty-eight, while yet a barrifter, 

he began the eftablifhment of his freefchool in Sandwich, and three 
years afterwards endowed it liberally. He was made a fergeant on 
the 23d of april, 1567, and a juftice of the common pleas the 14th 
of oftober, 1572. On the 17th of november, 1578, he was created 
a knight, and the fame day appointed chief baron of the exchequer §. 
He appears at this time to have been in great favor with the queen and 
her minifters, and he obtained many valuable grants and favors from 
the crown both for himfelf and others* In 1575, he was named in a 
commiflion to enquire of piracies ||: and in the 18th and 27th of Eli- 
zabeth he procured a6ls of parliament for the reparation of Rocheftcr 
bridge, by which funds were eftablifhed by the perpetual maintenance

was fteward of the liberties to the archbifhoo 
of Canterbury at tne time of his preferment to the common pleas f. 
He was chofen to reprefent the town of Sandwich in parliament in the 

years 1555, i$S7> l SS9> l S° 2 > '57 1 and *57 2 i and amidft all his 
greatnefs retained and iliewed a prediie&ion for the place of his nati- 
vity, and for the cinque ports in general. He permitted the corpora- 
tion of Sandwich to confult him on all occafions, and rendered the 
town many fervices in the way of his profeffion, and otherwife. He 
was one of the ports counfellers while he was a fergeant, and conti- 
nued their principal advifer with an annual falary of three pounds even 
after he attained his higheft preferment^:. His chief refidence was at 
Hackington, alias st Stephen's, near Canterbury. He obtained from 
the crown the grant of a manfion houfe there, which had formerly 
belonged to the archdeacons of Canterbury ■, in which he lived, dif- 
penfing comfort to all the poor around him, efpeciaily to thofe of his 



own parifli.

This eftate 
could fcarcely ever have rendered to the fchool a neat rent of eight 
pounds, as mentioned by fir Roger in his will, unlcfs there were then 

malthoufes ftanding 011 the premifTesj which, from the filiation near 

the delf, was probably the cafe. 

The following extrads from Strype's life of archbifhop Parker* will 
£hew how warmly that good prelate engaged himfelf with fir Roger, 
and how ufeful he was, in the cftablifhment of the freefchool.

« And this was not all our pious archbifhop did for the furtherin 
' this good defign; but to take a view of the ground and Situation, as

* and got thither by feven o'clock : that by coming fo foon he might 
4 prevent their formalities of receiving him, and partly to be prefent 
« at their whole fervice. But notwithstanding, the townfmen pre- 
' vented him: for tho* that morning were very foul and rainy, yet he 
« found the maior and his jurats ready at the town gate to accompany 
« him to his lodging, and fo to the church : of whom he gave this 

< character to a friend at court, " That they were men of honeft civi- 
cc lity and of comely grave perfonages, and of good understanding j 
" and that their Streets were clean as might be for the ftraitnefs of 

them j that their fervice was fung in good diftinft harmony and 
quiet devotion; that the Singing men were the maior and the jurats 
" with the head men of the town, placed in the quire far and diftant, 
" in as good order as he could wifli." The archbifhop himfelf then 
1 preached before an auditory great and attentive: and, in fum, to 

< their credit he faid .of them, " That he faw not but the queen's raa- 
" jefry would have of them good fubjects and true orators." 

< Thus being here according to his function, he enquired diligently 
' into the behaviour of the inhabitants, as likewife of the ftrangcrs 

< who had fled hither for the fake of the gofpel from foreign parts, 

« whether French or Dutch or both, and had here fettled thcmfclves.

Of thefe alfo he took notice, and found them, as he wrote to the 
fame friend at court, very godly on the fabbath day, and bufy in their 
k on a week days and their quietnefs fuch, as the maior and his 
brctheren had no eaufe of variance between themfelves coming before 
them.

N the name of God. Amen. I Roger Manwood knight, lord cheife 
baron of thexchequer, being of good memory and healthe of bodye, thanks 
to God, calling to minde the moft uncertaine frail tye of this life, for good 
difpofitione of fuche landes, tenementes, j;oodes and cattells as God hath lente 
me to be ftewarde of in this life, and to be the more quietly enjoyed after my 
death by thpfe to whome the fame then (hall appertaine, doe by thefe prefents 
make and declare this my lafte will and teftament, in forme followinge. Firft J 
bequeath my foule unto allmightieGod, fullye truflinge, by the meritte of the 
paffione and death of Jefus CJhrifte myne only redeemer and favioure, that I 
fhall as one of the nomber of his elecle enjoye eternall lyfe, and my body to 
to the earthe with expeditione and withowte vain pomp to be buried in the 
parrifhe church of Hackingtone neere Canterburie, where my cheife manfyon 
howfe of St Stephens is, in the fowthe ifle by me there newe builtc, and neere 
unto the tombe which I have alfoe newe made there ; and no doale for pub-

licke reforte of vagrante or idle poor, nor any other prefence to be invited nor 

expected but my wyfe, children and familye, or purchance fome other kinf- 

folkes, ncighbourcs of neere dwellers of theire owne accorde. Item, I will,

dothe ufe to take for provifione of this lyfe, which is momentarie and uncer- 

taine and howe little care for provicion to lyfe eternall, which is for ever cer- 

taine and therefore meete for every man to walke worthelie in that vocation 

wherein he is placed, with a contented mind, daylie in the feare of God re- 

fpectinge how many be in the world in povertie and of lefs habillitie then him* 

felfe, with dailye thanks to God for the fame; and to doe as he woulde be 

donne unto, which is the befte rule amongeft men in this lyfe: and, neere the 

ende of the fermon, to wi(he good contynuance and fuccefs to the fchoole at

Sandwich and to the almefhowfes at Hackington by me founded and endowed 
for the comon welth : and after fermon ended the preacher to have thirteen 
(hillings four pence, and his dinner with fome of myne executors or heir: and 
the poore there to have in bread diftributed twentie {hillings. And I will, 
that over and above myne exprefle debtes or duties by recorde or writingc 
owinge by me att tyme of my death, which be recoverable by courfeof comou 
lawe, all fuche other debtes and duties which uppon demande and examiuacioa 
thereof (hall by myne executors or more parte of them be thoughte true and 
meete to be paid or recompenced in all or in parte, as they woulde doe if it 
weare theire own cafe, fhall be dulye paid and recompenced, as they (hall think 
meete in their conferences. Item, I will to every of my waytingc men fcr- 
vants in howfholde takinge wages, befides their wages then due, twentie fhil- 
lings, and a black coate readye made; and to every of my women fervants, 
befides their wages, thirteene (hillings fower pence ; and to every of my clerkes, 
not receiving wages, a black gowne readye made, and fortyc (hillings in money, 
fuche as will be at my buriall ; and to every retayner man fer.vante cominge to 
my buriall a black coate readye made, and five (hillings. And I give to every 
of Fiances cooke and Ncdd of the ftable, that have ferved me above feaven 
yearcs, fowcr markes yearly cluringe lyfe; and to John Fyfhcr eighte pounds 
yccrcly j and to Frances and John my chambcrleincs three powndes yecrely in 
like manner; and to my cofin Peter Manwood and his brother Jofua fcvcrallie 
tenn powndes yecrlye duringe lives, at the twoe mode ufuall feaftes ; and for 
deiaulte of payment to diftrcyne in any of my landcs : and to every of fo many 
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poore menu and women as at my death and yeeres of age fhal be, to be prefente 
at my buriall, a gowne of good courfe, ftronge cloath, to weare at my burisdl, 
readye made for them by apointmente of myne executors or more parte of rhem. 
Item, I will that as many of my fervantes in howfholde as will tarye with 
my wyfte or fonne at s* Stevens, and will by dire&ione of myne executors or 
more parte of them ufe themfelves in honefte and dutyful] manner, fhall, by 
the fpace of one whole yeere after my death, have meate and drinck and lodg- 
ing and their former wages and other allowances, as they had before my death: 
to°thentent that, withowte any occafione of neceffitie or fodaine departure oute 
of fervis, theye maye (in that one years fpace) provide for themfelves elfewhere, 
as they fhall thinke good: unlefs they will be retained to tarye there longer 
tyme. Jt£M, to m r archdeacon f I give the black horfe hearc which he late 
gave to me. And, for fome remembrance, [ give to every of my, wyffe, my 
fonne Peter and his wyffe, my fonne Harte and his wyffe, my daughter Anne, 
my fonnes in lawe fir John Levefon and Robert Honnywood *, my cofins John 
Boys, Edward Peake and Stephen Teobald, one ringe of golde worth fower 
markes, with myne armes and this infcripcion or circumfcripcion of wordes 
and letters, mori mihi lucrum. R. M. And concerninge the children of 
my brother John deceafed, I have paiede and augmented theire fathers porcion 
with eighte hundred powndes, as enfueth, viz. To his widdowe fowerfcore 
powndes; to his daughter Katherin nowe Smyth fowerfcore pownde; to his 
daughter Suzan now Parramor fyftie pownde, and a leafe of my lande worthc 
thirtie pownde; to his daughter Dorathic nowe Ideh fyftie pownde; to his 
daughter Anne now Lee fyftie pownd; to his fonne Peter fyftie pownde $ 
and to his fonne Jofua fyftie pownde, which was for him putt in the handes 
of cozin John Smyth and nowe to me ; and to my brother John's eldefl: fonne 
Thomas merchaunte fourfcore pownde; and to his feconde fonne Roger, the 
furvivinge executor of my brother John, to. ridd him oute of great debt that 
he became in for his faide brother Thomas, twoe hundred thyrtie pownde, re- 
fidue of the faid eighte bandied pownde; all which I procured by a leafe of 
Lidcourt from parfon Ro!f, which, and fome other extraordinary helpes from 
mc, I knowe to be a large benevolence towardes them : and now all the daugh- 
ters be reafonablye well mancd, the furvivinge fonnes convenyentlye to live. 
Item, 1 bequeath to every of my daughter Manwood and my daughter Harte, 
att their churchingc daye after my death of every childe then livinge and by 
theire nowe hufbandes, twentic powndes j and to my wefbcloved wyffe, bciides 
her yearly livinge hereafter mentioned, I will all the howfhold ftuffc, juclls 
and plate, which flic broughtc at her mariage, and more, that which fythence 
by nay privytie is apointed to be wornc and ufed by her and remayninge in my 
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howfe at great s' Bartholmews London, to be trewlie declared uppon her oathe 
before more parte of the reft: of myne executors, other then the great tapiftrie 
hangings apointed for the great dyning chamber and for myne own lodging? 
chamber at great s l Bartholmews, and the great Turkifh carpett, and great 
velvett cufhiones im.broydered with myne armes. And fhee neverthelefle to 
have the ufe and occupyinge of the fame, and of the howfholdeftuffe at Shorne, 
/be longe as fhee liveth my widowe : and to her alfoe the twoe coachhorfes, and 
eighte other of my geldings in the opinione of more parte of myne executors 
thoughte meete for her, together with faddles, pillions and bridells, and other fur- 
niture meet for the fame : and all the ftockes of fheep, kyne and other cattle 
neere about the value of three hundred pownde, in the handes of her nephew 
Raphe Copinger fermor at Stoke: and over that to her five hundred marks in 
money, to be payde one rnoitie within twoe moneths after my death and the 
refte within twelve moneths. All which moveable goods to her abfolutely 
given, I know, are better worth then one thouzande powndes s which with 
five hundred powndes by yeere and better in lyvinge, as hereafter is mencioned, 
I trufte, wilbe accompted a good porcion for my wyfFe, and to her good con' 
tentacon. Item, I give to (Q. the daughter of) my late daughter Levefon 
one thowfand markes of lawfull money, to be paide at her age of feaventeene 
yeers, and manage with confent of her father, yf he fhall then be livinge, or 
elfe of fuche as he (hall in that behalf litnitt ;to give confent ; which," with 
one other thowzande marks by the covenants of her father unto me he is to 
paye, wilbe for her a convenient porcion: and I will that her father, my 
fonne in lawe fir John Levefon, fhall within one yeere nexte after my death be 
paide for his lifters fixe hundred pownde, being all the moneye to be due by 
my covenante to him : fo as he be firfte bounde to my fonne Peter by recog- 
nizance in double the fomme to paye his fyflers the fame in due tymes, ac- 
cordinge to their fathers teftament, and thereof to fave harmles myne hejre and 
executors, and uppon twentie powndes paide will afligne over to my cofins 
Peter and Jofua Manwood his leafe gratis from me of Wingham Barton, with 
fuch benefitt of overplus rents as he hath. And I will that myne executors or 
more parte of them, after inventorye taken of all my plate and other goodes 
and money at and about s< Stephens, Seafalter and Shorne in Kente, and s c 
Bartholmews and Serjeants Inn London, fhall deliver to my wyffe all fuch 
plate and goodes, as by this my teftament or lafte will be lymitted for her, to 
have as her own, and fuche ftuffc as fhc is lymitted to have the ufe of, takinge 
bondc fufficient for redcliucry of that, whereof fhee is to have butt the ufe up- 
pon roquefte after her death, in faffe condicion, execpte the rcafonahlc wcar- 
mge thereof, as of her owne; and alfoe fliall affigne and deliver unto her as 
much of my ownc plate as fhee will icquefte to have the ufe of, and as the 
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more parte of myne executors fhall thinke meete, uppon Efficient bonde for 
fafe redeliverye thereof, uppon requefte after her death, in good cafe, exeep 
the jeafonable wearinge thereof, ut fupra. The refte of my plate, money 
and goodes moveable I give to my fonne Peter, charginge him that he do live 
alwaies cleere oute of debt, and nevertheles keep a good howfe within the 
proporcion of his livinge. And becaufe my cheif howfe att s* Stephens in 
•Hackington is with the largeft for my wyffe alone, or for my fonne alone as 
yett to keepe howfe in, therefore I woulde, .that fuch nomber of men and 
women fervantes as my wyffe will apointe to have of her owne, my fonne 
fhoulde apointe to have the like nomber of his owne; and foe att equal! 
charges for meate and drinke, my wyffe and fonne to keepe theire families ia 
that howfe of s t Stephens for fommer and at s r Bartholmews London \n 
winter, yf they coulde fo like and agree together $ the longer tyme the better 
for my fonne and his wyffe, becaufe they are but-yonge and rawe howikeepers. 
The whole eftate of my goodes, debtes and money for difcharge of all my 
debts and legacies is contevned in one leafe, fol. 42 of my book, which dothe 
containe the eftate and title of all my landes and livinge, as well as this my 
teftament and lafte will written all with my owne hande. By which note of 
myne eftate it may appeare manifeftlie there is fufficient to performe and dif- 
charge all things, withoute any dainger or difficultie to any of myne executors 
to adminifter, and take charge of adminiftracton and performing^ this my lafte 
will and teftamerit. Which executors I do make and conftitute my wyffe, my 
fonne Peter, my fonnes in lawe iir John Levefon knight, Perceval! Harte and 
Robert Plonywood efquires. And to every of them, other then to my wyffe 
and fonne Peter, which will prove my teftamerit and lafte will, and adminifter 
as executor, I doe give tenn powndes, befides all charges whenfoever they take 
lands. any journey or travaile concerning any of my caufes. And concerninge my 

landes, rents, leafes and fcrmes in the counties of Kent and Eflex, and citties 
^ of London and Canterbury, or ells where in the realrne of Englande, I doe 
make publifhe and declare this my lafte will as enfucth. And firfte for my 
wyves jointure and thereby livinge. In Tewders, George Wilkins by ycere 
forty pownde j Raphe Coppinger, Stoke, threefcore and twoe powndes thirteen 
/hillings fower pence with Sharftcd windell leafe fixe powndes thirteen (billings 
fowcr pence, and fixe pownde rente of Stoke parfonage ; and more of him for 
Cocham fiirme threefcore pownde 5 and for JRocheftcr bridge leafe thirteene 
powndes fixe Shillings cighte pence j and by my Clialke parfonage and Thack- 
herfte Reynes threefcore lixe powndes 5 and by my farme att Chalice Til bo- 
rough thirticfyve powndes; and by Higliaine and Lilly Church leafe one hurt* 
dred and fyf tie pownde; and by my London Frcih wharfF and howfes there 
threefcore fowextccne pownde; in toto per annum five hundred and one 
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powndes; and my howfes and ftables and gardens &c. att London, s< Bar-, 
tholmews and Kent, Shorne, worthe per ann. fyftie pownde. All which that 
is myne and was not hers before oure entermariage I will fheeliave duringe her 
lyfe, and the refte for fuch termes as fhee had att our entermariage, uppon con- 
dicion that fhee doe chyme nothingc by any granntc of rent chaige, which I 
hive made heartofore for her jointure or for her ufe to any perfone 5 which for- 
sffaraocr, beinge naked rents, /he and her freinds did not (o -well like of: 
nd therefore I have nowe given for the fame this great recompence and aug- 
mentaci-n 5 and fhee to have it by the handes of fermors all by Wefte of Ro- 
cbefler, and neere about her howfes at London and Shorne: and foe my fonne 
Peter during her lyfe to have his dwellinge and lyvinge by eafte of Rochefter 
aboute s l Stephens Canterbury and eaft Kent, Sandwich, Romney marfhe, 
Thanett and elfewhere. And fo they to dwell feparate, yf they lifte not to 
keepe howfe together. * And further I will not only my cheif manfyon 
howfe at s c Stephens and all my other lanndes and hereditaments, but alfoe all 
thofe landes, rents and proffits of leafes and fermes of myne wherin my wyfe 
hath intreft by me, after tyme of her intreft determined, fhalbe and remaine 
unto my fonne Peter for terme of his life, withowte ympeachment of wafte • 
and after his death to his eldefte fonne and the heires males of his bodye; re- 
mainder to his next fonne for like eftate as the eldefte; and fo to every other of 
his fonnes fucceffivelie in age one after another for like eftates; and for de- 
faults of all fuche fonnes heire* males, I will my cheif howfe att Sandwich 
called the kingflodginge, and all my landes, rents and proffitts of leafes In 
Sandwich, Wood nefboror owe, Eaftrie, Northbome, Shoulden, Deal 
Mongeham and Waliner fliall remaine -to my cofin Peter Manwood, yf 
he {hall then be livingej and yf he then be dead, then to my cozin Jofua 
Manwood for and duringe the minoritie of the fonne and heir of my late 
cozen Roger Manwood, late of Sandwich j urate, deceafed, and duringe 
the fame minoritie to pay him fortie powndes yeerly for his augmentacion of 
livinge in good educacion; and att the full age of the fame fonne and heire, 
then the faid kingflodging and lande to him for terme' of his lyfe, and after 
his death to his eldefte fonne and the heires males of his bodie lawfullye 
commingc : and fo to every of his fonnes fucccflivcly in age on-; after another, 
as before is Hmitted for the fonnes of my owne fonne Peter; fo as the fonne 
and he.re of my cofin Roger and his fonnes and every of them for the tyme 
beinge, by thuitcnt of this my lafte will Hmitted to have the faid landes and

■ bodye of my fonne Peter and of his fonne?, I will my faide cheif howfe at s l 
Stephens and all other my lands, rents and proffitts of leafes and farmes in 
Hackington, Chiflete, Afhe neere Sandwich, and elfwhere in the counties of 
Kent and Effex, and citties of London and Canterbury, not before lyrnitted 
to my wyfe nor cozins, and neverthelefs thofe landes, rents and proffitts of 
leafes and farmes after theire interefts thereof determined, to remaine to the 
heires females of the bodye of my fonne Peter ; and for defaulte of fuch heires 
females to remaine to my daughter Anne for terme of her lyfe, and after her 
death to remaine unto fuche of my faide cofins Manwoods, as by thintent of 
this my lafl: will are lyrnitted then to have in pofleffion my faid kings lodginge 
howfe in Sandwich and other landes thereabouts, for like eftate and with like 
remainders over as the famecheifc howfe and landes aboute Sandwich is before 
limitted. Nevertheless upon this condition, that there fliall be paid att the 
chcife howfe att s x Stephens unto the heires of my twoe daughters Levefbnand 
Harte, within fower yeeres next after my fayde cheif howfe at S' Stephens fliall 
by thintent of this my lafte will from myne heires of my bodye lynneallic 
corninge remaine to myne afore mencioned cozins males colatcrall, twoe thou- 
fande powndc of lawful! monie^ viz. to the heires of my daughter Levcfon one 
thowfande powndes ; and to the heires of my daughter Harte one thowfande 
powndes. Provided allwais, that yf it ihall fortune my fonne Peter to live

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r he freed ome all remainders in forme aforefaide lirnitted to everye of his 
c es aad the heires males of theire bodies fhalbe utterlye voide and determi- 
, an d then my fonne Peter to have my cheif howfe att s r Stephens and all 
] des rents and profits of leafes and fermes, other then the kings lodginge 
• S?ndvvich and other things theiewith limitted to him and to the heires ge- 
neral! of his bodie. And the faide kings lodging in Sandwich and things 
therewith innitted to him and to the heires males of his body. And neverthe- 
les with remainders over for defaulte of fuche heires males of his bodye, the 
faid kirws lodginge in Sandwich and things therewith before limitted to re- 
main to my faide cozins Manwoods as before is limitted. And touchinge the 
chcife howfe at s l Stephens and refidue of the premises, for defaulte of heires 
aenerall of his bodye, and after death of my daughter Anne then to remaine to 
my faid cozins Manwoods in order as before is limitted. Provided alwaies 
and my v/ill is, that the remainder aforefaide of the kingflodginge in Sandwich, 
and other the premiffes therewith limitted to my faide cozins Manwoods, be 
and (halbe uppon condicion that none of my faide cozins or of the heires males 
of anye of theire bodies, which fhalby thintent of this my lafte will be

TrHARD KNOLLES, of the fame family with thofe of his name living at CoW- 

Afhbv in Northamptonfhire, made his firft entry into the univerfity in 1560, or 

1 took one decree in arts four years after, and then was elected fellow of Lin- 

1 lleee where, after he had proceeded in that faculty, did purpofe to perform, if 

C d ranted him life, fomething that might be profitable to the chriftian commonwealth 

* time God fhould give him means and occafions. In the mean time fir Peter Man- 

d of s c Stephens near to Canterbury, knight of the bath, minding to be a favourer 

f h*s ftudies, called him from the univerfity, and (he) was by him preferred to be matter of 

the freefchool at Sandwich in Kent, where being fettled, he did much good in his pro- 

f ffion and fent many young men to the univerfities. And 'tho* he was there in a world 

f troubles and cares, and in a place that afforded no means of comfort -to proceed in great 

works, yet he performed much for the benefit of hiftory at his vacant hours, upon the 

defire of the faid fir Peter, as it doth appear by thefe his works following. 

The Hiftory of the Turks, London, folio, 1610. 
The Lives and Conquefts of the Ottoman Kings and Emperors, &c. 
A brief difcourfe of the great nefs of the Turkifli Empire. 
Grammat. Latinse, -Gracas et Hebraicae compendium &c. 
He alfo tranflated from the french and latin copies into englifh, The fix: books of a 

commonwealth. Lond. 1606. 

At length this our author dying at Sandwich, before he had quite attained to the age of 
man, in fixtecn hundred and ten was buried in s l Mary's church there on the fecond of 
July the fame year, leaving behind him the character of an induftrious, learned arid reli-

Whereas motion was formerly made by the lord warden for reforma- 
tion of the freefchool, and as m' Richard Knolles now matter is found not to have in- 
tended the fame with that diligence as was meet he fhould, it was by his honor thought 
convenient, for the better education of the youth of this town, that a more induflrious 
mafler fhould be appointed for the faid fchool, and that m r Knolles being difmiflcd, in 
rcipeft he was placed there by the late lord chief baron, founder of the fame fchool, 
(houW be allowed a yearly flipend of twelve pounds during his life, upon his quitting the 
fchool and fchool houfc at michaclmas next, to be paid quarterly by the treafurer of the

agreed, that, for employing a more indubious fchoolmafter hereafter, the fiid Richard 
Knolles in refpeel of his departure, being firfl: placed there by the founder, fhajl have an 
annuity of twelve pounds during his natural life out of the treafury of this town, he 
leaving the fchoo! at michaelmas, and putting in furety to that effeit.

DoSor Johnfon in his dictionary very frequently quotes this author, and in the 122*

* But none of our writers can, in my opinion, juftly conteft the Superiority of Knolles, - 
who, in his hiftory of the Turks, has difplayed all the excellencies that narrations can 
admit. His ftile, though fomewhat obfeured by time, and fometimes vitiated by falfewit, 
is pure, nervous, elevated, and clear. A wonderful multiplicity of events is fo artfully 
arranged, and fo diftindlly explained, that each facilitates the knowledge of the next. ■ 
Whenever a new perfonage is introduced, the reader is prepared by his character, for his ' 
aaions; when a nation is'firft attacked, or city befieged, he is made acquainted with its 
hiftory or fituation, fo that a great part of the world is brought in view. The defections 
of this author are without minutenefs, and the digreffions without oftentation. Collateral 
events are fo artfully woven into the contexture of his principal ftory, that they cannot 
be disjoined without leaving it lacerated and broken. There is nothing turgid In his dig- 
nity, nor fuperfluous in his copioufnefs. His orations only, which he feigns like the an- 
cient hiftorians to have been pronounced on remarkable occafions, are tedious and languid, 
and, fince they are merely the voluntary fports of imagination, prove how much themoft 
judicious and Ikilful may be miftaken in the cftimate of their own powers.' 

< Nothing could have funk this author in obfeurity, but the remotenefs and barbarity 
of the people whofe ftory he relates. It feldom happens that all circumfhncc? concur to 
happinefs or fame. The nation, which produced this great biftorian, has the giief of 
feeing his o-cnius employed upon a foreign and unintercfting fubjecT: ; and that writer, who 
mfoht have fecured perpetuity to his name by a hiftory of his own country, has expofed 
himfelf to the danger of oblivion, by recounting enterprises and revolutions of which 

none defire to be informed/ 

JOHN WEBBERLEY of Lincoln coll. Ox, took his degree of B. D. 9 July 1640, 
He was the {on of Thomas Webberlcy of Eaft-Kirbey in Lincolnfhire, and was now 
cftccmcd by all a high flown focuvkn, and afterwards a defperate zealot for the king's caufe 
in the time of the grand rebellion. He had tranflatcd into engli/h feveral focinian books; 
fomcof which he had publi/hcd without his name kt to them; and others which were 
lying by him, were taken out of his ftudy by the parliamentarian vi/itors, an. 1648, in 
which year he fu/rercd much for his loyalty by imprifoiimcnt firft and afterwards byexpul-

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JAMES OXINDEN M.A. and re&or of Goodneftone near Faverfham, was the fon 

of Richard Oxinden of Maidekin in Barham by Catherine daughter of fir Adam Sprack- 
]jnff knight, and grand fon of fir Henry Oxinden of Dean in Wingharn. 

RICHARD CULMER, originally of Magdalen coll. Cam. was incorporated M. A. 
at Oxford in 1628. He was born in Thanet, and became fucceffively minifter of Good- 
neftone, Harbledown and s c Stephen's in Kent. He published Cathedral news, or dean 
and chapter news, from' Canterbury. Lond. 1644: and there goes under his name, The 
minifters hue and cry, or a true difcovery of the infufferable injuries, robberies, &c. a<fted 
againfl minifters, &c» Lond. 1651 : as alfo Lawlefs tythe-robbers difcovered, who make 
tythe-revenue a mock-maintenance, &c. Lond. 1655. He was buried in the parifh church 
of Monkton/ 

The abo/e account is taken principally from Wood, who fays further, that this Richard 
Culmer was fufpecled of being concerned in the mad exploit of Thomas Venner and 
others at the beginning of the year i66r, and that he lived feveral years after. This in- 
duced me to fuppofe, as at page 206, that he might have been the mailer of the free- 
fchool; but I now rather think, that Wood is in an error, and that Mr. Culmer died 
about the year 1662; as there is regiftered at Canterbury the will of a Richard Culmer 
clerk of Monkton, dated in 1661 and proved in the following year, by which he gives 
divers property to his fon Richard. Thefe are probably the celebrated zealot and his fon; 
the latter of which publifhed the fecond edition of Cathedral news, and might poffibly be 
the rnafter of the freefchool. I have taken fome pains to afcertain this point, but without 
cffeft, as the old regifter of Monkton is loft, and the name of Richard Culmer does not 
occur among the burials of that parifh in the court at Canterbury within any probable 
limit of the duration of their lives; and unluckily the returns are miffing between eafter 
in 1661 and 1662. 

TIMOTHY THOMAS was of Sidney coll, Cam. He took his firfi: degree in arts 

in 1687 and his fecond in 1692. His father was fettled in Suffolk and had a fmall eftate 
there. He married Ann daughter of — — - Knowler gent, of Canterbury; by whom he 
had a daughter Hefter, who was married to the late rev. William Goftling minor canon of 
Chrift church Canterbury. He -died in 1706, aged 43, and was buried at s c Mary's in 
Sandwich. John Thomas his brother was of s< John's coll. Cam. and had the livings of 
s l Peter and s t Mary in Sandwich. He died about a month before Timothy, a*ed 46, 
und was buried at s l Mary's. Thefe are the frames Thomafii mentioned by Battely in his 
Antiquitates Rutupinae. There was another brother, who was bred to trade, but took 
orders and went to America, and was the firft clergyman of the church of England in 
fou th Carolina. Their filler Elizabeth came into Kent with Timothy and John, and 
was married to m r Edward Fellow of Sandwich, by whom flic had a very numerous iflue 
and died at Sandwich in 1759. 

JOHN RUTTON was the fon of Thomas, citizen and clothworkcr of London, by 
Mary daughter of William Bayly mercer and alderman of the city of Oxford. Me was a 
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efceridant of Abraham Rutten citizen and breWer of London, who married Sufannah Van 
Lent of Sandwich,- and afterwards came hither and- brewed for the navy either as an : agerit>- 
or upon coptradh He died while he was mayor,- iri^l6o& ? poffefied -of fevetal eftates iti 
London and elfewhere, fome of which defcended to m r John Rutton, and are now byhi s 
will in- the poffeflion of his relation ffaac Rutton ML B, of Afliford.

JOHN CONANT is the eldeft fon of the late rev. John Conarit,, of H'aftirigleigh in 

Kent, by Mary daughter of William Wak/v A-.-M. re&or of Wa-llgraVe North arrtptori-- 
fhire firft coufin of archbifhop Wake. He was of Lincoln college Ox. arid took his de- 
grees of A. B. in 1757, and of A. M, in 1775* He was prefented to the reflory of s* Peter 
in Sandwich by the corporation in 1766 : the fame year he was married to Ann daughter 
of m r George and m rs Sarah Nairne of Sandwich, and was infHtuted to the vicarage of 
Sellifcge by Limpne in. Kent 13 april, 1778.

St Clement's is a vicarage, in the patronage of the archdeacons of 
Canterbury, It does not appear when it was firft conffcituted a vicar- 
age, but in the year 1384 it was valued at cvjs. viijd. among the fpiri- 
tualities and temporalities of the archbifhop of Canterbury as belong- 
ing to the archdeaconry, and the living was not then appropriated to 
the religious f . It feems, from a copy of an inftrument in my hands 
which will be recited in the appendix |, that the principal fupport of 
the vicar in early times arofe from the tithe of fifh brought into the 
haven, and from the rcfort of fifherrnen and failors to the town ; but 
this refource diminiftiing in value by the gradual decay of the haven, 
it was thought neceflary by archbifhop Parker and archdeacon Gheaft, 
in 1570, to augment the vicarage with the tithes of hay and corn, re- 
ferving to the archdeacon, as rector, a yearly penfion of forty (hillin

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"times of payment, by way of compofition for the fine paid at 
t 4 renewal/' I know not how to reconcile this account with arch- 
bifliop Parker's ordination, by which the tithes of corn and hay feem 
to have been regularly affigned to the vicar at leaft thirteen years 
before. Perhaps the yiearage was endowed originally only with per* 
fonal tithes y and it appears from archbifhop Parker's ordination that 
this was the cafe. The firft augmentation might be made with the 
great tithes as the tithes of leaft value to the rector, owing to the high 
cultivation of the public garden grounds in this parifli at that time by 
the Dutch refugees. Archdeacon Redman might think it proper to 
confirm his predeceflbrs grant of the tithes of corn and hay, and to 
augment the vicarage further with all the other predial tithes. 

Befides the ordinary tithes, the vicar of this parifli and the incum- 
bents of the other parifhes in Sandwich collect from every houfe a 
certain fum, under the denomination of dues. This payment is faid, 
by m r Simon vicar of s t Clement, to be a compofition for ail the houfes, 
gardens, barns and ftables, according to cuftora fince the 12th of 
Elizabeth*. He refers^ I fuppofe, to a decree made by the mayor, 
jurats and commonalty at a common aflembly in that reign,, not how- 
ever in the 12th but in the 5th year, to afTefs all the inhabitants for the 
augmentation of the miniders livings at the rate of eight pence in the 
noble for their duties and tithes. This cefs was repealed at a fub- 
fequent aflembly, ll becaufe the inhabitants are burdened with charge 
" to the highways, and grieved by their houfes and tenements fliuld

Formerly the lands in this parifh were rated to the poor at rack 
rents, and the houfes by no regular ftandard. In 177 1 the rates were 
fet by pound rates both on the houfes and land, and continue to be fo. 
There are ufually four nine-penny ceffes every year for the relief of the 
poor, which raife about 200I. of which loL are received conflahtly 
from the revenues of the bridge which ftands in this parifh. The 
parfonage is rated at 75L the lands amounting to 433I acres at 4 6 1 1 .

It appears that fome part of the land at Stonar was formerly 
u bounded and taken into" the parifh and alleiied to the relief of the 
poor of st Clement, perhaps under 43 Eliz. c 2, f.

In the year 1776 there were in st Clement's 166 houfes and 634 

inhabitants, that is nearly 3,82 to a houfe: 305 of thefe were males 

and 329 females.- 

In the appendix will be given tables from the regifters of the pariflies, 
which may tend to illuftrate fome fubjefts in the doftrine of annuities 
and political arithmetic. 

The books of the churchwardens accounts begin in i668> of the 
overfeers in 1663; the cefs books in 1677. 

The oldeft regifter book begins in 1563 and ends 1666. The mar- 
riages by the mayor and jurats, as juftices of the peace, begin 18 dec.

The church is a large and handfome ftrufture, and is built on the 
higheft ground in Sandwich. It confifts of a nave and two iles. The 
fleeple (lands in the centre of the church and is by far the oldeft part 
of the fabric. It is fquare, and ornamented on each fide with three 
tiers of pillars and circular arches. The lowed range has only fix, 
the next feven, and the uppermofl nine arches. It had formerly a 
fpire and battlements, which were taken down between the years 1670 
and 1673*. It is fupported by four circular arches on fubflantiai 
piers, each faced, in the dire6lion of the arch, with a double inferted 
column flanked on each fide by a fingle column 5 the capitals of all 
which are ornamented differently from each other, and not inelegantly, 
with fcrolls, frets, foliage and grotefque figures 5 Come of thefe, with 
the carved work over the^door of the (laircafe leading to the belfry, 
may be feen in the annexed plate. The fleeple is built with Normandy 
(lone; the other parts of the church are formed principally of holders -J-, 
mixed with fand (lone from Pegwel bay, and Caen flone from the ruins 
probably of the original building.

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The chancel with its fide iles pccupies the eaft end of the church 
fi*om the fteeple. Here were flails fitted with feats to favor the indo- 
lence of forae fraternity, perhaps that of & Clement, whilft fitting and 
apparently ftanding; and fomewhere near were the chapels of gt James, 

td s t Thomas the martyr, the chancel of s* George, and 
the chantry of Jenkin Green*. At the end of the north ile is a plat- 
form raifed two fteps from the common pavement, from whence, 
through a flanting opening in the wall, is a view of the altar. In this 
arcade is a circular groove that points out the place of the vafe for 
holy water. The nave is feparated from its iles by light airy pillars 
.and pointed arches. Its ceiling is of oak in pannels, between arched 
beams centered with angels holding fhields, with ornaments of roles 
and foliage j the whole of which a few years ago was beautified with 
whitewafh. 

The pavement of the church is a confufed mixture of grave-ftones, 
nine-inch paving tiles and common bricks; with here and there fome 
fmall glazed tiles, and ftones about a foot fquare cut afunder diagonally 
from the left to the right, the remains feemingly of more antient 

pavements. 

The font confifts of an antient o&ogonal bafon and fhaft raifed on

The fii'ft fhield is fafpended from the head of a human figure with 
two long extended feathers in the place of its arms and fhoulders. 
The fecond hangs from a calk. The third from the flooks of an 
anchor, and the fourth from a hook. In the moulding of the capital

vhelk; under the remaining two are fatyrs faces; under the fhields 
are flowers. In the fhaft are eight niches with demi-quatrefoil canopies 
between diminifhing buttreffes.

The feathers and coronet led me to think 
the font might be erefted in the time of Edward the black prince; but 
there being only 3 fleurs de lis, it would feem to be of fomewhat later 
date : perhaps the gift of Thomas Ellis, who was a commiflioner of 
fewers in the 3d of Henry the fifth *. 

There are five bells, not very tuneable, and confequently of little 
ufe but to haften the downfal of the venerable fteeple in which they 
hang.

The mayor of Sandwich was formerly chofen in -st Clement's church- 
but whatever good reafons there might be for this practice in diftant 
times, when the fanftity of the place and the ferious nature of the 
bufinefs might imprefs mens minds with awe and reverence, they were 
certainly done away by the indecency and riotous behaviour of con- 
tending parties in later periods. In 1683 king Charles, by a letter 
under his fign manual £, commanded the mayor and Jurats to make 
their elections of mayor in fome other place: fince which the choice 
of the chief magiftrate, as well as of all other officers, has been con- 
ftantly in the guildhall. In 1690 however the freemen made an 
attempt to reeftablifli their antient cuftom, but without effe£i. 

The Dutch residents in the laft century were allowed to perform 
divine fervice in this church, upon payment of forty {hillings a year; 
and afterwards, upon bearing a third part of all expences of repair §.

Simon Sandwich, warden of the cinque ports in the reign of Edward 
the fecond, gave liberally towards the new building of thefteeple;

of it, feems to have thought it. The prefent fteeple is a fquare tower, 
built with the old materials to the height of the roof of the church, 
and from thence to the battlements with bricks of haven mud.

Through the wall that divides the chancel from the north ile has 
been an arcade opening obliquely into the chancel, fimilar to that at 
s* Clement's, but it is now clofed. And there was another fuch arched 
opening in the oppofite wall running in a flanting direction from an 
enclofed chapel or oratory at the upper end of the fouth ile, between 
which and the fmall lioufe appointed for the refidence of the three 
chaplains belonging to Thomas Eiis's chantry was a door of commu- 
nication, which, as well as the arcade, is ftill vifible, but they are both 
now (hut up with mafonry. This probably was the place in which 
the chaplains of Thomas Elis's chantry performed divine offices under 
the direction of his endowment, and was the peculiar chapel of 

his chantry. 

The fouth wall of the nave at the weft end appears not to have fuf- 

fered much from the fall of the fteeple. The outlines of the three 
arches and their pillars are all vifible on the outfide of the wall ; and 
the openings above, each confifting of a munnion and two arches, 
are now glazed and ferve for windows. Similar openings appear in 
the wall feparating the nave from the north ile. It has puzzled people 
to account for the purpofe of thefe large windows; and it may not be 
eafy to determine, whether they were originally defigned to convey 
founds from the nave to the iles or light from the iles to the nave.

St Mary's is a vicarage, of which the. archdeacon of Canterbury is 
patron. It renders for procurations, to the archbiftiop four fhillings, 
and to the archdeacon feven fhillings. . It is difcharged of firft fruits, 
is valued in the kings books at 81. is. old. the tenths are oh 16s. i|d;- 
and its certified value is forty pounds. It was one of the poor livings- 
not taxed to the tenth in the year 1384-fv and was enumerated among 
the fpiritualities and temporalities of the archbifliop of Canterbury f .. 

The incumbents are entitled to both great and fmall tithes, and fe- 
veral of them have ftiled themfelves reftors in the regifter, and fome,- 
as I have heard, have been inftituted as fuch.

The church ftands in a low fituation on the fouth fide of ftrand 
ftreet towards its weftern extremity. It confifts of a north ile, and the 
nave, which has a flat ceiling meafuring nearly 66 feet in length and 
46 £ feet in breadth. The feparation between them is by 5 circular 
arches and their pillars of wood. The chancel extends beyond the ile 
and terminates the nave, but is not quite fo wide on account of 
break in the fouth wall by which it is con traced to the breadth of j&| 
feet. It has two large windows at the eaft end, and the afcent to it, 
from the body is by three fteps on each fide, between which entrances 
are the mayors feat and other pews* The altar-piece, table and rails 
are of the beft wainfcot and very ornamental.

fouth ile of st Mary's church in the reign of Ed VI. according to the 
Sandwich MS. which fays further, that William lord Clinton was in- 
terred here under a gilded arch in the fouth wall of the church; which 
arch was mured up in the time of Ed. VI. but was to be feen, in the 
churchyard, at the time the MS. was written. It is the fame projection, 
perhaps, that appears now in the churchyard on the fouth fide of the 
chancel. Here were alfo buried William Condie, who founded a 
chantry in this church, and Mawde his wife. They were interred in 
the fouth ile of the old church near the tomb of lord Clinton, but there 
is nothing now to point out precifely the fituation of their remains, 
nor thofe of Thomas Manwood gent, a goodly and pleafant gentleman, 
as the MS. ftates, who died in the reign of Hen. VIII. and was buried 
in the belfry. 

Before the building of st Mary's church, on its very fite was 
in ancient times, fays the MS. a monaftery or nunnery founded by 
Domneva, queen and aunt to king Egbert, in 640, and dedicated to 
the virgin Mary. The church was destroyed by the Danes, and rebuilt 
by queen Emma wife of Canute. It was again deftroyed by the French 
in the reign of Richard the fecond. An anchorefs had her cell at the 

eaft end of the church in the 20th of Hen. VIII*.

At the fouthweft corner was a hermitage, the refidence probably 
of the hermit, whofe duty it was, according to the Sandwich MS, to 
niiniftfer to Grangers and the poor, to bury the dead, and pray for the 
people in the chapel. The laft hermit there was John Steward, who 
was afterwards vicar of st Mary's. The chapel was deftroyed in the 
reign of Ed. VI. It appears that this chapel was under the manage- 
ment of the officers of s t Mary's parifh, and that the building was 
repaired in 1445 and 1478*. The churchyard of S* James feems to 
have got into lay hands at the fuppreffion, for in 1578, it was en- 
feoffed by Edward Wood to certain perfons for the neceffary repairs of 
the parifh. The trull was renewed in 1624 and 1649. It is defcribed 
to be 176 feet long; 124 feet in breadth at the e, end, and 66 at the 
w. end-f\

Mr Robert Webber and m r Thomas Danfon were officiating mi- 
ni Iters in Sandwich during the troubles of the laft century; but 1 have

not iearnt to what particular livings they were inftituted here. The 
revenues indeed of the livings feern to have been appropriated at that 
time in a general way to the ufe of the minifters, by the mayor, jurats 
and commonalty. See their vote of aflembly quoted at page 249, 
note f. Mr Webber was one of the cornmiffioners in Kent for eject- 
ing fcandalous minifters, and five others were joined with him, who 
were all fufferers afterwards for nonconformity. He was a fellow of 
Wadham coll- Oxford, and was ejected from his cure in Sandwich by 
the Bartholomew a<5t in 1662. Mr Danfon was M. A. and a fellow 
of Magdalen coll. Oxford. He was turned out of his living at Sand- 
wich, in oft. 1660, upon pretence of a flaw in the title to his place, 
but he foon after had the living of Sibfton in Suffolk; whence alfo he 
was ejetted in 1662, and he died in 1694.

A charity fchool has been fupported in Sandwich a great number of 
years by cafual contributions and regular fubferiptions. A fubfeription 
was begun 14 dec. 1711, and the fchool feems to have commenced 
immediately after chriftmas. The prefent eftablifhment is 30 boys and 
30 girls under a mailer and miftrefs, who have an annual ftjpend of 
20I. a piece, and an allowance of twenty {hillings a year each for 
taking care oi the childrens clothes. Boys are admiffible at eight, 
girls at {even, not to continue more than four years, or beyond the 
age of fourteen : during which time they are taught to read, write and 
cypher; and the girls are employed befides in knitting and plain 
work. Nine truftees are appointed every year, three for each, parifli,. 
who, with the mayor for the time being, examine the children every 
quarter as to their progrefs in learning, and dire£t all the affairs of the 
fchool. There is a treafurer too, wfft» receives and difburfes the money, 
and pafles his accounts before the fubferibers once a year. The at- 
tention paid to the fchool by the managers and the vifible good effects 
of the plan have brought the inftitution to no fmall degree of reputa- 
tion and profperity, and it has lately become more refpeftable by a 
bequeft of iool. from mr Sprat of fort gt George in the Eaft Indies.; 
the intereft of which by direction of his will is to be laid out for the 
fcholars at the discretion of the truftees of the fchool : which legacy 

has been invefted in the 3 per cent, confolidated bank annuities in the 
names of the rev. John Con ant, capt. Peter Rainier and Daniel 
Rainier efq. and yields a dividend of 4I. 8s. upon a principal of 
146I 15s. 8d. The fubferiptions of late years have amounted to about 
60I. the collections at the fermons amount to about 7L which fums 
added to the dividend have been fufficient to clothe as well as inftruft 
the children. The fubferibers prefent to the vacancies in rotation, and 
the children when they leave the fchool, and have behaved well, are 
permitted to take with them their books and clothes.

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The matter of the chanty fchool teaches likewife fix other boys for 
the rents of an eftate given by the will of David Turner, an inhabitant 
of Sandwich, to the mayor and jurats, in truft, to be by them paid 
and difpofed of to fuch perfon or perfons as they or the major part of 
them, the mayor for the time being always being one, (hall think fit, 
and approve of under the feal of office of mayoralty, for a teaching 
fchool-mafter to teach to write and read Englifh. ; and he to teach for 
the fame all fuch poor children male and female as to the faid mayor 
and jurats and their fucceffors, or the greater number of them,, the 
mayor for the time being always being one, fhall under the feal of 
office of mayoralty declare and judge fit perfons to be taught for 
nothing, or to have their teaching given them.. And he earneftly re- 
quefts the mayor and jurats, that they will, at leaft, once a year take a 
furvey in perfon not only of the houfing. and premifTes, thereby the 
better to difcover the defers thereof in the repairs, but alio to examine 
the matter they fhall fo approve of, and fuch other things as they fhall 
think fit, how he hath demeaned himfelf towards the children he 
teacheth, but in efpecial towards the poor children that are by him to 
be taught freely and for nothing, and how diligent he hath been in 
performance of his duty therein; and, as they fhall fee caufe, fo to con- 
tinue, or difplace him. The eftates are thus defcribed, A meffuage or

Whereas wee are informed* that of late yeares there hath becne feverall affemblys he 1 J 
in the parifh church of s l Clement's, in. that our town and port of Sandwich, for the elect- 
ing of the mayor there, and that during fuch aflernbly there have becne feverall horrid in- 
conveniences committed in the chancel of the faid church, and even upon and about the 
communion table it felfe, the very mention whereof as it huth jufily moved our ind ve- 
nation, foe wee doubt not but it is matter of gricfe and fcandall to ail fin cere cbrktians: 
Our will and pleafure therefore is, and wee doe hereby ftrictly command and require you 
the mayor and jurats of our faid towne and port, that for the time to come none doc pre- 
fume to appoint the holding of fuch elections in the faid church, or to aflcmble there upon 
that occafion, or any other then the publique worfhip of God, except it bee upon fuch 
parifh meetings as have becne ufually held there for the releife of the poore or other Jer~ 
vices of the church, and that even thofe meetings bee there held with all decency or due 
reverence to the place. But that all meetings for elections and other fccular occafions be 
from hence forward held at the towne hall of that place. -And this you are to take care 
of upon paine of our high difpleafurc, and of being proceeded againft according to the 
utmoft feverity of law. Wee doe likewife order this our letter to be publickly r< ade and 
entered among the records of that our towne and port. Given at our court at Whitehall 
the %f of november 1683, in the five and thirtieth yeaic of our rcigne. tiy his majefty' 
command, C. Jenkins.

AMES THURBARNE was towncleik from 1643 to 1662, and from 1667 to his 
death. He was one of the bai cms in parliament for Sandwich in 1656, 16:9, 1660, 
and ]66i 5 a fupporter of the canopy at the coronation of Charles II, in 1661, and ferved 
the office of mayor in i66o. v He was the fon of James Thurbarne efq. a juftice cf the 
peace for the county of Kent, in the reign of James, whole anceftjrs from 1331 had 
been very eminent in the cinque ports, efpeeially in Mailings, Romney and Romney mar/h. 
A m r Thurbarne was appointed one of the town's counfel in 1625; he was therefoie 
a barrifter, and he probably was the father of the towncleik. 

JOHN THURBARNE was bred to the bar, became an eminent counfel, and was 
made a ferjeant at law u ap. 1689. He was one of the fupporleis of the canopy over 
king William and queen Mary in 1689, and rcprcfentcd the town of Sandwich in the two 
parliaments of 1679, in i63r, 1689, 1690, and on the if"' of ap. 1698 he was chofen 
member in the room of Edward Brent efq. and again the fame year at the general election.

INC'E writing the preceding account of the tombs in s { Peter's church, I have beea 
permitted to remove the figure of fir John Grove from the fallen ile, where it muffr 
have been foon deftroyed, into the church befide the font a and to fearch'for his remains. 
We found an arched grave,, immediately under the' monument, containing a coffin dated 
3664, but the remains of fir John were probably removed from hence into -the church, at 
the time the ile was brought into its prcfent ftate by the fall of the fteeple; The outer 
parts of the figure having been much injured by the weather and the trampling of boys,, 
I have reversed its petition, and brought to view the other parts, where the fculpture is 
remarkably fliarp and elegant. The plate gives a good idea of it*. 

The two figures under the caflcrn aich in the north wall have been clean fed from the 
many coats of whitewafh and paint with which they have been covered at different times;, 
and I am now rather doubtful whether what I took for a dagger is not rather a patt of an- 
outer garment much broken away. The part like the fheath of a fword, lying along the 
right thigh of the .woman, is certainly the lower end of an appendage to her ileeve, and 

the counterpart of it is to be fecn on her left fide. In the niches were figures, the pede-- 
ftals of which remain. Sec the plate.

All thefe monuments and figures are of a loft yellow free-ftone f perhaps from 

Normandy. 

It is a <*reat pity that the three tombs in the north wall fhould be'fo much fliut up from 
public view. They are fine fpecimens of the art of fculpture in the 14 th century 5 and I 
query whether there are three tombs of equal elegance and antiquity to be met with in 
any parifh church within the diocefe. What a fmall facrifice oi expence and convenience 

would it be ixi the parishioners to render them all a.cceilible to themMves and the curious 

in general !

Coleman, Culver Tambs and Richard Emmerfon, thereto afligned by the minifler, church- 
wardens, overfeerSj and other inhabitants and parifhioners of the parifh in veflry alTembled ;

Awbys, alba, album. The alb, made of linen to fit clofe to the body like a caflbck and 
tied round the middle with a girdle or fafh, fometimes embroidered with various co- 
lours and adorned with fringes. 

Eanner-cloth, vexillurn. 

Cbefebyll, chefible, chafuble, cafula. A fliort cope open at both fides worn by the prieft, 

his deacon and Tub-deacon at mafs, ,with this difference, that the prieft's chefible was 

rounded at the bottom, whereas the deacon's was fquare. 
Cope, cape, capa. The principal veftment, called fometimes the planet, made of the 

richeft materials, and worn by the prieft on the principal holidays. The choral cope 

was an inferior cope for more common ufe. 
Dalmatic, dalmatica, A deacon's garment. 
Frontell, frontal, frontale. , A fquare piece of linen cloth to hang under the tapers in the 

front of the altar; called alfo a pall. 
Kerchyvys, kerchiefs. Fine cloths to lay over the elements, 
Orfrays, orfrys, aurifrigia, aurifrifia, aurifrifium. Fringe. 
Palles, palls. Coverings for the altar. 
Pannis, paniceum. A garment. 

Paruris, parura. An ornament of the alb. Qu, a flounce or border? 
Peluys. A pillow to reft the mafs book upon. 
Rocheft, rochet, rochetum. The rochet differs from a furplice and alb, in that it if 

without fleeves. It was worn by the prieft when he baptized and wanted to have hi& 

arms at liberty. 
Stolys, Hole, ftola. Abroad piece of white linen or of {i\k y fringed at both ends, worn 

by the prieft about his neck over the alb. 
Surplys, furplice, fuperpelliceum. An alb with large open fieeves worn over the fkins 

or furs, the pelles, with which the monks and priefts were habited. 
Towells, to lie upon the altar, for the font, for the qruciiix, and for other ufes; 
Tuniculis, tunicles, tunicula?, tunicellpe. The tunicle was a long garment with fieeves 
■ worn by the prieft and deacons when diftributing the elements. Lindwood fays it is 

the fub-deacon's garment, which he ufcth in fcrving the minifter at the mafs.

another for the dead §, a cenfer with a fhip and the frankincenfc, achryfmatory, a lantern 

and hand-bell to be carried before the hoft in the vifitation of the fick, a pyx for the hoft, 

a decent veil for the altar in lent, banners for proceflions on rogation days, a belfry with 

bells and ropes, a bier for the dead, a veJTcl for the holy water, a paxbrede or ofculatory, 

a candlcftick for the pafchal taper, a font with a lock and key, the images in the church

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THE freemen of the cinque ports are called barons, and it appears 
.that in former times they enjoyed fuperior dignity, and had rank 
among the nobility of the kingdom* The evidences of this are ftrong, 
and it may not be difficult to trace the fteps by which they arrived at 
fo much eminence. The cinque ports were the neareft harbours to the 
continent, and their inhabitants always on the watch to prevent inva- 
lions. Their militia was kept in conftant readinefs for action, and 
their vefTels were flout and warlike. The ftate therefore had de- 
pendance on them on emergencies for its fafety, and rewarded their 



fervices with privileges and honors. A fpirit of ihduftry and enter- 
prize Animated them, and commerce flourished in their hands. Their 
frequent intercourfe with Grangers rendered them refpeftable in their 
manners, and their acquired knowledge of trade eminently qualified 
them to give advice in all matters of commerce. Our Saxon ancestors 
underftood' the natural intereft of this country, and cpc6u raged traffic 
by a law tjiat "railed a merchant, who had freighted vefTels at his own 
expence aiid exported the produce of this country in three feveral 
voyages, to the rank of a thane or baron $ one of whofe privileges was 
undoubtedly a feat in the witanagemot, which, probably, confided of 
thofe members whofe large pofleflions, maritime connexions or com- 
mercial influence recommended them as fit perfons to be 'called upon 
by a royal fummons and inverted with the legiflative authority of the 
kingdom. The great council of the nation, at that time, was com- 
pofed of the nobility only ; afterwards the knights, citizens and bur- 
gcfles were added;, and, before their reparation into two houfes of par- 
liament, the members were called over in this order: On the fir ft day 
they began with the lowed order, theburgefles and citizens, and pro- 

i 

ceeded on the fccond day to the knights, and on the third and I a ft day 
to the barons of the cinque ports and the peers. Hence it is plain, 
tljiat thefe barons ranked above the knights witli the peers, and ( confe~

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quentty that they made a part of the parliament before the knights &c. 
were annexed to that body. Bcfidcs, the barons of the cinque ports 
walked in the coronations. of our kings and q.ueens,. where, except fome 
of the king's more immediate domeftics, none under the rank of. barons 
made a part of the proceffion*: and, what is extremely remarkable, 
thev were entitled to have a table in Weftminfter hall at the right hand

The canopy was fupported by four (laves covered with Filver, to each 
of which was affixed a (mall filver bell, and the whole was provided by 
the king s treafurer. To every ftaff were four barons,, that is fixteert 
to each canopy, who, with the other barons that chofe to attend, wheri 
the fervice was over had their table in Weftminftcr hall at the'JfwM

hand of the king, and, at any other time when the baroris of -the 
cinque ports were invited by the king to eat with him, -they always 
claimed, and had, a table at his right hand. 

After the banquet they continued at court during the king's pleafurej 
and when they had his leave to return home, they took' with them the 
canopies with the ftaves, bells and other appurtenances. The barons

Of the manner of choofing the mayor, jurats and other officers. 

On the monday next after the feaft of s l Andrew the apoftle, the common horn is 
founded, about one o'clock, by the fergeant, at the fourteen ufual places, who makes a 
proclamation to this purpofe: Every man of twelve years or more, go to faint Clement's 
church, thcrevour commonalty hath need ; hafte, hafte. When the mayor of the pre- 
ceding year and the jurats and commonalty are aflembled in the church, and the fergeant 
has brought his horn, the mayor takes his flick and the horn from the fergeant, and the 
keys of the cheft from the two jurats the keepers, and puts them near him. He then ad- 
drcflcs the commonalty in a fpeech, defiring them to proceed to a new election. 

The commonalty defire the mayor to withdraw, and name three other reputable men, 
whether prefent or not, to be in election with him, who muft all be natives of the town 
for no ftrangers arc eligible to the office of mayor. Then fumebocly defucs the freemen to 
make choice of one of the four in election to be mayor. The votes are then collected, 
full of the jurats and then of the freemen; and when the election is decided, unani- 
moully or by a plurality of votes, two perfons go to the mayor and defiic him in the name 



of the afl'embly to come, and take his office and be fworn.

If the mayor after being elecled fhall refufe the office, the commonalty after three no- 
tices fhall pull down his houfe ; or if the houfe he lives in be not his own, he fhall be dif- 
franchifed, nor fhall he ever be reftored to his freedom till he fubmit himfelf to the judg- 
ment of the commonalty. A jurat refufing to be fworn after his ele&ion fhall be pu- 
nched in the fame way, unlefs he can fhew a reafonable caufe why he fhould not ferve 
the office.

The mayor receives every year from the treafurers by quarterly payments 81. 13s. 4/L 
and he is entitled to all the advantage arifing from the menfuration of corn of every kind 
within the port with the public meafures, and he has alio a part of the bread and fines of 
the bakers. 

He is to find for this all the common meafures, and to purchafc new ones when nccef- 
fary, and repair the old ones, at his own expence. 

Stephen Yok and Nicholas Champncys had each of them for his falary 9I, 2s. that is 
fixpence a day.

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All public works, fuch as mending the highways, cleanfing the delf, repairing bridges, 
opening dikes, and journeys are to be paid for by the treafurers; and they are to charge it 
in their accounts,, without any allowance for their trouble. 

When there is much bufmefs to do and it is neceflary to have the afliftance of counfel, 
it is ufual to confult fomc perfon of experience and discretion, and (worn to the corpora- 
tion. Such was Robert de Stureie refiding within our liberty of Fordwich, who re- 
ceived fjoin the corporation four pounds every year for ten years from michaelmas 130O5 
which was paid him by the treafurers at two payments, for which he had a patent from 1 
the barons of the town in this form ; 

To all to whom thefe prefents (hall come, greeting. Know ye, that wc (he mayor and 
barons of Sandwich, in conhderation of the ferviccs, which Robert de Smiic is to render 
us in our aflaiis for the fpace of ten years to come, at our expenfe,. arc held and bound 
to the faid Robert in fix marks of filver, to be paid him every year half-yearly at michaeU 
mas and caller, (o that nevcrthclefs, during the find term, he may do for others the bull- 
nefs he is already engaged for. In witnefs whereof wc have, to thefe prefents let our com- 



mon. 
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mon feal, to be void at the end of ten years. Dated 9 fept. 13OO. Witneffcs John de

Under which agreement the faid Robert received from Thomas Schelvyng, at Canter- 
bury, four pounds for his firft year's falary: and whenever he is required by letter or a 
meflenger, he fhould come on horfeback, and give his advice if neceffary in the court of 
our lord the king; but always at the expence of the corporation, to the amount at Jeaftof 
eighteen pence a day for himfelf, his horfe and fervant: which is the ufual allowance 
throughout the cinque ports to fuch perfons as go to the king's courts or any other 
place at a diftance. 

The recorder's oath. 

You fhall fwear, that you fhall well and truly ferve the king's majefty, and the mayor, 
jurats and common counfel of this town and port of Sandwich, in the office of recoider; 
and as recorder of the faid town you fhall be faithful and juft, and give good advice and 
counfel unto the mayor, jurats and common counfel of this faid town for or concerning 
any matter, caufe or thing, that fhall concern or touch the franchifes, liberties, immuni- 
ties, privileges and good orders of the faid town, when you fhall be thereunto required or 
defired. You fhall not utter or difclofe any of their fecrets or counfel) touching the feU 
"lowfhip or corporation of the faid town, whereby any prejudice, lofs, hindrance, flandcr 
or difcredit fliall or may arife, grow or come to the faid corporation; and further, you 
fhall to the beft of your power, wit and cunning aft and do all things that fliall appertain 
to your faid office, for the greateft benefit, worfhip, utility and credit of the faid town and 
the inhabitants thereof - 9 fo help you God!

The mayor and jurats fhould endeavour to proteft from injury all racrchant ft rangers 
reforting to the town, and all honeft men whether foreigners or fubje&s: and if the bailiff 
fhould exa£t from them higher duties for their goods than he ought, or in any other 
refpe&s opprefs them, the mayor and jurats fhould remonflrate againft his proceedings, 
as prejudicial of' the king's borough. If however he fhould ftill perfift in his meafures, 
and the merchants fhould be willing to feek for redrefs againft him in the king's courr, 
the corporation fhould aid and advife them, and teftify the injury when called upon 
againft him : but if they are not willing or not able to profecute, the mayor and jurats 
in council fhould order the town clerk to make minutes of fuch extortions and malepra&ices- 
as have fallen within their cognifance, in order that, if he fliall at any time devife any 
mi (chief againft the corporation, they may have it in their power to upbraid him with 
his niifdceds, and to mew their deteftation of fuch injuftice. It were better however that 
the mayor and bailiff fhould be upon good terms with one another, becaufe each in his 
feparatc department may derive advantages from the other's friendfhip and advice. 

The like caution fhould be taken when neceffary againft the lord warden, and flri& 
attention mould be paid to any encroachments he may make on the corporation and its 
liberties.

The people belonging to the archbifhop of Canterbury, down lying and up rifing and pot 
boilers within the archbifhoprick. The people of the hundred of Milton, down lying and 
up rifing and pot boilers within the faid hundred. The people of Battle. The people 
of s l Alban's. The people of Antwerp. The count of Gynes and all his free people.

The bailiff, or his fergeant, of old called catchpoll, fhould carry a white wand as a 
badge of his office.

When the town is without a bailiff, and the king thinks proper to appoint one, he gives 
him a patent under white wax, becaufe we pay no regard to patents from the exchequer 
under green wax. The patent is as follows. 

Edward by the grace of God &c. to the mayor and barons of his port of Sandwich, 
greeting. Having committed to our trufty and well beloved Hugh Helpefton the bailiwick 
of Sandwich, and the town, port and caftle there, to hold the fame during our pleafure, 
rendering to us in our exchequer an account of all the iflues of the bailiwick, and de- 
ducting from the fame for his falary twelve pence a day j we command you to pay atten- 
tion and refpefl: to him in all things that concern the bailiwick. In witnefs &c. j8 may,

The patent being read before the mayor and commonalty, the bailiff is then to take the 
following oath before the mayor and jurats. 1 (hall be. good and true to our lord the king 
and his fucceflbrs, and the office of bailiff faithfully execute, and the ftate of our lord the 
king maintain, with due regard to every thing that concerns the liberty of Sandwich. 
So help mc &c. Such was the oath taken and fuch the patent produced by Adam de Li- 
ming before fir John de Berewyk, fir Stepcn de Penceftre and other creditable pcrfons in 
s l Clement's church: and Roger Cofyn did the fame in s r Peter's chuich before the 
mayor and jurats ; fo did likewife Hugh de Helpefton in Andrew Peny's houfe before fix 
Humfry de Waldcn, who inftitutcd him, and before the mayor and jurats &c. And this

After his admiffion the bail ifF appoints his deputy or fergeant, called the catchpoll, 
before the mayor and commonalty in full court, who takes an oath fimiJar to that of the 
bailiff for the faithful difcharge of his office, and for preferving the privileges of the li- 
berty. The wand is then delivered to him, and the freemen are defired to aid and affifl: 
him in all things that relate to the bailiwick. If however he will not take the oath, 
rhough he Ihould bear his wand, he is not to be regarded as fergeant,

Pleas of the crown are held and terminated at Sandown in a place called the maftez, 
either on the monday when the hundred is held, or on any other monday, in the manner 
that will be mentioned hereafter. It has not been ufual hitherto to go any bufinefs after 
dinner, or to fine any body before one o'clock.

If a non-freeman brings his action againft a non-freeman for debt, the bailiff or his 
fcrgeant fhould bind over the plaintif to profecutc; and if he cannot give perfonal fecurity, 
he fhould depofit a gage j but if he can do neither one or the other, he fhall be bound by 
his foleinn promifc, either becaufc he is a ftranger or on account of his poverty : and fuch 
Sureties or gage Avail always be bound till the 1 fuit be finally ended j otherwife the ftranger, 
when amerced for a falfe plea or for any other caufe, might go away and deprive the king 
Of his amercement. The bailiff appoints the following day for the plaintif s appearance 
in s 1 Peter's church, and then goes to the non- freeman defendant, and affigns to him a 
certain day to give in his anfwer, taking of him a fufiicicnt diftrefs to remain under good 
fecurity in. the hands of freemen only. The defendant however may demand the reftitu- 
lion of before he anfwers, and it /hall be given up to him, for no one fhall nnfwcr while 
lie is bound. The bailiff fhould take care that the diftrefs be rcafonable j fo that if the 
non-freeman have a horfe in the town and be upon it himfelf, the horfe fhould not be 
taken at fuch time, becaufc that would be a fort of attachment; whereas no attachment 

pan be made within the liberty of Sandwich (or debt, even though the debtor may have 

been 
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been bound according tothe ftatute; becaufc new a£ts of parliament ought not to alter 
the free cuftoms of the {aid town. . If the defendant has nothing within the liberty by . 
which he can be diftrained to come to court, and he refufes to appear upon fummons, 
nothing further can be done, becaufe the poverty of the debtor will not allow an aaion 
againft him.

ftrangers as freemen, and as well in favor of the defendant as of the plaintif; fo likewife 
in a plea of land and in every other plea the plaintif and the defendant have the fame 
elToins once: but there are other delays applied unequally, of which more hereafter.

The proceedings refpeaing ftrangers may be either before the mayor and bailiff, or be- 
fore their deputies; and the fame in a fuit between a freeman and a ftranger, whether the 
ilrangcr be plaintif or defendant: but the pleadings between freemen muft be before the 
mayor and bailiff: hence the neceffity of their refidenee within the liberty.

In a. plea of debt the declaration fliould be for a fixed fum, either upon^the plaintiPs ■ 
affirmation,' or by the evidenc^of; gpod witnefles. who. were.prefent at- the r loart-of -the-4 
money, or elfe by tally to be proved,, or by a fealed .tally. If the plaintif can prjer. only- - 
his own affirmation of the debt without evidence to prove it, the defendant may acquit, 
himfelf by his oath, if however. the .defendant acknowledges. that the debt was con- 
trafted, but alledges that .the money has been. paid, he fliould-.prpve the payment- by:-, 
the fight and hearing of three perfqn.s;. and the "fame as, done in .fuch- cafes, where the 
payment is denied. But if the plaintif offers to make good hjs change! by the .evidence. of \ 
his three wit nefTes, he fliajl.be v put upon his'pfoofj/thpugh'.theidefendant da not admit of 
the loan; beca'ule in this cafe : his denial goes for nothing : # which ceremony is conducted :"■» 
in this manner. The bailiff's fergcant holds the teftament, and the parties lay their r 
harids thereon, when the defendant fliall charge the plaintif and his witneflef, or. if he- j 
does not know the form,, tr^e townclerk fliall do it. Then the plaintif fliall fijv^ Hear 
this R. you owe me zo.fliillrngs, which I. lent you at fuch a time and in fuch a place*- 
ui the prefenceof fuch and fuch perfons here prefent j -which (um you have, not yet paid.}... 
fo help me &c. Or, you owe me 20 fhillings^, being ;thc balance of- our Jafl acpoulit 
fettled at fuch a time and in fuch a place, and which you promifed in the piefencc of fuch «. 
.iiul fucji perfons hqre prefent to jyij on a .day, now ,p*ft &c. .Then theiwitneflcs fliall take 
the following, oath •"'this hcar'.R./]! was .prefent, hearing ,and, feeing,, yvhm T; paid

and if any one withdraws from the book, or will not take the oath in that form, the proof 
is void, the defendant quit, and the plaintif at the mercy of the court for his falfe claim.

If the plaintif has a tally which he offers to verify, and the defendant upon feeing it 
denies that it is his, the plaintif fhould prove it by his three witnefTes as aforefaid, unlefs 
the defendant can produce a tally of payment which he offers to prove, in which cafe one 
tally ftands good againft another, and one writing againft another writing. If the tallies 
or notes fhould be miffing at the time of payment, and fhould be found afterwards, upon 
an action brought' on them, if the plaintif cannot prove by witnefTes when the tally was 
^ade, or acknowledged by the defendant, the a&ion is void.

If the plaintif produces a tally or deed under the feal of the defendant, and the de- 
fendant denies the feal to be his, the bailiff is to attach both parties with the aflcnt of 
the mayor and jurats; but without their a/Tent he cannot attach any one without procefs, 
except for trcafon, or for murder or the like happening in his prefencc. The reafon 
why both parties fhould be attached, or at lcaft find fecurity, is this; if the plaintif can 
verify his writing or tally by collation, or in any other fatisfaftory way, after the defen- 
dant's denial, the defendant's body becomes liable to arreft, and his goods are forfeited 
to the king; on the other hand, if the plaintif fails in his proof he is to be punifhed as 

for forgery,

If a ftranger againft a ftranger, or a freeman againft a 
ftranger, or a ftranger againft a freeman, fhould be call in an aition of debt, payment 
fliould be made within three days, or a diftrefs be taken upon the party's goods within 
and without, and be kept till the money be paid.

Thus if any of them has been corivifled of perjury, has performed pub- 
lic penance by walking round -the church or market, or has con fpi red again ft his lord and 
fled hither, perhaps from France, or be a fugitive from his country for" murder or -theft- 
or li there be. a, fon.pn the part of'his father, 'or a fervantion the part of his mafter, or if 

there be a declared enemy of. the defendant, fuch perfons cannot be admitted to prove of 
acquit upon a challenge.

When'a freeman is fined 'for 1 afalfe claim," or on'any occafion, in an a&ion of debt or 
trefpafs, or in a pleaof Jaiid, the bailiff" cannot enter the freeman's tenement, nor take a 
diftrefs without doors for fuch fine, till it be taxed by the mayor and jurats. On which 
account the ; 'bail*ff delivers to the mayor, when occafion requires, a lift of the names. of- 
thofe who; are to be fined, ftating the occafibn of each fine : upon which the mayor and 
jurats "hme'd meeting, 'anci'tothe beft' of their judgement adjuft the fine to the degree of 
delinquency, and the performs circumftances. Sometimes in pleas of diffeifin and- the like 
the fine is mitigated to I4.0 pence, and in a plea of blbodfhed to 2 Shillings; and fometimes, 
in a cafe of great debt or the like, when the court has had a great deal of trouble, they 
have fixed the' fine "at 4^ penbe, arid in cafe of poverty at 3 pence. " The mayor and jurats 
keep the bailiff's lift, and return hi"rh* ; a"copy made out by the town clerk, and if the 
bailiff's deputy btf'fufpe^d 5 of partiality or mdlifce* they 'require that the lift "be iigned.

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niter waging his law, he may on the day appointed effoh\onx:e and no more. In this cafe 
the plaintif has not the fame delays as the defendant.

A freeman againft a Freeman can plead only once a week, on thurfday, when the fame 
delays according to the nature of the plea, and the fame proceedings in proving and de- 
fending take place as before: but when the aftion is for debt, the defendant fhall come 
himfelf the firft day ; and when the plaintif declares againft him, the defendant ftiall fay, 
" Mr mayor, this matter is new to me, and I demand my reafonable fummpns fuch as a 
" freeman againft a freeman is entitled to," which fhall be allowed him to that day week, 
when he may eflbin once, as is mentioned before; but at the third time he muft appear 
and anfwer, or elfe be di {trained, without doors, to come and anfwer on that day week* 
unlefs fome one on his behalf allege that he is employed in his fare*, and was fo before 
the Jaft fumrnons was ferved. If however he do not appear, nor any one certify that he is 
engaged in his fare, he is to be diftrained, within and without doors J, and fo every court 
theie mail be a frefli diftrefs, till he give in his anfwer. * If he has no chatels, the rents 
of his tenements, if he have any, ftiall be feized : even his chamber may be entered, and 
other feverities exercifed againft him in proportion to the debt.

When he comes into court, whether by diftrefs or otherwife, and finds that the mayor 
or the bailiff is not there, he may fay, " It appears to me, my maftcrs, that I am not 
" obliged to anfwer here, in the abfence of the mayor or the bailiff;" and it fhall be ad- 
judged that he need not anfwer, becaufe a freeman cannot plead againfl a freeman in the 
abfence of the mayor or the bailiff, but by mutual confunt. Cum

If fafficient 
diftrefles cannot be taken 1 of the .moveables, let him be diftrained by his lands. and rents 
leaving however a part of the rent for the maintenance of hirnfelf and family, and del J 
vering the reft to the creditor till fatisfa£tion be made.

• If any woman, who deals publickly in fifh, fruit, clothes or the like, be fued for the 
amount of goods delivered to her, fhe ought to anfwer either with or without her hufband 
as the plaintif pleafes : but in every perfonal plea of,trefpafs, fhe can neither recover nor 
plead againft any body without her hufband. If fhe be not a public dealer Ihe cannot 

anfwer, being a covert baron.

and if he can, find Atretics to^nfvWileUum be delivered to his bail, with an injunction 
to them to produce him on the day appointed;; but if he cannot find bail he muft be fent 
to prifon, but not fettered. If the, action be for bloodfhcd, the defendant is to be at- 
tached, and ihquld not be admitted to bail till he arrives at the door of the prifon, unlef; 
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he be fome refpe&able perfon heretofore of good behaviour; it not being ufual to lmprlfon 

fuch perfons in thofe cafes except the wounded performs life be in danger; and even then 
they are ufually delivered to four fureties. If the hurt be very trifling he fhould find two 
fureties to anfwer, or his free tenement, if he have one, fhould be gaged: for the ordinance 
for imprifoning perfons in a plea of bloodlhed is but of late date, with a view to puni(h 
frequent offenders. The gaoler is to have four pence for cvqij perfon attached and 
brought into prifon.

There is this difference between a plea of debt and a plea of covenant broken, that in 
the latter cafe damages may be recovered-, but not in the former, unlcfc the debt be upon 
bond with a claufc for damage, or unlefs the plaintif u his- plea declares for damages &c. 
which damages after judgement given for the principal debt are to be taxed by the court, 
unlefs the parties can fettle the matter themfelvcs.

in that law, and two mafters of veflels belonging to the town, to hear the parties and ad- 
juft matters between them ; provided they both confent to abide by their decifion ; other- 
wife they mull plead: but fuch pleas are very rare; and when they happen, the mayor 
and jurats fhould in their decifion manifeft their difpleafure againft him who inftitutes

When the bailiff fees occa-fron to hold a hundred, he fhould apply to the mayor three 
days- before to know if it fuits him, and if he con fen ts, the bailiff fends the catchpol 
to the houfes of the parties, three days before hand, to fummon them, to attend on the 
day appointed, or to attach them, as the cafe may require: and the, bailiff informs the 
mayor andjurats what, and what kind of, tenements there are, in pleas of novel diflcifin 
or mort danccftor, which- require a view, and they proceed and take a view of the faid 
tenements, upon which they found their verdict. And this is the mode of proceeding 
in. every plea where an affize in common lav; takes place in the foreign*'.

Cum autem venerit dies lunc in quo hundredum teneri dtbeat, ibi feruiens maioris cum 
corn u circa horam dici primam ad certa loca, vt prediftum eft, ad (bnandum cum cornu ; 
quo fonito, dicat hec verba, Euerych man of twelf ycr elde, and of more,, go to feint '

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Clementes cherche to the hundrcde, an hafte, an hafte. Et congregata ibi cum maiorc, 
ballivo et juratis tota communitate, et peruento feruiente cum cornu, ftet feruiens maioris. 
extra barram ad clamandam pacem : feruiens vero balllvi ftet ad vocandas partes que ibi 
placitare debent. 

On the monday, when the hundred is to be holden, the mayor's fergeant about one 
o'clock fhould blow the common horn at the ufual places, and make proclamation thus;. 

Every man of twelve years or more go to s c Clement's church to the hundred, hafte 

hafte:" and when the mayor, bailiff, jurats and commonalty are affembled, and the 
fergeant arrives with the horn, the mayor's fergeant takes his place without the bar to 
proclaim filence, and the bailiff's fergeant ftands up to call the parties who are to plead, 

Et poffunt ibi placitare omnia placita, tain inter extraneos quam inter liberos, et precipue 
placita terre: et poffunt terminari in illo hundredo et placitari. omnia breuia per fimplicem 
querelam fa&am ballivo, que placitari poffunt in curia domini regis per breve fuum ; 
faluo folomodo breui de redo patente ; et vbi dicitur in illo brevi, Quod fi, non feceris, 
Vicecomiti Kancie &c. dicetur, Conftabulario caftri Dovorre. 

All actions are cognizable by this court, as well between ftrangers as. between freemen, 
cfpecially pleas of land : and all caufes may be heard and fettled here by fimple plaint 
made to the bailiff, as well as in the king's court by his writ, excepting fuch as are by 
a writ of right patent; and in that writ the title of Sheriff of Kent fhould 1 be changed to 
that of ConftabJe of Dovor eaftle, 

Et folent ifta placita brevxa placitari in omnibus per eadem verba, et per eafdem dikciones, 
ct per eafdem excepciones, quibus placitantur in curia domini regis: faluo quod in aliqui- 
bus brevibus habet ipfa curia plures dilaciones, ut in placito mortis antecefforis tres 
effonias, et aliquando minores et breviores dilaciones, fed tamen in.paucis. 

And the pleadings upon thefe writs fhould be in the fame form, and there fhould be the 
fame delays and exceptions, as are ufed in the king's court. In a plea of mort d'anceftor 



however the court grants three effoins, and in fome few cafes the delays are lefs in 
number and fhorter. 

Cum autem petens dixerit per feruientem fuum quod voluerit iuxta naturam querele fuc, 
et pars defendens refpondit quod idem viderit, debet maior recordare dictum ambarum 
partium, antcquam ipfe et focit fui jurati exeant ad dandum judicium.

Sic irrotulabit, iuxta clebitum 
mod urn, omnia placita terrarum que Cunt ad judicium; quia maior et jurati non folent 
cxire ad dandum iudicium, quoufque omnia placita diei illius tenninentur vfque ad 
iudicium. 

When the plaintif by his fergeant declares againft the defendant, and" the latter an Avers 
him, the mayor fhould make memorandums of their pleadings before he withdraws with 
his brethren to give judgement, and the townclerk fhould truly and faithfully enroll the 
laid pleadings, in order that the mayor and jurats may corrcft their record if neceffary (o 
all picas of lands left for judgement fhould be enrolled, becauie the mayor and jurats do 
not withdraw to give judgement till all ch«' eauies are over. i<* 
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Et-fciendum eft quod rotulus ballivi habet proceffum rei, et maior cum rotulo fuo vcl 
fine habet recordum. Et recordum ilJud exedit et falfat aliquod recordum ballivi vbi error 
inuenitur ; quia dignius eft recordum maioris, qui eft judex et iudicia habet danda talia 
qualia voluerit advocare, quam proceflus rotuli ballivi, qui nichil aliud facere debet quo- 
ad hoc, nifi recipere amerciamenta de eifdem placitis iuxta taxacionem maioris et jurato- 
rum, vt predi&um eft. 

The procefs of the fuit is entered on th£ bailiff's roil, and the record refts with the 
mayor, either with or without a roll : and, in cafe of any miftake, the record of the 
mayor is of greater authority than that of the bailiff; for the mayor is the judge, and gives 
fuch judgment as he thinks proper, whereas the bailiff has nothing further to do with the 
bufinefs than to receive the amercements after taxation by the mayor and jurats. 

Cum placita fuerint ad iudicium terminata, exirent maior et jurati, et facient in con- 
filiofuolegipercommunemclericum, vel recordari, modum cuiufl'ibet placiti; etfecundum 
rationes partium dabunt iudicium, quod et intituletur, et ftatim per os maioris detur in 
confpeiiu omnium. 

When the caufes are left for judgment, the mayor and jurats go out of court, and in 
confutation order the pioceedings to be read and recorded by the townclerk, and ac- 
cording to the arguments, proceed to give judgment, which is likewife recorded, and then 
publicly pronounced by the mayor* 

Solent etiam ipfi maior ct jurati ponere judicium in refpe&um vfque proximum hun* 
dredum, vbi contingit aliqua difficultas; et interim iblent confulere ceteros combarones 
quinque portuum ad habendum certitudinem. 

When any difficulty occurs, the mayor and jurats ufually refpite judgment till the next 
hundred; and, in the mean time, for greater certainty, they confult the barons of the 

other ports. 

Et debet ma*or caftigare juratos fuos bono modo, ne doceant vnam partem placitantium 
plufquam aliam j folet remoueri a iudicio illo. 

The mayor fhould reprove in a proper manner any of the jurats that inftrucl the pleaders 
on one fide more than on the other, and mould not fuffer them to join in giving judgment, 

Dc fpecialibus nominibus brevium et de generibus placitorum non fenbarn, quia fatis 
fcriptum eil: in communibus legibus Anglie, quas ego ignoro: fed fi in legibus illis, vcl in 
hoc libello, inveniantur qucdam obliuioni tradita, vcl ignorata, et ideo non fcripta, in 
omni cafu habet judex recurfum ad iura naturalia, fuper que fundantur ct a quibus pro- 
cedunt omnes leges fcripte. 

I do not enumerate the particular titles of the writs, or the fpecies of pleas, becaufe 
they may be fufficiently known from the common laws of the land, with which I am not 
converfant; but if, in thofe laws, or in this book, fomc matters be found that are obfoletc 
or forgotten, and therefore not among the written law; in all fuch cafes, the judge may 
have rccourfc to the natural rights of mankind, upon which are founded and from which 
proceed ajl the written laws.

At the hundred, in every plea days of grace may be allowed upon petition of the parties 
fometimes two, fometime's three efToins, as the mayor pleafes ; and all the proceedings are 
ax coi ding to the common law, except that there can be no affile, nor inqueft, nor duel. 

Si vero aliquis tenuerit aliquod tenementum infra didtam villam pro certo redditu an- 
nuali alicui foluendo, et permiferit di&urn tenementum ilrepari, vel tenementum illud ita

quod adhuc querat diftriccionem, vel poffeflbrem qui acqtiietet redditum retentum. 

Cum autem ad proximum hundredum venerit et huiufmodi demonftracionem fecerir, 
dicetur ei, quod eat ad diQatn terram vel tenementum folempniter per vifutn proborurn 
hotninum, et firmat palos in terra; quiquidem pali fi ftent ibidem pacifice fine calumpnia 
alicuius per xl. dies, ad proximum hundredum adiudicabitur petenti feifina. 

If however a perfon holds a tenement within die town at a certain rent to be paid to 
another, and fhall fuffer the building to go fo to wafle and decay that no diftrefs can be 
taken for the ren£; after waiting a year and a day in vain for a diftrefs, he may come to 
the hundred and -ft ate the cafe to the mayor and jurats, and requeft their advice ; who 
fhould tell, him ftill to fearch for a diftrefs, or for the occupier who may pay the rent due; 
but when he comes to the next hundred and fatisiies the court that he has done fo, he mail 
then be direded to go publicly to the land or tenement, and, in the prefence of fome re- 
putable perfons, to fix pales in the ground; and if the pales remain there unmoved 
without challenge for the fpace of 40 days, he fliall at the next hundred be put into pof* 
feffion of the tenement by judgment of the court.

If the tenant comes within 40 days, or before judgment is paflbd, and engages to pay 
the rent in arrcar, he {hall Have his tenement; but if he fays he docs not hold the tene- 
ment of the plaintif at fo great a rent, or affirms that he owes him nothing, the matter 
mull be put in fuit; othcrwife the plaintif will not be able to recover his rent. 

£t fciendum quod (blet ficii proclamacio fuper huiufmodi palos firniandos, vt fi quisvir 
.vel niulier paint aliquod iu.n in diitis terris vel tenementis, veniat infra xl dies, vt prediftum

Upon fixing thefe pales, proclamation fhould be made, that if any man or woman claims 
any right in the premifes, he fhould come within 40 days, and fatisfy the plaintif for his 
rent in arrear, or aflign a reafonable caufe within that time why he fliould not do fo, upon 
pain of lofing the land or tenement : the rent being adjudged to the plaintif at the next' 
hundred.

If a man or woman acquires a rneffuage within the liberty by purchafe for life, with re* 
verfion to another, and out of malice or knavery commits wafte and injury upon the cftate, 
or fuffers it to be done, the mayor and jurats for the time being, at the fuit of him to 
whom the reverfion belongs, ihould compel the tenant to repair the premifes in a proper 
manner, and to put them, if able, in as good a ftate as they were in when he purchafed 
them, allowing for reafonable decay; but if he fhould be unable to repair the eftate as he 
ought, the mayor and jurats fliould make him do as much as they judge him able to do. 

Item quilibet vir et mulier, habens aliquem redditum infra dictam libertatem, poteft 
licite diftringcre in mefuagio vel terra de quo vel qua idem redditus ci peruenit ; et hoc, fi

Every man and woman having rents within the liberty may diftrain for the fame upon 
the me flu age or land for which the rent is due, and he may take the diftrefs for rent in 
airear, if he pleafcs, without any officer; but he may not remove the diftrefs, nor fuffer 
it to be carried out of the liberty, upon pain of punifhment at the discretion of the mayor 
and jurats, till the diftrefs be brought again within the liberty, and fatisfadion be made 
to the mayor and jurats for fuch breach of privilege. 

Et friend urn eft, fi aliquis rncrcator, vicinus vel cxtrancus, aliqua mcrcimonia ad villani

If any merchant, whether neighbour or ftranger, brings merchandize into the town or 
port, all thofe of the town who were prefent themfelves or by proxy at the purchafe of 
the goods, and then gave notice of their intention, fliall participate among them the gain 
cr lofs upon fuch merchandize. 

Et £L aliquis extraneus emat alfqua mercimonia ibidem, Jicet in abfencia combaronum 
noftrorum, ipfi combarones de conamunitate noftra predidta habebunt dimidietatem illorum 
mercimoniorum contra predi&um extraneum, fi hoc exigere voluerint, licet abfentes in 
empcione fuerint. 

And if a foreigner purchafes any goods when no freemen are prefent, they may have 
a moiety thereof, if they claim it, though they were not prefent at the purchafe, 

Solent eciam maior et comrnunitas, fonito cornu communi, ordinare colleclas in eadem 
villa refultantes, tarn de terris, tenementis et redditibus extraneorum in eadem villa, quam 
aliorum de eadem villa, prout et quociens viderint faciendum ; fimiliter et de catallis 
hominum di&e communitatis, tarn extra libertatem predi&am exiftencium quam infra; et 
fuper hoc vltimo habemus literas patentes domini regis Edwardi tertii. 

The mayor and commonalty, at a common aflembJy, may impofe ceiTes upon the lands, 
tenements and rents of foreigners and inhabitants, when and as often as they think necef- 
fary; and likewife upon the perfonals of the freemen both within and without the liberty* 
for which we have letters patent from king Edward the third.

Of pleas of the crown^ 

All pleas of the crown, life and member may be held before the mayor, bailiff and 
jurats; but appeals'* upon falfifying the king's coin, upon treafon fpoken againft the king 
or the kingdom, and upon counterfeiting the king's fcal are cognizable only in the court 
of Ship way. 

In primis, fi quis vel que appellauerit aliqucm vel aliquam de homicidio, fur to, de 
tombuftionc domus, vel fraccionc domus, vel alicuius cafus vbi perdicio vite iacet, vel de 
raptu virginitatis, vel mahemio, vel huiufmodi vbi perdicio membrorum iacet, folet ipfe 
feallivus vel cius feruiens attachiare corpus cius defendentis, et accipcre de appellante 

plcgios 

* By upyellum, an appeal> is, meant nn accufation or yrofecution* 
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plegios fufficientesad profeCjiieridtirh ap{5e"Hum fuurh. Et Taper hoc, ft appellum illud fit 
in cafu vbi perdicio vite fit, ballivus debet attachiare et fequeftrare omnia mobilia ipfius 
appellati per vifum rhaioris vel alicuius jurat! ; fed alienare ilia non debet a loco ipfius ap- 
pellati, nifi in certas manus fit alicuius probi viri : quia fi fit reus conuifltus et paciatur 
judicium bona fua fuht forisfa£ta domino regi^ et do'mus et redditiis eius infra libertatern 
maiori et communitati : faluo quod dominus rex habere debet ea per vnum annum et 
vnurri diem.

If a perfon appeals another of murder, robbery, arfon, houfe-breaking, or other capital 



crime, or of rape, mayhem or the like, by which he is fubjeft to lofs of members, the 
bailiff or his fergeant arrefts the defendant, and takes good fectmty of the appellant to pro- 
fecute his appeal. If the appeal be for a capital crime, the bailiff fliould attach and fe- 
quefter all the moveables of the appellee, under the infpedtfori of the mayor and one of the 
jurats; but he fliould not remove them from dheif places, except to lodge them fecurely 
with fome reputable perfon ; for if the accufed be convicted and fuffer judgment,- his goods 
are forfeited to the king, and his houfes and rents within the liberty to the mayor and 
commonalty, after the king has poflbfled them a year and a day; but if he Is acquitted* 
he faves his goods, and the whole fhould be returned him. 

Cum autem venerint appellans et appellatus coram, rriaio're, ballivo et juratis in loco ad 
hoc aftignato, hoc eft, apud fe Maftes, vt predictum eft, ftabit cuftos prifone, fcilicet*

debeat, etpars fua adverfa appellabiteum ; poft hoc quidem ballivus repetierit viris, qui ib£ 
erunt, caufam attachiamenti. Cum autem appellauerit prout fcierit, non folet appellum 
effe condernpnatum licet fit in aliquibus verbis defeclivum, quia dominus rex non habet 
fectam infra digram libertatern, nifi folomodo in cafii homicidii, vt plenius dicetur poftea. 
Si appellatus contradicat ei, et dicat fe effe non culpabilis de hoc quod appellans ei impo- 
fuit, et fe voluerit acquietare iuxta confuctudincm libertatis quinque portuurn, adiudica- 
bitur ci, quod habeat ad certum diem, qui ei aflignabitur, xxxvj bonos et fideles homines, 
qui cum eo iurcnt quod ipfe non eft reus. 

When the parties come before the mayor and jurats at the Maftes, mentioning above, 
the gaoler fhall ftand with an axe, the appellee being bound, till he be called upon for his 
defence, when he fliould be unbound. The profecutor then fhall appeal him, and the 
bailiff (hall inform the meeting of the caufe of attachment. The appeal cannot be fet afide 
for any verbal defedt, for the king has no fuit within the liberty, except in cafes of 
murder, as will be fpoken of more fully hereafter. If the appellee denies the charge, and 
offers to acquit himfelf according to the ufage of the liberty of the cinque ports, the court 
fhall appoint a day, when he may produce 36 good and true men to fwear with him that 
lie is not guilty. 

Et debet ille dies aflignari iuxta quod fuerit de parti bus longinquis, vtpo/Kt mandari

In fixing the day, allowance fhould be made for the diftance from which the defendant, 
efpecially if he be a ftranger, is to bring his neighbours to acquit him.^ Every perfon of 
good character is entitled to his acquittance in this way, whether he be an inhabitant or 
a ftranger. 

Et fi in appeJJo homicidii fuerit quis repertus fuper factum, et cum cultello, gladio, vel 
confirnilibus confanguinatus, et fuerit vifum et teftificatum per fldedignum, non fe poterit 

acquietare. 

Et fi, in appello furti vel roberie, repertus fuerit quis illam roberiam vel furtum portans, 
vel habens in feifina fua, oportet ut inveniat warantum fuum, qui illud ei tradiderit, ad 
certum diem, ad quern fi non habuerit ilium, non poterit habere acquietanciam. • Si vero 
venerit quis et aduocauerit rem illam efTe fuam, vel dicat quod illam ei tradidit, primus 
eft quietus, et ipfe fecundus eft in ftatu ipfius, prout in lege communi ; et fie in omni 
cafu, vbi aliquis warantum fuum vocauerit et defecerit de waranto fuo, pcrdit cafum 
fuum*

fe et catallum illud. 

In an appeal of homicide, if the perfon accufed was caught in the facl or with a weapon 
in his hand or blood on his cloaths, or the like, and there be good evidence thereof, he 

cannot be allowed to quit himfelf. And fo in an appeal of theft or robbery, if the perfon 
be found with the goods upon him, it behoves him to fhew on a day appointed how he 
came by them, and from whom he received them, and upon failure he fhall not be allowed 
to acquit himfelf. But if any body appears, and acknowledges that the goods are his, and 
that they were delivered to the other perfon by him, the appellee is then cleared, and the 
fecond perfon becomes anfwerable, as at common law. So in every cafe, when a perfon 
calls for his voucher and cannot produce him, he lofes his caufe. If the perfon however 
upon whom the goods arc found avows that they are his own, and that he is not guilty of 
the appeal, he may acquit himfelf by 36 good and true men, as aforefaid, and favc him- 
felf and the goods.

Poftea ^vocentur dicti xij qui ele&i funt ad iuran- 
dum et nominatim prout vocati funt iurent xij, vnufquifque per fe, quod facramentum, 
quod ibidem appellatus fecit, eft bonum et fidele, et quod ipfe appellants non eft reus de 
fibi impofitis, fie feadiuuent fancta fanctorum, tangendo et ofculando librum : quod fi fe- 
cerint quietus eft appellatus, et, appellans attachiabilis, ct bona fua ad voluntatem domini 
regis. Si vero de prediftis xij vnus fe retraxerit a libro, nolens, iurare, mortuum redd it 
appellatum. Et omnes qui condempnati funt in.illo cafu debent viui fepeliri in loco ad 
hoc deputato fuper Sandoune, qui vocatur le Thiefdounes ; et eft area ipfa communitatis 
propria, qualitercunque fuerit per alios appropriata. 

When the names of the 36 compurgators are delivered to the. bailiff in writing, they 
are to be diftinctly called .over; and if any one of them (hall be ablent or will not anfwer, 
the appellee muft fuffer death 5 but if they all feparately anfwer to their names,-, the bailiff 
on the part of the, king then puts afide 12 of the number, and the mayor and, jurats- jz 
more, thereby agreeing together in fixing upon 1% of the 3610 fwear with the appellee 
that he is not guilty of the matters laid to his charge. The accufed is firft fworn that he 
is not guilty, killing the book 5 and then the others come up as they are called, and fepa- 
rately fwear that the oath which. the appellee has taken is gopd and true, and thathe is 
not guilty of what is alledged againfr him, kiffing the book ; by which the appellee'; is. ac- 
quitted, and the appellant becomes liable to an attachment, and his ■-; goods are J at the 
difpofal of the king. If however any one of the twelve withdraws his hand from the book 
and will not fwear, the appellee muft be executed : and all who are condemned in fuch 
cafes are to be buiied alive in a place fet apart for the purpofe at Sandown, called the 

Thief-downs \ which ground is the property of the corporation, however it may have been 

appropriated by others. 

Sic autem debent omnes fecundum legem communem inditari in- communi cafu appella- 
cionis tarn vite quam membrorum, faluo quod vbi ipfi qui attachiati funt in forinceco funt 
acquietati vel condempnati per xij viros aliquorum hundredorum, in quorum dictum mi- 
fcrint, et ifti hie infra libertatcm per xxxvj, vt eft dictum.

Thus, in common cafes of appeal of life and member, fhould all pcrfons be indicted ac- 
cording to the common law 3 only in the town the party is to be acquitted or condemned 
by 36 men, whereas in the country they put themfelves upon the verdict of twelve. 

Sunt tamen aliqui antea repcrti cum abcifione burfarum, vel cum argento a loculo ex- 
tradto in foris vel alibi, qui cum rapti fuerint ad fectam appellantis, folet abfeindi vna 
auris eorum per iudicium, et duci ad extremitatem ville, et abiurare villam fub pena al- 
tcrius auris pcrdendc.

Pcrfons found in the act of cutting purfes, or picking pockets at market or elfewherc, 
upon profecution, are fcntcnccd to lofe one ear, and to be carried to the end of the town, 
there to abjure the town upon pain of loiing the other ear. And if a perfem fhould be 

taken 
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taken up again and found without-.an ear, or marked for a thief, he ihal] be -condemned to 
die, whether he was fo marked within the town or elfewhere. 

Si autem aliquis appellans retraxerit appellacionem fuam, et dixerit fe male cognouiffe, 
vel huiufmodi, eft attachiabilis, et bona fua ad voluntatem domini regis. Soiet tamen in 
talibus fieri gracia : fed tunc debet, appellatus duci ad prifonam, et afiignan ei dies, fi 
fuerit in cafu homicjdii, ad acquietandum fe contra feclam regis, fi po/Et. Si vero fuerit 
in cafu furti vel roberie, vel aliquo alio vbi domin.us rex fe&am non habet, folet dimitti 
ad fex manucaptores, qui manucapiant ipfum ad habendum corpus .eius femper paratum 
ftandum recto, quandocunque aliquis pro ditto cafu verfus eum fequi voluerit. Si vero 
fuerit extraneus, et huiufmodi manucaptores habere non poterit; vel fi forte non poifit 
plegios inuenire, quod fe bene et fideliter gerere debeat, abiuret villam quoufque cum fuf- 
iicienti fecuritate inuenienda redire poffit. 

If an appellant withdraws his appeal and owns himfelf miftaken, or the like, he becomes 
liable to an attachment, and his goods are at the king's difpofal ; fome favor however Is 
generally fhewn in fuch cafes : but then the appellee fhould be taken to prifon : and if it 
be an appeal .of murder, a day fhould be appointed for him to acquit himfelf, if he can, 
againft.the fuit of the king : in cafes, where the king has no fuit, as theft, robbery or the 
like> it is the -ciiftbm to Require fix bondfmen for the perfon's appearance in court, 
if .any body proceeds! againft him. Should he be a ftranger and cannot have fuch bondf- 
men, or cannot find fureties for his good behaviour, he fhould abjure the town, till he 
can return and offer good fecurity. 

Sciendum eft, quod fi aliquod malum, vel furtum, vel aliud factum fit in dicta villa vel 
portu, vel extra-.viJlam,.aut in terra aut in mari, et fit aliquis' vel aliqui fufpecti maioriet 
juratis de malefacto illo; vel eciam fi aliquis homo dicte ville vel ad villain veniens gerat 
malam fainam in forinceeo; folet maior attachiare ipfum, et tradere ipfum ballivo in car- 
cereni ; quia ballivus debet huiufmodi attachiatos recipere per manus maioris, et liberare 
illos cum fuerit confideratum.

When any theft or other villainous action has been committed in the town or port, or 
without the town, by fea or land, and the magistrates have caufc to fufpect any one of the 
freemen or inhabitants of the town, whofe character is bad', the mayor ma/ apprehend 
him, and deliver him to the bailiff to be imprifoned ; who is bound- to receive all fuch 
at the hands of the mayor, and to difcharge them when the mayor thinks proper: and/uch 
pcrfons are detained in prifon a longer or fhorter time according to the character (hey hear. 
When ij: is found, however, that nobody proceeds againft the prifoner, he is to be dis- 
charged upon giving fecurity for his good behaviour j but if lit can find no fureties, he is 
to abjure the. town till he can lawfully return.

If a capital robbery or other very, heinous crime has been committed, and' the" perfons 

fufpecSed of it be of bad character, it is ufual after they have been fome time in prifoh 
and nobody appears to profecutre, to bring them from the caftle to the Maftes, and to 
make proclamation by the mayor's fergeant, that if any one will profecute them, they may 
come on a certain day to be then named : at l which 'cfay if a profecutor 'appears, the trial 
is to take place in due form;' otherwife the prifoners are to be difcharged upon fecurity as 

before. i 

Sciendum tamen eft, quod licet ballivus habuerit aliquem fufpe£tum in aliquo cafu,

The bailiff is not empowered to attach any body upon bare' fufpicidh withoiit pr6cefs, ' 
except with the- confent of the mayor and jurats; nor can he tiifcharge any'prifoher but ; 
by their order. ' •' ' 

Non eft infra di£tam villam vel libertatem aliquis iudex- corone, qui vulgo'dicitur co- 
roner, nifi ipfernaior cum fuis fociis juratis; vt fi forte aliquis in di&a villa re^ertusfuerit 
mortuus, vtrum fuerit in terra vel in marr, folent maior et jurati videre corpus eius ; nifi 
ita fit quod fatis ' conftet tarn eis quanvaliis omnibus qualiter' fuerit mortuus. lit, fi forte 
fit fubmerfus infortunio, vel ceciderit ab aliquo fummo ita ut collum fregcrit,' vel huiuf- 
modij vel fi fuerit proftratus fub aliquo pondere ita ut moriatur, ve! forte per careclarn 
vel per equum detradhis, vel huiufmodi ; ita ut mors fua et caufa mortis fit notoria, tunc 
non eft necefTe vt videant eum ; fed quod deferatur ad ccclcfiam et fepeliatur.

There is no judge of the crown, or coroner, within the town of Sandwich or its li- 
berty, befides the mayor and his brethren the jurats j who, if any one is found dead within 
the town cither on the land or in the water, take a view of the body ; unlefs the caufc of 
death be apparent to themfclves and every one clie. Thus, if a perfon be drtiwncd by ac- 
cident* 



* Perhaps at this lime the king's cafllc, in caftle mead without Sandown pie, was the common prifon. 
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cident, or fall from a height , and break his neck or the like, or- be killed by a weight 
falling on him, or by being .thrown from a.carriage or ahorfc, or fuch like accident fo 
that his death and the caufe of if be notorious; in fuch cafe, it is not neceffary to take a 
view of the body, but only to order it to be,carried to the church and buried. But if it 
fliould. not be known how the perfon came by his death, the mayor and jurats fliould 
examine the body with great caution, and-obferve whether there be any wound or other 
evidence that he was killed. Upon which they fliould enquire diligently among them- 
felves, and the ^neighbours and friends, whether they fufpe& any body: if not, the* 
nothing further is to be done, but to buiy the body, as aforefaid : but if there are grounds 
for fufpe&ing any one, the perfon fhould be attached, till he can acquit himfelf of the 
murder, as is mentioned before.

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It is to be obferved, that though any one fall from a houfe or a veflel or a horfe, or 
be crufhed by a weight, nothing is forfeited by way of deodand as in the country j nor can 
the kjng claim any thing on the occafion, becaufe it never was the cuftom here. More- 
over, .if the chatel of any good man be feized among the goods of a felon, whether acci- 
dentally in his cuftody, or lent to him, or the like, it is to be delivered up to the owner 
upon, proof of its being his. property j for the thief cannot forfeit the goods of another per- 
fon, unlefs indeed he denies the other's claim, and affirms the chatel to be his own. 

Et fi appellans, in appellacione roberie vel latrocinii, calumpniat aliqua bona que in- 
uenerit cum appellato, vtrum fuerit in denariis vel veflibus aut aliis quibufcumque bonis,

If the appellant, in an appeal of robbery or theft, claims any goods found upon the ap- 
pellee, whether money or cloaths or other matters, upon the execution of the appellee, 
the appellantwill be entitled to all he claimed. But if the appellee avers that the goods 
are hlf. own, and is acquitted, they are to be given to him as his lawful chatel \ and the 
appellant is to be fined at the king's plcafure for his falfe appeal.

If any one, charged in the foreign with homicide, or indicled by a jury for robbery o r 
other crimes, fhall flee to the town for fear of the event, or being appealed by any prover 
fhall come hither for refuge, whether he be free or not, he is not to be attached without 
fuit, while he behaves difcreetly within the liberty, even though thefheriffof Kent or any 
other certify the mayor and jurats of the fact: unlefs indeed the lord warden fends his 
mandate to attach him, affigning the caufe ; and even then, if he can find fix bondfmeu 
who will be bound for his appearance within the liberty, when required, he fhall be 
taken from prifon, and delivered up to his bail.

All who are attached within the liberty, whether with or without fuit, whether free- 
men or ftrangers, whether taken up for crimes perpetrated within or without the liberty, 
are entitled to final judgment in our courts. And though any of the king's juftices 
Ihould order the bailiff" to bring the prifoncr before him, and though the conftable of 
Dovor caftle fhould command the mayor and jurats to bring him to fome place without 
the liberty, they fhall anfwer, that they cannot do fo, confidently with the privilege of 
the town: nor {hall the prifoncr on any account be permitted to go, unlefs by exprefs 
order of the king; and even then fome demur ihould be made to the firft mandate, and till 
it be known with certainty to be his pleafure.

]f any inhabitant or ftranger fhall commit murder., robbery, or the like, within the li- 
berty, and fhall flee for the fame, the mayor and jurats may demand him from any lord- 
fhip or liberty in the kingdom, wherein he may be found, except from the protection of 
the church ; and he fliould be delivered up to them, according to the privilege aforcfaid, 
to be brought back and tried there after the ufagc of franchife: and this hath been the 
conftant practice from ancient times. An inftance of which was, when John Martham, 
Philip Vaggere, John Waite, William Henre, Walter Lambard, Nicholas Etebred and John 
Puppe, were taken and imprifoned at Romncy, charged with having felonioufly killed 
John Gcic, Robert Attemore and John Taillour, who having been abroad in fervicc with 
king Edward the third in the 21ft year of his reign had obtained his leave to come to 
England about fome btiflncfs, and were to return again when the bufinefs was over; 
and the king aftcrwauls, by advice of his council, (or certain rcafons, being inclined to re- 
move the prifoners to his own prifon in the tower of London, there to be confined till he 
might confidcr further of the matter, fent his writ to the bailiffs of the archbifhop of Can- 
tnbury at Romncy within the liberty of the cinque potts, commanding them to deliver 

the faid piiioners, with the warrants and evidence* to John Dale his fergeant at aims, 

that 
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that they might be brought to the tower of London, and delivered to the cuflody of the 
keeper of the tower till further orders of the king: after that however, by means of fir 
Bartholomew de Burgherfii, then warden of the cinque ports, it was ordered by the king 
in council, that all the prifoners fhould be delivered up to the faid warden or his lieute- 
nant, to be punifhed according to the law and cuftom of the cinque ports, whenever the 
faid keeper of the .tower of London fhould have warning from the warden of the ports 
or his lieutenant to bring back the delinquents to the prifon at Romney, there to 
receive juftice according to the law and cuftom aforefaid : and accordingly they were all 
by command of the king brought back to Romney, where they had final judgment. 

Poteft ballivus attachiare hominem fine fe£ia, vbi viderit quod tractauerit cultellum et 
extraxerit fanguinem ab aliquo; fed non poteft ipfurn ducere in carcerem, fi lefus fequi 
noluerit contra ilium : fed poteft ponere ipfum ad plegios de pace obferuanda. 

The bailiff may attach a man without procefs, whom he fees with his knife drawn 
wounding another; but he cannot imprifon him, if the perfon injured refuies to profecute; 
he may however bind him over to the peace, 

Et fi quis attachiari fe noluerit, fed refctiffum fecerit ballivo, debent maior et jurad 
ipfum adiuvare, cum ad hoc requifiti fuerint ex parte domini regis. Et poteft maior idem 
facere, vt predi&um eft 5 et quilibet juratus attachiare ipfo<> quos viderint pugnantes. 
Licet aliquis fugerit extra didiarn villam caufa hornicidii vel latrociriii, poteft ballivus 
areftare omnia bona fua, vt fupe'rius eft diclum; fed non tamen alinare, vel vendicioni ex- 
ponere, nifi in cafu a juratis permiflb: quia cum redierit, et ad pacem domini regis fe 
reddiderit, poffit bona fua integre recuperare, fi fe acquietare poffit in forma antedi&a. 

If any one refufes to be attached and makes a refcue againft the bailiff, the mayor and 
jurats fhould affift him, if required in the king's name: and the mayor and every jurat 
prefent at an affray may attach the parties. If any one flees from the town for murder or 
theft, the bailiff may feize his goods, as is faid before} but he cannot remove or fell them 
without the permiffion of the jurats : -and if the fugitive returns and delivers himfelf up to 
juftice, and can acquit himfelf in the manner above directed, he fhould have every thing

things in any mariner touching or concerning the faid office ; to have, hold, occupy, 
enjoy and exercife the aforefaid office or offices to the faid John Matfon, by himfelf or by 
his fufficient deputy or deputys, during our pleafure. And moreover, of our more abun- 
dant grace, we have given and granted, and by thefe prefents do give and grant to the 
faid John Matfon, for the exercife and occupation of the faid offices, the wages and fees 
of twelve pence fterling by the day : to have and receive fuch wages and fees to the faid 
John Matfon, as well out of the i flues, profits, revenues, and commodities what foe ver to 
the faid offices, or to us in and for the faid offices or either of them, coming, growing or 
arifing, as out of our cuftoms and fubfidies whatfoever in our port of our town of Sand- 
wich aforefaid, and in all ports, creeks and places to the fame port adjoining, from time 
to time coming, growing or arifing, to be retained as well by and in his own proper 
hands, as by the hands of the collector or collectors of our fubfidies and cuftoms aforefaid 
in the ports, places and creeks aforefaid, or any or either of them for the time being; to 
be paid at the feafts of the annunciation of the blefTed virgin Mary and faint Michael the 
arch-angel by equal portions; together with all other profits, commodities, advantages, 
preheminences, rewards and emoluments to the fame offices or either of them due, accuf- 
tomed, appertaining or belonging, in as ample manner and form as William Henry Solly 
deceafed, or any other perfon or perfons exercifing or occupying the faid offices or either 
of them, by what names or name foever, have had or received in or for the fame offices or 
either of them.

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The townclerk fhould have for his falary 40s. a year by quarterly payments from the 
trca Hirers; out of which he is to find parchment, when he has occafion to uie any in the 
fcrvice of the mayor and commonalty; except in writing out the cefles, when the com- 
monalty ufually make him an allowance of a fhilling or two, more or leik, for the parch- 
ment and his trouble. It is to be obferved, that the clerk is not bound to obedience to 
any one but the mayor his proper matter : and in corporation concerns, when any pro- 
ceedings are to be entered in the records, or a recognifance, or fuch like, is to be de- 
pofited in the cheft; or a freeman is to be made; or a corporation letter is to be hVned- 
the townclerk fhould be paid in proportion to the quantity and quality of the work.

x. Extracts relating to fir Roger Manwood from Strype's Annals- 

Vol. iii, p. 138. 1582. C ER J £ ANT ANDERSON was this year, in the month 

*-* of may, advanced to be lord chief juftice of the common 
pleas. But fomebody, it feems, there was belonging to the exchequer, that by large 
bribery would have gotten into this place himfelf, had not the juft lord treafurer ftopt it. 
For thus did Fleetwood, recorder of London, privately hint the report to the faid lord. 
" My lord, under bendicite, there runneth a marvellous fpeech over all London, that 
** greater Hums of money were offered (to whom I know not) than I my well write of by 
" one of the exchequer. And all was for this office (of lord chief juftice). If it were 
Ci true, the party did not well : if it were not true, the firft reporters were much to blame 
** to fcandalize fuch an officer of her majefty. By which means he is grown into a greater 
" difcredit than may be in a fliort time eafily begotten." Adding (to the lord treafurer'* 
honour) " That it was almoft in every man's mouth, that his loid/hip, after that he had 
" undcrfhnding of the offering of fuch a mafs of money, was the means of keeping him 
" from that cufhion." Concluding, " Truly, my lord, it was well done." 

It fhould feem that one of the exchequer referred to in the recorder's letter was a perfon 
high in office in that court. If it were chief baron Manwood, it will in pait account for 
the lord treafurer's being afterwards fo ill affected towards him. 

Vol, iii, p. 270. 1584. Something occurred this year in Canterbury that be/pake 
Richard fuffragan bifliop of Dover to have been a pious, upright and juft man. There 
happened to be a foul murther committed in that city by a gentleman's fon there; fo bar- 
barous, that when it came to Manwood the lord chief baron's cars, that lived hard by, 
he was rcfolvcd the rnurthcrer, as lie dderved, fhould die for it. But iiotwithflaiidiiig 

afterwards 
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afterwards it was •' put up-; and 'the malefactor walked confidently about the -ftreets to, the 
indignation of the people. Which. the faid fuffragan related to Thomas Diggs efq, a gen- 
tleman of good'qualit'y in thofe parts, in a letter to this purport. i The fon of one Collard 

* of Canterbury did lately in the open ftreets there moft wilfully kill a poorer man. 

< Whereat the chief baron was fo moved at the firft that he earneftly vowed the hanging 

* of the murtherer. But after the father, being a rich man, had dealt with- him in behalf 

* of his (on, he brake his vowj and contrary to all expectation procured, as it muft needs

* be of forne wrong fuggeftion, a pardon for the faid murtherer who then walked up and. 
6 down the ftreets-in Canterbury, as it were in defpight of all his enemies, to the great grief 

< of all his inhabitants there. Butfuch parts as thefe were, were not as he (the fuffragan) 

* thought ftrange unto him (unto whom he wrote) in this, party, (meaning the chief 

* baron). He added upon this, that he hoped a day would come when they fhould fee him 

* a better man j or elfe he was perfuaded his confafion would not tarry long. For the 

* Lord is a righteous judge, ftrong and patient: and God is provoked every day. .If a 

* man will not turn, he will wet his fword. He hath bent his bow and made it ready.

In a catalogue of articles drawn up afterwards againft this aforefaid lord chief baron,

" terbury killed a poor man, coming from his work, in the. open ftreet at Canterbury. 
" For which the chief baron threatning at the firft to hang him : but by means of 240I.- 
u paid by his father, the fon had his pardon by the chief baron's means. And ever after 
cc the offender wore the chief baron's livery.

courfe of the common laws. J am moft forry to have given your lordfhips fuch juft caufe 
to have conceived of me : and for that I did by my faid writing othcrwife than in duty I 
now know that I ought to have done. I do moft humbly fubrnit myfelf for the fame. 
Befeeching your good lordfhips to remit the fame, being my fir ft, and I truft, fhall be my

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■ And for' further declaration.'of my dutiful mind hereafter," and for reformation of my 
faid offence, I do allure your lordfhips that I will never refufe to make dutiful anfwers to 
her majefty, or to your honourable loidfhips, or afore fuch as her majefty or your lord- 
fliips fhall authorize to hear any fuch complaint againfl: me; being firmly perfuaded, that 
neither her majefty, nor your, lord (hips will commit the hearing or ordering of any fuch 
complaints from herfelf, or from yourfelves, but to perfons of knowledge and indifference, 
in fuch fort as upon favourable hearing of the probable allegations of both parties, and

Or otherwife, if the caufes of the complaints fhall, upon hearing thereof, appear to her 
majefty or your lordfhips, to be more apt to be tried by the law, than by fuch extraordi- 
nary hearing; then I alfo fhall be ready to be directed to the trial and judgment of the 
law, or as the nature of the caufes fhall require, to her majefty's ordinary courts, ordained 
for caufes of equity.

Page 122. Number Ixxviii. A cafe of Thomas Diggs efq. againfl Manwood, fteward 
of the chancery and admiralty courr at Dover, in the ports ; afterwards lord chief baron, 
Found among the lord treafurer's papers. 

About the year 1570, the queen granted him a fee-farm of fuch encroachments, as have 
been made in Kent, upon her majefty's feas fhorcs, and navigable channels, with licenfc 
a ""° t0 and enclofe fuch lands; fo as it were not hurtful to any of her majefty's 

havens &c. By virtue of this her grant in the time of judge Saunders, lord chief baron, 
the faid Diggs did recover certain lands, and had judgment in the exchequer for them 5 
and her majefty received 3I. a year rent for ever for them. And in the time of the fuo 
cceding chief baron, there were diveis matters in fuit, but by reafon of the wealth of the 
intruders, and the devices of their counfil for delay to weary him, he could not come to 
any full trial, till jufticc Manwood was lord chief baron. But he being Digge's extreme 
enemy, by reafon of his leafes of Barton Wingham marfhes, wheieof Manwood fought to 
defeat him, he found fuch impei feet ions, in all former pleadings verdidU &c. as all the 
two or three years charges vveie utterly loft : and in every new fuit he found him io much 
hh enemy, as in every fuit there was no hope for him of any good. And therefore made

fait to him, that he would give judgment 'again ft her majefty j that in the. end he might 

furrender his grant, and let her highnefs know her grant was nothing. 

He procured alfo m r fecretary Wylfon to move the queen for her commandment unto 
him, to proceed unto fome final judgment- Whereupon her majefty did by fecretary 
Wylfon, require him to do Diggs juftice without delay. The like fuit he made to the 
lord treafurer. But all in vain. For albeit the law was evident on her majefty's fide, as 
the lord chief baron dared not give judgment againft her 3 yet was his hatred fo vehement 
againft Diggs, that he would not give judgment for his benefit. And therefore by fundry 
kinds of ftrange delays fought to weary Diggs, as he plainly faw, that while he lived and 
had that place, there was no poilibility for. him to have any end.. And therefore feeing he 
fhould but confume himfelf with charge* gave it. quite-over, as a matter defperate, as long 
as he continued chief baron : who moft unconfeionably (as he expreffed it) by fubtil and 
cunning practices and extreme rigor of law, fought: to. have utterly defeated him of thofe 
leafes of Wingham Barton, and his brother William Diggs of his grand leafe ; nor could 
come to any gonclufion with him, but to his lofs, contrary to all equity and conference, 
a thoufand pounds at the leaft, befides the extreme charge of fuit many ways by theunjuft 

vexation of the tenants.. 

Then Diggs related the baron's dealing with him and his tenants : .and then goes on in 

thefe words. 

In this time of my perfecution, there was brought unto me, by a number of fevcral per- 

fons in Kent, by the chief baron in like or worfe fort oppreffed, above twenty fcveral fuch, 
and fo foul matters, as the leaft of many (by the very jufticeof law perfecutcd and ap- 
proved on him) would have confifcate all the goods and chattels and lands he had in 
England; and fome fuch alfo as concerned alfo highly her majefty's honour, as by their 
memorials yet remaining with me, may partly appear. But the advancement to the place 
of chief baron fo terrified all men from complaining againft him, that they committed all 
to God, without feeking any rcdrefs, as myfelf alfo was fain to do, to my detriment above 
a thoufand pounds. 



Roger Manwood efq. was one of the dearly beloved friends and executors of the will of 
Richard Sackvilc efq. under treafurer of the exchequer &c. and as fuch had a bequeft of 
20L from the tcftator. He is alfo named in the will, dated %%* march, 8 Eliz. 1566, as 
a truftce for fome lands therein fpecificd. Collins Peerage, v. i, p. 397, 398.

Whereas the celebrated treatife on the laws of the 
foreft was Written by John Manwood efq. related to the chief baron, but in what degree 

I cannot fay. He married Mary, daughter of Crayford, of Kent, and purchafed the 

manfion of Priors in the parifh of Broomfield, Eflex. His (on Thomas of Lincoln's inn, 
and Priois, gent, who had a brother Jafper of Lincoln's inn, counfellor at law, and a 
fitter Anne, married Anne the daughter of fir Thomas Love, knight, vice admiral of the 
fleet in the reign of James the firft, by whom he had three fons and fix daughters. He 
died 20 fept. 1650, aet. 63. John Manwood gent, one of the fons, married Diana daugh- 
ter of Richard Gold merchant of London, and died uapri! 1705, ast. 63; leaving iflus 
Thomas, Diana and Katherine : which Katherine was married to the rev. Oliver Pock- 
lington, A.M. reftor of Chelmsford, She died 28 march 1716, leaving iffue Katherhie, 
Thomas, Diana and Anne. Thomas Manwood, the laft of the name, died unmarried; 
and the iffue of Katherine Pocklington became his heirs. Her fon Thomas Pocklington, 
attorney at Chelmsford, pofleffed the eftate of Priors when Morant's book was publifhed 
in 1768. His fifter Katherine, wife of J. WoodrofFe reftor of Cranham in Effex, &c. 
both now deceafed, left iffue, the rev. Thomas WoodrofFe, recftor of Qneley in Surrey, 
late fenior fellow of Clarehall Camb. and one daughter married to the rev. m r He: ring- 
ham of Ingleteftone, now both living. 

The lanVnamed Thomas Manwood erected a .monument in Broomfield church to the 
memory of his anceftc.-s, with the following infeription.

The above is taken from a new and complete hiftory of EfTex by a gentleman (Peter 
Muilman efq.) Chelmsford, 1769. 6 vol. 8vo. 

The treatife of the laws of the foreft was iirfl publiflied in 1598 ; to which was prefixed 
a dedication to the then lord chief juftice in eyre fouth of Trent, Charles lord Howaul of 
Effingham, afterwards Earl of Nottingham, figned John Manwood. A fecond edition 
with additions came out in J615, and a third in 1665; all in quarto. In 1717 another 
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had afterwards a new title printed to it dated 1744, but it was not a new edition. 

Previous to the firfl: edition in 1598, the author caufed a brief collection of the laws of 
the foreft to be printed for the infpc&ion of his friends, for the purpofc of procuring 
their obfervations in aid of his work. The author died between the publication of the 
fir ft and fecond editions.

18 march, 12 James I. (1615) Sir John Levefon of Hailing granted to fir Peter Man- 
wood of s* Stephen's, kn. and others divers lands, upon fpectal truft to convey the fame 
to the prefidents of the new college of Cobliam in Kent. Thorpe's Regift, Rof. p. 245. 



2. Sir Henry Furnefe was the eldeft fon of Henry Furnefe, of Sandwich, by Ann the 
daughter of m r Andrew Gosfright, one of the jurats of this town. Sir Henry's father 
was a fergeant of dragoons, and, upon his marriage, fettled at Sandwich, as a grocer and 
tallow chandler, in a fmall houfe on the weft fide of the fifli market, in, which fir Henry 
was born. It was pulled down in 1786, and the ground now forms a part of the fite of 
the New Rofe inn. He was admitted a fieeman of the corporation, by marriage, 10 dec. 
1657, and died infolvent 12 June 1672, in the 43 d year of his age. The effects were 
fold, and a part of .the produce was diflributed among the creditors 5 the reft, was given 
to the widow for the maintenance of herfelf and family. The debts were fully difcharged 
afterwards by fir Henry with intereft. Sir Henry purchafed a houfe for his mother in 
Potters ftrcet, in which fhe rellded til! her death, which happened 6 nov. 1696, in her 
63 d year. In June ]68g {he was ceiled to the poll tax with one child, her man fervant 

John Branch, and two maids. They had two fons, Henry and George, and three daugh- 
ters Mary, Elizabeth and Anne. 

Henry was bom 31 may 1658, and was bound an apprentice to his uncle Gosfright of 
London, an hofier in chcapfidc; but that being too confined a {ration for his enterprising 
genius, he became a general merchant*, and by his induftry and abilities, and a favorable 
concurrence of circumftances, he rofe to eminence, wealth and honors. By means of his 
cxtenfive corrcfpoixicnce he obtained the fir ft information of the furrendcr of Limerick in 
1691 j which he communicated to the queen, who confeired upon him the honor of 
knighthood, and difpatched him immediately to the king in Flanders with the important. 
news. For this, and for having been always active and zealous in fupport of the revo- 
lution, 



* He was long in partnerflnp with a perfon of the uame of Miiynard. 
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The miniftry patronized him, and promoted his intereft on many occafions $ particularly, 
by intruding him with the remittances to pay the troops in Flanders and elfewhere, which 
gave him weight and influence both at home and abroad, and enabled him to ferve his fa- 
mily in various. ways. He was a great importer of lace?, cambrics &c. with which he 
furnimed queen Mary, queen Anne, the ladies of the court,- and the nobility in general ; 
and he exported large quantities of woollen goods to Turkey, Portugal, and other 
countries. He ferved the office -of flier Iff for London and,Middlcfex in 1701, and was 
chofen alderman of the ward of Bridge within in. 1711. it was in the capacity of a 
citizen of. London that Swift mentions him in the 40th number of the Examiner, dated 
10 may 17 11. cl I know, fays he, a citizen who adds or alters a letter in his name with 
" every plumb he acquires; he now wants only the change of a vowel to be allied to a 
" fovereign prince in. Italy 5 and that perhaps he may, contrive to be done by a miftake of 
" the graver upon his .tombftone." Certain it is, I find the name thus vario,ufly written; 
Furnace, Furnice, Furnife, Furnefs, Furneffe, Furnefe. Sir Henry was admitted. a freeman 
of Sandwich by birth 3 Jan. 170J, and reprefented the corporation in feveral parliaments *v 
He was much efteemed by his townfmen, to whom he was affable and liberal in his life time, 
and to whom he bequeathed a hand fortie legacy when -he died. He vyas a,fhrewd fenublc 
man, of moll: engaging manners, and totally void of pride.; frequently mentioning, with 
pleafantry, the lowlinefs of his birth, and the fervile officesjn which he was.employed.when 
a boy. He was created a baronet 27 June J7o6f. He married firft Anne the daughter of

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Robert Brough efq. by whom he had one fon, Robert, who fucceeded him in his title and 
eftate. His fecond wife was Matilda, daughter of fir Thomas Vernon, and widow of 
Anthony Balam efq, by whom he had an only daughter, Matilda, who was married to

Richard Edgecombe efq. of Mount Edgecombe, Devon, afterwards lord Edgecombe, and 
to whom fir Henry bequeathed ?.o,oool. for her marriage portion. She died in 1721, 
The prefent lord Edgecombe is a defcendant of this marriage. 

Mary, the eldeft daughter of Henry and Anne Furnefe, was born in feb. 1660, and 
died 8 nov. 1685. She was the wife of m T John Solly, of Sandwich, mercer. 

George, their fecond fon, born apr. 1664, was bound an apprentice, for feven years, 
to his brother Henry, of London, merchant, by indenture dated 1 may 1682. He was 
employed in the fervice of the Eaft India company, and died infane; leaving iffue two 
fons, Henry and George, and one daughter, Elizabeth. Henry, the eldeft fon, purchafed 
Gunnerfbury houfe. George, the other fon, was a captain in lord Cobham's dragoons. 
They both died without iffue, Elizabeth was married to John Pierce, a page of the back 
flairs to George II, whofe father was a gentleman of fortune and family of Epfom ; and 
file became the fole heirefs of her brother Henry. 

Anne, the fecond daughter of Henry and Anne Furnefe was born in 1665, and was 
married to Daniel Williams, of London, woollen draper in Cannon ftreet ; by whom fhe 
had three daughters - 9 one married to — — Storke, a merchant of note in Goodmans fields, 
another to — — Arnold, an eminent attorney at law in London. The other went to 
Bofton in New England between the years 1730 and 1740. 

Elizabeth, the third daughter, was born in apr. 1668, and died 11 fept. 1737. She 
became the wife of John Branch merchant, by whom fhe had five children, Anne and 
Deborah, and three who died in their infancy. Anne was married firft to Matthew 
Tomkyns, an eminent meichant on Tower hill, and afterwards to Robert Lathropp efq. 
cuftomer of Sandwich, now, 1789, refiding at London in Ken/ington fquare. She died 
without iffue 21 feb. 1767, and was buried in $' Peter's church at Sandwich. Deborah 
was married to Robert Bragge M. D. fon of Robert Bragge of Theobalds, Herts, gent. 
She died fept. 1776 without ifTue > and was interred near her fifter, Mr Branch died 31 
Jan. 1719, aged 63. 

Sir Robert Furnefe, the only fon and heir of fir Henry, was born 1 aug. 1687, and 
died 14. mar. J 733. He married firft Anne, the only daughter of Anthony Balam efq. by 
Matilda his wife; and had by her one daughter, Anne, who was married 17 apr. 1729 to 
the honourable John St John efq. the fecond fon of Henry vifcount St John, to which 
title he fucceeded on the death of his father in 1742, and he died in France feb. 1749. 
From this marriage defcends the prefent lord Bolingbrolce. Sir Robert's fecond wife was 
the honourable Arabella Watfon, ttnc of the daughters of Lewis lord Rockingham, after- 
wards earl of Rockingham, by Catherine daughter of George earl of Favcrfham. She 
was born 15 mar. 1693, married 3 July 1714, and died 6 fept. 1727. Sir Robert had by 
her one fon and one daughter, Henry and Catherine. Henry fucceeded to the title, but 

died 
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died at Marfeilles 17 mar, 1735, at the age of nineteen, and was buried at Walderfliare. 
Before he left England he made his will, in which he appointed his coufin Henry 
Furnefe*, the eldeft fori of his uncle George, one of his executors, and left him all his 
perfonal eftate to a large amount* Catherine was married, lirft, to Lewis earl of Rock- 
ingham, fon of Edward vifcount Sondes, and grandfon of Lewis the firft earl of -Rocking- 
ham, and afterwards to Francis lord North and- Guildford, fince earl of Guildford. She 
died without iflue 22 dec. 1766, in her 52* year, and was buried, by direction of her 
will, at Wroxton in Oxfordfhire. Sir Robert married, thirdly, the lady Anne Shirley, 
daughter of Robert earl Ferrers, by whom he had two daughters, Anne, who died in her 
infancy, and Selina, who was married in 1755 to Edward Dering efq. now fir 'Edward 
baronet, and died in 1757. Lady Furnefe died 25 feb. 1779, in her 73 d year, -and was 
interred by her own defire in Audley chapel, in the parifh of s t George, Hanover iquare. 
Sir Robert ferved as a baron for New Romney in the 12 th parliament of queen Anne, and 
in the I st of George T. He was elected a knight of the fliire for Itent in 1727, and died 
before the parliament ended. There was a portrait of fir Robert Furnefe at Walderlhare 
by Carlo Maratti, drawn at Romef, and there is now a portrait of him there marked 
F. T. his hand refting on a book intitled Monumenta Roman a. There are two family 
pictures by fir Godfrey Kneller, the one of fir Robert Furnefe with his firft wife and their 
daughter 5 the other of fir Robert and his fecond wife, with their fon Henry and daughter 
Catherine. ' 

In the church of Walderfhare is a monument by Thomas Green erected by fir Robert 
Furnefe; on- which are memorials of fir Robert, his father, his fitter Matilda, his three 
wives, his fon Henry, and his daughters Anne and Catherine.

After the death of fir Henry, the laft baronet, under age and unmarried, a part of his 
cftates, by virtue of the limitations in his grandfather's will, and of his father's fettle- 
ments previous to the respective marriages, became veiled in his three fillers, as the three 
daughters and coheirs of fir Robert Furnefe, in equal (hares and proportions, in coparce- 
nary in tail general, with divers remainders over; upon which Catherine countefs of 
Rockingham and Anne St John, and their refpe&ive hulbands, in hillary term 1736, 
fuffered recoveries of their two undivided third parts; and afterwards by a decree of the 
court of chancery at the inftance of the faid parties and of their fitter Selina, an infant 
by the lady Anne Furnefe her mother and next friend, made 15 feb. 9 Geo. II. a writ of 
partition was agreed to by them, and the fame was confirmed by an act of parliament 
which palled the next year for that purpofe. It was entitled, An a£t foreftablifhing and 
confirming a partition of the eftates of fir Robert Furnefe baronet, deceafed, among his 
three daughters and coheirs, and for fettling fevcral fpecifick fharcs and allotments to

Thejooker's houfe, one barn and. liable at the end thereof, divers pieces of frelli marfh 
parcel of Lydd Court Inn Grounds, in the parifh of Word, containing 257 acres, at the 
yearly rent of 242I. 

Four pieces of frefh marfh, being other parts of Lydd Court Inn Grounds, in Word, 
containing- 38 acres, at the yearly rent of 32I.

and lawful record I mall bear faithfully and without fraud, when I fhall be brought forth 
to witnefsany covenant, which fhall be made between merchants in my prefence; not 
concealing the truth thereof for folicitation or reward, hatred or affection, nor for any 
other caufe : and when any merchandife is to be bought or fold, wherein the men of 
this commonalty deal and may take profit, I fhall fooner give them to underftand thereof 
than any others: and that I myfelf fhall buy no manner of merchandife to my own profit, 
fo long as 1 fhall continue a broker of this town. So help me &c. The falary of the 
brokers will be mentioned hereafter.

Four porters are fworn every year, after this manner, I will well and truly ferve thofe 
who employ me, whether neighbours or Grangers, in conveying their wines into cellars 
or other places; and I will not require more for my labor than the price fettled by the 
mayor and commonalty; and I will ferve the people of Sandwich, when any bufinefs is 
to be done, in preference to others : I will not do any work on feftival days, when I can 
with piopriety avoid it : fo help me &tc. The porters, when chofen, are to give fecurity 
to* the mayor and jurats for the caflcs and veffels put into their hands; becaufe, if the 
veiTels ftiould be injured by their careleflhefs, they are bound to make good the lofs to the 
merchants,

The common ordinances*. 



At the fame common affembly the townclerk is to read the following ordinances pub- 
Jickly and diftin&Iy ; and when they have received the aflent of the whole body, they are 
to have the force of ftatutes. On the faturday following, the townclerk, if it be thought 
neceflary, fhould go with the common fergeant throughout the town to publifh thefe or- 
dinances; and the fergeant fhall make proclamation audibly and diftindtly in the market, 
and the fourteen ufual places, after this manner; " Peace on God's behalf, peace;" 
which he is to repeat a fecond and third time, at due intervals. He fhall then fay; We 
command in the king's name, whom God preferve, and in the name of the mayor and 
commonalty of this town, that every inhabitant, male and female, do conform to thefe 
ordinances now to be proclaimed, on pain that fhall follow. 

Firft, no baker, bretver or other tradefman, by himfelf or his agent, fliall lend any 
thing to the fpinners of wool upon their wool, whether fpun or unfpun ; nor to the tay- 
lors (or feamftrefles) upon any cloth, cut out} upon pain of forfeiting whatever is fo lent 
and one and twenty pence. 

Every baker fhall make his bread according to the affizc of our lord the king, and fhall 
put his mark upon every loaf, under forfeiture of the faid bread and twenty one pence; 
and he fliall be further liable to other penalties, which have been ufually inflidtcd in fuch 
cafes within this town, and which will be fpoken of more fully hereafter.

* The difference between an ordinance and a Aatute, according to fir Edward Coke, confiAs in this, that the 
ordinance wants the coiiTcnt of one component part of the legiflature, which is, in ail iniianccs, that oi the 
commons* 
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. No one fliall fuffer his,-hogs,-fqws,_ .or pigs to run about the ftreets without a perfon to 
take care of them, under forfeiture of the fame: and if the owner fhall claim the faid 
hogs or pigs, after -the common fergeant has killed them, he fliall lofe the faid hogs, and 
pay one and twenty pence. It is ufual to give the hogs, fo forfeited, to the hofpital of 

sf John. ,. 

No carts with iron fellies fhall carry wine or malt through the ftrects, except only in 

autumn, under forfeiture of one and twenty pence. 

The public ftreets fhall be kept clear of dung, timber, and other nuifances, tl>at may 
obftruft paflengers either on foot or on horfeback, or incommode the inhabitants, under 
forfeiture of the faid articles and, one and twenty pence. 

No butcher (hall kill or: paunch his cattle in the ftreet, but in Come dry and private 
place provided for the purpofe;, nor. fhall the paunches be emptied; into the haven at. high 
water, but only at low water, and at night; or in fuch cautious manner as may ; give no 
public offence, under forfeiture of the carcafe and one and twenty pence. , .And .the 
butchers are hereby enjoined to cleanfe their fhambles at leaft once every week, either on 
friday or faturday. 

No butcher fliall kill any meat, or expofe it to fale, either frefh or falted, that is not 
fweet and fit for food ; under forfeiture of the faM'meat and one and twenty pence* And 
all fheep and lambs brought into the market by foreign, butchers fhall have the fkin. 
hanging to the head, under forfeiture of the carcafe and one and twenty pence. And the 
town~butchers fhall conform to the fame rule, unlefs they fobjeel the animal to the in- 
fpeftion of the fworn butchers before they kill it. The fworn butchers are. four in 

number, who are fworn before the mayor to fuperintend the flefh-market, and their names 

are enrolledp - ' ; 

No fifhmonger, man or woman, fhall buy any fifh in the market of a foreign fifherman, 
till the freemen of the town have fupplied themfelves with what they want for their own 
ufe, under forfeiture of fuch fifh and one and twenty pence. 

Nor fhall any poulterer purchafe any poultry from a foreigner, before the better fort of 
the town have bought what they need for their own ufc j.nor before the tolling of brand- 
goo fe bell, which is rung by the fexton of s l Peter's at one o'clock; under forfeiture of 
the poultry and one and twenty pence. And in order that this bufinefs may be properly 

condudteel,. there are certain perfons fworn before the mayor to fuperintend the fale both 
of fifh and poultry. 

No fifh fhall be fold at the haven, during lent, to thofe who fell again, before the 
ringing of brandgoofe bell, under forfeiture of the fifh and one and twenty pence. 

No woman who is a dealer fhall purchafe any mcrchandife at the haven; under for- 
fciturc of the fame and one and twenty pence. 

No woman that makes fliall make them of lefs weight than twenty pounds, 

or of other than good and clean thread, under forfeiture of the fame and one and twenty 

\umce. There is a perfon appointed to examine the work, and fomctimes there are two 
mfpe€tot$» 
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No man or woinan fhall draw any pointed weapon againft another, neither knife, fword 
or the like 5 under forfeiture of fuch weapon and ten {hillings ; and whoever fhall wound 
another with his knife, fword, or the like, fhall pay to the mayor and commonalty fixty 
{hillings, or fhall be confined in prifon a year and a ddy, or fhall fuffer his hand to be 
perforated with the weapon by which the wound was infli&ed : and he fhall be at liberty 
to choofe either of thefe three modes of punifhment, if the wound does not prove mortal. 
But he muft fuffer one of them; and he fhould afterwards reconcile himfelf.ro theperfon 
he has wounded, and make him fatisfa&ion for the injury. 

No woman fhall fcold or quarrel in the ftreet or other public place. If any woman 
fhall be brought before the mayor and convi&ed of fuch mifbehaviour, uport the evidence 
of two or three creditable perfons, {he fhall carry the mortar throughout the town, begin-

ning and ending at Pillory-gate, preceded by a piper or other minftrel making fport; to 
whom fhe fhall pay a penny for his trouble • and if, when conviSed, fhe refufe to bear 
the mortar, and will pay one and twenty pence, fhe fhall be excufed.

Concerning the office of common fergeant. 

The common fergeant or wardman fUould pay due regard tp .the foregoing ordinances, 
and endeavour, all in his power, to make others conform thereto. If he fees any hogs 
about the ftreets, any ftale fifh, any fifh bought or fold before the hour afligned; any fowls 
or cattle wafliing themfelves in the delf and fouling the water; he fliould kill them, and 
fend them to s r John's hofpital. And if he finds any cart with iron fellies, contrary to 
the ordinance before recited, he ihall feize the horfe and carry it to the mayor, who fliould 
detain it till the owner pays one and twenty pence. Bcfides thefe matters, he is efpecially 
bound to attend to the following particulars. 

In the firft place, he is to take fifteen men to keep watch and ward with him every 
night; three of whom are to be Rationed on monken- key, keeping a good look-out, and 
being attentive to what pafles on the river and in the town, for fear of fire, thieves, or 
other evil difpofed pcrfons. Three more are to be placed upon Davy's key; and the fame 
number at the eaftermoft mill. The remaining fix arc to accompany him round the town, 
carefully examining all they meet ; and if they find any fufpicious perfon, they arc to con- 
fine him till morning, and then carry him before the mayor and jurats j who, if they find 
any thing againfl: him, will order him into cuflody, and deliver him to the bailiff; Ami 
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the bailiff is to put him in prifon, and difcharge him, as the mayor Aia.ll direct in the 
king's name, without any warrant. The fergeant ought to carry in his hand a fwitch, or 
other thing, by which he may be known. If he difcovers candles or fires alight in any 
houfe, he fhall caution the people to be careful of them. . . 

Alfa, in dry weather he fhould fee that every perfon has a tub of water at his door, for 
fear of fire ; upon forfeiture of one and twenty pence. And if any perfon refufes to place 
one there, or being warned by the fergeant fhall neglect, to appear at the nightly watch by 
himfelf or a fubftitute, the fergeant fhould take a diftrefs to the value of one and twenty 
pence, and carry the fame to the mayor's, there to be detained til! the money be paid, 
unlefs the corporation pleafe to favor the delinquent. 

He fhould alfo, every market day, go to the outlets of the town, and warn the people 
coming to buy woo), hemp, corn, eggs, or other articles, that they do not foieftal the 
market. And. if he fhould find- any rnerchandife difppfed of in that way, he is to leize 
the fame, and the weights and meafures ufed by the fellers, and fend them all to the 
mayor's as forfeited. 

He fhould likewife, every faturday, go into the market with an ell to meafure the twile 
cloths, and the hempen yarn called the reel ; and if any of it is deficient in length or 
breadth, the fame fhall be fubmitted to the judgment of the reft of the merchants in the 

market; and, upon their certifying fuch deficiency, it fhall be publickly burnt in the 
fame market,- if the mayor thinks proper. 

He is alfo to take care, that no boats lie in the creeks leading from the gates of the town 
to the haven, longer than one complete tide, under forfeiture of one and twenty pence; 
in order that there may be ready accefs to water in cafe of fire or other accidents. 

He is likewife to fuperintend the public ft ream called the waterdelf, and take care that 
the washerwomen do not rinfe their clothes or tubs therein, nor do any thing elfe to the 
injury of the water; and if he finds any body fo employed, he is to break their veiTels, 
a Jul feize the clothes as forfeited.

Every morning he is to attend at the mayor's houfe for orders; and he fhould (hew a 
pleafure in doing what belongs to his office, as in procuring horfes for publick meflengeis,

in waking them, and in whatever other bufinefs the mayor may think proper to employ 
him.

The annual (Upend of the common weigher is forty (hillings, to be paid by the trea- 
surers. His oath has been mentioned before. 

He receives like wife fro.m the merchants the following fees for weighing; for every 
hundred avoirdupoife weight, which is weighed by draft in the weighoufe, a farthing j 
and fo for a draft of two hundred weight a halfpenny; for every weigh of wool, greafe, 
cheefe, and other articles, weighed by that weight, a penny; and for every load of lead, 
called a fodder, fixpence.

The falary of the common fergeant. 

The common fergeant is to have of every houfekeeper in the town that makes a fire one 
penny a year, half yearly at midfummer and chriftmas : and, in autumn, he collects from 
the neighbouis, and better fort of people in the town, com and fuch like, not of right, 
but as a benevolence, Likewife ftrangers as well as townfmen, who bring into the haven 
fifh, billets, turfs, corn, herrings, and a few other articles, ufually make him prefents of 
the fame: and the commonalty make him an allowance, for his trouble in collecting the 
cefTcs, to the amount of fixpence, rhore or lefs, at their pleafure.

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The porters falary. 

The porters flxould receive, from the merchants, three pence for every cafk which they 
bring from the haven and ftow away in the houfe or cellar of the merchant; and for every 
calk, which they remove from fuch cellar or houfe to the key, and from thence into a boat 
or cart, four pence, in confideration of the additional labor and hazard. • No perfons are 
allowed to officiate as porters, except they have taken the oath, unlefs when there is fo 
much bufinefs to do that the fworn porters are too kw in number j in which cafe they may 
point others to work in their room,

The ordinances. 



The mayor, in the nrft week of his mayoralty, directs the jurats to go round the town 
to the houfes of the fhopkeepers, bakers and brewers, and to the public houfes; and to 
bring the bulhcls, gallons, pottles, quarts, yards and weights to the mayor's houfe, there 
to be compared with the ftanclard weights and meafures in the mayor's cuftody, namely, 
the brafs bufhel marked with a {tamp, the gallon ftamped, the pottles, quarts and gills, 
both wine and beer meafurc, and the iron yard ftamped, which Iaft is in the common 
cheft; and fuch as are juft and true are to be marked with the common marking iron made 
for the purpofej and the falfc ones are to be burned, and the owners to be fined one and 
twenty pence for the ufe of the corporation 5 which fine is to bo levied immediately, 
^ The mayor and jurats /hall then order the fcrgeant to make proclamation, that no per- 
fori do buy or fell by any buflicj that is not marked ; that no innkeeper or nlchoufckeeper 
Jell wine or ale, but with fcalcd meafures, and that the fhopkeepers make ufc only of 
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ilandard weights and yards, upon forfeiture of one and twenty pence to the ufe of the 
corporation. The bailiff has nothing to do with this bufinefs, which belongs entirely to 
the corporation by prescription. The mayor and jurats may thus examine the weights 
and meafures as often as they pleafe ; and every delinquent is always to be fined one and 
•twenty pence. There is never given any aflize of wine or beer, let the dearnefs or cheap- 
neis of thefe articles be what they will ; nor is any one to be fined on account of the price 
at which he fells the fame; becaufe we may always fell our goods for the moft we can get, 
while our meafures are juft and true, and are ftamped with the common iron, as aforefaid. 
The mayor and barons of Sandwich have a charter, given them by king Edward the 
third, which exempts them from the j urifdidlion of the marfhal and clerk of the market, 
and of which the following is a copy. 

Edward, by the grace of God, &e. Whereas, the fteward, the marfhal, and the clerk 
of the market of our houfehold, and others of our officers and attendants, as we have been 
informed, did, before our arrival at Sandwich, and likewife, during our long continuance 
there waiting for a fair wind and a ready paflage to Bretagne, enter the faid town; and 
the faid fteward and marfhal did there hold their pleas, and ilTae feveral attachments and 
executions ; and the faid clerk of the market and others our fervants aforefaid did exercife 
their offices there, and were guilty of fundry oppreffions and grievancies, in violation of 
the antient liberties of the faid town, to the prejudice and enervation of the faid liberties; 
We, being unwilling to derogate from thofe liberties, but wifhing rather to improve the 
fame to the utmoft of our power, do con fen t and grant for ourfelf and our heirs, that the 
coming of the faid fteward, marfhal and clerk of the market, and our other fervants, to 
the faid town, to exercife their faid offices contrary to the liberties of the town, and all 
the attempts then made by them to opprefs and trouble the mayor and our barons, and the 
other inhabitants of the faid town, fhall not in future be difadvantageous or prejudicial to 
the faid mayor and barons, their heirs and fucceflbrs, or to the liberties aforefaid; but 
that the faid mayor and barons, their heirs and fuccelTors, may, from henceforth, fully 
ufe and enjoy all and lingular the liberties and privileges cxercifed by themfelves and their 
predeceflbrs before the coming of our faid fervants to the faid town, without the let or 
hindrance of us or our heirs, or our fervants aforefaid or any other perfons whaiibever. 
In witnefs whereof, we have caufed thefc our letters to be made patent. Witnefs ourfelf 
at Wcftminfter the 19th may, in the year of our reign over England the 18th, and over

Of the management of orphans. 

The mayor and two or three of the reputable perfons appointed to fu peri n tend the ma- 
nagement of orphans are wont to fummon before them, by the common ward man, at a 
iixed time, fuch men or women of the corporation as have orphans committed to their 
care*,' in order to give them inftructions for their conduit, in conformity to a mandate of 
our lord the king, the tenor of which enfucs. And the mayor and his aflfociates in this 
bufinefs, at their meetings, which are holden commonly every friday in s l Peter's church, 
are attended by the townclerk, who records all their proceedings. 

Edward, by the grace of God, king of England and France and lord of Ireland, to all 

to whom thefc prefents mall come, greeting. Wc have feen certain letters patent of the 

lord Edward late king of England, our grandfather, in thefc words: Edward, by the 

grace of God, king of England and France, lord of Ireland and duke of Aquitain, to the 

mayor and jurats of his port of Sandwich, greeting. Whereas we are given to under/land, 

that the orphans within our fa id port and their lands, tenements, and other polTcflions 

moveable. and immoveable, after the death of the anccflor, have not, during the nonage of 

fuch

I (hall well and truly difpoie, eonferve anil keep ihc (tale of orphans falling or happening within^' this town wf 
Sandwich this picicnt year unfiling ; fo help me (>oil. 
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fuch orphans, been difpofed of in a proper and legal manner, we, pioufly compaffionating 
their cafe, and left they fhould, through want of guardians, during their minority, wrong- 
fully incur the lofs of their poffeffions or other injury, do, by our counfel, provide, and 
our will is? that the mayor and jurats for the time being, do, in our name and by our 
authority, in fuch cafe, appoint guardians for fuch orphans from among the freemen of 
the faid port, who have not, nor can have, any interefl in the inheritance or poffeffions of 
the faid orphans; upon their giving fecurity that they will preferve their mefiuages, tene- 
ments and lands in due order without wafte, fale or injury, being allowed their reafonable 
cofts and charges, and that they will reftore the fame and the balance of their account to 
the faid orphans, when they come of age, in the prefence and by the direction of the 
mayor and jurats. And if it fhould happen that no guardians can be found but fuch as 
have pretentions to the eftates by reverfion, then, we will, that the mayor and jurats in 
fuch cafe-, do ordain and caufe, that the care and cuftody of the orphans be committed to 
fuch of them as are in good circumftances, and worthy of confidence, fubjeft however to 
the control of the faid mayor and jurats : and we will, that all this be underftood to relate 
and extend to veffels and every other movable belonging to thofe orphans. And our will 
is, that neither the mayor or jurats, nor any of them, do have the care and cuftody of 
orphans, unlefs fpecially appointed by the will of the anceftor, and having no poffible in- 
terefl: in the inheritance: and, whatever may be the confequence of the fecurity, let the 
utmoft care be always ufed that fuch fecurity be taken faithfully in the manner above- 
mentioned. We will alio, that the mayor and jurats have full power to infpefl: all the 
goods of the faid orphans every year, and efpecially once in the year to give fuch di- 
rections concerning the orphans and their effects as they think may beft conduce to their 
fecurity and advantage, But if the mayor and jurats, contrary to this our provifion, (hall, 
through ncgledt or by any other means, injure the faid orphans, or fuffer them to be in- 
jured, the warden of our ports for the time being, in default of the mayor and jurats, 
may freely enter the faid port, and repair, correct and amend fuch default and injury, 
according to the form of the provifion afore faid. In witnefs whereof we have cau fed 
thefc our letters to be made patent. Witnefs ourfelf at Weftminfter, the fifteenth day of 

* t 

february, in the eighteenth year of our reign. And we having ratified the faid ordinance 
and provifion and all the other matters contained in the faid letters, do, at the requcft 
of our dearly beloved the prcfent mayor and jurats of the faid port, for the more fecurc 
and fufficicnt guardianship of orphans in the faid port, when there fliall be any, freely 
allow, grant and confirm all that the letters aforefaid do rcafonably teftify, and the 
manner in which fuch guaniunilnp has been reasonably managed and ordered fince the 
publication of the faid proviihui. In witnefs whereof we have cau fed thefe letters to be 
made patent. Witnefs ourfelf at Wc fhninflcr, the twentieth day of January, in the 
year of our reign of England the twenty-firit, but of our yeigi; of France the eighth.

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The ordinances of the corporation upon the preceding charter in the French language. 

In obedience to the commands of our faid lord the king, the mayor and jurats of Sand- 
wich have framed and eftablifhed the following regulations. 

As foon as it comes to their, knowledge that any rents, lands, tenements or moveables 
have fallen to a minor by defcent, grant or devifc, they fhould immediately take pofleflion 
of them, and inquire what is the annual produce of the real eftate, and what the value of 
the perfonal; and then take an account of the number of the children and their age, and 
put them and their property in ward, agreeably to the king's order, under their next akin 
to whom the inheritance cannot defcend i provided the anceftor has made no fpecific ap- 
pointment of truftees by will. The mayor and the jurats taking fitch fecurity of the 
guard'ians, that the children may be fafe from injury and the town from blame. Nor {hall 
it be allowable for the guardians to give their wards in marriage, while under age, with- 
out the confent of the mayor and jurats and of the relations. Indentures are to be drawn 
on the occafion, one of which is to be fealed with the feals of the guardian and the fure- 

ties, and depofited in the common cheft. 

This indenture bipartite fhould be in the following form. 

Be it known to all men by thefe prefents, that, on the feftival of s f James in the year 
&c. there appeared before the mayor and jurats, in s l Peter's church Sandwich, I. de A. 
or I. de C. the executors of the laft will of R. de B. deceafed, and there acknowledged, 
and it was found by the account, that there had fallen to W. the fori and heir of the faid 
R. two mefluages with the buildings thereon- and appurtenances, lying &c. of the annual 
value of 100 (hillings : alfo 20 acres of arable land in the county, valued at 40s. a year: 
alfo free rent and farm rent, partly within and partly without the liberty, of 20s. value. 
Whereupon the mayor and jurats, in obedience to the mandate of our lord the king for 
wardfhip of orphans to them directed, have committed to I. de C, the faid W. and his 
fitters P. A. being orphans, with the faid mefluages, lands and rents of the annual value 
of ioos. and alfo the chattels of the faid orphans when equally divided, namely, forty 
pounds fterling, to be in the wardfhip of the faid I. de C. during the pleafure of the faid 
mayor and jurats. And the faid I. fhall keep the faid orphans, and provide them with all 
ncceflaries fuitable to their condition, meat, drink, woollen and linen clothing, and 
fhoes, as well in ficknefs as in health and profperity, in confideration f the profits and 
iflues of the aforefaid lands, mefluages, rents and chatels, accruing during fuch ward- 
fhip. Provided, that the faid I. fhall be anfwerablc to the faid W. for four pounds. 

and fhall difcharge the faid mefluages, &c. of all demands from the lords of the fee for 
cafual afleflhncnts, and fhall attend at his own charge upon the lords of the fee when any 
afleflment is made upon the faid lands, &c, and fhali keep the premifles in repair during 
the wardfhip. On thq other hand, if the buildings 011 account of their age, or weaknefs, 
ihould fall down or need a great repair, without any fault in the faid I. he may then, 

under 
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under the infpe&ion and dire&ion of the mayor and jurats for the time being, put the faid 
buildings into repair at the expence of the faid orphan, to be deduced out of the aforefaid 
four pounds payable by the faid guardian every year to the faid W. And whenever the 
faid I. ihall be called upon by the faid mayor and jurats to yield up the faid orphans and 
their property, he {hall immediately, upon proper notice, furrender his truft into their 
hands, with all the increafe, without any condition whatever. Nor (hall the faiAL with- 
out the leave and approbation of the mayor and jurats, give the faid orphans, while under 
age, in marriage to any one, upon forfeiture of a hundred pounds to the corporation of 
Sandwich: nor fliall he furrender to his wards, while underage, or when of full age, any 
part of their property without the knowledge and approbation of the mayor and jurats; 
or if he (hall do fo, the fame fhall not be allowed in his account. For the due obfervance 
and performance of all which, the faid I. binds himfelf, his heirs and executor?, to be 
diftreined, without refiftance or legal oppofition, in all their goods and chattels wherefo- 
ever exifting, by the mayor and jurats of Sandwich for "the time being, or by any bailiffs 
or officers that they may think proper to appoint for that purpofe ; and to fuffer the faid 
diftrefs to be detained, valued and fold, for full fatisfattion in all and lingular the pie- 
miffes. And if the faid L before the performance of this covenant fliall make his will, 
it fhall not be valid; and he moreover hereby difclaims all remedy by canon or other law 
whereby the efFed of the prefent obligation may be done away or weakened : and for 
greater (eeurity, he makes F. de G. and W. de L. pledges and principal debtors; who 
make and appoint themfelves fureties for the faid I, in all that concerns the covenant afore- 
faid, binding themfelves jointly and feverally to the obfervance and performance 'of all 

and fingular the premiffes, in the fame manner as the faid I. is hereby bound; renouncing 
in all things as he has renounced, Jn witnefs whereof &c. 

If any orphan happen to die under age, all his goods and chattels devolve to the ma- 
nagement uid difpofal of the mayor and jurats ; for with us goods and chattels do not 
defcend to the heir like tenements, rents and pofTeflions; fome portion of them being fet 
apart for the celebration of maffes for the fouls of the late owners, fome for the ufe of the 
hofpitals of s« Bartholomew and s< John, fome for the lepers upon the wall by the road 
leading to Ech, fome for mending the highways, and for other works of charity. When the 
great ficknefs happened in the mayoralty of William Yve, in which many orphans died, 
their chattels devolved to the mayor, and were afterwards diftributcd by Nicholas Efpilon 
mayor, with the confent and by the advice of the jurats, one third to the heirs, and the 
reft for their fouls. This happened in the 24 th year of Edward the third. (1351)

The mayor and jurats may and ought to take withernam of the citizens of London and 
the inhabitants of other places, againft whom it fhall be adjudged, for any thing done con- 
trary to the liberty : and it may arid fhoiild be taken on many occafionsj Thus, when any 
freeman of the town applies to the mayor and jurats for a letter under the feal of office of 
mayoralty, or under the common feal, requiring the citizens of London, or the burghers 
of Calais, or others on this or the other fide of the water, to do full juftice in recovering 
a debt from any of their to\\mfmen due to a freeman of this town, as he alleges, fuch 
letter is to be fentj and if no anfwer be returned, or no aflurances given that fteps will be 
taken in the bufinefs, a fecond letter is to be fent j and if no notice be taken of it, then a 
third, in the name of the corporation, fealed with the common feal. If this has no effect, 
the mayor and jurats, upon the evidence of the mefTenger on oath before them of the de- 
livery of the letter in due form, and of 'the'defed of juftice in the faid city or borough, 
and upon due proof of the legality of the debt, are immediately to award judgment againft 
the community for the whole debt, and diftrefs for the fame. And if any of that com- 

i 

niunity upon fuch adjudication fhall fly from this town to one of the other cinque ports, 
the mayor and jurats fhall fend to fuch port the record and procefs of the plea and judg- 
ment, agreeably to which a diftrefs and final execution fhall be taken there, in the 
cuftomary way, in the fame manner as it would have been at Sandwich. 

So, if a brewer who is free fhall fell beer in the county, in the autumn, and the lord of 
the fee or the borfholder fhould diftrain for felling contrary to the liberty of the place, 
the mayor, upon complaint made to him, fhall make a demand of the diftrefs by letter 
under his feal : for we are priviledged to fell and buy freely through the kingdom of 
England: and if no notice be taken of the latter, withernam is to be taken upon all the 

tenants of the faid lord, &c. 

And if any freeman of Sandwich, when at London or at any other place in England, 
France, Ireland, Scotland, or elfewhcre, fhall be abridged of his ufual liberty of buying 
or felling his merchandize, or fhall be unjuftly diftrained, or fhall be compelled to pay 
cuftom or toll contrary to our franchife, or fhall be defpoiled by land or fea, and be able 
to identify the perfons, and cannot obtain rcdrefs by letters fent a firft, fecond and third 
time, as aforcfaid, or any anfwer fhewing caufc to the contrary, he fhall have judgment 
of withernam againft fuch community, to be in force till fatisfaclion be made with da- 
mages and cofts. 

Likewife, if any lord fhall diftrain a merchant of Sandwich for pickage -ah6 ftallagc upon 
his land, and will not rcftore the diftrefs upon rcqucft of the mayor by letter, withernam 
fhall be taken upon him and his tenants. 

The freemen of our corporation ought, and arc wont, to have a fharc of all merchan- 
dize at the purchafc or (ale of which they arc prefent j whether the feller or buyer be a 

combaron or not, unlefs any thing can be all edged againft fuch freemen, by which they 

have 
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have forfeited the privilege: for inftance, that* they have been convided of perjury, have 
deferted from the town and king's fervice in time of war, or have refufed to pay their 
fharesof lofs in partnerfhip of wares, or the like: but no foreigner whatever, can be 
artner with our freemen without their confent. And becaufe the freemen of the ports 
were abridged of this privilege, principally in Ireland, the king gave them a particular 

charter in this form. 

Edward by the grace of God, &c. Know ye, that, for the good and faithful fervice 
which our beloved and faithful barons and good men of the cinque ports have done to us 
and our progenitors kings of England, and will do hereafter, we have granted to them, for 
us and our heirs, that they and their heirs, barons of the faid ports, be henceforth for 
ever quit of all tallages and aids payable to us and our heirs for the hulls and furniture 
of fuch vefTels as are their own property. We grant alfo to thefe barons and men, for 
ourfelf and our heirs, that no one participate with them in any of the lawful goods and 
merchandize which they may purchafe within our land of Ireland, nor fhare with them 
in the fame in any manner without their confent: and we therefore command you, that 
you do not moleft or trouble the faid barons and men in any thing contrary to thefe our 
grants. In witnefs &c. at s l Albans, 28 april, 1298. 

It is to be obferved, that if any merchant, whether a neighbour or a foreigner, Ihall 
bring merchandize to this town or port, every freeman prefent at the purchafe of the 
wares, or an agent for him in his abfence, may take an equal part therof and fhare in the 
profit or lofs. And if any ftranger purchafes any wares in Sandwich, although it be in 
the abfence of the freemen, yet the freemen of the corporation may have a moiety of thofe 
wares if they require it.

Of making freemen* 

The mayor and jurats may make freemen in this manner. When a firanger comes to 
the town, and carries on there any ufeful trade with decency and reputation for the fpace 
of a year and a day, and is then defirous of becoming a freeman of the corporation, he 
fhould come before the mayor and jurats at a common aflembly on a day appointed, and 
•with the confent of the commonalty fhould be (worn* to be good and true from that day 
during his life to our lord the king of England and his heirs, and to aflift and maintain 
the ftate of the liberty of the town to his power, &c» And he fhould find four fureties 

for his true and faithful peiformance of his oath, and for the pun&ual payment of the 

lots

I /hall be, as I ought to be, true and faithful to our fovercign lord king George, his heirs and lawful fucccf- 
ftrpj sunt the ftate, cufto.ms and liberties of the cinque ports, but especially of this town of Sandwichj to my 
pjwer maintain j ready tp fcot and lot, watch and ward for the confutation of this town and franchises of the 
fame j and obedient fiiall be unto the mayor and jurats of this town in all things whatfocver, as well concerning 
the ftate and reputation of them as of this town of Sandwich j and ready to he in anno for defence thereof agninft 
the king's enemies within ihc faid. town, when I /hall be thereunto by the mayor and jurat! lawfully required* 
So help me God I 
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lots and fcotsof the town out of his perfonal eftate. He is to put into the common horn 
thirteen pence for his admiffion, of which the mayor is to have twelve pence and the- 
com&on wardman a penny. He is likewife to pay a compofition to the mayor in the name- 
of the commonalty, and to the bailiff in the name of the king and commonalty, as much 
to one as the other. This fine is fometimes half a mark, fometimes forty pence, according 
as the perfon may be ufeful to the commonalty in the king's fervice or on other neceflary 
occafions. The whole proceeding is to be entered, In the ufual form, by the townderkin 
the book of record kept in the cheft, for which he is entitled to a fee. 

Strangers coming to the town may obtain their freedom in three ways, namely, by 
payment of a fum of money, as above, by marriage with a free woman, and by purchafe 
of a free tenement, if he can procure one within the liberty; but the perfon muft firft 
have been iefident there, by himfelf or his wife or his agent, for the fpace of a year and 
a day : and he who has been once made free, and has continued that time in the town, 

(hall not be taken out of the liberty upon the claim of his lord, even if he be his fervant 
by- contract or by birth, 

Thefe adopted freemen have a right to enjoy all our franchifes within and without the 

i 

liberty equally with thofe that are born free : and they may have, if they pleafe, a patent 
of freedom to be in force for three years, which.is the longeft term for which fuch patents 
are granted-: they- are renewable however if required. Obferve, that fuch tenements 
only are free as owe neither fervice or rent to any one, and are only liable to the lots and 
fcots irnpofed on the commonalty at a common afTembly.

Conufances may be taken before the mayor and jurats thus: when a man and his wife 
have a tenement within the liberty to (ell, of which the woman is enfeoffed and feized by 
right of defcent, by purchafe or any other means, fhe is to come before the mayor and 
jurats, who will afk her, in the abfence of her hufband, if fhe confents to the fale or not: 
and the writings fliould be read and explained to her in Englifh ; when, if fhe acknow- 
ledges herfelf to be fatisfied "and that fhe is under no compulfion, and if fhe is of found 
mind and freely confenting to the bufmefs, her acknowledgment fhall be entered upon the 
rolls or in the book of record, agreeably to the form of levying a fine in the king's court 
The fee to the corporation on fuch an occafion is fourpence in the pound of fi Iyer, that 
is, two pence from the buyer and two pence from the feller : the townclerk too fhould be 
confidered for his trouble in all cafes where he attends perfonally. When the conufance is 
taken, neither the woman nor her heirs can on any occafion make any claim on the tene- 
ment. Such conufances are taken before the mayor and jurats in s* Peter's church, when 
the woman is in health and can appear there in perfon ; but if fhe be infirm or ill, and can- 
not come thither, it is ufual for the mayor and foine of the jurats to go to her and exa- 
mine her as above : and fuch conufance will be firm and binding for ever. 

When a wife makes a conufance of this fort, if there be a covenant that the eftate (hall 
be enfeoffed back again to her and her hufband jointly, to both of them and their heirs, 
to the hufband for life and to her and her heirs, or in any other manner, it is incumbent

upon the mayor and jurats to be well informed of fuch condition, left the feoffee by fraud 
fhould a£t contrary to the declarations made before the mayor and jurats: and if the 
feoffee fcems inclined to do fo, he fhould be prevented, in conformity to the rc&itude and 
equity always obferved in the faid liberty.

Of inteftates. 
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The mayor and jurats fhould have the adminiftration of the goods of intefrates. Thus 

if a freeman of the corporation dies without a will, on fhore or at Tea, within the liberty or 

without, as foon as authentic information of his death is brought to the mayor, he fhould 

take with him the jurats, and in Come cafes alio the reclor or vicar of the parifh where the 

deceafed refided, and they fhould caufc the wife, if there is one, and the people of the 

veffel who are in -pofTeflion of his effects, to difcover upon oath what he was pofleiTed oi' 

at the time of his death, in money, goods and debts; after which they fhould appoint, a 

foon as may be, two executors next. akin to the deceafed, who fhould be fworn to make 

fuch a true inventory, &c. as fhould be done before the ordinary; and they (hall appoint 

a day to bring in the inventory, and when they know what is left, after payment of his 

debts, funeral charges, and other ncccflary and legal expenfes, they fhall order it to be 

diftributed in a proper manner: for inftance, if there be a wife and fons, the whole fhould 

be divided into three equal partsj and if the fons be under age, they fhould be committed 

to the care of the wardens of orphans: if there fhould be no children, male or female, 

but only the wife, the effects are to be divided into two parts according to law; of which 

fhe wife is to have one part, and the other is to be difpofed of by an iiiftrument drawn up 

)n the prefence and with the a fli fiance of his friends, if they chufe to attend ; and the cx- 

pcutors are to diftribiitc it duly and truly as they believe the deceafed would have done 

had he been living; aligning a reafbnablc pottion of it, for his foul, to charity and amend" 

rncoi oi the roads. When 
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'When every thing above mentioned has been done in a "proper manner, and the pay- 
ments have been made, the executors are to bring in their account to the mayor and jurats, 
and the redlor or vicar if he chufes to attend, and the relations, and if the account be 
•right they are exonerated from the duties of their executorfhip. They are not however to 
have a releafe from the corporation ; but an entry of the bufinefsis to be made on the rolls 
or in the book of record ; and this has been the cuftom from old time till now, without 
any oppofition by the archdeacon of Canterbury or any other ordinary. 

If a merchant, a foreigner from diftant parts, happen to die in the port or town of Sand- 
wich, the mayor and jurats take charge of his effects if he has any with him* And if the 
whole or a part of his effects be perifhable, they put them up to fale in the prefence of the 
matter of the vcflel and the crew, and fell* them to the higheft bidder: at the fame time 
they fend notice, to the governor or magiftrates of the city or town to which the deceafed 
belonged, of his death, and of the effects he had with him, of the fale, and of the money 
in their hands; requiring them to fend back as foon as poffible an account, under their 
feals of office, addreffed to, the faid mayor and jurats, of the heirs or next akin of the 

i 

deceafed, to whom they may give adminiftration of his goods and money, in older that 
they may be distributed agreeably to the inclination of the deceafed when he was living,, 
and according to the cuftom of his country. When they arrive, the effects and cafh are 
to be delivered up to them, referving a fmall portion for his foul to be diftributed to the 
minifter of the parifh where he was buried, to the carmelites and others, as may be fettled 
between the mayor and jurats and the heir or relations of the deceafed. If however, after 
a teafonable time allowing for the di fiance of the place, the mayor and jurats receive no 
anfwer to their letter, and nothing be known to have happened to prevent the return or. 
an anfwer, then they (hall confeientioufly difpofe of the effeits and money as they think 
may be bell: for the foul of the deceafed, in the celebration of mailes and in alms to the 
poor. And all thefe things have been done in the manner above-mentioned from old time 
to the prefent, without any oppofition or interpofition of the archdeacon of Canterbury or 
any other ordinary. The mayor and jurats fhould bury the perfon handfomcly in pro- 
portion to the effecls he has with him, and fhould refeive the reft to do with it as is di- 
reeled above. 

The mayor and jurats may punifli the freemen of the corporation in any cafe or on any 
occafion, when they commit offences againfl the faid corporation, without confulting^he 
bailiff or any one elfe, So I ike wife, if a fir anger offends againfl the corporation, they 
may punifh him when he comes into the place; or if he withdraws himfelf from thence, 
they may make complaint to the lord warden, who fliall hear what they have to fay, and 
fhall cor reel and punifli delinquents in proportion to their offence, and levy a fine of ten 
pounds upon them according to a charter granted by the king.

The mayor and jurats, when requefted and at leifure, examine the building of one 
neighbour adjoining to the ground of another, to fee that the walls and other fences of 
the building are done as they fhould be, and that the builder does not take in more ground 
than he ought: and if any difpute arlfes between neighbours, refpecling the ground, a 
•wall, or gutter or other thing, which the parties agree to refer to the decifton of the 
mayor and jurats, they are to get all the evidence they can, and if neceffary funnmon the 
old people of the neighbourhood and others well informed, and when they have examined 
into the whole matter, they are to fix pales in the ground, or draw out a boundary line, 
in order that each party may have what belongs to him; and againft this decifion there 

can be no appeal* 

There isanothcr cu (torn in cafes of this fort, if the parties agree to it, namely, the claimant 
or defendant, as they fettle it, places his right foot ,fo that his great toe may extend to the 
edge of the ground that he claims, or he puts his foot againft the wall, if he claims a wall,, 
and fays, This hear ye good men, and you I. or W. my adverfary, all the ground that 1 
mcafure with my foot, or the wall which 1 touch my foot, is mine, fo help me, &c. 
And this is the cuftom called Fetch and Have.

Of the election of the bailiff to Yarmouth. 

Formerly the mayor ufed to convene a common affembly, in the ufual form, at s' Cle- 
ment's church, every year on the monday next after the feaft of the nativity of faint 
Mary*; but it has been lately fettled between us and our combarons of Hithe, that the 
corporation of Sandwich is one year to make choice of a freeman, qualified for the office, to 
be bailiff to Yarmouth, to reprefent the two corporations, and there to claim, preferve and 
fupportour free privileges and cuftoms heretofore had and ufed till now, and to execute 
alj other matters belonging to the office: and that our combarons of Hithe in the follow- 
ing year do e'.ea another perfon to be bailiff for them and us in the fame manner. The 
bailiff here is to be chofen, at a common affembly in the court-hall, upon the feaft of 
s' Thomas the martyr, or on any other day more convenient; fo however that he may 
after his election be prefented to the brotherhood at Romncy at their meeting on the mon* 
day next after the feaft of s' Margaret the virgin. The bailiff is chofen with the fame 
form as the mayor, and no othei bufincfs is done at the affembly on that day, nor is it 
ufual to hold any other affembly between the feaft of s* f nomas and the monday next 
after the feaft of s c Andrew the apoftlc, when no other bufinefs is to be done except what 
concerns the choice of mayor. 

The bailiff ufed of old to receive from the corporation 40 (hillings, but now he has ten 
marks, that is, five from Sandwich and as many from Hithe, for the year. He receives 
alfo, under the name of oredpence, of every fifhing boat belonging to the corporation or 
its members rcforiing to Yarmouth fair, one penny for every oar, that %% % m mmy 
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pence as there arc fiulors ,j and of every foreigner among the crew he takes foqrpence, ft* 



hears and determines all pleas of trefpafs and debt between the people of the corporation 
and its members, and awards execution according to the nature of the plea in the fulleft 
manner, without the interference of any one. He is to have 15s. out of the fix pounds 
which are paid every year by the provofts of Yarmouth, of which mention will be made 
hereafter; and he receives all the amercements of the men aforefaid and the ufual court 
fees. When he goes to Yarmouth he carries with him a patent under the common fcals 
of Hithe and Sandwich in this form. 

To all to whom, &c. the mayor ?nd barons of Sandwich, greeting. Know ye, that 
we with common con fen t and agreement have appointed and made our beloved combaion 
I. de H. our bailiff in the time of the fair at Yarmouth, there to prefide in the court of 
the peace of our lord the king, to do full juftice in the fame as he ought, and to claim 
preferve and fupport our free privileges and cuftoms heretofore had and ufed till now 
and to perform all other things which are known to belong to the office of bailiff by 
virtue of our franchife : hereby ratifying and confirming whatever the faid L fhall think 
proper to do in the.premifles for the prefervation of our liberty, &c. 

It is proper and ufual for all the bailiffs ele&ed to Yarmouth to be there every year on 
michaelmas day, when they are to produce their commifiions in court to the provofts of 
Yarmouth in proof of their appointment: and every funday, while they are there, fome 
of them, or four of their fergeants, fhould parade on horfeback with the king's banner, 
the great horn and a white rod, making proclamations, &c, according to the following 
ordinance of our lord the king.

And whereas after our ordinance, &c. 

When the firft of thefe ordinances was made the barons of the ports were not well 
pleafed with it, and would not accept it; but the people of Yarmouth acquiefced in it: 
and from that time the barons have had no other privileges than what are mentioned 
therein ; the king having repeatedly confirmed it. Before that time the barons had 
more advantages and privileges at Yarmouth.

Of the extent and boundary of the liberty of the tovra of Sandwich. 

Sir Stephen de Pcnceftrc warden of the cinque ports, with a vie\vvto maintain the king's 
right, and to know what were the proper boundaries of the faid town, came hither; 
and, attended by the mayor and the commonalty collected together by found of the 
common hoi n, he perambulated the liberties, in this manner. I am not certain of the 
vlay, becaufe I was not prefent, nor docs it appear upon record. 
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Firft beginning at the ftone crofs at the weft part of the town near the caufeway or 
common road between Sandwich and Ech, which crofs is within the liberty, and from 
thence going along clofe by the river fide to Nortbmouth, every where by the line of 
highwater mark at fpring tide; and then returning along the other margin of the river on 
the oppofite fide, through Sarr and Eoxley in Thanet, to the fhore at the pafTage directly 
againft the crofs of Hennebergh; and from that crofs ftraight on the oppofite fide to the 
fea; and thence along the fea fhore to Stonore, including the whole town of Stonore and 
the marfhes within Hennebergh, which are within the precinct of the liberty aforefaid ; 
and on the other fide of the river, crofting over to Pepcrnefs, and thence to a ftream that 
runs into the river called the geftling, by the thief downs where perfons condemned 
within the libeity are buried alive; and fo going on along that ftream to a marfh, called 
Holbergh, belonging to the lord of Poldre; and from thence by a ditch, between that 
marlh and another marfli belonging to the heirs of John Edward, which leads towards 
Hoveling; and fo along by the fame ditch which is between Holbergh and Hoveling 
marfli. It is to be noticed that Holbergh is without the liberty and Hoveling marfh is 
within. — From thence by the delf to Hoveling bridge, where the footpath leads from 
Sandwich to Word ; and from that bridge clofe along the running ftream, which is within 
the liberty, towards Sandwich, to the end of the field which belonged to John Darundell, 
along the highway from Sandwich to Eaftry between the faid land and the wall r of s c Bar- 
tholomew's hofpital j then paffing over the delf and proceeding along the faid way towards 
Eaftry to where the road divides to Dovor and Eaftry, and where there formerly ftood a 
wooden crofs; returning again by the fame road, towards the - town, to the ditch of the 
garden of s l Bartholomew's hofpital, and there leaving the hofpital on the right hand, and 
at the end of the ditch proceeding along the lane where they go in proceffion on the vigil 
of holy thurfday, leaving the whole of Puttockfdown on the right, to the ftone crofs called 
Series crofs; and from thence towards the town by the highway to the ditch of harp 
marfh, keeping the faid marfh and weftmarfh, both which belong to the abbot of Boxley 
and are within the liberty, on the right; and fo returning along the ditch of the faid 
marfli to the ftone crofs on the weft of the town, where the perambulation began. 

No flic riff, or juftice of the king, or foreign bailiff can on any occafion of right enter 
\yithin this boundary to cxercifc any office, except only when the king by his writ fhall 
order the flier iff or any of his officers to bring any ftores to Sandwich for the ufc of ihips 
eoing upon his fervice to other parts: but, in that cafe, neither the flieriff nor any officer 
can feledt and take thofe vcffels without the con fe n't of theowneis, for with regard to fuch 
{election no one can interfere but the mayor and commonalty ; not even the lord warden, 
unlcfs he has the king's writ. 

Within that liberty no one can take cognifance of actions or hold picas, except the 
kin' 1, by the mayor and bailiff of the placc } and the lord warden in the particular cafes 
flatcd in the fcclion that treats of his office. 

Within 
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them and many free cuftoms. In the firft place, every freeman of the town is free from 
the payment of cuftom for all his merchandize, whether bought or fold, here and through- 
out all the realm of England. 

Alfo the mayor and commonalty hold the area of their liberty and all their privileges of 
the king by a certain fervice to be rendered to him in his war, as is- mentioned before; in 
'confideration of which they have all efcheats of lands and tenements happening within the 
town; alfo the lands and tenements of felons and fugitives after a year and a day, during 
which time they are taken for the king's ufe by his bailiff. 

The mayor and jurats, when they think it will be for the advantage of the corporation, 
may change the fituation of the markets. Thus, if any place be too much crowded or 
too narrow, they may order a proclamation to be made that wares {hall no longer be fold 
there ; under forfeiture of the fame, but in another place provided for the purpofe^ as was 
the cafe with the fiflimongers in the new ftreet, &c. 

They may and do when they pleafe, without the leave of any one, build upon the 
wafte and open grounds within the town, as in the market or other places, for the general 
advantage and convenience. 

The mayor and commonalty caufe proclamation to be made, that no dung, timber, or 
the like, {hall lie. in the ftreets beyond a certain time, as is mentioned above; and when 
the time is paft, they go round the town and feize what they find, as forfeited, and levy 
a penalty upon the offenders officially, without the bailiff or any one elfe. 

The mayor and jurats fhould, at leaft once in every feven years as has been the cuftom, 
take a careful furvey of all parts of the town, and obferve whether there are any encroach- 
ments or obftrucTions at the paffages leading to the river, or in the ftreets; as in building 
upon the footpath, in covering any water-courfe, in holding and occupying any fpot of 
ground belonging to the publick, in having a drain of filth fiom any houfe to the delf, or 

over the fheet, in putting down trees or vines or benches, to the hindrance or prejudice of 
the faid commonalty. 

They fhould inquire, among themfclves, whether any body has kept back any cfcheat 
or other commodity belonging to the corporation : and if they find any thing which 
would be forfeited by rigor of juflice, they may immediately coned, revoke and mitigate 
the matter in proportion to the offence; thus, if it be a wall, or a key, or a building, 
or a vine or tree, a fhort day /ball be allowed for the removal of it : but if it is not then 
done, the commonalty [hall caufe it to be removed at the expenceof the owner, who fhall 
be fined at their difcrction, and a diftrefs may be taken by the mayor's fcrgeant without 
the bailiff* or any other perfon. If there be a water-courfe inconveniently fi mated or 
ftopt up, or the like, they may make what alteration they think proper. 

I he mayor and commonalty may oblige people, who carry on any bufinefs in the town 
in an improper pl?ee, where it is prejudicial to the inhabitants, to change their fituations, 

although fuch places may be their own property. 

The 
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The mayor and commonalty at a common aflembly, let their number be what It will, 

may make fuch decrees as they think proper; becaufe when the freemen are called together 
by the found of the horn, if the the mayor and a few others attend, that is to be deemed 
a meeting of the whole body. The mayor however, when he wants a fuller meeting, 
dire&s the common wardman, or whom he pleafes, to fhut up all the windows of the • 
cellars and (hops, in order to bring the workmen to the affembly; when by unanimous 
afTent of the mayor, jurats and commonalty, or by a majority of voices, they mav make 
decrees and grant ceffes. 

It is to be obferved, that the new ditch belongs to the corporation, and that no one elfc 
has any property therein.

Of the delf. 

The public ftream called the delf, from the fpring head or well to its mouth, is the pro- 
perty of the corporation ; as is like wife a fpace fix teen feet in breadth, on each fide 
throughout its whole length, to receive the mud which is thrown out when the dclf is 
clcanfcd. But our anceftors have negle&cd this matter, and fuffcrcd encroachments to be 
made in feme places, and have granted away the ground in others •> thus, on the weft fide 
of the town, it was agreed that the owner of the houfe formerly belonging to William 
Winterland fhould make a clean and handfomc wharf along the dclf the whole length of 
his houfe, and fhould at his own expence provide a gutter to carry off his water, for which 
the commonalty granted him the fix teen feet of ground to build upon; hut he did not make 
the gutter the whole length of the houfe, but only along the new building.

Of the water- courfes. 

There are alfo feveral water-courfes belonging to the corporation, fome of which are 
drains to the whole town, and fome to particular parts : the latter of which are cleanfed 
and kept open by the neighbouring inhabitants. For inftance, that which begins at the 
pafture of Adam Stephan and runs w^ftward to the river; and that which ufed to furround 
all the meadows and barns, within and without, and by many final 1 ditches proceeds from 
picrfditch by the gate of the friars, and returns through the meadows by the doors of the 
barns of Ralph Arneys and others to the fole by William Mot's barn, and fo by a gutter 
under the road runs into the common ditch along by the meadows into the river; and 
Uftly that which goes round the meadows of Michael Young and the adjoining barns, 
with its fmall fewers : all which belong to the corporation.

Of the king's property within the liberty. 



Firft, the king has all amercements of pleas, and all forfeitures of felons and fugitives, 
except lands and tenements, which belong to the corporation, as is faid before. 

He has all cuftoms upon merchandife brought into the town, that is liable to duty, ac- 
cording to the table given before. 

He has alfo the laftage of the town, as before mentioned. 

He has likewife his caftle and the adjoining land. 

And he has the great duty upon wool, leather and wool fells. The keepers of his 
cuftotn and cocket, or feal, colled for every I aft of leather 13s. 4c!. for every fack of wool 
6s. Sd* and for 240 wool fells 6s. 8d. 

The king has there his prifage and a collector of the fame, who takes from every vcflel, 
large or fmall, laden with wine and carrying twenty cafks, and coming from Gafcony or 
other countries that produce wines, whether the veflcl be going abroad or to feme port in 
England where there is no collector, or means to difcharge her cargo at Sandwich, one 
cafk which he may Me& 9 before the mail, and another behind the maft, paying forty 
(hillings for them, that is, twenty (hillings a-piecc : and he cither choofes two caflcs for 
forty (hillings, or one cafk for nothing; but this is not the regular way. 

But when there are only nineteen caflcs, he is to take one cafk at twenty fhillirtgs, and 
the fame if there be ten ; but when there are only nine, no prifage is due. The batons 
of the cinque ports are free from prifage. 

The king has a ganger at Sandwich, who has a penny for every cafk of wine landed in 
the port, whether .he guages it or not: for which he fhould be always ready to guagc the 
incichants cafks when required, without any further allowance. But this is a newcufbm, 
for formerly the guager had his penny only when lie guaged the cafk at the le^ueft of the 
merchant.

Of taking and weighing the bakers bread. 

When the mayor thinks it piopcr Co weigh the bread, he fummons tho jurats to attend 

him ; which is to be done fecretiy on account of the fraudulent difpofition of the bakers. 

When

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When they are met together with their clerks, the mayor fhall fend fome to one end of 
the town and fome to the other in the moft cautious manner, to take a loaf from every 
fort of bread, as a fpecimen from whence to" judge of the reft ; and if the loaf fo taken is 
deficient in weight, the whole is forfeited. When all the jurats are met together, they 
proceed to weigh the loaves according to the ftandard and affize of bread fet forth by the 
king, after this manner. 

The meafure is computed by the pound in weight; thus the gallon contains eight pounds 
of wheat; eight gallons and eight pounds make a bufhel; and eight bufhels make a London 
quarter. But the affize is regulated according to the price of the loaf, and for the con- 
venience of thofe who wifli for fmall bread the price is fet at the loweft denominations 
of money, namely, at a halfpenny and a farthing, and likewife according to the price 
of corn of a midling quality. Thus, 

When a quarter of wheat is fold for xiid. then waftel bread of a farthing fhall weigh 
vjl. and xvjs. Cocket bread of the fame corn and bultel fhall weigh more than the waftel 
by II s* and if made of corn and bultel of lower price it fhall weigh more than the waftel 
by vs. Simnel bread is not commonly weighed, being ufed only in lent; but if weighed, 
it fhould weigh lefs than the waftel by iis. becaufe it is doubly baked. Bread of treet of 
a farthing fhall weigh two waftels. Bread of the whole wheat fhall weigh a cocket and 
a half. Bread of mixed corn fhall weigh two cockets of coarfer meal. There is bread of 
other denominations, which is not weighed becaufe we do not make it here. Bread of 
fine flour of a halfpenny fhall weigh three waftels of a farthing.

In (his affize a baker in every quarter of wheat may gain, as is proved by the kino's 
bakers, four pence, befides the bran and two loaves in cveiy baking; likewife three half- 
pence for three fervants, and a farthing for two boys; for fait a halfpenny, for yea ft a 
halfpenny, for candle a halfpenny, for wood three pence, and for lifting a halfpenny. 

The afiize of beer* When a quarter of wheat is fold for iijs. or xld. and barley for 
xxiid. or two {hillings, and oats for xvid. then the brewers in cities ought and may well 
afford to fell two gallons of beer for a penny, and in towns three gallons for a penny . 
and at the price three gallons are fold in towns, out of town they ought and may fell four. 
And this aflize is holden throughout the kingdom by ordinance of king Henry the third. 

This taking and weighing of bread fhould be at leaft three times a year; and the baker 
that is convicted at the firfl: weighing fhall lofe the whole quantity baked, and be fined 
o,ne and twenty pence. Due allowance however is to be made for the time the bread has 
been baked, and the like. If the fame baker fhall be found guilty a fecond time in the 
fame year, he fhall be amerced again at one and twenty pence, "and fhall lofe the whole 
baking as before : but if he be convicled a third time, he fhall lofe his bread and pay the 
fine as before, and moreover the common wardman fhall go to his houfe and caufe his oven 
to be totally deftroyed ; and the offender in the face of the public and of the commonalty 
fhall forfwenr the exercife oi his trade for a year and a day. This is the cuftotn within 
our liberty, becaufe none here ever fuffcr the pillory or tumbrel, or other fuch likepunifh- 
ments as are inflicted in the county. At that time, (in the reign of Hen. III.) when the 
cuftom of the town was in the hands of the piior and convent of Chrift church Canter- 
bury, we had no officer here under the denomination of a bailiff, but one called a port- 

xeve. 

The mayor, out of the bread fo forfeited, liberally rewards the perfon that weighs the 
bread, who is commonly fome goldfmith. He ufually fends fome likewife to the Carme- 
lite friars ; and if the quantity be large, he confiders the houfe of s* John and the hofpital 
of s c Bartholomew. The fergeants and clerks who colled the fine3 are recompenfed with 
a part of the bread and of the money.

Of the liberties and privileges claimed by the barons of Sandwich in the town 

of Stonore. 

Firft, they claim the whole foil of the town of Stonore to the crofs of Hennebergh, and 
from thence eaftward to the fea oppofite Pepernefs, and weftward to the river oppofite the 
ftone crofs beyond Monken key in Sandwich, to be as free as the foil in Sandwich, 

They claim alfo, that every year in the week after the choice of mayor and jurats in 
Sandwich, or at any other time more convenient to the (aid mayor and jurats, they may 
pafs over to Stonore, the common wardmen carrying the common horn before 'the mayor; 
which is to be blown at certain places in Stonore, and proclamation is to be made com- 
manding the commonalty of Stonore to affemble before the mayor and jurats in Stonore 
church : at which affembly the mayor, with the aflent of his brethren and of the com- 
monalty of Stonore, fhall appoint a reputable perfon of Stonore to be his deputy, to execute 
the office of mayoralty there in holding courts and in following the ordinances and 
cufloms ufed at Sandwich. The mayor likewife appoints fix or eight of the better fort of 

inhabitants there to execute the office of jurat, in the fame manner as it is exercifed at 

Sandwich. 

They further claim, that there be no other judge of the crown or coroner within the 
limits of Stonar, except the mayor of Sandwich with his brethren. 

They alfo claim, that all pleas of the crown, all pleas of land and other pleas, except 
what are referved for the court of Shepway, may and ought to be heard and terminated in 
Stonore before the mayor of Sandwich in court; fo that the abbot of s* Auguftine's 
Cantcrbuiy may have there one bailiff to make fummons, attachments and executions, 
as the king's bailiff docs at Sandwich. 

Pleas of the crown and picas of land happening within the limits of the town of Stonore 
are held every three weeks, every plea according to the nature of the plaint as it is 
entered; and thefe may be held only before the mayor of Sandwich in perfon. But all 
other pleas not belonging to the court of Shepway, may be heard and terminated before 
the deputy of Stonore ; except in difficult cafes, which are to be refpited and fubmitted to 
the difcrction of the mayor and jurats of Sandwich. The pleas which are cognizable by 
the deputy, if they be between two freemen, are to be held once a week on wednefday ; 
and fuch as are between two ftrangers, or when one of the parties is a ftranger, arc to be 



held from clay to J.iy. 



They 
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They claim, that when a freeman of Stonore is to be fined upon a verdict or nonfuit, 
the fine is to be fet by the mayor, or his deputy, and the jurats; and that the abbot's 
bailiff ought not diftrain any freeman for fuch fine, till it has been taxed by the faid 
mayor and jurats, or the deputy. 

They claim* that all punifhment and correction of the bakers, brewers, fcolds and 

other delinquents, duly ordered or to be ordered, and all regulations lawfully eftab lifted 
or to be eftablifhed for maintaining and keeping the peace of our lord the king and the ftate 
of the corporation of Stonore, ought to be adjudged and ordered by the deputy and his 
brethren the jurats in Stonore, in the fame manner as is done at Sandwich; and the iffues 
thence arifing to be levied for the ufe of the corporation of Sandwich : becaufe the corpo- 
ration of Sandwich fuftain the burden of the king's fervice and many other charges equally 
for the corporation of Stonore as for themfelves. 

They claim alfo to have the difpofal of orphans at Stonore, as at Sandwich. 

And to have the difpofal of the goods and chattels of inteftates at Stonore, as at 
Sandwich. 

And likewife to have before them, within the precin&s of Stonore, recognifances of 
lands, tenements and debts of all kind, in the manner ufed at Sandwich. 

They claim alfo that, whenever any free rent of a tenement or of land within the liberty 
of Stonore has been due by the fpace of a year and a day or more, during which time no 
diftrefs could be found upon the premifes to the value of the rent, the owner, at the next 
court held at Stonore for pleas of land, may demand to have a poft put down upon the 
tenement or land, as is the cuftorn at Sandwich*. And if no one in court objects to it, 
it fhall be fo adjudged. When the poft is putting down, proclamation fhould be made, 
that, if any man or woman objects to the meafure, or will pay the arrears of rent and 
acknowledge himfelf for tenant in future, he may come forth, or make application 
within 40 days, to do what the law in that cafe requires; or otherwife, at the next hun- 
dred court after the expiration of the 40 days, poffeflion will be given, in the fame man- 
ner as at Sandwich.

, In the name of the fupreme God and our Saviour Jefus Chrifr. The holy and righteous 
fathers with one certain afTent frequently admonifh us in their difcaurfes, that with the 
heaEtiefl: fear and love of God we fhould join diligently the pjaftice of good works : becaufe 
in the day of judgment God will render to every on.e according to his deferts. Therefore 
let us ftrive with earneft zeal to imitate him, that though prefied down with the weight of 
this mortal life and corrupted with the fleeting pofleiTions of this world, yet through the 

»- ■ i ■ 

abundance of his. mercy we may with our perifhable riches purchafe the rewards of ever- 
lafting life in heaven. Wherefore I Cnut, by the grace of God king of the Englifh and 
of the adjoining iflands, take the crown from my head and place it with my own hands 
upon the altar of Chrift church in Canterbury, for the fupport of the faid' church ; and I 
grant thereto, for the fuftenance of the monks, the port of Sandwich and all the revenues 
of the haven on both fides, whomfoever the ground belongs to, from PepernefTe to 
Meaxcesfleote, fo far as a taper- axe can be thrown from a vqffel afloat at high- water. 
The officers of Chrift church may receive all the profits : and no perfon to have any cuf- 

i 

torn in the faid port except the monks of Chrift church. Theirs too is the fmall boat 
and ferry of the haven, and the toll of all veffels whatever coming into the haven, to whom- 
fpever they belong and whencefoever they come. If there be anything in the fea without 
the haven, which a man at the loweft ebb can reach with a fprit, it belongs to the monks: 
and whatever is found in this part of the mid- fea, and is brought to Sandwich, whether 
clothes, net, armour, iron,, gold or filver, a moiety fhall be the monks and the other 
part fhall belong to the finders. If any writing fhall hereafter appear, which under a 
fhow of antiquity fhall feem any way contrary to this our grant* let it be left to be eaten 
by mice, or rather let it be thrown into the fire and deftroyed $ and let him who fhall ex- 
hibit it, whoever he be, do penance in afhes, and be made a laughing flock to all his 
neighbours. And let this our confirmation remain for ever valid, and both by the au- 
thority of almighty God and our own, and of our nobles who concur in this aft, fiand 
in full ftrength, like a pillar firm and unfliaken, againft all the attacks of evil-minded 
people to fuccecding times. But if any one fwcllcd with pride, contrary to our wifh, 
fhall attempt to infringe or weaken this our grant, let him know that he is anathema- 
tized by God and his faints, unlefs he make due fatisfaftion for his crime before he dies.

In the year of our lord 1127, by command of king Henry, and with the a/Tent of 
William archbilhop of Canterbury, a plea was held at Sandwich concerning the toll and 
cuftom of Sandwich haven, which with all the dues and cuftoms oa both fides of 
the river had been given by Cnut king of England to Chiift church Canterbury, to- 
gether with his golden crown which is yet preferved there upon the top of the holy 
crofs. Some pcrfons however, having lately conceived, that on the oppofite fide of 
the haven called Stonoic, belonging to the abbot of s l Auguftin, there was a proper 
place for (hipping in fine weather, began to creel final) houfes that vcfiols might 
flop there; whence it happened that the toll and cuftom of veffels reforting thither was 
taken clandefiinely by the abbot's people, which fhould have been collected by the officers 
of Sandwich and Sandwich haven ; who, as foon as they knew of it crofted over to Stonore, 
and took from the abbot's men the toll and cuftom, which under colour of a rightful 

claim, 

* The maniiltiipt in many parts of ihis paragraph is evidently inconccl. 
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claiffl they had collefied, and extorted with violence from thofe who refufed'to pay; 

There was alio a final 1 boat in the haven For the purpofe of carrying paflengers and thcit 
goods to and from market, which as well as the haven and the town belonged to Chrift 
church; nor might any body elfe have aferry boat there; but when the abbot's men began 
to have habitations on -his land at Stonar, and had begun to feize clandeftinely upon the 
dues belonging to Sandwich, they privately made ufe alfo of the boat to carry over their 
people and goods from Thanet, where the abbot had a great number of men belonging 
to him. Hence many difputes and contefts arofe between them ; and whale the officers of 
Chrift church with due regard to truth conftantly endeavoured to eftabltfh the antient 
cuftom, the others by cunning, deceit, and prefumptuous ferocity ftrove to maintain their 
ufurpations. While thus the monks of Chrift church wiflied to keep their rights, and 
the abbot of s* Auguftin to take them away, the king heard of the difpute ; and being de- 
firous to reconcile both the churches, he Miked an order that a number of experienced in- 
habitants of the coafl fliould be furnmoned to appear at Sandwich-, where the right of each 
church might be argued before them, and when thoroughly difcuffed be confirmed by 
their oaths, and fo remain .firm and unfhaken. When they were met together, before 
they proceeded to read the king's order, the archbifhop add re fled theaffembly in a brief 
exhortation worthy of hirnfelf, urging them by their fidelity and profeflion of chriftianky 
to attend to the bufinefs in hand, and to fpeak the truth without fear or favor, as they 
were likewife enjoined to do by the king's precept upon the faith and oath by which thev 
were bound to him. They all paid attention to what he faid, and prom i fed to aft ac- 
cordingly. Soon afterwards, when it feemed to be the general opinion that the i flues of 
the haven of -Sandwich had always belonged to Chrift church Canterbury, fome one de- 
fired to hear what was enjoined in this matter by the king's writ, which was produced: 
Henry, king c c England to the archbifhop of Canterbury, to the abbot of s l Auguftin, 
and to the fheriff of Kent, greeting. Caufe ye, the truth to be made known, by the 
oath of twelve lawful witnefics of Dover and as many of the diftricl of Sandwich, who 
belong neither to the archbifhop or to the abbot, on a claim of cuftoms in fuit between 
them, in order that it may be determined how they flood in my father's time and in the 
time of archbifhop Lanfranc and archbifhop An/elm, and that the archbifhop and the 
abbot may have the fame cuftoms as their predeccflbrs had at that time, and fo each church 
enjoy its full rights. Witnefics the bifliop of Lincoln, and Robert of the leal, and GeofFry 
dc Clyntym, at London. Which being read and explained to the people aflemblcd, there 
were ohofen, agreeably to the king's mandate, twenty-four king's men and barons ac- 
quainted with the ^bufinefs, all grave old men and of good reputation. When they had 
been named by the affeihbly, they were afked what they had to fay on the fubjecl, and were 
defircd to fpeak only what they knew to be. fact, and what they would confirm by their 
oath.; who without the lea ft hefitation conftanlly affirmed that the faid haven with its toll 
and maritime cuftoms belonged to the monks of Chrift church Cantejbury, and that no 
one had any right in the haven, except themfelvcs and their officers, from Burgegate to

Me.rkesfleet on both fides of the river: to which a, great number bore.-teftimony. A testa- 
ment being brought, there were fworn upon it twelve king's men- of Dover, Wulfine &c. 
and twelve of the diftri<3 about Sandwich, including the barons of s l Margaret. Blacfune 
gee. Th& ftrft of whom, Wulfine fitz Berewy,- ftanding ih the midft of the affembly and 
holding in his hands the teftament, made this declaration : I fwear that the toll of Sand- 
wich haven, and all its maritime cuftoms on both fides of the river from Burgegate to 
Merkesfleet, and the fmall ferry boat, belong only to the arehbifhop and the- monks of 
Chrift church Canterbury, and that no one elfe has any light there except them and their 
officers, as I have underftood from my anceftors and as I have feen and heard from my 
youth till now. So help me God &c. Which oath was immediately taken by his aflb- 
ciates. This plea was held by William*, flieriff of Kent, in the prefence of Williamf 
arehbifhop of Canterbury, legate of the holy Roman church and primate of Britain; 
John X bifliop of Rochefter; Hugh§ abbot of s £ Auguftin ; Robert de Veer conftable of 
the king; Ruerent de Aurences, &c. Ralph chamberlain, &c. Rainoif, the archbifhop's 
brother, &c, Robert deTilman, and others, without number, as well churchmen as. of 
the laity.

It was ufual to collect and levy this cefs, at the time when this book was written, be- 
tween the feaft of s : Michael and the nronday next after the feaft of s l Andrew the npoftle, 
it being fiift granted by the commonalty at a common aflembJy. 

The faid ccfs> fo granted, fhould be gathered and levied as well from freemen, as 
/hangers refiding in town, as is fpecified in the cefs, only the ftrangcr is to pay as much 
again as a freeman. And if any perfon free, or not free fhaM refufc to appear before the 
mayor and pay the faid cefs, after due fummons from the mayor for the time being by the 
common ward man, the mayor fhall ifluc his warrant to the con vino n w.ucfman to di drain 
his chattels to fuch amount as the mayor fhall think reafonable. And further, if any fuch 
perfon objc&s tc> the Aim with which he is charged by the ma) or in the laid cefs, he 
ihould crave abatement of the mayor, or fw car on the evangel iff" that he is rated beyond his 
ability. Or if any fuch perfon will neither pay, nor I wear, nor throw himfelf upon the 
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mayor's indulgence, then the mayor, on the part of our lord the king, (hall command the 
common wardman to takea diftrefs immediately upon fuch perfon to double the amount of 
the cefs, which is to be brought to the courthoufe before the mayor. And if any perfon 
fhall refcue the diftrefs from the common wardman, when he has taken it for this or any 
other tax that has been granted, and fhall be riotous on fuch occafion, he fhall be con- 
lined in prifon by order of the mayor, until the mayor and jurats fliall confider what is 
proper to be ordered and done on account of fuch riotous behaviour.

Edward by the grace of God &c. To the mayor and fheriffs of London, greeting 
Whereas among other liberties and freedoms granted to the barons of the cinque ports by 
the charters of our progenitors heretofore kings of England, it h^s been granted to them, 
that they and their heirs and their fucceflbrs for ever be free of all toll and cuftom, that is 
to fay, of all laftage, paffage, kayage, rivage, pontage, and all wreck, and of all felling, 
buying and rebuying throughout all our land and dominion ; and alfo that they be free of 
all their goods and merchandize; and we have lately confirmed thofe charters by our own 
charter, and have moreover granted for us and our heirs that although the faid barons or 
their predeceflbrs may not have fully ufed forne of the liberties or freedoms contained m 
the faid charters, yet the fame barons, their heirs and fucceffors, the aforefaid liberties 
and freedoms and every of them, in times to come, may enjoy and ufe without let or im- 
pediment of us or of c«r heirs or of any of our minifters whatfoeveV, as in the charters 
and our confirmation aforefaid is" more fully contained: We com-ma-rftF you that you per-

mit all and Angular our barons of the ports aforefaid to be free of ''aM^Fuch toll, laftage, 
paffage, kayage, rivage, and of all felling, buying and rebuying, 'alrftfc of all their goods 
and things brought or to be brought to the faid city, or carried or to 'Be 1 'carried out of the 
fame, according to the tenor of the charters and our confirmation aforeTafdj not moleftin 
or vexing them in any thing contrary to the tenor of the fame. And if 1 you have taken 
any diftrefs on fuch occafion from them or any of them, that without delay you caufe the 
fame to be delivered back to them again. Witnefs ourfelf at Weftminftcr, the firft day of 
may in the 42d year of our reign. 

Which writ being read and heard, it was decreed by the faid mayor and aldermen, that 
all the batons of the cinque ports be free of all roll and cuftom &c. as is contained in the 
faid writ. And the' aforefaid Nicholas and Thomas further informed the faid mayor and 
aldermen that William Dy ken van, one of the flic riffs of London, had received from them 
fourteen fhil lings ftcrling for the export of (cv^n cafks of wine, and'* alfo that John de Wyr- 
hale the bailiff of the fheriffs at Billingefgate demands of them for duty of the fijd cafks 
of wine fourteen pence contrary to their liberties and cufloms &c. *nd upon this the 
laid fheriff is commanded to reflore to the aforefaid Nicholas and Thomas the laid fourteen 
{hillings which he fo received from them 5 and alfo to d i re 61 the faid John de Wurliale his 

bailiff to take nothing from them nor fiom other b a rain of the cinque ports for toil or cuf- 
tom ; 
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torn • but to permit them to be wholly free therefrom as of old times they ufed to be, &c. 
And -be it remembered that the faid writ remains in the bag of the faid John Andrew 
mayor, upon the files of the 42d year of king Edward the third.

The king to his beloved and faithful Roger Mortimer earl of March, conftable of 
his eaftle of Dovor and warden of his cinque ports, or his lieutenant there, greeting. 
On the part of our beloved barons cf our faid ports it is intimated to us with heavy com- 
plaint, that whereas, among other liberties and privileges granted to the fame barons by 

charter of the lord Edward late king of England our grandfather, which the lord Edward 
afterward king of England our father by his charter confirmed, and which charters we 
have feen, it was granted to the fame barons that they mould be quit of fhires and hun- 
dreds, fo that if any will plead againft them they fhall not anfwer nor plead otherwife 
than they were wont to plead in the time of king Henry the great grandfather of our faid 
grandfather, and that they fhall not be impleaded in any other place than where they 
ought and where they were wont ; and that they fhall have their liberties and privileges 
as their anccflors them at any time better, more fully and more honorably have had In the 
times of Edward the firft and fecond, king Henry the greatgrandfather of our grandfather 
aforefaid, and in the times of king Richard and king John kings of England, by their 
charters; fo neverthelefs, that when the faid barons fhall fail in jufticc to be done, the 
warden of the cinque ports for the time being the ports and their liberties in default of the 
fame may enter to do there full juftlce. .And although the ancefrors of the faid barons in 
all times before the making of the charters of otn faid grandfather and father, and the faid 
barons from the time of their confirmation, have ufed and enjoyed ftich liberties, that with 
refpect to all and fmgular actions which any native or flranger is inclined to bring rc- 
fpe&ing any contrails, agreements or trefpaffes made or done within any of the ports 

aforefaid, the mayor and bailiff of that port where fitch contracts or agreements were made 

ought 
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ought to have cognifancc in the fame port, and to do full juftice therein to the com- 
plainants, fo that the warden of the faid ports for the time being may not intrude himfelf 
into fuch port or elfewhere without the faid port, except when the mayor and bailiff (hall 
fail in doing juftice; and then in thofe complaints full juftice appertains to the faid warden 
to be done in that port and not elfewhere: neverthelefs, ye and your officers not having re- 
gard thereto, the cognifance of divers pleas concerning various contrails, agreements and 
trefpaffes made in the ports aforefaid, which ought to have been held and terminated in 
the manner before-mentioned by the mayors and bailiffs in thofe ports and no where elfe, 
except through default of the fame mayors and bailiffs, at the fuit of the plaintifs do allure 
to yourfelves, and of late by various proceffes compel the defendants to anfwer before you 
not only at Shepway and elfewhere within your liberty at your pleafure, but alfo without 
the faid ports: by which means many of the inhabitants of the ports aforefaid charged 
with fuch contra&s, agreements and trefpaffes are highly aggrieved and difquieted, to the 
abafement of their condition and the manifeft injury of their liberties and cuftoms, and 
contrary to the tenor of the charters of our grandfather and father aforefaid and the cuftom 
of former times; for which we are humbly entreated to apply a fuitable remedy. And 
becaufe we are unwilling that thofe barons fhould be undefervedjy oppreffed, we command 
you that, if the matter be fo, defifting henceforth from fuch allurements, oppreflions and 
vexations, and caufing your officers wholly to defift, you permit the mayors and bailiffs of 
the ports aforefaid to have and hold within their ports pleas of covenant happening within 
their ports, without impediment or allurement made by you, agreeably to the tenor of the 
charter and confirmation aforefaid, and as they ought to have cognifances of this fort, 
and as the faid barons and their anceftors the abovefaid liberties, as well before the making 
of the aforefaid charters and confirmations as fince, have been accuftomed reafonably to ufe 
and enjoy: commanding the diftrefles, which have been taken for the aforefaid caufes 
from any of the faid barons to be reftored, and directing all who arc complainants before 
you in fuch matters to go to the ports or port in which they fay the trefpafs was com- 
mitted, there to receive juftice from the mayors and bailiffs of thofe places as it ought 
to be done.

By virtue of the commiffion of the faid bailiffs, the bailiffs of Great Yarmouth accepted 

the faid bailiffs of the cinque ports in the tolhoufe, and after their admiffion they demanded 
a provoft, for whom the commonalty (hould anfwer that he would be good and proper for 
the rule of the fair; and fo to be done at all times :'and they chofe William Oxeney to 
be the provoft, and prefented him to the faid barons of the cinque ports as provoft of the 
faid town •, and the faid bailiffs of the cinque ports, (landing up, refpe&fully took him 
thus chofen by the hand, and caufed him to fit down with them, out of refpect to his 
{ration and office, and becaufe of their particular acquaintance with him.

Alfo, the fame day the faid bailiffs of the cinque ports, by their dite ratified between 
them, demanded a view of the prifon and the prifoners, and to have the keys of the faid 
prifon ; in which a perfon named John Malfcfours was confined for a felony ; which keys 
were delivered to the faid bailiffs of the cinque ports, and they had a view of the prifon; 
and on the fecurity of the faid provoft, they delivered the keys, together with the prifoner, 
to one John Petyt fergeant and keeper of the faid prifon. 

Alfo, on the funday next after the feaft of s f Michael the archangel, about one o'clock, 
the faid bailiffs of the cinque ports and the provoft, on horfeback, with all others concerned 
in the bufinefs, in the prefence of John de Belton, Richard de Glay, and other good men, 
with the king's banner under cover, and with found of horn, in the ftreet by the tolhoufe,, 
made proclamation in this form : We command, on the part of our lord the king, and on 
the part of the bailiffs of the cinque ports and of the provoft, who have full power to 
keep ind prcferve the peace of our lord the king, that no one be fo dari ng as to commit 
riots or other offences againft the peace, by which the fair may be interrupted, under pain 
and heavy forfeitures to be impofed by the (aid bailiffs of the cinque ports and the provoft. 

Alfo, that no one cany arms againft the peace, by which the fair may be difturbed; 
under penalty, &c. 

Alfo, that every matter of a vcffel have his whole crew on board from funfet to funrife, 
and that he be anfwerable for them ; under penalty, &c. 

Alfo, that no one load or unload but at Great Yarmouth; under penalty, &c. 

Alio, that the bakers keep the aflize of bread according to law, kc. and that they fell 
four loaves of good bultel for a penny, two loaves for a penny, and one loaf for a penny > 
and that every baker put his mark upon his loaves; under penalty, &c. 

Alto, that no in keeper fell or caufe to be fold any unfound wine j under penalty, &c. 

Alio, that no brewer fell or caufe to be fold a gallon of ftrong beer for more than two- 
pence, or a gallon of fmall beer for more than a penny ; under penalty, &c. 

Alio, that the innkeepers fell full mcafure, and have their mcafurcs gauged and fealcd-

Alfo, that no common woman refide within the town of Great Yarmouth except at the 
place appointed for them called the 6cn; and that (he wear a ftraw hat, by which flic may 
be diftinguiihed from other women ; under penalty, &c. 

Alfo, on monday next after the feaft of s c Michael, the bailiffs of the cinque ports 
with the provoft held a court of town fm en and ftrangers, at one o'clock, in the tolhoufc. 

Every funday the fergeants of the bailiffs of the cinque ports with the provofts fergeant 
proclaimed the aforefaid ordinances refpecling the peace and the fair, before nine o'clock, 
on horfeback. 

Alfo, the faid bailiffs of the cinque ports and the provoft held pleas and terminated 
caufes throughout the whole time of the fair till the rnonday next before the feafl of 
s r Martin, that is for the fpace of forty days; after which they may not interfere until 
the next fair, according to the dite made and ratified by the barons of the cinque ports 
and the corporation of Yarmouth and confirmed by our mojft illuftrious fovereign aforcfaid; 
and they returned to their brethren and combarons.

Auguftine had Stonar with all its liberties by gift and grant of fandry

The mayor and bailiffs with others of the town of Sandwich appear 
and fay, that they have always hitherto had this privilege among the 
liberties granted to the ports men by the kings of England, that they 
may not be impleaded or anfwer to any plea except in the town of 
Sandwich, and they requeft that their franchife in this point may not 
be injured. Being afked, whether the town of Stanore belonged to the

About this time John Dennis mayor of Sandwich, Solomon Love- 

ryke and others were attached by Robert de Stokho fherifF of Kent to 
anfwer to a plea of trefpafs, for affaulting the fheriff's bailiff upon ex- 
ecution of the king's writ within Stonore. Some plead to the jurif- 
diftion and refufe to anfwer except in the court of Shipway, but all 
of them fail in their defence and are committed to gaol, and the aft 
of the mayor in thofe things which concern the commonalty being 
deemed to be the aft of the whole body, the corporation is deprived of 
its privileges.

In a compofition between Nicholas abbot and the convent of st Au- 
guftine Canterbury of the one part and the men of Stonore and Sand- 
wich of the other part, under the mediation of Stephen de Pencccfter 
and Roger de Norwood, it was agreed as follows : The men of Stonar 
acknowledge to hold all their tenements in Stonore of the abbot and 
convent and their fucccflbrs for ever, paying to them their due fervices 
in fealty, rent, relief, fuits of court and other due cuftoms, fo that

be held. The tenants of Stonore fhall be amenable to the abbot's 
court, and the abbot and convent fhall exercife all jurifdifrion in Stonar 
as granted by royal charters. On the other hand, the tenants of Stonar 
and their heirs being mariners or merchants, and engaged at fea or 
elfewhere in traffic, fhall not be fined for non-attendance at the abbot's 
court when engaged at fea or elfewhere in traffic from the date of the 
fummons till the court is ended, unlefs they themfelves plead or are 
impleaded; provided neverthelefs that the reft of the tenants when duly 
fummoned fhall come to the court at Menftre in perfon, or by effoiner 
or attorney of the court, and that the jufiice and judgment of the 
court be not delayed, but that complete juftice be done there to every 
one. The tenants of Stonore refiding there may feed their own 
flieep, but not other people's, in the abbot's rnarfh within Hennebergli, 
paying annually for the herbage on the eve of & John the baptift 
at the rate of a farthing a head 3 but out of Hennebergli they may 
not claim pafturage. The abbot and convent and their fucceflbrs may 
likewife feed their flieep in the fame marfh, and erect mills and other 
buildings at pleafure; and if they fhall think proper to inclofe the 
marfh or any part of it, the tenants then fhall have no pafturage in 
fuch inclofure ; but if the wall of fuch inclofed ground fhould be thrown 
down by the fea the tenants may have pafturage as before. None of 
the commonalty either of Stonore or Sandwich (hall hereafter enter 
upon the abbot's marfh for the purpofe of digging there or of carrying

away the foil from thence, without the confent of the abbot ; nor fhall 
any of them collect and carry away the beach from the fea walls between 
Stonore and Clyvefende, nor take laftage of fliips except in the common 
itream between the times of high and low water; nor fhall any of them 
hereafter on any account prefume to obftruft the abbot's bailiffs at Sto- 
nore, or prevent the abbot from doing juflice upon bis tenants of Stonore 
and other offenders, and collecting his cultoms there. Such diftrcfTcs as 
the abbot's bailiff fhall levy in Stonore and in the marfh within Hen- 
nebergli fhall remain in the marfh and not be driven away. For this

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conceflion of the abbot the other party was to pay a hundred marks, 
but by the intercefllon of the bifh'op of Wells he confented to take only 
ten caiks of wine of the value of thirty marks, Chron. W. Thorn,

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wich, that the prior and convent had always heretofore taken toll of 
veflcls and paflengers landing at Lyden, and that what the fergeant had 
taken for the veffcl was not for anchorage but for feiage, he returned 
all the money to the fergeant, MS. Berthona, in the archives of Can- 
terbury cathedral. 

The jury of the hundred of Cornylo prefent, before Hervy de Stan- 
tone and other juftices itinerant at their feflion at Canterbury, that the 
prior of Chrift Church had for nine years part obftru6ted the high 
road leading from Dover Caftle to Sandwich by the fea fhore, by means 
of a watermill which the prior had erefted at Lidene ; and that the 
faid prior ten years before had diverted the courfe of a certain ftream 
called the geftlyng, where felons condemned to death within the hun- 
dred fhould be drowned, but could not be executed in that way for 
want of water: and further, that the faid prior two years before had 
raifed a certain gutter four feet, through which gutter the water of the 
gefUyng coming from the upper parts ufed to pafs to the river, by 
which means the king had loft a fifhery in that water of the value of 

10 {hillings a year, and 1500 acres of land were- flooded. The prior 

denied, that he had either obftrufted the road, or diverted the flream of 
the geftlyng; and with refpeft to the raifmg of the gutter he alleged, 
that having ere&ed a watermill which could not be worked for want 
of water, he had reprefented the matter to the king, who had ap- 
pointed Henry de Cobham and others to view the faid mill and gutter, 
and to correct what was amifs according to the cuftom of the country 
and of the marfh, and that it was by the direction of thefe infpeftors 
that the gutter was fo placed. The jury being fworn find, that the 
road had been contracted by one Daniel a monk of the priory, to 
which the prior was afterward privy ; that fmce, the road has been 
altered and is no longer a nuifance : with regard to the fifhery they 
fay, that the prior and convent of Canterbury had formerly a water- 
mill at Lidene, which afterwards in war time was burnt, and that no 

other mill had been eredted there till that which had been put up by 

the 
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the prefent prior, who when he had built it raifed the gutter, which 
had been put down to carry off the waters coming from the upper 
parts, four feet; that beyond the gutter there was at that time a fifhery 
which the king's officers of Dover Caftle fometimes let for 20 or 30 
{hillings a year more or lefs, the fifhery being within the liberty of the 
Cattle : and they fay, that the water that palled through the faid 
utter ran to the place where convi&s were drowned, and from whence 
their bodies were floated into the river; but that after the gutter was fo 
raifed the waters from the upper parts could not pafs through the faid 
o-utter, by which means the fifhery was almoft deftroyed, and the 
drowned bodies could not be carried into the river by the ftream, as 
they ufe to be, for want of water ; that the ground without the gutter 
grew up fo much that the water could not pafs at all, and that the

gutter had been fo raifed four years ; that the faid fifhery was of the 
annual value of one mark. Whereupon it was ordered that the fherifF 
fhould replace the gutter, and caufe the earth which was raifed without 
the gutter to be removed at the prior's expence, fo that the king 
might have his fifhery again, with the arrears of four marks of rent, 
and that the courfe of the water might run as it ufed to do before the 
gutter was raifed.

A prefentment was made at the fame feffion, that the water courfe 
called Minfter flete ufed to run from a branch of the river to the village 
of Minfter, to which place veffels reforted with various kinds of mer~ 
chandife to the great convenience of the whole country j that the king 
took tonnage and his other cuftoms in the laid flete, 'till Roger abbot 
of st Auguftin's, the predeceflbr of the prefent abbot, flopped up the 
water courfe to the king's damage and the detriment of the whole 
country. The abhot alleged, that the current of the faid flete ran 
through his own ground, and that on account of a raging tide and an 
extraordinary inundation of the river over his ground his predeceflbr 
expeftcd his lands in the neighbourhood below would be drowned, by

-land j that his fold predeceflbr therefore had filled up the flete, as he 
had a right to do, it being upon his own ground, and agreeable to the 
cuftorn of the country and what was ufually done in marfhy and fenny 
places for the prefervation of cultivated grounds. The jury find, that 
the prior of Chrift Church ufed formerly to receive cuftorn from every 
vefTel and boat anchoring before the mouth of the faid flete in the 
ftream and without the foil of the abbot, in right of his manor of 
Sandwich then belonging to the prior; which cuflom was annually 



worth half a mark ; that the flete is part of the king's flream running 
over the foil of the abbot to the abbot's town of Mintter, and ufed to 
be fo wide that two cogges might turn therein clear of one another ; 
that before the filling up of the faid flete the abbots made walls for the 
defence of their lands, which walls had been fmce negleftedj and that 
no hazard or lofs could accrue to the faid abbot with refpe£t to the 
lands aforefaid by opening the flete, provided the walls were made as 
good as they ufed to be. They find further, that after the flete was 
flopped the manor of Sandwich came into the king's hands in exchange 
for other tenements; after which the king never took any cuflom in 
the place mentioned without the flete; and that inftead of carrying 
their things by water through the flete to the town of Milliter the 
people of the country cannot now come near it by four miles, by which 
they are injured to the amount of 15I. a year; and they fay, that if the 
abbot expends twenty pounds in making up his banks about the flete as 
they ufed to be, the flete may be fully opened without any hazard to his 
lands s and laftly, that the flete fliould be repaired and made navigable 
to the town of Mi niter.

Thefe rules 
made perpetual at a common affembly of the mayor, jurats and com- 
monalty.

* Sept.*30th 1359. He gave to Ranulphus de Nevill full power to treat with Patrick 
Dunbar concerning his coming into the kingdom for a certain time. Per ipiuin regem 
apud Sandwicum. 

Oil. 10th 1359. A fummons was iflucd to hold a council at Weftminftcr in the :ib- 
fence of the king, to keep peace in the kingdom and to prefer vc it from invalions of the 
enemy. 

Oct. 13th 1359- The king while at Sandwich appoints his foil his locum tcnens, mtl 
gives him full power, as head of the church) to fill up vacancies in the cathedrals by death 
or re fig nation.

/ TPHE followers of the bafta.d Fauconbcrg to the number of eight or nine hundred 
itroi.gly fortified themfelves in the cattle at Sandwich in 1471 * but upon the king's 
approach to attack them they fubmittcd, and delivered up the caitle, and the fliips in the 
haven to the number of thirteen, Fauconbcrg himfclf was included in the capitulation 
and pardon, but was afterwards executed at Southampton.

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THIS was the firft project for improving the navigation of the river Stour, but it did 
not fucceed. Thebufmefs was afterwards in queen Elizabeth's reign taken up with 
fome fpirit by m r Rofe an alderman of the city of Canterbury, who contributed liberally 
to the work during his life and at his death gave 300I. towards it 5 but it came to nothing, 
In 1695 the mayor, aldermen, citizens and inhabitants of Canterbury, by indenture of 
leafe bearing date the 10th of fept. in that year, transferred the powers granted to them by 
the acl: above-mentioned to Thomas Rogers gent, of Canterbury for a term of 41 years; 
and he on the 22d of december 1699 affigncd the faid leafe for the remainder of the term 
to Richard Marfh of Faverfham gent, and by the operations of thofe two perfons the river 
was rendered for a time navigable by boats and lighters carrying coals, flones and other 
wares from Sandwich to Canterbury. Somner in his Antiquities of Canterbury gives the 
acl at large ; of which the following is a tranfeript. 

In moft humble wife fliewing the king's highnefs his true and faithful fubje&s the 
mayor, ' aldermen, citizens and inhabitants of the city of Canterbury, that where the faid 
city is one of the ancient cities of this realm, and through the fame hath been and yet is 
great recourfe of ambafladors and other ftrangers from the parties of beyond the fea ; 
where al fo the bodies of the holy confeflbr and bilhop of s f A u ft in the apoftolick of En 
land, and alfo many other holy faints been honourably humate and fhrinedj is now of late 
in great ruin and decay, and the inhabitants thereof impoverifhed, and many great man- 
fions in the fame defolate ;" which ruin, decay and defolation of like cannot be reformed 
ne amended, unlcfs the river that goeth and extendeth from the town of great Chart in 
the county of Kent to the faid city, and through and fro the faid city unto the haven of 
Sandwich, may be fo deeped, enlarged, and of mills and dams and other annoyances, 
now being in and overthwart the fame river between the faid city and the common crane

in the town of Fordwich, be avoided, fcowred and taken away; which river between the 
faid city and crane containeth in length two miles ; fo that carriages by lighters and boats 
may by the faid river be conveyed between the faid crane in the faid town of Fordwich 
unto the faid city j which deeping, enlarging and fcowring of the faid river, as is before 
faid, {hall not be only to the profit and avail of the faid city and inhabitants of the fame, 
but alfo fhall caufe the haven of the town and port of Sandwich to be deeper and larger, 
to the great commodity of great number of the king's fubje&s. In confidcration whereof, 
it may plcafc the king, with the a/lent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and the com- 
mons in this prefent parliament afllmblcd, and by the authority of the fame, to cmiit and 
tftablifh, that the faid mayor, aldermen, citizens and inhabitants of the faid city, and 
their fucccflbrs, with the advice, aflent and agreement as well of the reverend father in 

God 
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God William archbifhop of Canterbury, or his fucceflbrs, and of two or three knights 
being juftices of peace of the (hire of Kent for the time being, as of the mayor of the 
town and port of Sandwich aforefaid, to the faid work at the requeft of the laid mayor 
of the faid city for the time being defired and called, may lawfully at all and every time 
hereafter, in fuch places of the faid river as to the faid knights, mayors and aldermen 
fliall feem convenient, deep, inlarge, cleanfe, inhanfe and fcowr, and caufe to be deeped, 
inlarged and cleanfed the faid river with all things thereunto requifite, between the faid 
town of Chart and the faid city, and through the fame, and fro the faid city unto the 
faid crane ; in fuch manner, as lighters and boats may have by the fame liver their full 
paffage and courfe for carriage by the fame to be conveyed ; and without let, interruption, 
impeachment, difturbancc or denial of any perfbn or perfons. And after fuch deeping, 
inlarging, inhancing, cleanfmg fcowring as is before faid done, the faid mayor, alder- 
men, citizens and inhabitants of the faid city> with the aflent and confent as is before 
faid obtained, may lawfully as well ffop ditches, and- make and inhance bays, brinks, 
dams and walls for the advancing and inhighing of the faid river, as to take down, abate 
and put away all mills, bridges, dams, walls, and other whatfoever impediment lying 
over or overthwart the faid- river,, between the faid town of great Chart to the faid city, 
and through the fame, and fro the faid city to the forefaid common crane $ and other 
things thereunto requifite, whereby the concourfe of the faid lighters and boats fhould be 
letted : and that no a6l nor fuit therefore be maintainable or to be had againft the faid 
mayor, aldermen, citizens and inhabitants or any of them, or their affigns, for the pre- 
mifes or any of them in manner aforefaid. 

Provided always, that every perfon that fliall be damnified by putting away or abating 
of his mill, bridge or dam, or mills, bridges or dams, fhall be reafonably fatisfied there- 
fore, for fuch damages as he or they fliall have by rcafon of the fame, by the faid mayor, 
aldermen, citizens and inhabitants of the faid city, and their fucceftbrs; as the faid aich- 
bifhop of Canterbury that now is, or his fuccefTbrs, and the faid knights fliall award, 
con/ider and adjudge. 

The indenture between Thomas Rogers gent, of Canterbury, and Richard Marfli of 

Faverfham gent, recites the above act, and then proceeds thus. cc And whereas the 

" mayor and commonalty of the laid city of Canterbury, by their indenture under their 

common leal bearing date the ioth day of fept. 1695, did affign and fet over unto the 

(aid 1 nomas Rogers his executors, &c. for term of 41 years, all and every the powers, 

" pnviledges, &c. which they had or lawfully might claymc by virtue of the faid a£t or 

other wife howiocver, to make the faid river navigable from the town of Sandwich unto 

a certain place called Barton mill within the faid city, or to a place called Browning

" to do all other things, &c, and* whereas the faid Thomas Rogers, with the advice 

" and conient afoiefaid and at the requeft aforefaid, hath deepened, enlarged, &c. the 

faid river, and made, created and built feveral ftuices, locks, wears, ftops, watercourfes 

" and. 
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" and other works, in fuch manner as boats an J lighters may pafs thereupon : this in- 
" denture witnefTeth, that the (aid Trior*. as Rogers, for and in confideration of a certain 
< c fum, doth grant, bargain and fell, aflignc and *fet over unto the faid Richard Mar (h 
" his executors, &c. the faid recited indenture of leafe, and all and every the power? 
" priviledges and authorities therein or thereby granted or ailigned to him the faid Tho- 
" mas Rogers, &c. to have and to hold from the making hereof for and during and unto 
u the full end of the remainder of the faid term of one and forty years yet to come and 
" unexpired: &c." Dated 22 december 1699,

majefties mooft royal perfone, and of his dominions and fubiefts proteclour. 

QHEWEN unto your grace your fupliants and daily orators, the maior, iurats and co- 
•^ rnynaltie of the king's magefties towne and porte of Sandwiche, that whereas the 
mooft renowned prince of famous memory kyng Edward of that name the iijde, repairyng 
after manyfolde his martiall acts in Fraunce by hym achevid homewards by the faid 
towne, and feeing the fame mooft pleafantly placed, well contried, frefshe waterid and 
otherwife as for a towne of defence of this his realme againft all foreyn potentates to be 
altogethers well furniffhed, and alfo that, by reafon of the good, hable and fufficient haven 
and chanell alwaies inoofte habundauntly and regally flowing out of the mayne feas unto 
the harde walles of the fame towne, it fhulde be as well an occafion whereby innumerable 
aduauntages, commodities and profits might and fhulde as well to hym by cuftomes and 
other meancs aryfe, as alfo ineftymablye to ffurnifshe this his hoole realme with all fuch 
kynde of merchandizes* as thither mought of all merchants contynually be brought; like a 
moofte prudent and politique prynce made immediately not only exchaunge for the fame 
with the prior and convent of Chriftes-churchc in Caunierbcry, to whomc the fame as 
then apperteyned, for certen other landes lying in Effex, but alfo, as well through his 
manifolde priviligs to the fame towne graunted as by meanc of their faid haven, there 
florifshed within the prccindte or cite of the fame towne above viii or ix C, howfes or te- 
nements inhabited, fo that they being devided into iii parifshes the wurft of all three was 
of ycrcly value above 1 li, infomuche that there then were of good and hable rnaryners be- 
longing to the navic of the faid towne fyt to ferve at all tymes above the number of xv C. 
fo that when nede at any tymc chaunccd for thapprehencion as well of .pyrats as to en- 
counter with our auncicnt enymies the Frenchcmcn, the maiors for the tyme being hath, 
upon the king's lctties to them in that cafe addrefled, furniffhed at the townes charges to 
the fcas xv hable faylcs of mean of warrc, whiche fo well from tymc to tyme have borne 

themfelvts 
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therhfelves that no malefactors durft in thofe quartars haunte. Wheareapon Charles the 
viiith then Frenchekyng, apperceyving the force and ftrength of the fame towne to redounde 
al vvaies to his no litle incomoditie, and calling to remembraunce the fame not to be muny- 
ted with either bulwarkes, walls or ditches, fent, as may appere in the cronicles, one Peter 
Brafley fenefcall of Normandye to robbe and fpoyle the fame towne by night: after whiche 
his ungracious purpofe atchevid, for the better reftauracion and ftrengthenyng of the fame 
towne from all fuchelikemyfchaunces thereafter toenfue, it alfo pleafed the right excel- 
lent prynce Edward, of that name the iiiith, of his mooft bountioufe liberaltie not only to 
enwall, dytche and for tifie with bulwarks the fame towne, but alfo, towards the yerely 
fupportacion thereof, gave during his naturall jiff, out of his cuftom howfe there, to be 
yerely by the maior perceived the fomme of C li. fterlings; by meane whereof and alfo by 
the induftrie, travailles and contynuall labors of the fondry merchants ufing and fre- 
quentyng the faid towne, and that by caufe of the goodnefs of the haven, whiche when 
any'ftorrne or contrarietie of wynde that might have put them in utter peryll and daunger 
as well of the brakes as of the goodwyn, they might with fmall peynes have refuge into 
the faid haven, the faid towne in that tyme eftfones fo florisfhed, that not only the clere 
yerely cuftumary gaynes towards the faid kyng and others his fucceffors amountyd above 
the fome of xvi or xvii M. li. but* alfo the inhabitaunts thereof were fo ftrong, that what 
tyme the tray tor Pyrkyn Warbeck arryved, and that with no fmall company, at the place 
where nowe the caflell called Sandowne is placyd, they of their owne powers repelled hym, 
and in perfuit toke, befides a greate nombre which they flewe, above the nombre of xxii 
fcore perfones. All which faid feverall commodities as aforefaid, ryght noble prynce, 
us well towards the feverall kyngs afore remembered and others their fucceffors as alfo to 
the hoole realme by the faid towne contynually grewe and (emayned, until fuch tyme as 
by the moofte gredy and infaciable covetoufnefs of one cardynall Morcton fometyme by- 
fhop of Canterberry, who, having mooft part of the lands envyroningc the faid haven 
appropriated to his bifhoprick, for. his fingler advantage and private commoditie flopped 
up, muryd and infetted in fuche forte the fame haven at a place called Sarre, as by a 
platt thereof made and ready to be fhewed more at large may appere, that by meane 
thereof, and alfo by like evill doinge from tyme to tyme hitherunto of other the land 
pyers next adioynyng upon the fame haven perpetrated, the iamc haven at this prcfent is 
utterly deftroyed and lofte, fo that as well the navye and rnaryners of the faid towne is 
nowe brought utterly to naught, the howfes nowe inhabited within the faid towne excede 
not above the nombre of ii C. the nombre of inhabitants are nowe utterly impovcrisfhed 
and dimir.ysfhccl j the yerely valewe of all the aforefaid feverall churches nowe excede not 
above xl marks fterlings, and the yerely cuftomc of the faid towne by reafon of the infuf- 
flcicncie of the fame haven is not only diminysfhed that fcarccly it is of portion to f fatisfie 
the cuftomcr his fee, but alfo fuch fiiippes as being wontc to rydc in the fame, and nowe 
not without great peryll in tempeft ryding in the mayno km afore the Dowries, do to the 
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utter defrawdyng of the kyngs majeftie, ymbecill and convey as well into Flaundersas other 
parties unknowne the fraight of their (aid fhippes, not paying any cuftome therefore, as 
alfo other manyfolde like innumerable incommodities, in manner to the utter impove- 
risfhing of the hoole realme. In confideracion whereof, and for the more fpedie remedy 
herein to be provided, may it pleafe your grace, that like as the faid moofte noble proge- 
nitors of our nowe moofte dere foveraign lord the kynge, being alwaies of his name, hath 
hitherto chieffely amongeft others byn mofte benificiall towards the fame towne, not only , 
to authorize the faid mayor, jurats and inhabitants of the faid towne and their fucceffors 
or fubftitutes with all conveniencie poffible to cut out, newe erecT:, and make one newe 
cutt into their faid haven in fuch place as, upon vewe of their faid platt to your grace by 
them to be declared yf the fame, to fuch commiffioners, furveyors or other experte per- 
fonages therin as by your grace in that behalf ftall be auftorifed, they nor noone of them 
being any land pyers adioyning to the faid haven, nor no holders by any meane of any 
tenure of the faid land pyers, fhall appere to be moofte apte, propife, commodious, ne- 
ceiTary and mete for that fame purpofe ; the fame land pyers and every of them bearyng, 
paying and fufteynyng, as reafon is, of every acre of their lands thereapon borderyng the 
fonie of iiiid. fterlings during and by the fpace of ten yeres then after the begynnyng 
thereof next to followe, towards the makyng of the fame; but alfo to graunte that, of 
the kyngs farther benivolencie and mere goodnes, as well all fuch plate, redy money, le- 
gacies, ftock, juelts and ornaments to his grace by any meanes commyng or growing out 
of alle fuche churches, chauntries, brotherhedds and guylds as at this prefent are re- 
mayning within the faide towne, together with all and^every the yerely revenues, profits 

and advantages of all and Angler the lands and tenements to them and every of them in 
anywife apperteyning, for evere for thufe aforfaid towards them to be and remayne. And 
your faid fupplients and dailly orators fhal not only of their and their frynds fubftaunce 
beare and fupporte all other the charges, whiche no doubtc wilnot be ftnall, but to the 
full finifhing thereof ftialbe expended, and bynde thcmfelves to be accomptable to his 
grace in his exchequycr yerely for the expendyng of fuche and the fame fomes as by his 
grace fhaibe to theym for the premiffes imploycd ; but alfo pray, according to their 
bounden dewties, to the living lorde for the moofte profperous profperitie and fucccfle as 
well of his moofte royal mageftie as of your noble grace alwaies to continewe. 

Annexed to the foregoing, with the great fcal appending.

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Broke efquireg, officers of thadmyraltie, Edward Boys and Willyam Southwick efquircs, 
tochingc a letter of commiflion derecled vnto us from your honourable lordflvips for the 
vowing and conficlcring of the havine of Sandwiche, which did bear date the xvi of tunc 
I aft paft.

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Firfte. We declare, that we have throughly viewed the newe cute at Sandwichc lately 
begunne by devife of John Rogers appoyn&ed theifore in kinge Edwardes the vith tyme. 
Item. We fynde that the olde havon growth fo croked and into fuche a flate baye, and 
everie daye decrefeth and groweth worfe and werfe, that in fhorte fpace it wilbe as no 
havon, and therefore we judge and fynde that the parfytinge of this newe cutte (hall not 
onely preuent the fame, but all fo caufe that all fhips lying within the fame cut may go 
out at all feafones and with all wyndes, wheare nowe they cannot, and, befides that 
fhall bringe all fhippes in diep water from thens diredilye into the roade of the downes. 

Item. We fynde that the chiefe decaye of this olde havon was by ftoppinge of the 
northe mouthe and diuers other infets, togeather with the tourninge awaye or alteringe of 
the aunfyent fewers of certaine valyes, which in tymes pafte and within theafe fewe yearcs 
have fbewed through the faide olde havon, as byjihe carde more at large apperithe. 

Item. Tochinge the commoditie that fhall growe by the parfitinge of this newe cutte, 
yt appeareth, that, yf the quenes majeftie or her highnes fucceflburs fholde have warres 
with her majefties aunfiente cnymies the frenchemen, the fame fhold be verye good and 
commodious harbrough for all her highnes fhips, fo that at all tymes her grace and her 
, majefties fucceflburs fhalbe as prone vpon the fuddeyne tynvade the faid enymies as they 
red dye tyncroche her highnefs or her realme 5 and befydes that a triplex comoditie will 
growe to her majeftie in cuftorne, as by thauncyent records appearethe. 

Item. Tochinge the inconveynience that is lyke to followe yf the faid cut benot par- 
fited, we fynde as followithe ; that is to faie. Fyrfte, thutter ruyn and Jecaye of the faide 
towne, in that the hole relefe thereof reiteth in a good havon, as well for the maynete- 
naunce of merchauntes as of fyfhermen which wolde thether repare; and we fynde alio, 
that her highnes hath in all that fide of the narrow feas no havon mete or neceflarie for the 
barbroughe of her majefties fhips, and therefore the wante therefore is greatlye dyfeomodi- 
ous, befyde the awe or fcare that mighte growe to the enemy yf fuche a havon weare. 

Item. We fynde that the perfection of the fame cut is thonly remedy and makinge 
of a good havon to the faid towne of Sandwich ; and befides that fhall caufe all the 
murlhe landes lyenge in the valics which nowe are vnder water to yflewe the better and be 

kept drie at all tymes,

(The perfecution for religion in Brabant and Flanders and the revocation of the edifl of 
Nantes communicated to all the proteftant parts of Europe, the paper, filk, woollen and 
other valuable manufactures of Flanders and France, almoft peculiar at that time to thofe 
countries and till then in vain attempted elfewhere. The manufacturers came in bodies, 
and chofe their fituations with great judgment, diftributing themfelves, in England at 
leaft, fo as not to interfere too much with one another. The workers in fayes, baize and 
flannel fixed themfelves at Sandwich, at the mouth of a river which had communication 
with the interior parts of Kent and afforded them an eafy export to the continent. The 
filk workers fettled higher up upon the banks of the fame river, at Canterbury, The 
workers in thread feated themfelves upon the Medway, at Maidftonc. A body of gar- 
deners at once discovered the nature of the foil about Sandwich to be extremely favorable 
to the growth, of all efculent plants, and fixed themfelves there, to the great advantage of 
the land holders, whofe rents were confiderably incrcafed, and of the inhabitants of the 
town and neighbourhood, whofe tables were cheaply fupplied with a variety of new and

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wholefome vegetables f* Thefe advantages were made more extenfive by means of the 
feeds of thofe and other ufeful plants, which grew there in the higheft perfection, and 
were conveyed at an eafy expence by the hoys to London, and from thence difieminated 
over the kingdom. Thefe people cultivated likewife with advantage flax, canary, and 
teazle. The growth of the fecond article was confined till within thefe few years to this 
corner of Kent, and is ftill cultivated there upon a greater fcale than in any other part of 
the kingdom. See Dr. Franklin on the intereft of Great Britain confidered with refpecT: 

to her colonies. 

Thefe ftrangers by their induftry and prudent conduct were foon in a flourifhing con- 
dition, which excited the jealoufy of the native tradesmen and the avarice of the ruling 
powers of the corporation, as appears by the records of the town and the following peti- 
tion of the dutch congregation copied from the original in my pofleflion.) 

To matter mayor, and his worfhipful brethren die jurates, of this towne and porte of 
Sandwyche 

In mofte reverent wyfe obediently fhewe we minifter, elders, deacons, mafters and go- 
vernors of the dutche congregation within Sandwyche, after what forte ytt is well 
knowne vnto your worfhyps that we hetherto have fhewed our felfes willynge and obe- 
dient vnto her maiefty, the honourable counfell, and to your worfhyps, whiche we in all 
fidelity doe intende to continue for ever by the grace of almighty God, fo that we would 
have fubmitted ourfelfs in this prefent matter of this newe burden of the head monney, yf 
we had not bene burdened over meafure by the fame; for the whyche caufe we have made 
our Amplications as we humbly doe by theis prefents, confideryng that we, vnder her 
maiefty's gracious protection, are here received and permitted to dwell vnder your wor- 
fhips; fupport alfo all common chardges of this towne as inhabitaunts of the fame ; are 
alfo within theis next pad: fower or fyve yeares (whiche was not vfed hertofore) feffed, 
all thofe that be no pure bay-makers ; befydes this, your worfhips doeth well knowe what 
profyts yearely doe growe for this towne from oure bay-makyng, and that there be 2 
pence fctt vppon every baye goyng out, which was not before. In befydes the 

money for the feales which we in the begynnyng did paye we . muft 

paye fowrtene every yeare, wherewithaul ftraungers are not burdened, well 

knowne to your worfhyps, that by credible wrytyngs may be evident that the order for the 
head monney (of the whiche we nowe make here our complaynts) was not taxed above 
2 pence for a chriftian and but 4 pence for a jewe ; 'whiche a pence we are hertely willyng 
to payej yt is alfo in frefh remembraunce, that here in our dutche congregation, by the 
commaundement of thofe that ruled this towne at that tyme, hath bene publyflicd, that 
of the head monney (of the whiche now we fpcake) every body (houJd geve but % pence. 
Your worfhyps do likewyfe knowe, that fuche as amongfl our people doc goc for to paflc 
the feas at this tyme doe paye not oncly 4 pence (whiche in tymes parte was the taxe for

The whiche aforefayd fumme, how chardgeable fhe be to our congregation, your wor- 
fliyps can well confider by your felfes; and yf in cafe that it could be proved, that any 
menne of our congregation doe mifvfe theim felfes in carying out of monney, or otherwyfe 
comniittynge thyngs agaynft the law, that fuche myght and fhoulde be tharfore punnyflied 
# accordingly, and that for their tranfgreffions fake this prefent burden fhoulde not be im- 

ppfed.vppon the whole congregation ; praying and befeeching therefore, that yt may pleafe 
your.worfhyps to caufe, that by your authority that thes burdens and chardges myght be 
be brought downe, or ells at the leaft to affift vs with your fayde authority that this fame

29 march, 1582; The lord warden, lord Cobham, fignifies -to the mayor and jurats, 
that it is recommended to him by the privy council upon information of the mayor and 
jurats, that there are divers ftrangers in Sandwich not of the church there eftablifhed.

" manner will and commauntle" *a3r fuch to depart between the prefent time and whit- 
fund ay next, they and their families. 

Archbifliop Laud feemed inclined, about the year 1634, to break through the toleration 
which had been granted to the dutch and Walloons on their fettlcment in England, and to 
be very harfh with ihem on the fcore of religion, infifting on their conformity to the engli/h 
liturgy and church government. He cited the minifters of the dutch churches at Maid- 
ftonc and Sandwich to appear at his confiftory court at Canterbury, and before himfclf at 
Lambeth, and required their anfwers to interrogatories propofed to them. The congre- 
gations were much alarmed at his proceedings, and deputed fomc of their minifters and 
lay ciders to fupplicate his favor, but lie was inexorable* They however contrived to delay 
the nutter till the Scots war came on, and then the perfecution ceafed. Sec a relation of 
the troubles of the three foreign churches in Kent written by John Bultecl, minifter of the 
Walloon congregation at Canterbury, 4to, 1645,

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point, and permitted the Dunkirker to efcape. " Had your Ioidfhips," fays fir William, 
addrefling himfelf to lords Elfmore and fir Francis Bacon, <c feen the difpofitions and 
carriage of the people of Sandwich, you. would have thought it ftrange that fubjecls 
durft oppofe themfelves fo openly againft the ftate ; thoufands of people beholding me 
from the fliore looked when the fword fhould make an end of the difference, and pub- 
lickly wifhed the fuccefs to the Hollanders, curfing both me and his majefty's Ihip, 
" But it was no marvel, for moft of the inhabitants are either born, bred or defcendec! 
" from Holland ; their religion truly Dutch, as two of the grave minifters of Sandwich 
cC have complained to me, protefting, they think that that town and the country there- 
" abouts fwarnis as much with feels as Amfterdam. Your lordfhips muft give me leave 
" a little to digrefs, and exprefs the ftate of Sandwich, and the ufe Holland may make of 
" it if ever they become enemies to England ; and though Sandwich be but a barred 
" haven, and that fhips cannot enter but upon a flood, and at no time any great velTels 
" of burthen, yet is our Downs within two miles from thence, where thoufands of {hips 
* c may ride as fafely as in any harbour of Europe ; and if ever the Hollanders be difpofed 
cc to give an attempt, now that Flufhing is in their poffeflion, it is but one night's failing 
tc from thence to Sandwich. The town is more naturally feated for ftrength than any I 
tc know in this kingdom, and a place of little defence as it is ufed. An enemy having 
" the command of an harbour, approaching a town of no defence which may be made 
<c impregnable, being fure of the hearts of the men within it, and to be relieved withia 
" twelve hours by fea, I refer the confederation thereof* to your lordfhips/* 

Sir William in the fame memorial complains of the conduit of the men of Sandwich, 
u who thought to put an affront on the Spanifh ambaffador then, (in feptember 1605) 
" flaying at Sandwich, by making feizure of a fardel of bays of the value of ten or twelve 
* € pounds, which belonged to one of the ambaffadour's fervants, and was fhipped on board 
" a bark ready to depart the harbour. The ambaffadour took this for fuch a difgracc, 
<c knowing it, as he faid, to be a practice of the offspring of the Hollanders within the 
* c town, that he refolved not to depart thence till he was righted by his majefty's own 
ct order,*' Sir William relates further proceedings on' this affair, " to (hew the genius 
u of the men of Sandwich, who made more account of venting their fpleen and revenge 
cc than of his majefty's reputation and honor." Churchill's Voyages,

AT a meeting of the mayor, jurats and common counfel, 23d of o£h 1629, " to c< 
ei ndcr of fame grievances to be propounded to our right honorable lord warden."— 
petition to the lord warden fetting forth, that the liberties and immunities of the ports 

and their members have of late been much impeached and infringed in many points con- 
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trary to the charters, ancient ufages and cuftoms, to the decay, impoverifhment and de- 
population of the faid ports, &c.~ that, whereas by their charters they have power to hold 
pleas of all actions, real, perfonal and mixt,. in their feveral courts of record, yet after 
judgment given, upon flight and feigned occafions, writs of injunction or certiorari are 
granted to ftay or remove the faid fuits, before the parties have anfwered the complainants 
bill, and even before any fubpeena be ferved 5 contrary to the ufe of the chancery court 
(of the ports) in former times, and exprefsJy contrary to the ufage of his majefty's high 
court of chancery at Weftminfter, and all other courts of equity ; by reafon of which, 
and the charge of attending the faid courts at Dover and the diftance thereof, poor men 
arc forced to compound their caufes and lofe the benefit of their faid judgment -.—that 
caufes of the value of five fhillings or thereabouts are removed into the faid chancery, or 
ftaid by injunction :— that perfons in executions for debts or damages by habeas corpus are 
difcharged out of execution j contrary to law and former ufage : — that bills have been ex- 
hibited after judgment into the faid chancery court in the nature of writs of error 3 whereby 
the decrees and old conftitutions of the feveral corporations, and alfo the acts and decrees 
of the ancient affemblies of brotherhood and gueftling, have been queftioned; whereas er- 
roneous proceedings ought by the charters and cuftoms to be reformed at Shipway court, 
and not elfewhere ; — that when malefactors are committed by the mayors, bailiffs or jurats, 
being all juftices of the peace by charter, for want of fureties of the peace or good beha- 
viour, &Ci they do ufually move thcmfelves by. habeas corpus to Dovor, and are there fet 
at liberty, and fue the hid juftices that committed them ; which fuits commonly depend 
a year and more, to their exceeding great charges, and to the difcouraging of magiftracy,

writs to the mayors, bailiffs and jurats of the ports, and the fcrgeant of the admiralty or his 
deputy, commanding thereby the faid mayors, bailiffs and jurats to be aiding and afTiftiiv.* 
to the faid fergeant or his deputy; contrary to their former liberties and cuftoms : — that 
the faid court doth compel portfmen to appearand be impannelled and ferve in juries ac 
Dovor, and other ports than where they dwell; contrary to the charters : — that his lord- 
fhip's officers of the faid courts of chancery and admiralty do take and exa£t greater fees 
than in former times have been ufed and accuftorned : — that whereas by former ufage, 
when execution or other writs have been directed out of his majefty's court at Weftminfter

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" other fervicc, in the king's courts at Weftminfter, or before the judges of affize or of 
< c gaol delivery in the county, &c. nor before any other his majefty's commiffioners, &c. 
{C And from that ground alfo the cinque ports have ever enjoied this exemption, to be free 
" from levying land foldiers; left if their inhabitants mould be drawn out to ferve his 
« majefty elfewhere they might be left as a prey to foreign enemies, who might be en- 
" couraged there to land upon hope to find little or no refiftance. 4-thly, that upon con- 
< 6 fideration-of that danger his rnajefty in the fecond year of his reign fet forth his prod a- 
" mation, that the inhabitants of the ports and fea towns mould keep their continual 
" refidence there for the better defence and fafety of thofe parts and the whole kingdom, 
" &c. and about the fame time a letter for that purpofe was fent from the lords of the 
u council, to the then lord warden, to command fuch perfons as were then gone out of 
(t the ports to return thither for the fafeguard and defence of the towns ; whereby it ap- 
" peared, and fo it feemed to the ftate and counfel, that the ftrength of the ports and 
" members for their defence did confift in the bodies of the perfons there inhabiting ; which, 
" if they fhould be drawn out, would be a great weakening to the inhabitants and a dif- 
" couragement toothers there to dwell. 5thly, that the great armies that are at this pre- 
" fent in the field beyond the feas, not far off from the fea coaft and the cinque ports, 
"'give them warning not to be fecure, but to be well provided with men and arms for the 
" defence and fafety of themfelves and the whole kingdom. 6thly, that for the fame 
" purpofe and preventing of fudden dangers there are nightly watches continually kept in 
" moft of the faid cinque ports, and they are all charged with a far greater proportion of 
cf arms than any other parts of the kingdom. 7thly, that the moft of the cinque ports, 
" &c. by reafon of their great charges at home and fending forth two bailiffs yearly to 
Yarmouth, are become very poor and fome of them almoft depopulate. 8thly, that 
' the one half of the inhabitants of moft of the ports confifts of mariners and fifhermen, 
Ci who are commonly at fea, and of them there hath been about 200 yearly pre ft of late 
" to ferve his majefty in his fhips, befides many pilots thence daily taken up for his ma- 
" jelly's navy royal. Cjthly, that there are a great number of ft rangers, French, Dutch, 
41 Walloons and all other nations, inhabiting "within moft of the principal cinque ports, 
" who, if the ftrength of their towns fliall be drawn away to ferve his majefty elfewhere, 
" may give advertifement thereof to foreign nations with whom they have general trade 
" and continual intercourfe by letters, being paflengers that go to and fro daily ; whereby 
M great peril may enfue. iothly, that all freemen inhabiting within the ports, towns 
" and members theicof, upon their admiflion take oaths to maintain the charters, liberties, 
" cuftoms and priviledges thereof, and arc therefore more careful therein. " From the 

records. 
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ON the nth of feb. 1643* the mayor and jurats received a letter under the hands of fir 
Edvv. Boys, fir James Oxenden, lieutenants, and John Boys, efq. requefting the corpo- 
ration to join with the county of Kent, and other counties, viz. SufTex, Surrey andHamo 
fliire, in railing men for the public fafefcy, and dating that the following articles had been 
agreed upon by the deputy lieutenants and other gentlemen of the county of Kent con- 
cerning the railing, arming and paying of 1000 mufketccrs and 100 horfe for the defence 
oi' the (aid county. ift 5 it is thought fit that a moving body of 1000 foot and 100 hoik 
(hould be raifed for the defence of the faid county. 2d, that the forces fo raifed be pri 
cipally as a guard for the defence of this county ; and that neither the faid forces nor 1

part of them be removed out of the county, without an order from both houfes of parlia- 
ment or from his excellency the earl of Efiex ; and after fuch removal the faid forces be 
no more paid by the county, but at the charge of the ftate, during fuch employment out 



of the faid county. 3d, that upon the difbanding of fuch forces thofe arms provided bv 
the county fliall be magazinedup, in fuch convenient place as {hall be thought fit by the 
deputy lieutenants, for the defence of the county upon any other occafion. 4th, that for 
the raifing, arming and paying of thofe forces upon computation will amount to 30,00011. 
per annum, which is thought fit {hall be apportioned upon the'five laths and the citvof 
Canterbury proportionally, and to raife one quarter's payment prefent, for which we 
ihall deiire an ordinance of parliament. 5th, that when the other counties that defire aa 
ailbciation with our county fliall have raifed thofe*proportions of men, agreed on by thofe 
gentlemen of the feveral counties in the ftar chamber on monday the 23d of this inftant 
January, we fliall be ready and willing to aflbciate accordingly, if it fliall be thought con- 
venient and fitting for all thofe counties fo to do. 

The fame propofal was made to the reft of the ports, and upon the anfvvers fent to a 
circular letter fent by the fpeaker to the ports and members it appeared, that Hafting?, 
Sandwich, Dovor, New Romncy, Winchelfea, Sea ford and Tcnterdcn were againft th 
meafurc for the rcafons following. )ft, fhould a foreign enemy, as it is fufpcclcd and 
indeed much to be feared, fhortly endeavour to arrive amongft us, and we then in our 
" greateft need be to feelc for aid, and in the interim fend away our ftrcngth to be a moving 
body about the county, were not fit in time of danger. 2d, fhould we that have ways 
enow of expence at home permit ourfclvcs to be drawn into the country charge, and not 
only fo but be alfo fubjetSVed under the county commander, contrary to our charters, were 
an infringement of our liberties and dishonour to our lord warden. And laitly s ourchar- 
tcr being large, whereby we enjoy many freedoms, liberties and privileges, all which v/e 
are fworn to preferve and maintain, yet notwithstanding, fliould wc unadvifedly join with 
the county in the aflbciation, were undoubtedly a quere whether our charter were not 
thereby forfeited, From the records, !)**■ 
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Die lune 20° maij, 1643. Whereas upon reading of the humble petition of the mayor, 
*urats and commonalty of Sandwich 16 die inftantis maii 1643, it was by the honourable 
commons houfe of parliament ordered and referred to us to conftder, whether or no it be 
matter of importance the aforefaid town of Sandwich fhould be fortified, and whether the 
fum of %%oYu or thereabouts be needful to be expended upon the faid fortifications; in 
obfervance of the faid order we this prefent day have taken a full view of the town afore- 
faid the walls of the fame, and the hills near adjacent to it, and upon our view and con- 
federation of the premifes do certify and are of opinion, it is a matter of importance that 
the faid to.wn fhould be fortified, fo far as not only to fave themfelves, but alfo the country 
near about it, from a fudden plunder or furprife, and the fum of 330I 1. at lead will be 
needful to be expended about the fame, notwithstanding the money already expended by 
the inhabitants thereof.

DOCTOR Michael Hudfon a famous royalift^ who with John Afhburnham conducted 
the king to the Scots at Southwell, when he efcaped from Oxford, came to Sand- 
wich, the 6th of june 1646, in his way to take (hipping at Dover, to wait upon the queen 
in France in order to concert meafures for the king to get away from the Scots. He 
took upon him the name of his brother in law doctor Francis CrofTe, and had with him 
a pafs procured by dr. CrofTe in his own name for Hudfon's ufe ; but meeting with colonel 

4 

Petman accidentally at Rocheiter, who knew him, he was difcovered to the mayor of Sand- 
wich and fecured. The doctor was impiifoncd thice quarters of a year in London houfe, 
and, after efcaping from thence, a year in the tower, whence he got out, after a fhrewd 
clcfign to" have taken the tower, with a bafket of apples on his head in a difguife to the 
king at Hampton court. During his confinement in the tower he wrote the Divine Right 
of Government natural and political in two books, printed in 1647, 4to, wherein he fhews 
himfflf to be a lcholar, as he had before by his maitial feats to be a foldier : but efcaping 
from thence in 1648 he went into Lincolnshire, where he raifed a party of horfe for his 
niujefty, and had engaged feme of the gentry of Norfolk, and Suffolk in the like defign. 
He took pofleflion of Wooderoft houfe in the parifh of Hclpcflon about feven miles from 
Stanfoid in Lincolnfhirc, where hj was attacked by the parliament forces under colonel 
VVaite and reduced to the ncceffity of fuiiendering after a gallant defence upon terms of fafc 
cjuartcr. But the colonel baicly broke his faith, and ordered his men to kill Hudfon 5 who 
upon this fought his way up to the leads, and when he (aw they were pu filing in upon 
him, threw himfflf over the battlements and hung by his hands, till they cut off his wrifls 

and 
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and let him drop into the moat ; and then ran down to hunt him in the water, where they 
found him paddling with his flumps, and barbaroufly knocked him on the head. This 
happened on the 6th of june, 1648. He was rector of Uffington which he exchanged 
for Kings- cliffb. By his death his family were deprived of aoooli. perfonal eilate, and 
900I1. a year real.

RINCE Charles, afterwards Charles II, came into the Downs in auguft 1648 with a 
confiderable fleet, and while he remained there made capture of feveral merchant 
{hips to the^valueof 200,oooli. The earl of Warwick in the mean time fitted out aftrong 
fleet at Portfmouth, with which he came into the Downs and anchored within fight of the 
prince. Lord Willoughby of Parham a convert from the parliament was on board the 
fleet, and, Whitelock fays, was very earneft with the prince to fi^ht the earl, having at 
furances that feveral of his fhips would revolt to the prince. It is certain, great endea- 
vours were ufed on both fides to draw over each others feamen without much effect, At

laft, Campbell aflerts, the prince refolvedto engage and attempted it, but was prevented 

r 

by the Shifting of the wind. And then provifions falling fhort, it was judged expedient to 
fail for the coaft of Holland, While the prince lay in the Downs, on the 15th of auguft 
he attacked the town of Deal, and the forces under col. Rich intrenched there for its de- 
fence, Whitelock recites, that the prince's forces marched with great refolution, and to 
prevent the parliament's horfe from annoying them, chofe an advantageous fituation with 
marfh ground in front. The horfe were thrown into confufion and retreated ; but the 
prince's men advancing to firmer ground in confidence of victory were flanked by the horfe, 
and receiving a charge at the fame time from 300 mufqueteers, they were put into difordcr, 
•and foon entirely routed with confiderable lofs. Campbell's Lives of the Admirals, Col-

for themfelves and the people of theire portes, to doe and confent unto thofe thing* which 
then and there by common councell of the faid common wealth in parliament, by God's 
bleffeing, fhall be ordained upon the weighty affaires aforefaid j foe that for defed of fuch 
like power, or by reafon of the improvident choice of the barons afore faid, the faid affaires 
may not remain undone in any wife. And have you there the names of the faid barons, 
and this writt. And in your proceedings and execution hereof, wee will, that you purfue 
and obferve the feverall directions limit ted, appoynted and prefcribed by the government 
aforefaid.

JAMES R. Trufty and welbeloved wee greete you well. Our will and pleafure if, 
and wee doe hereby authorize and direct you to give order forthwith for feizeing, ap- 
prehending and difarmeitig all difaffefled and fufpicious perfon s, and particularly all noncon- 
formift: minifters, and fuch pcrfons as have fcrued againft our royall father and late royal! 
brother of blefied memory, and for fending them in fafe cuftody to Dovor caftle, to be fe- 
cured there till further order. And our will and pleafure alfoe is, that you give order for 
fecureing of the horfes belonging to any perfon who fhall be fo feifed. And whereas wee 
have received fevcrall complaints of the factious and feditious behaviour of John Wheeler 
one of the j urates of Sandwich, wee have thought fitt to difplace him from being a jurate, 
and alfoe to disfranchiie him, and he is hcereby difplaced and disfranchifed accordingly. 
Given at our court at Whitehall the 27th day of June, 1685, in the firft yeare of our 
rcignc. By his majcities command. Sunderland. From the records. 
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QANDWTCH, c-lecembcr 8th, 1688; wc heard from Dovor that certain feamen went 
^ to the maior, capt. Stokes, and told him, that wheras they wore informed that the 
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Irifh were a marching down from Gravefend to Dovor, and that with the firft opportu- 
nity the French were minded to land there, and fearing that bettween thefe two they 
fhould be all deftroy'd, therefore they defired to know of him, if he thought it would not 
be beft for them to ftand in their own defence: the mayor told them, that if he thought 
that were -true, he would lay down his ftaff and take up a fword, &c, whereupon feveral 
of them went and took Dovor caftle, and we heard, that the day following, being funday 
dec. o, there were got about 200 or 250 of the townfmen in the caftle. Now the mayor 
of Dover fearchedthe paquet and the male of letters, and ftoped all fufpected paflengers. 

Dec. 10, being rnonday, it was reported at Sandwicb 3 that we muft go and take San- 
down caftle, and that the Deal people fhould take Deal caftle, and the country Walmer 
caftle; but on tuefday dec. IX, we heard that the Deal people had taken them all three 
the'mfelves. Now there being about 20 fmall fmacks and yats in the Downs, there went 
off a boat from Deal to go on bord fome of them, but they would not fuffer the boat to 
come near j therefore it was fuppofed that they were full of about 3000 Irifh, and wqtq 
defined to land 5 therefore feveral porters and feamen here having clobs and fwords, went 
to the mayor's, mr Maundy, who being at fir James Oxenden's, they went to the deputy's, 
mr Nowell, to know if he would order them to go to Sandown caftle to help ftrengthen? 
the fame, or to get more help and ftand on the town's defence- here y but mr Nowell 
giving them no incouragement they proceeded no further; and this day we heard from 
Canterbury* that there were about 150 or 200 men up in armes there, and that they had 
fearched fir Edward Hales his houfe at st Stephens's and had found feveral jefuits there; 
that they had ranfackt his houfe, broke the windows, cut open his beds and ftrewed the 
fethers about, killed his deer, &c. item, that they had done the like at capt. Kingfley's 
houfe. There catnc an exprefs from Ramfgate, that John Rutter there haveing gone off 
with a veflel and took the earle of Petterborough from on bord a fmack, with which he 
was making his efcape for France, and that mr Rutter had him prifoner at his houfe; 
and therfore defired to know of our mayor what they fhould do with him. Then our 
deputy mr Nowell called the reft of the jurats together at the hall ; but they concluded, 
that they could not ftop the faid carle, becaufe he had the king's paffport; yet, notwith- 
ftanding the maycr's releafe, mr Rutter would not let him go 5 but ftill retained him pri- 
foner. Now the people of our town were VQxy vex'd with our mayor for not giving order 

to ftop him. 

On dec. I2 9 being wednefday, there came news, that the Irifh fouldiers at Chattam 
had made a maffacre on the inhabitants there, and had (lain 40 or 50 families; where upon 
news was fent all the country through, and the people rofe in armes here and in all the 
adjacent places, as in Thanet, countrey and villages. Now the drums beat in all places 
hereabouts, the people flock'd together with their armes; outcries were made in the ft reels 
by women, for fear of the Irifh. Now the militia was up in arrncs in the corn market till 
night, and then they were rcleafed, and half a company wach'd this night. Now all the 
guns at Canterbury gate wcie mounted and clcaiM and fired o(K„ 
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This day news came to town, that fir Edward Hales was taken, whereuppon the militia 
gave 3 joyful fhouts, as they were in the corn market. The news of this Irifh maficre 
caufed us now to keep a ftrong watch, and the tattoo was fent about ; the country horfe 
which were in town were preft from out their waggons by the feamen> to draw our car- 
nages to the canons at Canterbury gate. Item, about 6 of the clock this evening, we 
heard from Feverftiam, that the king was there taken by a matter of a fmack which ufed to 
drudge for oi tiers, and that the faid mafter kept the king prifoner at his houfe > } and fir 
Edward Hales, which was taken with the king, was kept by him prifoner alio. 

On december 13, being thurfday, all was indifferent quiet* the news of the king's being 
taken was confirmed, the train bands warded, the drums beat a nights to relieve the ward, 
the tattoo beat about 9 or 10 of the clock at night, and fo it continued till the train bands 
had watch'd and warded once round, which was 3 or 4 days time; after which they 
watch'd and warded again by wards, as they did for 3 or 4 weeks after the prince of 
Orange came over. This day we heard of fir George Jefferies the lord chanceller, he that 
was the weftern judge, was taken in difguife on board a collier atWapin ; from whence he 
was taken and kept prifoner.- As he was caried along, the people cried, hang him, hang 
him > others cried, Oats him, Oats him firft. 

On friday dec. 14, the feamen talked of fearching mr Comb's, mr Milfe's, mr Wells's 
and mr Greenwood's houfes, for to fee if they harbor'd any jefuites, or had any armes in 
them; wheruppon fome were taken which fpoke of makeing this fearch, and had to the 
hall about it : then the feamen run blundering into the hall, and were refolved, that \\ 
mr maior fent them to prifon which were taken, as they were threaten'd, that he mould 
fend them all to prifon ; fo mr maior releas'd them, but defired them not to riffle any ones 

houfe or fpoill them of their goods, &c, but live peaceably together in love and unity.

HAV I N G appointed a time for my coming downc to the cinque ports, to be fwornc 
guardian thereof according to the ufuall manner, I thought it neccfTary to give you 
this timely notice, that I intend to be at Braydenftone hill within the liberty of the towne 
and port of Dovor upon tuefday the fixteenth day of auguft next, by eight of the clock 
in the forenoon, to the end that upon the receipt thereof you may give good fummons and 
lawfull warning to the reft of your brcthercn within the cinque port?, two ancient townes, 

and 
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and their members, to be then and there prefent and ready to hold the grand court of 
Shepway, and to do as hath been accuftomed. If you have any thing to offer to me re- 
lating to the cinque ports, I fhall be very glad to hear from you, and I do a flu re you [ 
fhall always ufe my utmoft endeavours to ferve you. I am your moft humble fervant,

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THE Romans, during the latter period of their empire in Britain, were under a ne- 
ceffity of protecting their coafts oppofite to the continent, from the attacks of the 
northern pirates, by the eftablifhment of garrifons of regular troops in nine different 
ftations \ which were under the fuperintendance and government of an officer, whofe title 
was Comes littoris Saxonici. The names of thefe ftations were Othona, Dubris, Le- 
manis, Branot'unum, Gariononum, Regulbium, Rutupis, Anderida, and Portus Adurnio 
It has been found difficult to appropriate modern names to fome of thefe places; but no- 
body hefitates to refer Dover to Dubris, Lymne to Lemanis, Burgh Caftle, or Caifter, to 
Gariononum, Reculver to Regulbium, and Richborough to Rutupium. Thefe all prefent 
to us ruins of Roman fortreffes, which were the praefidia of convenient harbours ; in the 
neighbourhood of which are fituated fome of the cinque ports, or places that have been emi- 
nently connected with them, namely, Dover, Hithe, Yarmouth, and Sandwich* In fearch- 
ing after the fites'of the other four places, we fhould by analogy expecl: to find fome of the 
foregoing circumftances combined with them, Othona accordingly has been referred to 
Maiden, an ancient Roman colony; Branodunum to Branchefter; Portus Adurni to 
Shoreham, and Anderida to Ghichefter: but I fubmit, with diffidence to thofe who are 
qualified to decide on fuch fubje& s whether thefe ancient names will not apply as well to 
Haftings, Romney, Rye, and Winchelfea, as to any other places whatfoever : unlefs 
indeed the word Anderelio, in the Vatican copy of the anonymous Ravennas, may be fup- 

pofed to mean Anderida j in which cafe if would feem to have relation to Arundel in 

Suflcx. 

The inftitution of the Cinque Ports by incorporation, whether it was the ad of Edward 
the confeffor, or of William the conqueror, was undoubtedly an imitation of the Roman 
fyftcm ; but the fcale of the eftablifhment was contracted, becaufe, in thofe later times, 
our enemies from the continent confined their attacks principally to the places on the 
borders of the narrow feas. The Cinque Ports are not mentioned collc&ively in Donief- 
day; Dover, Sandwich and Romney only occurring there, as privileged port? : which 
circumftance has induced fome eminent pcrfons to fuppofc, that there was no community 
of the Cinque Ports at that time : but king John, in his charter to the Cinque Ports ex- 
prcfsly fays, that the barons of the Ports had, at that time, in their poflcflion charters of 
moft of the preceding kings back to Edward the ConfcJTor ; which he had fieri. Moreover, 
Mailings has always been eftccmed the firft port in precedency, and it would fcarcely have 
acquired that preeminence, if it had indeed been among the lad that were privileged. Rye 
and Winchelfca were at firft united with the Ports, as limbs or members of Haftings- as 
appears by a record of the firft year or king John, cited by lord Coke in his infiitutcs • 
and, under the denomination of the two ancient towns, ihcy feem to have obtained the 
iupcriority they now hold over the other limbs before the year 1247; f° r '8 a charter of 
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The privileges of the Ports were fo advantageous to the inhabitants, that it was natural 
for the adjoining places to wifh for a fhare in them ; and, on the other hand, the fervi 
which the Ports were bound to perform at the king's fummons, though extremely hono - 
able, were fo expenfive, that the Ports were glad to.be eafed of a part of the burden b 
their opulent neighbours ; who probably jmrchafed a participation in the franchifes bv 
the payment of a large .fine to the head port. It is obfervable, that almoft the whole of 
the fea coaft, from the north Tide of Thanet'to Haftings, is within the jurifdi&ion of the 
Cinque Ports. The limbs are iirft mentioned in the Red Book* of the exchequer, and 
in the Domefday* of the Ports j but they do not occur in the charters ttill the time of 
Edward the fourth.

* The Red Book is faid by lord Coke to have been written in the time of king II. I, who reigned from iioo 
to j 1 35. But it is in fact a mifcellany of feveral trcatifes, re ierrible to di (lei en t periods, before and aftei the 
conquer!, down to die time in which ihey were collected togetliei by Alexander de Sweicford, arehderieon of 
Shrewsbury and an officer in the exchequer, who lived and had appointments under Rich, I. John, Hen. II. nml 
Hen. III. mid died in 1x46. See Madox's iiiftury of the Exchequer, The Domefday of the Ports was an 
ancient nnmufcript, formerly kept in Dover caflk, but now loll. It h cited in the cullumal of Kye, n'fye&fag 
an ordinance of king Hen. Ill, in the year 117.9, 
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That the Cinque Ports were originally fafe and commocfious harbours, is clear from their 
name as well as from their hiftory. It is however curious to advert to the alteration that 
has taken place in thefe once famous havens. Haftings, Romney, and Hithe have entirely 
loft their rivers by various artificial operations ; and the Rother and the Stour are by the 
fame means becoming narrower land fhallower every day. Dover pier, by the aid of a 
large income, and a proper application of it, ft 1 11 receives and protects (hipping of a mo- 
derate fize, as it ufed to do; and it will probably, as a harbour, outlive all the other 
Cinque Ports, -unlefs the commiffioners fhould be prevailed upon to attempt to render it, 
what nature never intended it to be, an afylum for large vefTels. 

The Conflable, Lord Warden, Cuftos, Guardian or Keeper of the' liberties of the 
Cinque Ports, is the immediate officer of the king to the Ports, and hath the return of the 
king's ordinary writs 5 which are directed to him 5 and without the fandion of his feal 
they are of no force in the Ports : in which fenfe it is faid, that Breve regis non currit in 
Portubus. As Lord Warden he is likewifeChancellour, and Admiral of the coafts where 
the Ports lie; and holds his courts of chancery and admiralty, when he thinks proper, 
for the moft part at Dover in st James's church ; though the court of admiralty has in 
former times been frequently held in Sandwich* and the other Ports. As Warden he 
fummons, and prefides in, the court of Shipwayj which is the fupreme court of the 
Cinque Ports; at which the Lord Warden when he comes into the office has been 
ufually fworn, and to which appeals and writs of error lie from the municipal courts. 
Here are triable all thofe caufes, of which the inferior courts have not cognifance ; fuch 
as treafon, counterfeiting the king's feal or his coin, falfifying his money, treafure trove, 
mifcondufl: of the head officer in judicial matters, extortion of the king's bailif, and non- 

i 

performance of the common fervices of the Ports : and no writ of error lies to reverfe a 
judgment given in the inferior courts of the Ports, but at Shepwayj though a writ of 
error lies from that court to the king's bench. 

The Lord Warden is Conflable of Dover caftle, and it is his fir ft or fuperior title: 
but formerly the two offices were not conftantly united inone pcrfon, as they now always 



are. 



All writs from Dover caftle are executed by an officer called the bodar. 

By the 32 Hen. VIII. all the new caftles and for tre lies in Kent were placed under the 

rvey and control of the Conflable and Lord Warden.

The records of the Cinque Ports in former times were depofited in a room afligned for 
the purpofe in Dover caftle ; but they are now for the moft part loft or deftroyed. What 
remain are in the hands of the Regiftrar ; and the books containing the entries of the pro- 
ceedings at the brotherhoods and gueftlingS are kept in a cheft at Romney; the oldeft of 
which, marked A. begins the nth of Hen. VI, and ends the 9th of Elizabeth ; and the 
other, marked E. begins in 1572, and ends with the proceedings of the laft brotherhood 
in 1771,

Decreed, that no burgefs be chofen to parliament out of the 
Cinque Ports, except he be a freeman reliant and inhabiting, or of council with the Ports, 
and receiveth a yearly fee of the ports and members, or any of them ; and this, becaufe it 
has been common to choofe perfons ignorant of the privileges of the Ports, 

Bailiffs to Yarmouth. 

14 H. VI JL No head officer to be chofen bailiff* to Yarmouth. — 15th H. VIII. The 
four bailiffs to Yarmouth to be allowed fix pounds, to be levied by the whole houfc and 
paid to'thc bailiffs at the brotherhood, if it be not paid them at Yarmouth upon demand.

Hithe a {hip of 60 tons 5 powder 500 weight ; ordnance 3 mynions, 4 falkons, 20 bullets 
of all forts for each.— Dover a fhip of 80 tons j powder 800 weight j ordnance 4 mynions, 
4 falkons, fhot 20 of all forts to each. — Sandwich, as Dover.

Haftings is a corporation, confining of a mayor, jurats and commonalty, and for time 
immemorial has ranked as chief of the Cinque Ports, Its head officer was called bailiff", till 
queen Elizabeth by her charter changed the title to that of mayor. 

The common feal is very ancient, and, on the obverfe, bears for a device an antique 
vcfFel of one nraft, upon the fea, under iail 9 and running down an enemy's veflel of the 
fame form -5 a man floating on the waves.

SANDWICH. 

Sandwich is a corporation by prefcription, by the name of the mayor, jurats and 
commonalty of the town and port of_ Sandwich in the county of Kent. It is one of the 
Cinque Ports, and ranks in precedency, at the brotherhood, next after Haftings. It 
lies in SI degrees i6| minutes of north latitude, and is i°. 20'. 38". in degrees, or 
5'. 22'. 32"'. in time, to the eaftward of the meridian of the obfervatory at Greenwich; 
and its direct diftance from thence is about 60 ftatute miles. It is five miles from Deal - 
by the horfe road through the fond hills, and about feven by the coach road through 
Ham and Finglefham ; twelve miles from Dover and Canterbury, fix from Rarnfgate, and 
nine from Margate. It fends two members to parliament • and has given the title of earl 
to a branch of the family of Montague ever fince the 12th July, 1660. 

The town extends along the fouthern margin of the river. Its fituation, when firfi built, 
was probably on the fea (hore, upon a point of land left by the retiring waters of the Portus 
Rutupinus, and where the Romans had made no fettlement, for nothing is met with here 
that can be referred to that people; whereas coins, earthen velTels and other teftimonies of 
their refidence perpetually prefent themfelves in the neighbourhood, where the ground rifes 
above the level of- the fea. The name of Sandwich occurs in hiftory for the firft time 
in the life of Wilfrid by Eddius Stephanus; who relates, that the bifhop returning from 
France arrived Tiappily and pleafantly in the haven of Sandwich. This mufthave been 
about the year 664 or 665 ; and the town moft likely was founded between that period and 

the departure of the Romans from Britain, which happened about the middle of the fifth 
century. 

The town communicates with Stonar and Thanet by means of a ftonc bridge, built over 
the river by virtue of an a£l of parliament palled in the year 1755. It is divided into three 
parifhes, the churches of which are feverally dedicated to st Clement, st Peter, and st 
Mary the virgin; and there are three licenfed places of worfhip in the town for diflcntcrs. 

The river from its fource to Sandwich is called the Stour, and from thence to its mouth 
Sandwich haven. The meafured diftance from Fordwich bridge to Sandwich bridge, by 
the courfeof the river, is 15$ miles, and from thence to high water mark upon the fea 
fliore about 4$ miles, and to the mouth oi the haven at low water fpring tide about two 
miles more. The depth of water at the mouth of the harbour at ordinary fpring tides is 
about 14 or 15 feet, and fometimes, when the wind blows ftrong from the north weft, 
which makes the higheft tidc9 along this coaft, the water has ri fen there to the height of 
20 feet. The perpendicular rife of the water at Sandwich bridge, in common fpring tides, 
is about 8 feet, and the whole depth of water is then about 14 feet. 

In Edward the confeflbr's time there were 307 inhabited houfes in Sandwich, which 
were increafca} in the conqueror's reign to 383. In the reign of Ed. III. Sandwich fitted 
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out for the Icing's fervice.22 fliips with 504 mariners. In 1565 there were 420 houfeholds 
of which 291 were englifh and 129 Walloons; and feven perfons were then in want of 
habitations, namely, 3 merchants, I fcrivener, 2 furgeons and 1 ** matter of fence/* 
There were at that time employed at Sandwich in the coafting trade and in the fifheries, 
9 crayers from 14 to 24 tons; five boats from 6 to 10 tons; three hoys from 20 to 40 
tons ; failbrs 62. In 1689, the perfons a fie fled to the poll tax were in number I447. In 
the year 1776, the town contained within the walls 562 houfes and 2213 inhabitants, that 
is, not quite four to a houfe. 

The avarage annual mortality in Sandwich for 25 years, from 1763 to 1787, both in- 
clusive, has been about 1 in 34.8 of the whole number of inhabitants ; and the births have 
exceeded the burials upon an average about 12 every year. For the laft eight years of that 
period, the annual excefs of the births over the burials has been at the rate of 19 yearly, 
and only 1 in 35,4 of the inhabitants has died annually. Thefe calculations have been 
made upon a fuppofition, that the total number of inhabitants may have been uniformly 
2259, as in 1776, when they were accurately numbered. 

The town is governed by a mayor and twelve jurat?, who are ex officio juftices of the 

peace, with plenary powers of magiftracy* The mayor, or in his abfence his deputy, is 

coroner within all the liberties of the town and port, and he is returning officer at the 

election of barons to ferve in parliament. All the municipal elections, decrees, by-laws 

and ordinances are made by the whole corporate body, a/Tembled in the guildhall at, what 

is called, A common aflembly, convened by found of the common horn ; which is of brafs 

and of great antiquity. There are two regular and fixed common aflemblies every year ; 

one, on the firft mohday after the feaft of st Andrew, for the choice of mayor, and the 

other on the following thurfday, for the election of officers. Occafional meetings of the 

corporation are held at the plcafure of the mayor. The court of general feffions and gaol 

delivery may however be called a common aflembly, as the freemen are called to attend it 

by found of the horn with the ufual proclamation, namely, All free barons, houfeholders, 

indwclicrs be at the guildhall, at the time appointed 5 Gcd fave the king. This court 

was formerly held quarterly, but now half-yearly. An adjournment of it, under the title 

of the petty feflion, was formerly held weekly, but in latei* times the interval has been 

prolonged fucceflively to a fortnight, three weeks, and, fince the year J 741, to a month. 

The court is now held on the firft thurfday in the month; with this variation, that a 

court is always held on the thuifday preceding the choice of mayor, and on the thurfday 

next after t£e choice of officers. A court of record is always held at the fame time with 

the petty feflion. Courts of confcicncc and of piepowder were formerly held in this town \ 

but they have been long difufed ; unlefs the annual meeting of the mayor and jurats in 

the fair, to examine the weights and mcafurcs, may be considered as a branch of the latter 

court; but in that cafe a record perhaps would have been made of the proceedings. A 

court of requefts was cftabliflicd here by an a£l of parliament, in 1786, for the recovery 

of iinall debts within Sandwich and many adjacent villages. All fines and forfeitures, not 

impropriated by act of parliament, belong to the corporation. The 
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The mayor (major) is chofen annually by the mayor, jurats and commonalty, at a common 
aflembly, .in the guildhall. The election ufed to be made in st Clement's church til! the 
year 1683, when tlie king, by a letter under his fxgn manual, ordered the meeting for thaf 
purpofe to be held in future at the guildhall. He carries a black knotted ftick in his hand 
as a badge of office/ His falary is 40I. a year; and ten pounds are granted to mrs may.orefs 
in lieu of a privilege, allowed to her about the . year 1525, of nuking a freeman. Wnen 
a mayor dies, the deputy mayor, if one has been appointed, or elfe the eldeffc jurat 
convenes a common aflembly, as foon as conveniently may be, foj the election of another 
mayor. The deputy mayor is appointed by the mayor at a common aflembly. or on any 
court day, as he pleafes. Sometimes no deputy has been appointed throughout the year. 

The jurats (juraci, aldermanni, barones) are twelve in number, exclufively of the 
mayor. They are chofen out of the common councilmen by the whole body corporate at a 



common aflembly, and are annually fworn to aflift the mayor. 

The common council confifts of twenty four 5 who, by a modern regulation, muft firft * 
have been treafurers of the corporation ;- whereas formerly the treafurers were taken from 
the common council. They were firft inftituted in the year 1454, and the eftablifhment 
has been differently modified at different times. The whole of it indeed is an innovation 
on the original conftitution of the town. They are fworn. 

The fteward of the court or recorder, who muft be a barrifter, is appointed at a court 
of record, and is fworn. His fee for attending the general feflions is thirteen nobles, or ■ 
4], 6s. 8d, It is ufual to prefent him with the freedom of the. corporation upon his ap- 
pointment, if he is not already free, 

Thctowncierk (communis clericus) is annually appointed, with a falary of ten pounds 

and a grant of all fees, profits and commodities incident to the office ; and is fworn. 
All the following officers of the corporation are annually ele£tive e 
The common wardman (wardmannus) has a falary of 5!. 3 s. 4 d. and a livery; and is 

fworn. He carries the laigeft of the.filver maces, and in proceflions immediately precede? 

the mayor. 

There are two fergeants at mace (fervicntes ad clavum, clavigeri) each with a falary of 
5I. and a livery 5— fworn. They bear the fmaller filver maces, and in proceffion pre- 
cede the wardman. There was but one of thefe till the gth of dceember 1473, when u 
fecond was appointed to wait upon the mayor and treafurers, ad attendendum fuper maio- 

^rem rt thefaurarios. The liveries of the wardmen and fergeants are black gowns and 

' gold laced hats; 

Thehogmace, or (eigeant at brazen mace, is firft mentioned in 1471. He bears -i 
flout tiaff with a brazen head, has a falary of 3 1. and a livery ; and is fworn. The livery 
is a blue plaited vert with black velvet cufts, probably the drefs of that time, and a mM 
laced hat. * b 



The land treafurer (terrae thcHiurarius) has a falary of 20s. and is fworn. His office 
is to receive and collect all the land rents and revenues of the corporation, thai are not 

cntruftcd to Other treafurers by adts of parliament, r~.

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The water treafurer (aquse-thefaurarius) has a falary of 20&. and is fworn. He colka* 

the harbour dues. 

The treafurers fucceed to the vacancies in the common council in rotation. 

There are three keepers of the keys of the common cheft (cuftcdes clavium communis 
ciftae) who are generally the mayor, one jurat and one commoner. 

Three wardens of orphans (cuftodes orphanorum) ; the mayor and two jurats. 

Two wardens of the flefh market (cuflodes carnium) and as many of the fifh market 
(cuftodes pifcium) ; the latter of which are to have four pence a hundred for white fait* 
fifh arid fouT pence for every laft of herrings. All fworn. 

Two fearchers of leather (cuftodes coriorum) ; fworn. 

A perfon is appointed to look after David's gate, pillory gate, the gutters and fewers. 

The beadle, bedellus, has a falary of 7L 13s. 4d. and a livery. He carries a trout ftaff 
with a brazen end at the top. His office is to take up vagrants and upon convitiion to 
ptihifh thern ; and he is to look after hogs and other nuifances in the ftreets, His livery 
is a laced brow^n great-coat and a gold laced hat. 

Nine auditors are appointed to audit the accounts of the treafurers, and other accounts 
between any other perfon and the corporation. The audit confifts of three jurats, three 
common counciimen, and three commoners. * 

The .'gauge* of cafks and fealer of meafures pays a penny to the land treafurer for hi$ 
office, and is fworn. 

Three meters; fworn. 

Three perfons are appointed to look after abufes done to the Delph, who are to have 
half the fine of five (hillings on every offender, according to ancient cuftom. 

Befides the above regular officers, the fexton of st Peter's has 3I. is. 8d. for ringing the 

bell at four in the morning and eight in the evening; and another perfon has 4I. a year 
for attending the ; fluice at Canterbury gate.

The revenues of the corporation arife from landed eftates, the fale of freedom, the toll 
of the bridge, an annual payment of 200I. from the truftees of Ramfgate harbour, and 
from fome trifling harbour dues. 

The freedom of Sandwich maybe acquired various ways; ift by birth ; that is, by 
being born of free parents within the town : 2dly by marriage of a freeman's daughter 
born in the town and of the age of 21 years : 3dly by redemption or purchafe ; that is, 
by paying 20I. more or lefs, as may be thought proper at a cpmmon aflembly : 4thly by 
purchafe of a free tenement of the yearly value of 20I. out of which iffues neither quitrent 
nor fervice: 5thly by gift of the corporation; and laftly, by ferving feven years as an 
apprentice in the town to a freeman. 

No one can be admitted to freedom who is under the age of 21 years. 

A freeman forfeits his freedom by refiding out of town a year and a day ; but he is al- 
ways reftored, upon petition, when he again becomes an inhabitant. Freemen by mar- 
riage do not lofe their privileges at the death of their wives, 

Nonrefident freemen are excluded from voting on every occafion, except for the choice 
of barons to reprefent the corporation in parliament. 

The refident freemen .on the poll at the latter end of the year 1790 were 492, nonrefi- 
dent 320 ; in all 812. Tjienjumber that voted at the general election in that year was 586. 

The town was formerly divided into eight wards for purpofes of defence, in each of 
which were two conftables; but from the year 1437 there have been twelve wards or 
diftri^Sj and a jurat preft'des over each of them, and annually nominates his conftable and 
deputy conftable therein, who are fworn. 

About the year 1684, an information in the nature of a quo warranto was exhibited 
againft the corporation of Sandwich, to fliew by what authority they claimed to be a cor- 
poration. Upon which it was agreed, at a common aflembly, to furrender the charter 
into the king's hands, and a new charter was immediately granted, under which the cor- 
poration ailed, till James II. in j 688 ilTucd a proclamation for reftoring corporations to 
their ancient charters, liberties, rights and franchiies. It does not appear that any record 
was made of this furrender, or that there was any charter of reftoration. 

The records of the corporation arc well preferved in bound volumes from the year 143 i. 
The cuftomal is a fair manufcript, tranferibed on vellum, J or the moil: part in the be- 
ginning of Edward the fourth's reign from an older manufciipr, and bears date in the year 

1301. 
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1 30 1. Some of the paflages however arc of modern dates, and have been entered by dif- 
ferent townclerks. The whole of it is given in the preceding part of this work. 
The market is held on wednefdays and faturdays,

All the ports upon the coaft of Kent are members and creeks to Sandwich, the mother 
port. ^ 

The exports from Sandwich are com, grain, flour, feeds, hops, wool, malt, apples, 

pears, leather, oak bark, afhes, &c.— - the imports grocery, furniture, linen, woollen, and 

other fhop goods from London; iron, plank, fpars, timber, lead, fcotch and wclfh coal, 

fait, wine, fpirits, porter, glafs, grindftones, portland and other ftone, &c. from Wales, 

Scotland, Sweden, Norway and the Baltic. 

The guildhall, or as it is 1110ft commonly called, the courthall, was built in the year 

1579, " m ^v mayoralty of Edward Wood, the initials of whole name with the date appear 

over the door. The old courthall flood on the ground contiguous to the jail, which was 

purchased a few years ago by the parifh loners of st Peter's for the enlargement of their 

churchyard. The prefent building is well adapted to the purpofes for which it was 

credtcd. The lower room tir proper courthall is fpacious, and is in three divifionsj the 
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firft of which at the upper end of the hall is furnifhed with an elevated bench for the 
mayor and jurats, and a table below for the townclerk, treafurers, gentlemen of the law 
and their clients. The inner bar feparates this place from the area, in which are feats for 
the common councilmen, and a railed inclofure for the prifoner, the witnefies, and the 
petty jury. Between this and the lower divifion is the outer bar, extending crofs the 
hall with a narrow entrance ; at the right fide, of which is the lion of England; and on the 
left the red dragon, adopted as the finifter Supporter of his arms by Henry VII, to de- 
note his defcent from Cadwallader the laft king of the Britons ; and which was continued 
as an appendage to the arms of Henry VIII. and Elizabeth. On the firft ftory is the 
council chamber ; in which is a carved oaken feat for the mayor, and a bench and feats 
for the jurats and common councilmen. On the back: of the feat is cut, Jufticia virtutum 
regina i579> an ^ on one °f tne arrns > Simon Lynch, who probably was at the expence of 
the feat* This room ufed to be ornamented with old matchlock pieces, halberds, and 
pikes ; but they are removed. Adjoining to this is a fmaller room, with a fire place, in 
which the records are kept in a wainfcot prefs and drawers, and which is now ufed for a 
council room ; the larger apartment being appropriated to the bufmefs of the court of 
requefts and of the pavement. In the fecond ftory the armour, offenfive and defenfive, of 
the trained bands, and likewife the clicking ftool and wooden mortar for punifhment of 
fcolds, were preferved till lately; but they are now difperfed. The pencil of an ingenious 
friend, lately deceafed, enables me to give a very faithful reprefentation of thefe articles 
in the annexed plate. 

The common feal of Sandwich is of brafs, in two parts. On the obverfe is an 

antique fhip with a bbwfprit, and one maft, rigged and vaned, the fail furled, and a 
man at each yardarm : a forecaftle, roundtop and poop, all embattled; on the former 
one flag, and on the latter two flags difplayed in oppofite directions : a cock boat on the 
main deck: the fteerfman at the helm, and a man before the maft holding a flag charged 
with two etoiles j another man forward holding an axe : three hooks in the fide of 
the veflel pointing forward : a boathook erect before the poop. Five fifties in the 
water fwimming to the dexter. Infcription, Sigillum confilii baronum de Sandwico. 
The fcal of the afTembly of the barons of Sandwich. On the counterfeal a plant of 
trefoil in leaf and bloom ; overall a lion paflant gardant crowned. Infcribed, Qui fervare 
gregem celi foletindico regem. I reprefentthe king who protects the flock of heaven. This 
fcal was affixed to a deed without date now in the archives of chriftchurch, Canterbury, 
marked Q_7; and to two others there, one dated 131 7, L228 n° 2 ; the other 1332, S 383. 

The feal of mayoralty is of filvcr, and has on it the Ports arms, and this infcription in 
finall black character, Sigillum officii maioratus villc Sandewicu The feal of the office 
of mayoralty of the town of Sandwich. 

Brown Willis, in his Notitia Parliamentarian fays, the arms of Sandwich arc, Per pale 
3 dcmi-lyons paflant gardant or, between 2 dcmi-lyons paflant gardant and 2 hulks coun- 
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terchanged ; which is nonfenfe. The arms adopted by Sandwich for their banners have 
been conftantly the Ports arms. 

The feal of the freefchool, engraved at page 244, has the figure of our faviour fitting 
under an arch, with the nimbus round his head and a book open in his lap, in the a<ft of 
fpeaking. At his right hand are five of the difciples, one fitting, the reft {landing; 
a child on the ground with its left hand raifed ; on the left are five children, two with 
books under their left armsj behind the children in the door way is the pedagogue with 
his flagellum. In bafe the arms of Manwood, and on a fcroll, by way of motto, Sinite 
parvvlos venire ad me. Suffer little children to come unto me. Round the feal, Sigillvm 
commune, gvhernztorum Where fcole gramatice Rogeri Manwood in Sandwico. The com- 
mon feal of the governours of fir Roger Manwood's free grammar fchool in Sandwich. 

Flints rounded by attrition, fhingle or fmall ftones mixed with broken fhells, entire fca 
(hells, fea fand, and other marks of a fea fhore, occur a few feet below the furface in st 
Mary's parifh, and the other low parts of Sandwich, and plainly point out the derivation 
of its Saxon name from its fituation, Sandwic, the town on the fand. The fp rings lie 
high, and fill the wells with very indifferent water 5 but there is every where beneath the 
town, at the depth of from 40 to 58 feet, a flratum of flint, which, when once penetrated 
by the borer, yields a plentiful fupply of fine water 5 but as the land drains are not kept 
out of the wells by fteening, the inhabitants have not the full advantage of the fpring. 
The other fupplies of water are from the haven, and the delf, which is an artificial canal 
raifed in fome parts above the level of the grounds through which it runs, and was made 
in the time of Edw. I. for the purpofe of furniihing the inhabitants of Sandwich with 
water. It begins at a place called the roaring gutter, and running through the town dif- 

w _ 

charges its waters into the haven near Canterbury gate. Its length to Newgate is about 
768 rods, or 2m. 3f. 8r. and the trench is cleanfed throughout its whole length at the 
expence of the corporation. The ftream from which it leads rifes in Eaftry brooks near 
the village of Eaftry, and, running through Ham marfhes, it fkirts Worth minnis on the 
fouth fide, and after a courfe of 1 190^ rods difcharges its fuperfluous water occaiionally by 
the roaring gutter into the north ftream, or geftling, and probably by that paflage it for- 
merly was united with the north ftream till it was diverted the other way for tiie fupply 
of Sandwich. Edward the firft, by his letters patent in the 13th year of his reign, men- 
tions a licence before granted to the barons of Sandwich, for the digging of a certain 
trench over the lands lying between gcftlynge and ftonrflete, and from ftoneflete to Sand- 
wich 1 to the intent that the: paflage of the water called northbrooke, which was at geftling, 
fliould be diverted fo that it might run to Sandwich, for the perpetual commodity of the 
town and his barons thereof: and accordingly he afligned Solomon dc Rochefter and Roger 
de Norwodc to inquire, by the oaths of honed and lawful men of the country, in what 
place the faid trench, and over whofe lands, and to the leaf! damage of the laid landholders, 
it might be nioft fitly made : and that the fame trench and turning of the water fliould be 

fo done, 
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f Q ^nc, that the owners of thofe lands, over which it was to pais, might be fatisfied for the 
hurt they'fhould receive thereby, before the work was begun* Dugdale. The geftling 
is the fewer of Lydden valley, which in the latter part of its courfe traverfes a part of the 
liberty of Sandwich, and empties itfelf into the haven near the town, at a place called 
Vigo not far from Sandown gate *. It is in length from Cottington fewer to the haven 

1216 rods, or 3m. 6f. i6r. 
A lift of the beafts, birds, fifties, and fome of the infe&s, occurring at Sandwich^ and 

upon the eaftern coaft of Kent, will be given at the end of the volume. 

The foil about Sandwich to the eaftward is a deep fandy loam, and the land there was 
by the dutch fettlers wholly appropriated to the growth of efculent plants, legumens and 
feeds. Thefe perhaps were the firft gardens for the fupply of public markets in the king- 
dom. Some parts of the ground are applied to the fame ufe now; but the greater por- 
tion is in tillage for corn. The lands to the fouth confift of a deep rich foil, which is 
highly fertilized by the application of manure from the town, and by the depofit from the 
fmoke of the coal fires, which very foon fullies the fleeces of fheep that are brought into 
paftures near the town. 

DOVER. DOVOR, 

Dover is a head port, and next in precedence to Sandwich. It ftands as the head of the 
county of Chenth in domefday, and is there defcribed in the following manner.

Hunfridus tenet j manfuram, de qua erat 
forisfaclura dimidia regis. Rogcrus de Oftreham fecit quandam domum fuper aquam regis, 
et tenuit hucufyue confuetudinem regis, nee domum fuit ibi T. R. E. 

In introitu portus de Dovere eft unum molendinum> quod omnes pene naves confringit 
per magnam turbationem maris, et maximum damnum facit regi et hominibus ; et non 
fuit Ibi T. R. E. De hoc dicit nepos Herbert!, quod epifcopus Baiocenfis conceflit ilium 
fieri avunculo fuo Herberto filio Ivonis. 

Dover in the time of king Edward paid 1 8 pounds, of which fum king E. had two parts, 
and carl Godwin the third part of one moiety; and the canons of st Martin had the other. 
The burgefles have furnifhed the king with 20 fhips once a year for 15 days, and in every 
fhip were 21 men; they have done this, becaufe he has exonerated them from fac and foe. 
When the king's mefTengers have come there, they have given for the paffage of a horfe 3 
peace in winter and two pence in fummer. The burgefles however were to find a fteerf- 
man and one afliftant - 3 and if more was wanted it was furnifhed at the king's expence. 

From the feaft of st Michael to the feafl of st Andrew the king's peace was. in the town ; 
and if any one broke it, the king's bailiff received fatisfa&ion from the community. 

Whoever conftantly refided in the town, and paid cuftom to the king, was quit of toll 
throughout England. All thefe cuftoms were in ufe there when king William came into 
England. At his firft coming into England the town was burned ; and therefore the 
value of it when the bifhop of £aieux received it could not be computed. It is now 
eftimatcd at 40 pounds ; though the bailiff renders from thence 54 pounds, that is, to the 
king 24 pounds in ores of the value of 20 pence apiece, and to the earl 30 pounds by tale. 
In Dover are 23 manfions of which the king has loft the cuftom. Of thefe Robert de 
Romney has two; Ralf de Curbefpinc 3 ; William fon of Tedald 1 ; William (on of 
Oger I; William fon of Tedold and Robert Niger 6; William fon of Geofrey 3, in 
which was the guildhall of the burgefles; Hugh de Montford one; Durand 1 5 Ranulpli 
de Columbels I ; Wadard 6 ; the fon of Modbcrt I 3 and all of them with refpecl: to thefe 
houfes claim the bifhop of Baieux for their protector and voucher. 

Concerning the mefluagc held by Ranulf de Columbels, which belonged to a perfon 
outlawed, they have fettled that half the land is the king's, and Ranulf himfelf occupies 
both parts. Humfrey holds one manfion, from which was half a royal forfeiture. Roger 
de Oftreham built a houfe over the king's water, and has hitherto kept the king's cuftom. 
There was no houfe there in the time of the con fe ft or. 

At the entrance of the haibour is a mill, which injures m oft of the vcflcls by the great 
agitation of the water, and occafions confidcrable damage to the king and his men ; and 
it was not theic in the con fe (Tor's time. Concerning; which the grandfon of Herbert 

affirms, 
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ffirms that his uncle Herbert ibfi of John had liberty from the bifhop of Baieux to

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The bench at Dover confifts of a mayor and tweive jurats. The mayor is chofen by 
the refident freemen; the jurats are nominated from the common council men by the 
jurats, and appointed by the mayor, jurats and common counfd by ballot. The repre- 
fentatives in parliament are elefted bythe whole body of freemen refident and nonrefidenr. 
Freedom is acquired here as in Sandwich, that is, by birth, marriage, fervitude, purchafe 
and by burgage tenure; but at Dover the franchife, if by marriage, ceafes with the death 
vf the wife - 9 or, if by tenure, with the alienation of the freehold. 

The mayor is chofen in the church of st Mary, on the 8th of feptember, which is the 
feaft of the nativity of the virgin Mary. His falary is 2oJ. 

In the reign of H. VI, an agreement was made between the mayor and juratsof Dover 
and the mayor and jurats of Faveriham, that, in confidcration of 40s. a year to be paid 
by Faverfham, the faid mayor and jurats of Faverfham fhould make a return of a member 
to ferve in parliament for Dover once in 3 or 4 years. 

In the records of Dover is frequent mention of farecofts, crayers, pafTagers and bay- 
lings, which are different names for the paiTage boats. Thefe all paid 2s. a voyage to the 
farefhipbox, which was under the charge of four wardens ; and the money was appro- 
priated to the maintenance of the wyke or old harbour. 

The lord warden, as admiral of the ports, by faimfelf or his deputy, holds courts of 
load-manage for regulating the fellowfhip of pilots, and for appointing pilots at Dover, 
Deal, Margate and Ramfgate. The feal of admiralty and chancery is affixed to the in- 
tfruments of this court. 

In 16345 there was an order of the fellowfhip of pilots of Dover and Sandwich, that 
no perfons fhould pilot veiTels out or into the havens of thefe places, unlefs duly licenfed 

by the fellowfhip. 

In 1689, a commi ffion from king William rettored to the fellowfhip their ancient rights 
and privileges of chufing a matter and wardens from their own body; and appointed fhe 
-Jord warden, or his deputy, for the time being, the mayors of Dover and Sandwich 
for the time being, the captains and lieutenants of Deal, Walmcr and Sandown catties 
for the time being, and others, commiffioners of load -man age. In 1691, lord Sidney, 
then lord warden, appoints commiffioners of load-manage, and among others names the 
mayor of Sandwich. In the 3d year of George I. the pilots obtained an aft of parliament, 
by which it was fettled to have 50 pilots at Dover, as many at Deal, and 20 in Thanet. 
The mayor of Sandwich fincc that time has been out of the commi/lion, nor have there 
been any licenfed pilots at Sandwich, I believe, for a century pail. The inftrunient by 
which a pilot is appointed is called a branch. 

James I. on the 6 o£t, 1607, grants to Dover haibour certain watte ground or beach, 
and appoints a warden and aflittants, who with their fucceflbrs are to be a corporation. 
Henry Howard earl of Northampton, warden. Thomas Fane lent, lieutenant, George 
Bing mayor of Dover Francis Fane lent. George Fane knt. Thomas Harflete lent. John 

Boys kilt. Edward JBoys knt. Matthew Had c/q. Henry Hayman clq, WilJiarn Aionyngs

.'Dover furrendered its charter to Charles II. and had a new one granted in auguft 1684, 
which was not enrolled in chancery. j 

King Charles II. landed here on the- 26th of may, 1660, about one o'clock in theafter- 
iioon, with the dukes of York and Gloucefter, and many noblemen and gentlemen. He 
was coudu&ed .by the tmyot^o a canopy jon the beach, and there prefented by mr John 
Reading, a minifter, with a large bible with gold clafps, who made a fpeech to his majefty 
fuited to the occafion. The expences of the corporation, on that day and at the coronation, 
amounted' to 52I. 13s. od.. The. fame year the corporation purchafed a new filver mace, 

on which was inferibed, 

Carolus hie pofuit veftigia prima fecundus. 

The kino- was again at Dover in 1677, to meet queen Catherine. 

Queen Anne, in the firft year of her reign, granted to the mayor, jurats and commoners 
the office of. water bailiff and keeper of the prifon there.

found of the common horn, which is of brafs and ancient. Round the bottom in old 
characters, Johannes Agla de Alcmaine me fecit. 

The corporation feal is a large round feal of brafs, and was engraved in 1305. On the 
obverfe is an antique veffel, with a.bowfprit, and a mall with a pennon of three tails; the. 
fail furled 3 a forecaftle, poop, and round top, all embattled ; the fteerfman at the helm. 
Two men. on the forecaftle' blowing trumpets, another climbing up the fhrouds, and two 
more below, forward at a rope; a flag at the ftern charged with the Ports arms : inferibed, 
Sigillvm commvne baronvm de Dovoria. The common feal of the barons of Dover. On 
the reverfe is st Martin on ho/feback, parting through the gate of Amiens, and dividing his 
cloak with his fword to cover a pcrfon naked to the waift and leaning on a crutch. , The 
whole within an orle of lions paflant gardant, in feparate compartments rcipe<5ting one

another. 

The old fcal of mayoralty is of filver, and represents the fame legend of st Martin within 

a quatrefoil, with four demt-fhips conjoined with four demi -lions in orle. Sigillvm 

maioratvs portvs Do voir. The feal of mayoralty of the port of Dovor. The feal of 

mayoralty in prefent ufe is of ftcel and of elegant workmanfhip; It represents the fame 

legend of st Martin, and has Nearly the fame infeription. 

There arc two fteel feals, the one fomewhat larger than jjjtc other, u fed formerly in the 

Ports regifter office for fcahich ; engraved in 1696. They bear an anchor enfiled with a 

tower and four more towers, forming with the other a quincunx, between the ftock and 
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flukes. The larger feal has likewife a Chip of three mails under fail in chief; and is in. 
fcribed, The Cinque Ports regifter for feamexu 

The feal of the chancery and admiralty courts is of filver, and of good workmanfliip. 
It reprefents a man of war of two decks under fail, with an enfign, and with flags at 
the main and mizen marts heads all charged with the crofs of st George, and a pendant 
at the foretopmaft head pafling by a caftle on a hill with an union flag difplayed. I n «* 
/bribed, Magnum figMum caftn Dover et cvriarvm canceller/Wet zdmlralitatis quinqa* 
portuum. The great feal of Dover caftle, and of the courts of chancery and admiralty of 

the Cinque Ports. 

The regifter of the caftle has two feals nearly alike, with a caftle of three towers; with- 
out any infcription. Thefe are ufed for fealing writs. 

Brown WilJis gives a curious account of the device on the common feal. It is, he fays, 
a highwayman robbing a man on foot. 

The north turret of the keep of Dover caftle is 465.8 feet above low water mark fpring 
tide, and 91.9 feet above the ground on which it ftands. Its latitude is 51 . 7'. 47". 7 N. 
and it is i°, 19'. 2".i in degrees, or 5'. 16". 8'". 4 in time, to theeaftward of the meridian 
of theobfervatory at Greenwich* Its diftancefrom the meridian of Greenwich is 303766*8 
feet, and from a perpendicular to that meridian 124319.1 feet. It bears from Greenwich 
8.67*. 44/. 34". E. and its dired diftance from thence is 328222 feet, or 62 miles, one 
furlong and 12 rods. Its diftance from Swingfield is 5 m. 6 f. 12 r. 5 from Folkeftone turn- 
pike 5m. 7 f . 32 r. 5 from the fpire of the church of Notre Dame at Calais 26 m. of. ior. ; 
and from Dunkirk 46 m. of. 24 r. Thefe meaftires are-taken' from general Roy's curious 
papers, in the Philosophical Transitions, defcribing his method of meafuring and cfti- 
mating the diftance between the two obfervarories at London and Paris. 

The more remarkable objedb feen from the turret are the point of the north foreland 
beyond the lighthoufe, Ramfgate, Sandwich, Richborough caftle, Reculver and Minfter 
churches, Calais, the hills between Calais and Boulogne, Dengenefs point and lighthoufe. 
The top of the keep is lower than the land ( to the fouth weft, weft, and north weft of the 

caftle. 

Lord Northampton's tomb in the chape] of Dover caftle, according to mr Walpole, was 

the work of Nicholas Stone, a famous ftatuary of the laft century, and coft 500I. 
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The following particulars of this town occur in domefday. In Romencl funt quatcr 
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valent domino vj libras.

In Romenel are 85 burgeffes, which belong to the archbifliop's manor of Aldington* 
and were, and now are, worth to the lord fix pounds. 

To this manor of Lamport belong %\ burgeffes in Romenel ; from whom the archbifhop 
has three forfeitures, theft, breach of the peace, and foretfel (that is, robbery or a/Fault 
on the highway). But the king has all fervice from them -> and they have all cuftoms, 
and other forfeitures for fervice of the fea ; and they are in the king's hands. 

Robert de Romenel has 50 burgeltes in the borough of Romenel ; and of them the king 
has all fervice; and they are quit, on account of their maritime fervice, from all cuftom 
except three, theft, breach of the peace, and foreftel. 

Queen Elizabeth, in the 5th year of her reign, granted a charter to Romney, incor- 
porating it by the name of the mayor, jurats and commonalty of New Romney in the 
county of Kent. Before this period, in the time of Henry VI. the head officer was a 
bailiff", and in the reign of Richard II. this town feems to have been under the govern- 
ment of jurats only. 

The mayor is elected on the 25th of march, by the jurats and commonalty. 

The jurats are 12 in number, exclufively of the mayor; and are chofen by the com- 
monalty from their own body. All the other officers of the corporation are chofen by the 
mayor, jurats and commonalty. 

The barons to parliament are elected by the body at large, refidents and nonrefidents. 

Freedom is acquired by gift of the corporation, and by birthright in the male line only. 

In auguft 1788, the corporation confifted of a mayor, nine jurats, and eleven commoners; 
of which latter eight were refident and three nonrefident. 

There is a court of general feflions of the peace and gaol delivery held here once a year, 

which is adjourned to the next year. 

The court of record is very fehjom held, and there is no court of petty feflions. 

The greateft part of Old Romney lies within the jurifdiftion of this town, the reft being 
in the county at large. A conftable for that diftricT: is appointed annually at the general 
feflions. Formerly a jurat of New Romney was nominated to rcfide there. 

The records begin in 1 6 16. 

In 1 340 the town was divided into 13 diftrias or wards, named Holyngbroke, Bochcrye, 
Hofpital, Codde, Joce, Shade, Bartclot, High Mill, Hamerfnoth, Olbcrth, Colbrond, 
Demc, and Hope wards : in which were celled to the fubfidy granted to the king that year 
941 pcrfons above the age of 15 ; and the fum afleflcd upon the whole was 48I. 9s. 6d. At 
the fame time 45 perfons were aflefled in Old Romney at 43s. 6d. 

The fame year an internal cefs was levied upon 13 butchers and their fhamblcs, per la 
Rawc, for the ufc of the corporation, amounting to 5I. is. 3d. and the {hares of herrings 
caught by the fifhermen, and efthnated upon oath, being the produce of eight bpats, dc- 
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ducting rophere, barelhere, axhere, and the like, amounting to 4I, 13s. 3|d. The ccfs 
upon the rippers was il, 5s. ofd. and upon 10 vintners 17s. 2fd. namely 6d. for every 
ton (dolio) fold by retail, and qd. each for thofe fold by wholefale; and for a pipe (pipa) 
fold by retail (vendita in tappynge) 3d, and by wholefele (in groflb) 2d.

Thefubfidy granted by parliament in november 1380, was levied by way of poll tax, 
from which no perfon was exempted, not even. the very monks and nuns. All above fif- 
teen years old were to pay twelve pence a head ; but the fufficient people in every town 
were to contribute to the affiftance of the lefs ahle, fo as none paid .above fixty groats, in- 
cluding the proper cefs for himfelf and wife. See Rapin, vol. i, p. 456, fol. 2d edit. 

This poll tax being levied with extreme rigor gave rife to the rebellion in Kent under 
Wat Tyler j or rather inflamed the fpirit of difcontent, which had feized the inhabitants 
of that county and Eflex, on account of the many calamities endured by thefc.two coun- 
ties, owing to the negligence of the duke of Lane-after who took no care to guard their 
coafts from the ravages of the French \ and which on this occafion burft into open a&s of 

rebellion. 

Richard the fecond married Ann of Luxemburgh, fitter of the emperor Wenceflaus. 
The marriage was concluded at Nuremberg may 2, 1381.. It appears from the foregoing 
manufcript, that fhe would not come over till the tumults were appeafed. She arrived. at 
Dovor about the latter end of december in. the fame year, and was married to the king in 
the chapel royal at Weftminfter 14 Jan.. 1382, and was crowned foon after. ,

Henry Spencer, bifhop of Norwich, was a prelate of great courage. He defeated the 
Norfolk and Suffolk rebels under Littefter and Wraw, at North Wal/ham, with great 
(laughter in 1381. He was made general of the croifes againft Clement VII. in favour of 
Urban, and embarked with 5000 foot and 2000 horfe $ with which army he ravaged 
Flanders, but was attacked by the king of France, and was glad to obtain leave to retire 
upon reftoring the places he had taken.

John Southland of New Romney gent, founded an hofpital for two couple of poor folk ; 
and a fchool for the inftruftion of two poor children to write and read the englifh tongue 
and cafl accorr.pt, until they fhould come to the age of 14 years clearly, and endowed the 
fame with 30 acres of land and 18 acres of wood in Srnarden, and one tenement and 51

to the ufe of the fchoolmafter 5 who is to pay out of the revenues five pounds by half-yearly 
payments to the faid two couple, and five pounds by like payments to the churchwarden 
of st Nicholas in New Romney for the reparation of the church. This inftitution was 
incorporated in the 30th year of Elizabeth, agreeable to the will of the founder. The 
feal is brafs, fomewhat oval in fhape, and reprefents two couple of venerable perfons at 
prayer ; between the upper couple is the date of mr Southland's death, 1610, and behind 
the lower couple the initials of his name, L S. The infeription is, Profpexit nobis Deus. 
Dono Johannis Sowthland.

Articles-exhibited -againft the jurats and inhabitants of Romney by the archbifhop of Can- 
terbury, (William Warham) about the year 1521. 

The archbifhop's predeceflbrs have granted to the jurats flrenne and flrond of the fea, 

asweH'cbming to Romney as to his other towns next adjoining ; and the arc hbifhop claims 

from Roriincy, by the hands of his bailiff of the faid town, pafiage, anchorage and foulage 

of all fhips reforting thither. — The fea that of late flowed to Romney hath now left and 

loft his courfe of flowing by the fpace of half a mile and more from Romney ; by rcafon 

whereof the HaVen and creek of the faid town for lack of water, 400' acres and above, 

dire£ily againft the faid town, whereof the archbifhop is chief lord of the fee, is now dry 

aiid bec'orric marfh Hind and good pa'fturc, which belong of right to' the faid archbifhop in 

right of his church.-— The jurats," by colour of a fuircptitious charter made to them upon 

an Uhtrue ftirmizc, which givcth them title to none of the faid marfli or paflurc, do make 

leiifesof the* faid niarih or paflurc for 10 marks by year, and have received 170 marks fincc 

his grace's tranflation ; of which he requires rcilitution, — The jurat's will not permit his 

grace's bailiff to excrcife his oflice within, the town, although they have had notice of his 

appoint- 
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appointment from fir Edward Poynings lord warden, and alfo commandment from the faid 
lord warden to accept, admit and obey him. — The cuftom hath been for the bailiff and 
jurats to determine all pleas real and perfonal, except the points belonging to the court of 
Shepway, the former in the lord's hundred, the latter in the lord's court. The jurats 
frowanlly keep the faid courts without the bailiff, proclaim the faid court, and determine 
pleas. — The archbifhop by reafon of his law-day fhould have all ifTues, fines and amerce- 
ments for all offences inquirable at a Jaw- day $ whereas the jurats fet the fines, and take 
three parts to themfelves and leave fcantly the fourth pait for the archbifhop ; whereby 
the archbifhop is injured to the value of a hundred pounds and more ; whereof he requireth 
reftitution. — By maintenance of the jurats, divers perfons as well jurats as inhabitants 
withold the archbifhop's rents, cuftoms andfervices from his faid feignory. — The jurats 
have encroached upon the liberty and" franchise of the faid lord by colour of liberty of 
barony ; whereas the town is all bifhoprick. 

The anfwerof the jurats and inhabitants of New Romney to the articles laid againft them 

by William lord archbifhop of Canterbury. 

The town and port of New Romney is, and hath been time out of mind, one of the capital 
Five Ports, and have certain liberties and cuftoms ratified and approved by the great 
charter of England. — Deny, that the jurats and inhabitants or their predeceffors ever had 
any grant of ftrenne and ftrond, or other privilege, of the archbifhop's prodecefforsj and 
deny, that any perfon but the king hath authority to grant them any other privilege or 
court than what they now ufe, and have time out of mind ufed. — That the north fide of 
the town is holden of the archbifhop by certain rent for all manner of fervices ; and that 
the reft of the town in the fouth part is and always hath been holden of the kine, by 
fervice to find certain fliips in his voyage royal to the parts beyond the fea ; in 
which part the archbifhop hath no rent or fervice. — That of old time iffued from the nar- 
row fea a creek or (mall ftream, which had hiscourfe in and by the faid town unto Apul- 
dorc; and this ftream had his courfe from the faid fea, in the great and longcft places to 
the faid town, in that part thereof that is holden of the king, and from thence in fomc 
place through that part of the faid town which is holden of the faid archbifhop; and if 
the archbifhops have had any anchorage or foulage, it was in fuch places of the faid creek 
which is now holden of the archbifhop, and not in that part holden of the king ; and 
within the faid part of the town holden of the archbifhop is a void place called the ftrond 
which neither is nor was part of any creek or water, but was ufed for a market every week; 
and there the archbifhop had picage, ftylagc and flallage ; which market hath been a long- 
time difufed; and alfo the creek is decayed and dry, and fo hath been above 140 years, 
whereby the whole town is decayed and impoverifhed : that the marfli is holden by the 
jurats not bv charter but by prescription. — The jurats and inhabitants admit, that, when 
there is no bailiff within the town, the archbifhop fhall fend one, who fliall come with a 
commiflion fcalcd with the great fcal, together with a letter of attendance; and, of common 
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intend- 
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intendment, the perfon fhould be of good opinion* The prefent bailiff, admitted 7 or 8 
years palled, is yet living, and of good name and fame, and hath not furrendered his in- 
tereft to their knowledge 5 and fo the place not void. Whereas the perfon lately feat as 
bailiff is indi&ed of felony, and his indi&ment remaineth in the king's bench of record, 
of which he is not acquitted -, and he brought not with him any letter of attendance ; 
wherefore the faid jurats refufed to accept the faid bailiff, as was lawful for them to do. 
That the bailiff of Romney is and always was officer executive and minifter to the king's 
courts in Romney, and not judge there ; and that all courts and hundreds holden in the 
faid town are and always were the king's courts and hundreds, and not the archbifhop's, 
as by grants and charters appears. Maior et jurati ; in quolibet portu ubi maior et jurati 
cxiftunt, ac quilibet ballivus et jurati, in quolibet portu ubi talis ballivus per communes 
portus ele&us, &c. habcant fines, amerciaments, &c. et teneant coram eifdem, per que- 
relas coram eifdem levandas, omnia placita de omnimodis accionibus realibus et perfona- 
libus et mixtis per terram et mare, &c. et habeant letas et lawdays cum proficuis, &c 
That the bailiff of Romney, not being e!e£ted by the commons, is not contained in the 
grant, but clearly excluded, and hath nothing to do in the faid courts but as a minifter 
and executioner : for if any record of the faid pleas fhould be recorded before the bailiff and 
jurats, it fhould be void and coram non judice.— That the bailiff's fitting among the 
jurats'is of favor and not of duty ; and the fines levied of the inhabitants to the ufe of the 
archbifhop have been fo fuffered to obtain his good lordfhip. — That the archbifhop or his 
predeceffors have neuer had any leet or lawday within the faid town, nor any amercements 
or fine affeffed at any leet or lawday there ; yet the faid jurats, to have the archbifhop good 
lord to them, have not denied the fame fines and amercements to be taken to the ufe of the 
faid moft reverend father.— That the archbifhops have never held any leet or lawday in 
Romney, nor had any fines or amercements fet at any lawday 5 nor have any fines or 
amercements, which the archbifhop ought to have, been taken from him.— That the 
fficers and mini iters of the archbifhop may lawfully diftrain for any rents for fervices due 
_ him in the lands and tenements where the fame rents and fervices be due.— That part 
of Romney is holden of the king immediately, and not of the archbifhop ; and that the jurats 
have not encroached upon any part of the liberty of the archbifhop, but only for execu- 
tion of juftice as bound to do. 

The bounds of New Romney, as certified under the feals of the bailiff and jurats of 

New Romney, the bailiff and jurats of Lyd, the jurats of Old Romney, tlicbail.fr, 

jurats and juftices of Romney mar fh, under their common feals on the icch >J 

februaiy, 1560. 

The bounds of the faid towncof Newe Romney clothe extend fiom Ingcmeifhcalonge by 

the fcafidc, above the highefr. floode in winter feafon, into the land warde the caft of an 

axe or a fpearc, vnto the beacon of Heethe ; and with the land from a place iometyme 

Cil lkd fymmett hilhs bouiulingc 1101th uppon the land of mr Richaid Adamcs called 

l/; Jdton; 
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to 
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Jcfton ; and foe from thence by an old carryinge way lyeinge at the fouth parte of a crofle 
called st Thomas croiTc ; and from the fame croffe direttlie vnto a bancke called Brewers 
milbancke ; and foe from thence direftlie vnto the other bancke fometime called John 



Finches milbanke ; and foe from the (aid h inches milbanke in length, thoroughe a lane lye- 
inge fouth trom the lands of Crawethorn and Barockes, vnto the cnde of a lane endinge at 
Clitterow's douehoufe ; and foe direftlie thoroughe the lands of mr Monnings, with other 
lands thereunto adjoyninge, vnto a marke Rone fctt in a bankeat the fouth parte of Lowes 
barne o-ates; which marke flone is evidentlie knowne for a bound e betwixt the faid towne 
and Romney marfhe ; and foe from the faid markftone direftlie thoroughe the fpittele lands, 
at the north fide of the fpittle churche, vnto the highe way leading from New Romney 
vnto Old Romney, vnto an innocke that is called the fpittle watercourfe ; and foe along 
by that watercourfe fouth vnto a cricke comminge from the hauen of Romeney aforefaid 
vnto Iflefbridge ; and from thence betweene the walles of wailand and marfhland vnto a 
place called Redhill beyond Apledoore. 

By the charter of Elizabeth, dated 4th of auguft. in the 5th year of her reign, the mayor 
is to be chofen on the fcaft of the annunciation, in st Michael's church, and to take the 
fame oath as is administered to the mayor of Sandwich at his election : and the corporation 
of Romney may hold their lands, tenements and hereditaments as freely, as the mayor, 
jurats and commonalty of Sandwich or any other port hold theirs. The corporation, pre- 
viously to the grant of this charter, had conveyed to the crown all their eftates, by a deed 
under their common feal dated 30th of april 1563, which conveyance had been enrolled 
in chancery. The queen grants them all again to the corporation under the following 
defcription and titles. All thofc fandy lands, paftures, and marfhes frefh andialtj called 
the helmes and the fa 11 d hills, abutting to land called Jcfton eaft and northeaft, to lands of 
private perfons north, to the lea and the common marfh fouth, and to the fame common 
marfh weft. Alio all the marfh land called the common marfh, abutting to the helmes 
eaft, to the common falts of the town and the lands of chriftchurch called the fextry lands 
fouth, to land called Belgar land fouthweft, and to land called Linckhook weft, to the 
churchyard of st Nicholas, the backfides of divers houfes and the helmes north. Likewife 
the town's falts, abutting to the common marfh north, the helmes northeaft, the faid 
fextiy falts weft, and to the fea fouth and caft. Alfo the lands between the walls, ex tend - 
in" length wife fiom the aforefaid common marfh to Redhill between two wall s, the one 
called Romney maifh wall, the other wailand wall ; the whole being in the manner of a 
creeke or waterway fwared or dried up. To have and to hold the premifjes, to the mayor, 
jurats and commonalty of New Romney, and their fucceflbrs, forever, of the crown in 
fiee foeagc, as of the ancient barony of the Cinque Forts by frrulce of fhipping, and not 
in capite by knights feivice nor otherwife, upon paying yearly to the crown 40 fliillinp.

H Y T H E. 

This is the laft in rank of the proper Cinque Ports. In the time of the conqueror it 
feems to have been a borough appurtenant to the manor of Saltwood, and is noticed in 

Domcfday thus : 

Ad hocmanerium (Saltwood) pertinent ccxxv burgenfes in burgo Hedas. Inter burgum 
et manerium valebat T. R. E. xvi libras. Quando recepit, viii libras j modo, inter to turn 
xxix libras et vj fblidos et iiii denarios. 

To this manor belong 225 burgeffes in the borough of Hede. Between the borough 
and the manor in the time of king Edward the con fc (Tor it was worth 16 pounds. When 
he (Hugo dc Montfort) received it, it was worth 8 pounds ; now in the whole 29 pounds 
6 (hillings and 4 pence, 

This town was formerly governed by jurats only, and was a corporation by the title of 
The jurats an d commonalty of Hythe. But in the 17th year of Elizabeth it was incor- 
porated by the name of The mayor, jurats and commonalty of Hythe in the county of 
Kent. '1 he jurats are in number 12 bcfides the mayor, and they are chofen by the com- 
mon councilmen, or commcneis as they are called ; who arc in number 24, and are ap- 
pointed by the jurats. The recorder, townclcrk, chamberlains, and other fubordinate 

officers, 



s, 
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officers, are chofen by the mayor, jurats and commonalty. The barons in parliament 
and the mayor, are eledled by the mayor, jurats, commoners and freemen. The whole 
body corporate confifted lately of 137 perfons, of whom 23 were refident and 114 non- 
refident. The mayor and all the officers of the corporation are chofen on the fecond of 

february. 

Children, born after the father's admiffion to his freedom, either within or without the 
liberty, are entitled to their freedom; and the daughters communicate the franchife to 
their hufbands upon their marriage. 

A general feffions and gaol delivery is held twice in the year, about may and november, 
continued from one to the other by monthly adjournment; and a court of record is held 

+ 

every faturday fortnight throughout the year. 

There are two hofpitals in Hythe, st Bartholomew's and st John's ; the former for a 
prior, four brothers and five fitters, who receive from the wardens annually eight pounds 
a piece, be fides houferent and firing; the latter for fix poor people, who have each an 
apartment, and receive from the feoffees about feven pounds a year befides firing. 

At a meeting of the commiflioners for charitable ufes, at the archbifhop's palace Can- 
terbury, on the 8th of apri! 1684, it was ordered, by confent of the parties, that fir 
William Honywood fhould fet out 7 acres of land in a field called Wingate, at the election 
of the truftees of st John's hofpital at Hythe, to be taken up and down together in any 
part of the field ; and 14 acres, the refidue, to be fet out of Little Nayledowne, at the 
ele&ion of the feoffees, with convenient ways to the fame. Sir William to have a leafc 
of the lands at four pounds a year for 21 years, and liberty to take down the timber, ex- 
cept to the value of 40 fhillings. From papers communicated by S. E. Bridges, efq. 

The common feal is a fingle round feal, having the figure of an antique vefTel of one maft 
with the fail furled clofe and a man on each yardarm : forecaftle and poop embattled : the 
fteerfman abaft, and a man blowing a horn or trumpet forward. Seven -iifhes in the water 
fwimming in different directions. Infcribed, Sigillvm commvne baronvm de Hethe. The 
common feal of the barons of Hythe. 

- Brown Willis fays, " the arms of Hythe are, An hulk on the water with two failors on 
the deck drinking to one another in it, and two naked men repofing themfelves on the 
main yard. In bafe five fifhes in the water." 

The mayor's feal has a bird, perhaps an eagle, holding in its mouth a fcroll in four 
knots, on two of which is a D, and on the other two a faxon E. Perhaps the letters were 
rneant for HEDE. 

The feal of st Bartholomew's hofpital in Hythe is a fliarp oval, and has on it a figure of 
St Bartholomew between two branches of a plant flowering in orle. He is naked to the 
waift, and holds in his right hand a knife, and in his left fomcthing like a book. In bafc 
a lion couchant. Infcribed, Sigillum commvne hofpitalis fan&i BartlWfiw7 iuxuHcthc,

This is the firft in rank of the two ancient towns, or nobiliora membra, quinque por- 
tuum ; which feem to, have been annexed to the Cinque Ports foon after the conqueft, as 
kin^ John in his charter to thefe towns mentions and confirms to them the charter of his 
father Henry IL It was probably firft connected with the Ports in aid of Haftings. 

The common feal of Rye is a large, round^double feal, having on the obverfe an antique 
vefTei on the water with one matt, and a pennon of two tails charged with a crofs of st 
George; the fail, which is fet, has three rows of points for reefing, and a bearded man 
fits abaft 'the maft holding the ftarboard flieet. A railed forecaftle, an embattled top, and 
a palifaded poop ; oa the former a flag difplayed with the crofs of st George, and aiimilar 
flag fupported by a man on the poop ; under which is a cabin with a window in it. Three 
hooks pointing forward in the fide of the veflel. The inscription is in the fmall black 
character : Sigillum baronum de Rya. The feal of the barons of Rye, 'On the reverfe, 
or counterfeal, is xeprefented a gothic church within a wall, having fix pointed windows 
below and as many fmaller ones above them, all with branching munnions. The 
fteeple and fpireare octagonal and in the middle of the church. Beneath the fteeple, under

It prefcribes for its privileges by the name 
of The mayor, jurats and commonalty of Fordwich in the county of Kenti The mayor is 
chofen, as at Sandwich, on the firft moriday after the feaft of st Andrew, and bears a 
black wand as a badge of his office. 

The common feal is a fmall, round, Tingle feal, bearing an antique veflel of one marl 
with the fail furled. - The legend ; Sigillum baronum de Forwiz. The feal of the barons

of Fordwich. This feal was affixed to a deed among the records of chriftchurch Canter- 
tcrbury, dated 30th of Edward III (about 1357) and t0 an indenture in the court of Ship- 
way holden about 1307.

Is an old incorporated member of Dover, and may date its connexion with that port, 
very probably, from the time of the following grant of privileges by king Stephen; the

The corporation confifts of a mayor, jurats and commonalty, and pleads prefcription 
for its privileges. 

The mayor is chofen by the commoners and freemen, on the 8th of feptember in the 
forenoon, in the churchyard j and formerly notice was font to Dover of the ele£tion being

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made, before that corporation proceeded to the choice of their mayor on the fame day. 

The mayor is coroner. 

The jurats and ccmmoners are chofen by the mayor, jurats and commoners: the jurats 
are all juftices of the peace. 

The commoners or common councilmen, are in number 24, 

The townclerk is chofen by the mayor, jurats and commonalty. 

The common aflemblies are convened at the pleafure of the mayor, and are held at the 
<mildhall under the name of houfe-meetings. 

There is only one fergcant, called the mayor's fergeant. 

The general fefiions are held quarterly, and the petty feflions are kept by adjournment 
from month to month throughout the year. A court of record is likewife held every 
month. -The juftices have plenary powers, and the gaol is provided and maintained by 

the lord of the fee. 

The records of the corporation begin at the latter end of the reign of Hen. VIII. and 

are contained in a feries of volumes to the prefent time. 

There are certain dues paid by the fifhermen to the corporation under the names of hook- 
fare, fifti dues, windings, and capftern money, for the ufe of the ftade and capfterns. 

It was formerly a cuftom here to permit mrs mayorefs to nominate one freeman, but 
the privilege was taken away by a vote of affembly on the 13th of may, 1678. 

An aft pafTed in 1766 for the fupport and prefervation of the parifh church of Folke- 
ftone, and the lower part of the town of Folkeftone : and in 1786, an act was obtained for 
the more eafy and fpeedy recovery of fmall debts within the town and port and parifh of 
Folkeftone, and feveral adjoining parifhes. 

The two following curious letters relate to the induction, I think, of a prior into the 
priory of Folkeftone by the mayor, at the requeft of the duchefs of York, againfl the in- 
clination of the lord of the honor of Folkeftone.

This town prcfcribes for its privileges, and is governed by a bailiff and jurats, who 
are elected by the freemen. It is an incorporated limb of New Romney. 

There is only one officer in this corporation, that is ? the chamberlain, who is appointed 
by the bailiff and jurats, who alfo ele£t the freemen. There is no other way of acquiring 
the freedom of this corporation but by gift; and it is forfeited by receiving charity, or 
by leaving the parifh. 

The bailiff is chofen on the 22d of July, and is the coroner within the liberty. 

The magistrates hold general feffions of the peace and gaol delivery when occafion re- 
quires. Courts of petty feffions and record are held monthly. 

There is a tract of land at the weft fide of the town called the Weft Ripe, held of the 
manor of Aldington by the corporation at an annual quitrent of 81. 18s. 4d. The lord 
of that manor purchafed this land of the archbifhop of Canterbury $ and the tenants of 
the Ripe in many old records are called bifhop's men. There is a brafs feal, ufed for the 
purpofe of fealing leafes and other deeds relating to this eftatc, having a mitre within a 
quatrefoil, and this infeription : SigiUum tm*arum et tenenciu/zz ville de Lyde in arch/e- 
pifcopatu Cantuar/e. The feal of the lands and tenants of the town of Lyd in the arch- 

bifhoprick of Canterbury.

This town was annexed to the Cinque Ports by letters patent dated the ift of auguft, 
27th of Hen. VI. (1449) ^y which it was made a member of the ancient town of Rye, 
and incorporated by the name of The bailiff and commonalty of the town and hundred of 
Tenterden. Afterwards queen Elizabeth, in the latter part of her reign, changed the 
title of their corporation to that of The mayor, jurats and commonalty of the town and 
hundred of Tenterden - 9 which is its prefent name. 

The common feal is a large, round, double leal, having on a bale wavy of five an 
antique veffel of one mart, and one fail fct, thereon the Ports arms. On the poop a flag 
difplayccl, charged with st George's crofs. In the round top three fpears. In the fide of 
the vcfiel three hooks pointing forward. On the dexter fide of the ma ft the moon, 011 the 
finifter, the fun. The infeription, Sigillum commune ville et hundred dc Tenterden. 
On therevcrfe is the figure of st Mildred with a coronet on her head, a book in her light 
hand and a paftoral flafF in her left, ftanding under a rich canopy Tided with pointed 
arches and finials.

Mention is made of Deal in Domefday, among the pofleffions of the canons of st Martin 

in Dover, as follows:

The 
bifliop of Baicux gave to the {aid Anfchitil 50 acres of land at Deal, and as many at st 
Margaret's ; where he has one villein, and half a carucatc. Thefe hundred acres were in 
prebends*, and arc fo certified. In the whole it is worth 81. and T. R. E.f was worth 7I.

In Cornilo hundred. Adeloldus holds at Deal three yardlands ; and has there 3 villeins, 
and 8 borderers, with one carucate. It is and always was worth 60 millings. He held

In Beufborough and Cornilo hundreds. The abbat of st Auguftin's holds one fulin^ • 



and has there 3 villeins and 7 borderers, with one carucate and a half. It is worth 30 
fhiilings, and T, JR. E. was worth 40s. His anceftor held it Jikewife as a prebend. Wil- 
liam fon of Tedald holds at Deal half a fuling and half a yoke ; and has there in demefne 
one carucate, 2 villeins, and 2 bqrdereis. It is worth 60s. and T. R. E. 40s, Derinc 
ion of Sired, held it. 

Deal is enumerated among the members of Sandwich in an ordinance of Henry III, In 
the year 1229. Before this connexion with the ports it lay in the county at large, within 
the hundreds of Bewfborough and Cornilo; and it was probably on occafion of fome in- 
croachments upon their liberties by the (heriff or juftices of the county, that the inhabitants 
of Deal and Walmer folicited and obtained the following mandate, I think, from Henry 
the fixth.

his faithful fubjcdls, greeting. Whereas the lord Edward heretofore king of England, our 
progenitor, by his charter, which we have confirmed, hath granted to his barons of his 
cinque ports, that they or thiir heirs be not put in any affixes, juries, or recognitions, by 
icafon of their foreign tenure, againfl their will, as in the (aid charter and confirmation is 
mate fully contained ; we command you, that you do not put the inhabitants of Deal and 
Walmer, which arc members of the cinque ports, nor caufe them or any of them, on ac- 
count of their foreign tenure, to be put in any affixes, juries, or recognitions to be ukm 

before 
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before you, contrary to the tenor of the faid charter and confirmation* neither molefting 

or vexing them or any of them, contrary to the tenor of the fame in any thing, &c. 

Leland, in his Itinerary, defcribes Deal to be a fifhing town about half a mile from the 
fhore, with a fofs or great artificial bank betwixt the town and the fea. There were then, 
probably, only a few fcattercd huts on the prefent fite of the lower town of Deal; and 
even in 1624 a houfe belonging to John Carter efq. on the weft fide of the lower ftreet, 
is defer i bed in a deed of that date to abut ad le fea-banlc vcrfus orientem. 

Deal obtained a charter of incorporation, in 1699, againft a ftrenuous oppofition made 
by Sandwich *. It is now a body corporate, by the name of The mayor, jurats and com- 
monalty of the town of Deal in the county of Kent, and the magiftrates have cognizance 
of all crimes fhort of grand larceny. There is nothing however in the charter of Deal 
that abrogates the prefcriptive rights of the magiftrates of Sandwich refpedting Deal $ and 
it is underftood, from the fentiments of eminent lawyer?, that they have a concurrent 
jurifdidlion with the magiftrates of Deal in all juridical matters whatfoever. Before the 
town was incorporated, it was governed by a deputy and afliftants, nominated by the in- 
habitants of Deal, and appointed by the mayor and jurats of Sandwich. The inhabitants 
ferve injuries at Sandwich, as before the charter. 

About the year 1700, William Warner gent, prefented a petition to parliament, for 
leave to bring in a bill for fupplying the town of Deal with frefh water. William Rider 
cfq. likewife prefents a petition for the fame purpofe, in behalf of himfelf and Edward 
Burdet efq. who had obtained letters patent of James II, dated the 21ft of July in the 4th 
year of his reign, empowering them to build a conduit head, &c. for fupplying the town 
of Deal with frefh water. Mr Rider has leave to bring in a bill to fupply the town from 
the north fhcam. In this bufincfs Lower Deal is called New Deal. The bill pa fled may 
the 8th 1 701, and, after fome amendments by the lords, had the royal aflent. Journals 
of the houfe of commons.

On the 1 8 tii day of June, J707, the inhabitants of the lower town of Deal, by their 
own fubferiptions and the liberality of others, pui chafed the inheritance of a piece 
of ground of about two acres, fuflicicnt for building thereon a chapel, and for a burial 
ground. The chapel was begun to be built the fame year, and the walls were railed ready 
to receive a roof; but not being able to finifh the building without further afliftance, 
they procured an acl of parliament in the year 17 12, by which a duty oi two (hillings was 
laid upon every chaldion or ton of coals or culm brought into the town or port of Deal 
from the ill of nu.y 17 12 to the ill of may 1727, to bo applied to the budding, finifhing, 
and adorning the faid chapel, and incluling the burial ground I hereunto belonging, under 
the diicction of the mayor, jurats and common counfel, or any nineteen of them. In the 
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year 1716 the chapel was finifhed; and on the 18th of june in the fame year it was con- 
fecrated, bythe name of St George's chapel. The whole expence to that time was 1991I 
12s. of which the following are the particulars :

The next year after the confecration a gallery was eredcd on the north fide, at the ex- 
pence of 60I. and galleries were afterwards built on the other fide and at the weft end, the 
expence of which may be eftimated about 120I. This will make the expence of building, 
enclofing and adorning the chapel to have been 2171I. 12s. ofd. 1 o this muft be added 
the intercft paid on money borrowed by authority of the aft, which accounts remaining 
appears to have been 383I. os. 4d. which makes the whole expence amount to the Aim of 
2.SS4l« * 2S * 4i&* All which was defrayed by fubferiptions and the duty upon coals. The 
archbifhop fubferibed 100I. the dean and chapter of Canterbury 20I. fir Henry Furncfi* 
at firfl: 5 guineas, and afterwards 20I. and mr Wyborne of Prefton gave by his will 20I. 
The other fubferibers were chiefly inhabitants and officers in the navy. The whole of 

the fubferiptions amounted to 422L 9s. nd. 

The duty on coals produced 1733I. 13s. od. from the ift of may I7T2 to the 10th of 
July J 724. According to the fame proportion the produce may be reckoned to have been 
395I, 14s. 4d. from the 10th of june 1724 to the x ft of may 1727, when the duty ccafed. 
The whole therefore produced by the duty on coals may be rated at 2129I. 7s. 4c!. from

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which, if 6d. in the pound allowed for collecting be dedu&ed, the neat produce will be 
2076I. 2S. 1 id. If to this be added the amount of the fubfcriptions, the whole money 
railed will be 24981. 12s. rod. which is 55I. 19s. 6§d„ lefs than what was expended. 

By the a&, the corporation, in the firft year after the chapel fhould be finifhed, and 
afterwards the chapel -wardens, to be chofen by the corporation, were to rate the pews and 
pay an allowance not exceeding 100I. per. annum to the minifter. In cafe the income of 
the pews exceeded that Aim, the fame was to be applied to the necefTary ufes of the chapel 
and the feivants attending the fame, at the difcretion of the chapel-wardens for the time 

being. 

The yearly rent of the pews, before the galleries were built, was 104I. 15s. 3d.

The chapel is a well proportioned room, being 80 feet in length and 50 feet wide, 
There are no pillars to fupport the roof; which is framed in a curious manner, and com- 
pofed of choice materials. 

An earthquake happened at Deal on the 9th of feptember 1692, about two o'clock i 
the afternoon ; during which the houfes fhook, and were ready to tumble down ; others 
fafe, and felt nothing : feveral chimneys fell, and fome houfes were damaged. Pewter, 
brafs, and other kitchen goods tottered from the {helves ; empty glafs bottles, where they 
lay, dafhed one againft another : beds and tables in the houfes fhook fo much, that peopl 
could not for that time write. At Canterbury and Sandwich not fo violent. At Deal 
caftle, although the wall is of a vaft thicknefs and ftrength, yet it fhook fo much, that 
the inhabitants thereof thought it would have fallen on their heads. The people in great 
confternation.

At Lower Deal, in the fouth part of the town, it abuts to court afh 
north, and to chamberlains fee northweft; in the north part, it abuts to chamber- 
lains fee fouth, comprehending a very fmall part of the town at the north end. From 
the fouth end of Deal the boundary runs along the kennel of the lower ftreet as far as 
chapel lane, where it falls at a right angle upon the boundary Una of chamberlains kc, 
and runs with that in a fomcwhatyrregular line to the fea. Thus all the houfes between

Court afh belongs to the archbifhop ; and that part of it which lies in Lower Deal abuts 
to chamberlains fee towards the weft and north, and to the archbifhop's wafte eaft and fouth. 

Chamberlains fee is parcel of the manor of Ripple; which manor was granted by- 
queen Elizabeth, in the 42d year of her reign, to John Hales of Tenterden efq; who 
by his will devifed chamberlains fee, parcel of the faid manor, to Edward Hales gent, 
from whom it pafTed by fale to fir Edward Hales bart. and he conveyed it, 12th of may, 
31ft of James, to John Gookin and others in truft for Thomas Goolcin gent, and his 
heirs; which Thomas gave the fame to his' wife Jane and her heirs ; whofe fon John Gookin 
took it as heir, and devifed it to Richard his fon ; who fold it in march 1699 to William 

1 

Verrierof Sandwich; and he, upon the marriage of his fon John to Mary Smith, fettled this 
eflate ; and John, in January 1712, conveyed it, one moiety to John Paramor the elder, 
and the other moiety to John Hawker efq. of Sandwich. John Paramor the elder conveyed 
his moiety in 1733 to his fon John, who by his will gave the fame to his niece Jane, then 
the wife of John fon of the faid John Hawker efq. which by a fine was limited tothelongeft 
liver. Mrs Hawker furvived her hufband, and came into pofleflion of this moiety, and mr 
Hawker devifed the other moiety to her, fo that flie became poiTeffed of the whole. She 
afterwards married John Dilnot efq. of Sandwich, and upon her marriage fettled the whole 
upon him, and the fee now vefls in him. The north part of Deal town from chapel lane 
is, for the moft part, built upon the wafte of this manor. 

In a manufcript regifter of st Auguftin's monaftery, belonging to dr Farmer*, are the 
following notices of chamberlains fee ;

In Bewfborough. Chamberlains manor has the following franchifes, namely, a free court, 
Iramfoken, fines for wounds and bloodflicd, aiTize of bread, and adminiftration of oaths ; and 
has in demefne a certain niarfli in Deal j and has alfo there a prebend, to which belong 
fome of the tenants of Deal, &c. The chamberlain has 183 acres a half and one perch 
of arable land in the manor of Ripple, and twenty acres of uafture lying in Deal marfli. 

In a cbancefy fait between archbifhop Sclden or his tenants of the wafte and mr William 
Rand in 1663, William Dunkin, aged 72 years, depofes, that he well knoweth the lea 
valley f of Deal, and hath Co known it above 60 years pall, and before any houfe was 
built in the fame valley.

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The three caftles were built by Henry the 8th about the fame time, namely, m the year 
1 539* Between Deal and Walmer caftle are two eminences of earth called the great and 
little bulwark j and there is another between the north end of Deal and Sandown caftle : 
and there was probably one about the middle of the town, and others on the fpots where the 
caftles have been ere&ed. They had embrafures for guns, and together formed a line of 
defenfive batteries along that part of the coaft, where there was deep water, and where 
fhips of war could approach the fhore to cover'the difembarkment of an invading army.

The members, not corporate, annexed to Sandwich are Walmer, Ramfgate, and Sarr in 
Kent, and Biightlingfea in Effex. Thefe arc all governed by a deputy and aflifl tnts, 
who are appointed by. the magiftrates of Sandwich at any of thdr courts, and are fworn*. 
Like conftables in the county they are all confervators of the peace, and are bound to 
execute the warrants of the juftices, whofe proper officers they are. The precepts ihat 

i 

are to be executed in the vill are directed to the deputy and his afliftants, and to either of 
them. It feems by the following extracts from the records, that formerly the deputy was 
appointed at the refpeflive places by the mayor and jurats from a felecfc number nominated 
by the inhabitants j and that it was an annual office,

Mr Lewis fays, that king Henry VII. by letters patent united this place to Sandwich * 
but it certainly was conne&ed with the Ports fome time before, for in the records of 
Sandwich I find it contributed to the Ports fervice on the intended marriage of the king; 
with Margaret of Sicily in aid of Sandwich, 144.4.; and the following entry occurs in 
the records of Sandwich under the year 1483. 

The bounds of the liberty of the Cinque Ports at Ramyfgate. 

" Imprimis, a via vocata Steyres way in le fouth, et fie dire&e vfque Buntyngez ; et 
" abinde per viam communem vfque quandam crucem vocatam Thacchers croffe • et 
" abinde vfque molendinurn ventriticum - 9 et abinde per communem viam vfque Middle- 
" ton's croffe; et abinde dire&e per le viridem lynche vfque foffatam maris." 

In the year 1560, there is another entry of the bounds of Ramfgatc in this manner: 
11 The fea lyeth on the eaft fide of our liberties, and, on the fouth fide from the 
** fea towards the weft, a way called Thomas Taryes way, leading by a clofe called 
e< Nynne clofe, and fo leadeth by a clofe called Beyfannts, and fo down thro' El lino ton* 
*' and fo the way leadeth towards the fouth part of Ramefgate mill ; and fo down to a way 
6C that leadeth between Herftone and Ramefgate j and fo on that way up to the end of 
** Jellyngham hill ; and fo on almoft to the fea cliff a way of fix foot broad."

This place is a limb of Sandwich, and was united with it as far back at lead as the 
year 1229. The following furvey of the extent of the liberty of the Cinque Ports there 
was made in the year 1 483*

BRIGHTLTNGSEY. 



This is the only place belonging to the Cinque Ports that is not within the counties of 
Kent or Suflex. Its connexion with Sandwich began about the year 1492 : but it has 
very little correspondence at pre fen t with its head port. It feems to have been a very un« 
natural confederation between two places at fo great a diftance; and as no real advantage 
can rtfult thcreftom to either of the communities, the fooner they feparate, the better. 

S T O N O R E. 

This place was granted by William II. and perhaps by Cnute, to the abbey of st Auftin, 
and was part of th*.' barony of the abbat • but the tenants of Stonar in the time of Edward 
I, withdrew them (elves from the protection of that convent and united themfelves to the 
port of Sandwich j and it is enumerated among the members of that port in an ordinance 
of king PL-nry 111, in the year 1229. This occafioned many legal difputes between the 
abbat and the people of Stonar, and between the abbat and the corporation of Sandwich, 
who undoubtedly did formerly excrcife jurifdicTion in Stonar 5 and on that account I take 
notice of the place, though now it is totally detached from Sandwich and the Cinque 
Ports *. 

Mr Levis, in his Hiftory of Tenet,"gives an account of this place, and mentions a grant 
of the manor of Lftanores to the abbey of st Auftin ; but the evidences in the margin of 
his book refer to later times \ and if there had been any fuch grant, it would moft pro- 
bably have been mentioned by Thorn, or the compiler of the Chronologia in the Decern 
Scriptores. Mr Lewis is certainly miftaken in attributing n°LIII, to the conqueror: 
that grant is by his fon "William II. If anyone of the evidences there belong to 
William I, it muft be n° Li V \ and it muft have been in the laft year of his reign, about 
the vear 1087, as Wydo was not abbat till that year : but I rather think it was a grant of 
William Rufus in the fir ft year of his reign, 1088; and it is probably the very deed, of 
that date, where the name of Stonore firft occurs in the Chronologia. I doubt whether 
there is any mention of this place to be met with in any writer whatever of an earlier date. 

Not'with Handing what is laid, by Somner and others, on the appropriation of the names 
Lunden wic and Portus Londincnfis to Sandwich, I fhongly fufpecl they are rcferrable 
only to London, or forne place upon the banks of the Thames. The name of Sondwic 
occurs fo early as 665, that is, in the reign of Ethelbard, and prioi to the reigns of Lothairc 
and Ed ric ; and why the place ihould be called London by thoic kings, when it had a name 
of its own, and when the capital of the kingdom boie that name, is difficult to account 
for. Thorn, who lived in the 14th century, was an accurate man, and had all the docu- 
ments of st Aullin's monaflery before him, thought diflciciitly of the matter. He (peaks

of a 
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of a. great difpute between the citizens of London, cives Londonienfes, and theabbat of 
st Auftin and his men* of Stonore. The citizens, cives, challenging the feignory of Stonore 
as a fea-port fubjccl to their city, civitaii Londonienfi fubjecto. If therefore Londcnwic 
was any place eafhvard of the Thames, it was more probably Stonore than Sandwich > t 
and the city, having had, in the diftant times of the Saxon kings before mentioned, fomc 
fpecial intereft in Stonore, might think proper in the year 1090 to renew their claim 5 which 
however was di fa] J owed. 

In a manufcript regifter of st Auftin's, belonging to doftor Farmer, the tenants of 
Stonore feem to have been acknowledged by the convent as portfmen 5 and it appears to 
have been a cuftom for every man in Stonore to give to the bailiff" a bridle upon his mar- 
riage, or fix pence in lieu thereof.

By a furvey taken a few years ago, this eftate, from Sandwich bridge bounded by the 
river to the north end of the faltworks, was found to contain 670 acres, 1 rood and 10 
perches. The whole is divided into three diftri&s: North Stonar, containing 70a. or, ?op. 
Great Stonar, 471a. 3r. i6p. and Little Stonar, 128a. ir. 4p. The whole is exclufivc 
of the river, the half breadth of which meafures 15 a. r. 31 p. 

This eftate, after the diffolution of st Auftin's monaftery, remained in the crown till the 
22d of June in the 4th and 51I1 of Philip and Mary (1558) j when it was granted, with the 
light of patronage to the church, to Nicholas Cryfpe efq. and his affigns for his life ; and 
after his deceafe to his brother John Cryfpe in fee; it being at that time under leai'e from 
the crown to John Johnfon, alias Anthony, gent, for a term of 21 years from 10th of may 
1554, at the yearly rent of 23L and it was valued to the grantee at 621 1, or 27 years pur- 
chafe. The whole fum paid however was 637I. 13s, 4d. This eftate continued in the 
family of Crifpc till it ended in four daughters and coheirs; one of which marryino- Richard 
Breton efq. of Elmes in the parifli of Hougham, he bought the intereft of the other three 
filters and became the fole proprietor. He fold it afterwards to fir George Rook knight, 
of St Lawrence near Canterbury, and it defcended to his fon George, who married the 
hon. Frances Ward, deleft daughter of William Lord Dudley. Upon her death in 1770 it 
came by her will to her nephew the honorable John Ward efq. afterwards lord vifcount 
Dudley and Ward j who fold it in 1787 to Charles Foreman efq. of London ; who dying 
in 1791 bequeathed it to his nephew mr John Foreman in tail general; with remainder in 
like manner to his other nephew mr Luke Foreman ; with remainder in fee to the rev. mr 
James Carpenter Gape. 'I iw 
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The commiflioners in valuing this eftate eftimated the quantity of land and the annual 
value per acre in the following manner :

The SANDWICH MANUSCRIPT. 

The antiquities of Richborowc, Sronhore and Sandwich. 

The antiquities of the old towne and cafllc of Ruppcccftcr or Recheborrow, now called 
Richhorrow, then in the ifle of Thaner, as alfo of the new foundation and erection of the 
townc of Sandwich, with the foundations of old in the fame, fir ft founded by Knutc the 
Dane being then king of England, gathered out of antient chronicles of Matth. Paris, Math. 
Wcftmonaft, «— Roff. Tho 3 Sprotteus *, and other antient records and monuments. 



* Hit name k tlius differently written, Sprottjuus, Sjjottue, Spiotlus 
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In the yeare of grace $2, Arviragus king of Brittain refufed his obedience t0 the Roman 
empire: whereupon Vefpatian a noble captaine of the Romans was fent into Brittaine by 
Claudius the emperor to reprefs Arviragus his infoiency, and to reduce him to his former 
fubje&ion ; which Vefpatian attempting to land his forces in the haven of Rutupi or 
Richborow, now called Sandwich haven, was there by Arviragus repulfed and kept from 
landing. At which time the haven, which is now called Sandwich haven, was called the 
haven of Rutupi or Richeborrow. 

Long afterwards, partly by continuance of time, and more by the force and fury of the 
Danes rnakemg havock of all things in the county of Kent and efpecially in Thanet, the 
city of Rutupi with the caftle now called Richborrow cattle was utterly deftroyed by fiie 
and fword -, fuch was the rage of king Swayne and his Danes in the yeare of grace 990, 
The antient caftle of Rutupi now Richborrow was built by Vefpatian, being then general! 
of the Romans in Brittaine, and fent thither by the mighty emperor Claudius, Arviragus 
then reigning in Brittain : which Vefpatian, after he had gotten the victory and fubducd 
the Brittons, built the caftle of Richborow for the fafeguard and defence of his navy ■ 
which caftle the Britons called the caftle of Rutupi, as who fhould fay, the caftie built 
upon the rock or upon the coaft of Rutupi, takeing the name of the place : for in time of 
the Roman government ail the caftles of Kent eaftward was of Ptolomy called the caftle 
of Rutupi : as alfo witnefleth Lucan ; 

Aut vaga cum Thetis Rutupinaque littora fervent, 
Unda Cal/donios fallet turbata Brirtannos. 

This mod auncient caftle, fcituafe in the mouth of the haven of Rutupi now called 
Sandwich haven, (begun) in the yeare of grace 55, not far from the auncient towne of 
Stonhore in the iflc of Thanet, was perfected by Severus the emperour, which then govcrn'd 
the Brittains, as appeareth by the auncient coyne and money commonly found in the 
ruines and about the faid caftle of Richborow, haveing the impreffion and infeription of 
Severus : which Severus was the cheefeft builder of caftles, forts and walls of all the Ro- 
mans in Britainc, as is to be gathered in that he walled in Dovor, built the caftle of Reculfe 
or Rcculvcr in the ifle of Tindclade, as auncient coyncs there found bearing his impref- 
fion doe {hew. Befidcs, he built a ftrong and famous wall called Severus wall between 
the Britons and Scots, or Picls, in the north parts of Britainc, all the breadth of the land 
from fea to fea. 

The towne of Stonchorc was of great fame in the times of king Ethelbcrt about the 
yeare of grace 616; at which place Canutus with his Danes landed in the haven of 
Rutupi, and there he entered with all his navy : it was fcituate right over again ft Sand- 
wich. Theic alfo landed st Auguftine with his companions in number forty, being fent 
by Gregory the bifhop of Rome ; where he alfo tarried vntil king Ethelbcrt with his 
nobility gave him audience in the caftle of Richborrow. 

At this auncient towne of Stonchorc landed Lewis the ion of Philip the iVench king; 
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and barons of the land confpireing agaiuft theyre king had promifed to deliver the king- 
dome vnto the (aid Lewis, as witnefleth Math. Paris. This towne, being much ruinated 
by the rage of Swayne and the Danes in the year 990, was reedified by William the con- 
queror in the yeare of grsxe 1069; and in the reign of Richard the fecond was by the 
frenchmen utterly deftroyed with fire and fword,; at which time they alfo greatly fpoiled 
the towne of Sandwjch : and thus much of Stonar, 

But to return again to the auncient caftle of Rutupi or Richhorow, which in time of 
the Saxons was a famous pallace of the kings of Kent, as it is reported by Thomas Spot- 
teus, a monck of st Auguftins, in his hiftory of the kings of Kent, whole words are thefe. 
Ethel bert king of Kent, after he had given away his pallace in Doroberaia, for foe the 
Saxons called that citty or which we now call Canterbury, as one might fay the court of 
Kent, for the auncient palace of .king Lucius in the time .of the Romans was fcituate nere 
unto the moft auncient church dedicated to the hono.ur of our saviour Chrift now called 
chrift church : which pallace of the kings at Canterbury the king gave vnto Auguftine and 
his fucceffors for euer, after that he had received the faith of Chrift and was by him bap- 
tiied. He gaue alfo vnto him all the citty of Canterbury, excepting certaine efpe.ciall 
lands belonging to his crowne. After which donation and departure from his pallace in 
Cant, he made his continual! aboad and dwelling in his caftle of Richeborrow* or as 

many fay at Reculfe or Reculver. 

And becaufe I haue made mention of the caftle of Reculfe or Reculver, it jhall not be 
from the purpofe to fpeak fomething thereof. This auncient caftle was built, as I faid 
before, by Severus the emperour in the yeare pf grace 205, as Matthew Weftminfter.re- 
porterh. Severus the emperour with great force entered .into Britaine - 9 where after many 
fliarp and bloody.battells he fubdued the greateft partvof the ifland, and built with Roman 
brick a moft ftrong caftle at the going out of the hauen of Rutupi, called Reculfe, now 
Reculver- Hce alio made a great. ditch ; or trench with a very ftrong wall fortified with 
many turrets and towers in length J32 miles extending from fea to fea, where leaucing 
garrifons for the defence thereof hee returned to York and there dyed. In this caftle qf 
Reculver Ethelbert the fecond of that name king of Kent, after the example of Ethel bert 
the firft, built a monaftcry of monkes, dedicating it to the honour of the. virgin Mary, 
inducing the fame with great pofleflions; and lyeth interred in the body of the fame church 
in an arched fepulchre in a wall on, the north. fide of that church, as is at this day to be 
fecn. About the year of grace 797* Brithwaldus, after aichbifhop of Canterbury, was 
the laft abbot of .that rnonaftery, and was vttcrly ruinated by the fury of Swayne the Dane 
anno 990, The comeing of st Aup-ufline the monk into England, fent thither by Gregory 
the firft, bifhop of Rome, to preach the faith of Chrift vnto king Ethelbert and his people. 
At whofe preaching the king and his fubjedls, by the grace of god, were converted from 
paganifmc, and received baptifme in the yeafc of grace 596, which was the 147 yeare after 



* Brithwak! was abbot of Reculver and came to the fee of Canterbury in 692 
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that the two brethren Horfus and Hengiftus with theyre forces invaded Brittain — Auguftine 
the fervant of God was fent into Brittain by Gregory the bifhop of Rome to preach the 
gofpell of Chrift vnto the inhabitants of that land, which then being blinded with pagan 
fuperftition had vtterly extinguifhed all chriftianity in that part of the land which they 
poflefled. But in that part of Brittaine which is called Wales the faith of Chrift was ftill 
retained ; which being received in the yeare of our lord 157 did neuer after faile among 
thern. Upon the eaft part of Kent lyeth the ifle of Thanet, where Auguftine with his 
fellows landed, being in number forty perfons as it is reported, who by his interpreter fent 
to king Ethelbert gaue the king to vnderftand, that he with his company was come from 
Rome to bring vnto him and his people the glad tideing of the gofpell ; the way ruto eternall 
life and bliffe to all them that believe the fame; which thing the king heareing came fhortly 
after into the ifle of Thanet vnto his pallace or caflle of Rupticefter or Richeborow, fci- 
tuate nigh the old citty of Stonehore; and the king fitting vnder the cliff or rock whereon 
the caftle is built commanded Auguftine with his fellows to be brought before him. Then 
Auguftine, being prefented before the king and ftrengthened with God's fpirit, began boldly 
to preach the glad tideings of the gofpell, affureing the king and his people of euerlaftin^ 
life and falvation in the kingdome of heaven by Chrift, if they would giue credit vnto his 
doctrine and preaching; with many other things tending to convert the king from paganifme 
to chriftianity. To whom the king gave anfwer, that the thing he had preached was 
good to heare, being both wonderfull and worth the following ; but for foe much, fayth 
hee, as they be novelties, and as yet to vs vnknowne, I am not aminded to confent there- 
untOyf.and to forfake the religion and ceremonies of our anceftors of long time vfed and 
continued in this our kingdome - 9 yet for fo much as yee are come from farr, intending as 
it feemeth our health and welfare, I will in friendly and all kindnefs entertaine you, and 
^ntreate you with convenient allowance of all things needfull for your maintenance and 
iuftentation, giueing you free liberty to preach in my kingdome, and to gain vnto your 
religion fuch as you can. And then gave vnto Auguftine and his fellows a dwelling place 
in the citty of Canterbury, now fcituate in the parifli of st Alphage on the north fide of the 
king's ftreet, along the which now runneth the wall of the archbifhop's pallace ; in which 
place st Auguftine with his fellows made his abode vntill the convcrfion of the king. It is 
now called ftable or ftaple gate. There was at that time a chappell or oratorie for the 
king's houfhold-, where they did pray and facrifi.ee to theyre idols and falfegods, as Spot- 
teus reporteth. 

But to come nearer to our purpofe. The towne of Sandwich is fcituate one mile from 
the old caftle of Richborow, and this I read of it. At hrtt: it was called Swanfwick, as it 
were the Swains falts or the haven of Swaine, becaufc he there wintered with all his navy : 
in which place for fafeguard of his fhipping he built a fort on the cad fide of the haven of 
Rutupie, which afterward in the reign e of Edward the confeflbr was called the caftle of 
Edward carle of EiTcx : the remnants and mines whereof at this day remaine, nere vnto 
the faid haucn within the walls of Sandwich, in the orchard of Edward Pcake gent, and 
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jurate of the fame towne. Yet Leland is of opinion that Sandwich tooke the name of fait 
fands, as it were a towne placed in the felts, and foe corruptly called Sandwicke, as one 
might fay, a towne placed in the fandy fkltSj for this word, wicke, in the end of a word 
fignifieth fait. But let tinge the etymologye of the name paffe, i gather of the premiffes, 
that Sandwich tooke a great encreafe by the ruine of Stonehore, and were a new foundation 
by the Danifn fubverfion of Richeborrow. 

Along by the one fide of the towne of Sandwich runneth a frefh river, which the Saxons 
called Stowre and the Biitons before that the Dowre. After the defolation of Stonehore 
Canutus the great king of Denmark prevailing in England, according to his owne deflre,' 
new built Sandwich, inftead of Stonehore and Richeborrow before by the Saxons deftroyed; 
which towne according to the nature of the fcituation he called Sandwich, a towne of 
fait fand ; which towne was begun to be built a little before in the reigne of his father 
king Swayne, and being perfected by Canutus his fon was by the fame Canutus enriched 
with great and large priviledges and liberties; which charter of priviledge granted by king 
Canutus I myfelfe have feen in the towne hall among!! the auncient records of Sandwich: 
which towne, tho' king Canutus in fine fo much loved and fauoured as of an imperfect 
work to bring it to perfection, indueing the fame with great priviledge, yet not long before 
he mortally hated the fame, becaufe of the confpiracy and treafon of the Saxons againft 
him in that place; for which caufe he in moft cruell wife caufed the hands and nofes of 
the noblemens fons of the Saxons, which were left with him for hoftages vntill certaine 
conditions were performed, to be cutt off: which cruell and tyrannous facl fo exafperated 
the Saxons, that in the end he was glad to for fake England and fly into Denmark anno 
1027 *. 

In the towne of Sandwich are three fair parim. churches governed by three godly and 
learned minifters, which there moft diligently preach the word of God. The firftof thefe 
churches is fcituate in the weft part of the towne towards Canterbury gate, dedicated to 
the virgin Mary and is called St Mary's, where, in the auncient times of the Saxons made 
before the building of the towne of Sandwich, flood a monaftery or nunnery vpon the fide 
of the hauen of Rutupie, as I find in the hiftory of Gloflinef monck of the comcing of 
Auguftine j which monaflcry was. begun by Dampneva queen and aunt to king Egbert^ 
which queen by the helpe of the king her nephew aforcfaid built two faire monaftcries, 
one in the ifle of Thanet called Mi after, the mines whereof yet remainc in the fame parifh, 
and the other upon the bank of the hauen of Rutupi or Richeborrow, in the ycareof grace 
640 %; which two monafteiies (lie caufed to be built, efpccially for that king Egbert had 
fuffered his two nephews Ethelbcrt and Ethelbrigc| to be murdered by the counfcll of his 
fenefchall Thunor - 9 in expiation of which innocent blood lie built two monafierics, one 
at Miniler in Thanet, and another dedicate to the virgin Mary fcituate in the very place

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where the patifh church of st Mary now ftandeth ; which church being long fmcc de- 
ftroyed by the Danes was again repaired at the charges of queen Emma Canutus his wife •, 
who may well be counted founder of that towne. The fame church was againe clefiroyed 
by the frenchmen in the yeare of Richard the fecond. In the 20th yeare of kin<r 

Henry the 8th an anchrefs had her cell at the eaft end of the fame church, where the old 
mon after y before (poke of was fir ft founded. 

In the church of st Maries are interrd the bodys of many worthy men, as fir Edward 
Ringeley lent, and his wife dame Elizabeth, the daughter and heire of William Langlcy 
of Knowlton efq. which Edward Ringeley was born in Stafford (hi re, and knighted at 
Morles in France by Thomas duke of Norfolk the king's lieutenant general!, for that he 
moft valiantly fir it fcaled the walls of Morles: afterwards he was made lieutenant of the 
ordnance in the wans againit the Scotts ; and afterward preferred by king Henry the 8th 
to be maiihall of the towne of Calais, and after that made fenefchall of the fame towne ; 
laftly he was made captaine of the caftle of Guines, where he died, and his body honorably 
carried from thence to Sandwich, and folempnley buried in the fouth ifle of st Mary's 
church in the reigne of king Edward the fixth. In this church alfo refreth the body of fir 
William Leverick of A(h knt. and dame Emma his wife, the daughter of fir John Sept- 
vans of Afli knt. which were the principal repairers or builders of st Maries church after 
it was burnt by the French in the time of Richard the fecond ; theyre bodys lye in 
the north fide of the fame church in an arched fepulchre in the church wall, and were 
buried in the reigne of Henry the fourth. There alfo lyeth the body of William lord 

1 

Clinton, the firfl founder of the Carmelite fryers in Sandwich, as it is reported, and is 
buried vnder the guilded arch in the wall on the fouth fide of the church j which arch was 
mured vp in the time of king Edward the fixth, but is yet neuerthclefs to be ken in the 
church yard. There alfo are buried the bodies oi 
his wife in the fouth ifle of the faid church nere vnto the lord Clinton : hee of his owne 
chardge erected achauntry, fuperftitioufly perfwaded that it was for his fouls health. And 
to be (hort, in the bellfraye nere unto the quier doore lyeth buried the bodye of Thomas 
Manwood gent, which dyed in the reigne of king Henry the 8th, a goodly and pleafant 
gentleman. He had iffue John, Roger and Thomas; of which Roger Manwood became 
a famous and learned lawyer; a man for his learning had in great eftimation of all men, 
orderly rifeing by all the worfhipfull titles of the law to be ferjeant, and was afterwards 
made one of the juftices of the common pleas by queen Elizabeth in the fifteenth* yeare of 
her reigne and in the yeare of grace 1572, and laftly to be lord chcife baron of the exchequer. 
He had to wife Dorothy, one of the daughters of John Tcbolc gent, by whomc he had 
three fons, whereof onely the youngeft Peter Manwood liucth ; the other two dyed young. 
His- father Thomas Manwood was had in good accompt in Sandwich, and had to wife 
Kaiherinc the daughter of John Gallaway efq. by whom he had iffue John, Roger and 
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men had in great cflimacion among their neighbours. Thomas ManwooJ was the ion of 
Roger Man wood : his mother was defcended of the Stapletons in SuiTex. This Roger 
Manwood was born neer Chichefterin the territorys of Man wood ; in which territory, as 
Henry Hunt.* reporteth, in the time of the Britones flood a great and ftrong citty called 
Andredecefter, which citty Ella king of the fouth Saxons wanne, but not without great 
(laughter both of the Saxons and Britones. In perpetual! remembrance whereof the cir- 
cuits of ground belonging to that citty is vntill this day called the territory of Man wood, 
as a place wherein the manhoode of the Britons was tryed ; in which place this P.oger v/as 
born, and took his name thereof. He beareth in his coate fine palets, &c. 

St Peter's church is fcituate in the mid ft of the towne- in which church being both faire 
and large reft the bodyes of certaine worthy perfonages, especially founders of chapells and 
hofpitalls; of whome Thomas Ellis a worfhipfull merchant and Margaret his wife were 
cheife; whofe bodyes are buried in a moft auncient monument in the north ifleof the fame 
church. Thefe two founded tv/o ho fpitals in Sandwich for the releife of the poore, one 
in the honour of st Thomas called St Thomas houfe, his oth:r in honour of st John hap- 
tift called St John's houfc f ; enduing the faid hofpitalls with convenient lands. Allfo the 
fame Thomas Ellis and Margaret Ellis founded three chaplaines or priefts perpetually to 
pray for the people ; one of which three priefts was always bound to teach and inftru£t 
the youth of the towne. The laft of which chaplains v/as one rar Greene a learned fchool- 
mafter and a greate beater downe of papiftry. The houfe for the three chaplains was 
fcituat at the eaft end of st Peter's church. 

There refteth allfo in this church the body of fir John Growet knt. he lyeth in a fe- 
pulcher vnder an arch in the wall in the fouth fide of the fame church, which fouth ifle 
he built. He flourifhed in the time of king Henry vjth, in the 26th yeare of his reigne. 

In the north ifle of this church is alfo buried the bodyes of J. Eue§, a worfhipfull mer- 
chant and Maude his wife, in an arched fepulcher in the wall, which north ifle they built 
from the ground. Under an arch in the wall in the north ifle of the fame church arc 
buried divers worfhipfull men of the Sandwiches knights, whereof one fir Simon Sand- 
wich was warden of the cinque ports in the reigne of king Edward the fecond, who gaue 
liberally towards the new building of the fteeple of the fame church. 

The third chinch dedicated to st Clement is fcituate upon higher ground then the reft 
in the eaft part of the fame towne neer Sandownc gate; which church is gi eater and fairer 
then either of the other, and refemblcth the manner of Normans buildings vfed in the time 
of William the conqucrour. It feemeth that the great windows of the fame church 
were made, long after the fir ft building of the church, of a newer mould than was in 
former time vl'cd, U\ this church arc buried divers worfhipfull gentlemen and merchants 
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gentlewoman there fupcrftitioufly buried in a francifcan's habit.

After time had vtterly worne out st Peter's fchoole in Sandwich, which fchoole I fnalec 
vf before, anew free gramar fchoole was erected much fairer and better built than the 
other, but fcituat in a worfe and more corrupt aire, by reafon of the annoyance of the 
marfhes and oufe nere unto the fame. It is placed in the weft end of the towne ncer Can- 
terbury gate. It was built cheifly by the meanes of Roger Manwood efq. counfejlor at 
law at the common chardges of the faid Roger Manwood, the inhabitants of the towne 
and other well difpofed of the country. The cheifefl townefmen in furthering of this 
work were John and Thomas Manwood bretheren of the faid Roger, William Southwiclc 
Ryfe Parrot, Thomas Thorn fon and John Gilbert ; all which werebountifull contributors 
to the new foundation of that fchoole in the feventh yeare of the reignc of queen Elizabeth. 
But above all the reft Roger Manwood, as a paterne or father of the towne of Sandwich 
endued the faid fchoole with the yearly revenue of 20I. procureing his younger brother 
Thomas Manwood to giue to the faid fchoole 10 J. a yeare for euer. God of his goodnefs 
fend many fuch labourers into his vineyard to his glory and the benefit of the common 
•wealth. This fchoole of Sandwich payeth a yearly quitrent of 2od, to the deane and chapter 
of chriftchurch, as to the lords of the foil. 

Of the firft erection of the Carmelites in the towne of Sandwich. 

In the 20th yeare of the reigne of king Edward the firft, 1292, William lord Clinton 
lord of Folkftone and Goulfton, of his owne charges built a faire monaftery of Carmelites 
or black* friers in the fouth fide of the towne of Sandwich. In that monaftery was buried 
the body of William Peynell gent, and Thomas Craythorne efq. with Maude his wife 
defcended of the worfhipfull family of the Sandwiches, which of theyre owne charges fiiil 
founded the hofpitall of st Bartholmews with a chauntry of three pre ifts-, whereof one 
was as it were prior, and had charge to fee the poore of that hofpitall conveniently re- 
lieucd with neceffaries as well in ficknefs as in health. The chauntry priefts were bound 
by fuperftitious vow continually to pray for the health of the people and fouls of theire 
founders. Afterwards in procefs to time for the further rcliefe of the poore God ftined 
up the Sandwiches; firft Henry Sandwich knt. warden of the cinque ports and the kino's 
lieutenant of Kent, who incicafed the number of the almcs men in that bofplull to the 
number of 12 men and fourc women, commonly called bretheren and filters of st Barthol- 
mew's, building for every one of them a private houfe, to remaine to them and theyre poore 
fucceflbrs for euer ; which houfe or hofpitall are fcituate without the fouth gate of the 
towne of Sandwich, commonly called Newgate. Sir Nicholas Sandwich knt. in time of 
king Richard the fecond, lord warden of the cinque ports after his father, not onciy con- 
firmed his father's donation, but alfoc endowed the faid hofpitall of st Bartholmew with 

larger pofleffions and liberties, affigning the patronage of the fame hofpitall for euer vnto 
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the rnaior and commonalty of the towne of Sandwich for the time being, and a 1 fb the 
choyce of other poore perfons inftead of fuch poore as {hall at any time afterwards depart 
in the faid hofpitall ; preferring allways before all others in theyre choyce fuch as had been 
mayors, juratts or commoners of Sandwich, which were growen farre in debt, or decayed 
by (hipwrack, fire, or other like casualties. The bodyes of thefc two knights are decently 
buried in the north fide of the quire of the chappell of the laid hofpitall. 

There was alfo in Sandwich another auncient church dedicated to st Jacob, and fci* 
tuated towards the fouth fide of the towne, not farre from st Mary's. It is now vtterly 
deftroyed, as a thing {landing the townefmen to no vfe. The church yard thereof is yet 
a burying place for ftrangers. In that church was allways an hwn;'. attired in black 
garments with a long beard, whofe duty was to minifler vnto the ftrangers and poore, to 
bury the dead and to pray for the people. The laft hermit there I myfelfe knew in the 
i:oth yeare of king Henry the 8th, called John Steward, who was afterwards preferred to 
be parfon of st Mary's. This chapell was deftroyed in the time o^ king Edward the 
fixth. 

I reade in the auncient monuments of chriftchurch in Canterbury, that in that very 
place where the new grammar fchoole of Sandwich is now erefted, in the times of the 
Normans flood a monaftery of rnoncks called Suthomni, built by Odo bifliop of Baion, to 
whom William the conqueror' his brother by the. Thother's fide had then committed the 
government of the county of Kent.

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Of RICHBOROUGH 




TH,E extenfive trail of marfli land lying, between Thanet and Walmer, and extending 
from thefhore to Canterbury, was formerly the bed of the Portus Rutupinus, and 
in all probability was covered with the fea at the time the Romans were in this country. 
A ftrong preemptive proof of this is, that no remains whatever of that people occur any 
where throughout this flat diftricT: ; whereas we meet with coins and other Roman matters 
the moment, we afcend the rifing borders of the marfli. There is pofitive evidence thac 
the fea.approached, at fome diftant period, to the very foot of Richborough hill ; for in 
digging a few years ago to lay the foundation of Richborough fluice, the workmen, after 
penetrating through what was once the muddy bed of the river that runs clofe by in a more 
contracted channel than formerly, came to a regular fandy fea fhore, that had been fuddenly 
covered with filt, on which lay broken and entire {hells, oyfters, fea weeds, the purfe of 
the thornback, a fmall (hoe with a metal fibula in it, and fome.fmall human bones; all of 
them except the laft article with the fame appearance of freflinefs as fuch things have on the 
{hore at this day. And even now, though the ground has been fo much raifed by repeated 
depofitions of mud, the whole of the marfh land between Deal and Thanet would be over- 
flown by every extraordinary fpring tide, were it not for the natural barrier raifed by the 
furge of the fea againft itfelf, and the artificial banks thrown up along the haven of 

Sandwich. 

Richborough hill is entirely furrounded.by marfh land, and undoubtedly was an ifland 
when the bay exifted. On this infulatcd mount ftand the remains of the famous cattle of 
Rutupi., exhibiting to our view a more perfect fpecimen of Roman architecture than exifts 
any where elfc in Britain, < The walls are conftrucled in this manner. Two rows of 
holders lie on the natural. foil which is a To! id pitfand, then a thin ftratum of chalk noddles; 
next a fijigle row of holders, and over them another thin layer, of fmall chalk j all without 
' cement; thep holders again-mixed with- mortar ; and fo the mafonry proceeds internally 
with aconfufed mixture of large, holders, ochre ftones, fand ftonc, blocks of chalk with 
pholadcs bedded therein and balani on their furfaces 5 the whole cemented with a mortar 
formed of lime, grit, large 'and fmall pebbles, fea (hells and fragments of baked bricks, 
much too coarfe in its compofition ever to have been fluid* Externally on both fides, the 
walls are faced with regular courfes of (qmfed grit and portland ftonc, except in fome de- 



fached parts of the inner fide of the fouth, wall wheie the fquared ftones arc fmall in fize, and 
ape-mixed with boWepi : finfl fifypM in.th^hcrring bone way and in other faMom. The ge- 
neral facing was evidently worked up with the internal p#rt,;>it as the fquared ftones could 
be applied to. the rubblcwork only with a flat furfaccy it was ncccflary to band them together 
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at proper intervals with double rows of large flat tiles, which however do not go through 
the wall, but only to the depth of one or at moft two tiles. The firft range of tiles begins 
about five feet from the bottom of the wall, and the rows are repeated to the top at different 
intervals, from three feet-three inches to four feet three inches : between thefe are generally 
feven courfes of the fquared ftoncs ; but in the eaftern part of the north wall the rows 
vary from fix to nine. The tiles are for the moft part plain, and differ in their dimen- 
fions from 14 in. by 7! in to 17 \ in. by n\ in. and in their thicknefs from ii in. to j| in. 
There is another fort, with the longeft fides diihed about an inch, that occurs very fparingly 
in the fouth and weft walls. They are about 15^ in. long, a foot broad, and an inch 
thick. They are ranged with the fiat tiles here and there one, and are generally with 
their bottoms upwards. A few of the plain tifes are of a pale yellowifh red, but both 
forts for the rnoft part are of a fine full red, and all of them are exceedingly veil burned. 
The walls to the height of fix feet are 1 1 feet 3 inches thick, and afterwards only 10 feet 
8 inches j and the north wall in its moft perfect part is about 23 feet high : the top of the 
wall is every where imperfect, and the facing is almoft wholly thrown of? from the fouthern 
afpc&s of the walls by the roots of the ivy, and the operations of heat and moifture. The 
fcaffbld holes remain on the outer fides of the north and weft walls, which fides have 

r 

fuffered much lefs injury from time and the weather than the other fides. 

The caftle has been a regular parallelogram, but a great part of the eaft wall does not 

* 

appear ; that having been undermined by the feaj enough of it however remains to point out 
its direction and fituation. The whole fite occupied 6 a. ir, 8 p. of ground -> the area 
within the walls meafured 5a. 31*. 8p. There was no ditch round the building, and the 
foundation is very fupcrficial ; nor has any well -been difcovered : which circumftances 
make it probable, that itwas creeled merely to prevent the fudden attack of an invading 
enemy, and could not be intended for the regular defence of any fixedi community within 
the walls. The walls were flanked by round projecting towers at the angles, and by fquare 
ones at irregular diftances along 1 the fides. There are marks of two of thefe in the weft 
wall, and of two others, befules the porta decumana, in the north wall, and of two more 
in the fouth wall ; in winch undoubtedly was a third that has fallen down the bank. 
Thefe fquare towers, projecting about eight feet from the wall, were folid nearly eight feet 
from the foundation, and 'afterwards hollow. In the main wall within thefe* towers are 
four large round fmooth holes in a row, each about 9 inches in diameter and penetrating 
about 8 feet into the fubflance of the main wall : below thefe are fmaller holes, four 
inches in diameter, that run about 10 inches into the wall ; all "which feem to have ftrved 
for the infertion of beams to fupport an apparatus of defenfive machinery. 

Within the area of the caftle, not prccifely in the centre, but fomewhat towards the 
north eaft corner, underground, is a folid rectangular platform of mafonary 144.5 feet 
long, 104 feet wide, and 5 feet thick*'- It is a cbmpofttion of bdlders and coarfe mortar* 
and the whole upper furface to the very verge is covered over with a coat of the fame fort 
of mortar fix inches thick* In the middle of the platform is the} bafe of a fnpcrftru&ure

at the dinance of about 460 yards. It was without fubfcllia or feats ; at leail there are 110 
remains of fuch conven.ences in the prefent excavation. This was commonly the cafe in 
the caftrcnfian amphitheatre, and the people flood during the exhibition of the fports. 

From thenorth weft to the fouth eaft points it mcafures 68 yards, and is 11 * feet deep; 
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in the fhapeof a crofs, rifing fomewhat above the ground and from 4 to 5 feet above the 
platform. It has been faced with fquared ft.ones, fome of which remain. The fhaft of the 
crofs, running north and fouth, is 87 feet long and 7.5 feet broad j the traverfe'is 22 feet 
in width and 46 feet in length. A bafe of fuch folidity could fcarcely have been intended 
for the fupport of a roof, or have formed a part of any compound building Might there 
not have been on this fpot a'lofty fea mark to direct the mariner, or a crofs to folicit his 
devotion ? Might it not have been st Auftin's crofs; a name which the people'thcre, in 
Camden's time, mifapplied to the croflings in the corn, but whicli might belong to this 
mafs of mafonrv, raifed perhaps by the public to commemorate the happy arrival of st Au- 
guftine in Britain, and his landing at the foot of this very hill ? 

In the weft wall, much nearer to the north weft angle of the caftle than to the fouth 
weft, was a large opening in the wall 34 feet wide, where about 5J feet under the ground 
is part of a foundation of large fquared blocks of ftone, confifting of feveral courfes, a great 
part of which has been removed and applied to various ufes about the neighbouring farms. 

It extends inwards 7! feet, and outwards 6 feet two inches from the wall, fo that the whole £ 

breadth of the platform, including the breadth of the wall, was originally 24 feet 11 inches. 
The lewifles by which they were raifed remain in fome of the flones. The two parts of 
the wall do not run from this opening in the fame direction ; the fouth weft corner hearing 
from it S. 14 15' W. the north weft corner N. 12 25' E. There is no appearance what- 
ever of any fuperftruflure, that might have been raifed upon this platform and conneded 
with the walls, the ends of which are terminated with regular facings. It may therefore 
be difficult to determine the ufes of this opening and platform. If this was the principal 
entrance into the caftle, there muft originally have been fome grand fortified gate raifed 
upon this foundation for the fecurity of fo wide a paffage ; but no traces of fuch a ftruaure 
appear either on what remains of the platform or on the facings of Live walls. Some have 
been induced to think,' it was the fite of an altar or temple facred to Diana, from the exuviae 
of animals ufually facrificed to that goddefs that abound juft at that fpot 5 but furely fome 
place would have been feleaed for the celebration of holy rites iefs expo fed than this to 
the firft attacks of an enemy. Near the middle of the north wall is the oblique entrance 
or porta decumana : it is narrow, and from the holes remaining in the walls it appears to 
have been fumifhed with good timber defences. The exterior paflage running parallel \ 

with the main wall is about 4* feet wide* having a channel or gutter at the bottom for 
carrying off water from the higher ground within the caftle ; the interior paflage at a right 
angle with the other is 7 feet 8 inches wide. 

The true bearing of the north and fouth wall is about S. 76 30* E.. 
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in the oppofite direction it is 70 yards over and 7 feet deep. The depth without doubt 
was once much greater, the margins having been conftantly wearing away by the operations 

i 

of husbandry. 

A building was difcovered fome years ago in the plain at the foot of the bank about 40 

rods to the northward of the caftle, which had the appearance of a wharf or landing place. 
Its furface was a little way under ground; it was 4 feet high; of a triangular form, the 
fides nearly equal, of about 10 feet each, one of them parallel with the bank and its op« 
pofite angle projecting towards the fea. It was a {hell of brickwork, two bricks thick, 
filled with earth ; the two projecting fides tied together with a brace of the fame materials. 
Two forts of bricks were ufed in this building, one was 18 inches' by 12, and 3! inches 
thick ; the other 17 inches by 11, and ij thick, Mr Ebenezer Muflel of Bethnal Green 
near London purchafed all the bricks or tiles, and employed them in paving a court yard 
and part of his houfe there. 

Three urns were taken lately out of a fandpit on the hill on the left hand of the road 
leading from the caftle to the village; and befides coins, of which I {hall fpeak more 
particularly prefently, there have been found within and without the walls two fmall 
bronze figures of bagpipers, fupplying the bag with wind through a pipe by the mouth, 
and playing on the inftrument with the fingers; and another bronze figure with a flaik 
in the right hand, and having had fomething in the left, moft likely to drink out of, marks 
of which remain. Fragments of patera?, plain and ornamented, mixed with pieces of 
ftao-fhorn, and oyfterfhells abound about the north weft corner of the caftle; and I have 
from the area a fine onyx of an oval {hape evidently defigned for a ring, to which ufe I 
have applied it, and have had it fet in a mixture of gold, filver and copper found at Rich- 
borough, which enables me to inferibe upon it thefe words of Juvenal, Rutupino edita fundo. 

A fand pit at Afh, adjoining to the high road from thence to Canterbury, has furnifhed 
the cabinets of antiquaries with many curious fepulchral remains, that were depofitcd 
with the dead in wooden coffins. The graves are diftindt, and are about four feet below 
the prefent furface of the ground. They are difcoverable by an alteration in the colour 
and texture of the foil where the bodies lie; and they are commonly, tbough I believe 
not uniformly, in an eaft and weft direction. Parts of the harder bones and of the wooden 
cifts are fometimes found ; but in general all the animal and vegetable fubftanccs have pe~ 
rifiied. In many of the graves we meet with nothing worth notice : in forne we find the war- 
riors furniture, iron fwords, fpcar~ heads, and umbones of fliields ; and in others fibula?, 
buckles, clafps, belt-ornaments, amulets, pendants, &c. many of them of the precious metals 
or of copper ftrongly gilt, fct with ivory, and with garnets and coloured glafs upon chequered 
foils of folid gold; beads of baked earth, amber and amethyft, and glafs bugles, the or- 
naments of female drefs* Perhaps fome of the following articles may. fee m to denote the 
occupation, or perhaps only the caprice, of the perfons in whofe graves they were found : 
A wooden pail with brafs hoops; a large pan of mixed metal found upon a fmallcr one 

inverted j the iron head of an axe ; part of a beam and brafs balances of a fnpjl pair of 

fcalct', 
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fcales, with one leaden and feven brafs weights, two of them being coins of Fauftina the 
mother and daughter with their reverfes ground away, having a fingle dot before the 
mouth of the one, and fix dots 3 and 3 upon the temple of the other, probably to 
denote the weight j a ftone celt lying with a common flat flint ftone ; a cryftal ball * ; 
thick copper rings; and many articles of unknown ufe. 

This place is fuppofed by fome to have been the cemetery of the Roman garrifon at 
Richborough, but the diftance is too great; nor will the proportion of military perfons 
buried here at all countenance the idea. It was more probably the place of interment 
for the neighbouring hamlets before^the confecration of churchyards f. There are fuch 
hills of land at Wingham and Winfborough, that were fet apart for the fame purpofe, and 
which have furnifhed me and others with a variety of fepulchral remains. 

I have -been at the expence of engraving moft of the articles enumerated above; but the 
plates were not intended for this work J What I have omitted are engraved in the aqua 
tinta manner by the rev. James Douglas in his Nenia Britannica; a work abounding 
with curious obfervations on the fepulchres of our anceflors, in Kent and other parts of 
the kingdom, and with elegant reprefentations of the articles difcovcred in them. 

Roman coins, of the middle and frnal] brafs, from Claudius to Arcadius, abound both 
at Richborough and Reculver. I have from thence likewife denarii of Vitellius, Trajanus, 
iElius, Antoninus Pius, Maximinus, Philippus Filius, Valerianus, Gallienus, P. L„ 
Valerianus, and Arcadius;and one gold coin of Theodofius, (Victoria Augustorum. 
Tr. Con. Victoria gradiens^ dextra lauream, finiftra palmam.) All the villages above 
the level of the marfhes to the weft ward of Lower Deal, about Sandwich, and in Thaner, 
are continually furnifhing Britifh, Roman, and Saxon money. A gold coin of Juflinus 
of the rudeft fculpture, (reverfe, VrcTiURiJE,) and afhmll Britifh cavo convex coin have 
been found at Northbourn. I have had two other fuch Britifh coins from Wingham, the 
one weighing 20 grains; the other 835 grains, its fpecific gravity 10.9 1|. On the ob- 
verfe of this is a man on horfeback with his right aim extended, the horfe bridled ; the letters 
S E C. or S E G. round the margin from the right to the left : on the xcverfe within a 
parallelogram TASCIO. Another of thefe cavo-convex coin? from Lyrningc weighed qy 
grains, and its fpecific gravity was 16.2. I have a denarius of Trajan and other Roman 
brafs coins from the caftlc field in Worth ; where on the riling ground, a little way from 
the border of the marfhes and about a quarter of a mile fouth weft of the church, are the 
foundations of the walls of two fquare buildings, one within the other. Each fide of

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the outer one meafures 53 feet, and of the inner one 28| feet; the thrcknefs of each wall 
4 feet, and the interval between them 83 feet* The foundations are about a foot below the 
furface of the ground, and confift of chalk laid in earth and covered with a thick itratum 
of hard coarfe mortar, from whence probably commenced regular courfes of mafonry, 
which have been taken down and removed by the cultivators of the ground. In expofing 
the whole to view the workmen threw up fragments of Roman tiles, patera? and urns ; 
which, added to the circumftances of the name of the field and the finding of Roman coins 
there, make it extremely probable, that this was a Roman exploratory tower with an out- 
work. Near 300 of the Nummi argentei engraved by Camden, Battely and White were 
found together in a pot at Hougham near Dover, about the year 1780. The few that 
came into my pofleffion are in the moft perfect prefervation, and weigh from 1 7 1 grains to 
20 each. Such coins have been found in England principally at Hougham, Reculver and 

in Thanet. 

The port of Rutupi, the moft famous in Britain, undoubtedly gave its name to, or re- 
ceived it from, fome/ity or principal town that was fttuate within it. From Ptolomy it 

r 

appears, there was fijeh a city, and that it was one of the three principal cities of Kent. 
He was a celebrated geographer of Egypt, and died in the year 162, aged about 78. He 
wrote therefore in the beginning or middle of the fecond century. His geography 
is come down to us with many errors, which are to be attributed partly to the im- 
perfection of the fcience of aftronomy at that period, and partly to the miftakes of trait- 
fcribers. The work however may leafonable be expected to be more accurate in what 
it relates of Kent than in its account of any other diftrict of Britain, whether he vifited 
the places himfelf or derived his knowledge of them from others. Kent in Caefar's time 
was the moft civilized part of the ifland, that is, it had the greateft intercourfe with 
foreigners in matters of commerce. The road from the continent to London and the 
internal parts of the kingdom lay through Kent j all paflengers landed in the Rutupine 
port ; and immediately reforted to the city of that port, wherever it might be. The names 
and diftanccs of places on the road muft therefore have been familiar to foreigners as well 
as natives j and if the manufcript copies were fubmitted by Ptolomy to his contemporaries 
in Britain or upon the neighbouring continent, any miftakes in thofe particulars muft 
have been noticed and corrected. The city, the urbs Rutupire^ a place of trade, whether 
of Britifti or Roman foundation, would be in a fituation to embrace all the conveniences 

* 

of the port. It would not be feated on a final 1 ifland, in the very mouth of a /hallow bay 
extending from Thanet to Deal caftle, expo fed to the eaft and fouth winds * : it would be 
placed in fome fpot of eafy accefs to veiTels from London and the northern coafts by the 
northern mouth of the port at Reculver, and to paflengers and merchandize from the op- 
pofitc continent by its caftern mouth at Richborough. It would be placed in fhort on 
the fitc of Canterbury, which in the antient perfect ftatc of the Rutupine port could bo 
the only eligible place for an emporium* And Ptolomy moft nfluredly fixed it there, m

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we fhall fee prefently. In the fecond book of his geography he treats of Europe ; and 
fpeaking of London, he fays it is 2-j hours to the weftward of Alexandria in londtude, 
and its longeft day has 17 hours. He places it, afterwards, in 20 degrees of longitude from 
fome place eaftward, and in 54 degrees of latitude, and among the.cities of Kent thus- 
Next to the Atrebatcs in the eaftermoff. quarter are the Cantii, who have thefe cities

In defcribing the fouth coaft of the ifland wafhed by the Britifh ocean he ends with the 
promontory of Kent, or north foreland • and in tracing the caftern fide bounded by the 
German ocean he fi nifties with the fame promontory, and in both places he gives it the 
fame degrees of latitude and longitude, vis.

Here then we have Darvenum one degree of longitude eaft from London ; Rutupia? 
three quarters of fuch a degree eaftward of Darvernum, and the foreland a quarter of a 
degree in the fame direction from Rmupiae. London, Rutupia? and the foreland are placed 
in the fame parallel of latitude, but Darvenum is removed 20 miles to the fouth ward of 
that parallel. A degree of longitude in latitude 54 confifh of about 42 enqlifh miles 
which, if Ptolomy meant tu be perfectly accurate in his numbers, would give 82 fuch 
miles for the diflance between London and the foreland, and fo in proportion for the. other 
diflances: but he -feJd om pretends to greater accuracy in his numbers than a quarter of 
a degree cither of latitude or longitude 5 and though he certainly well knew that the pa- 
rallels of longitude converged to the polar points, lie certainly did not know the prejcife 
length of a degree either of a great or fmall ciicle on the earth. Now the real diflance 
between London and the point of the north foreland is about 66 miles ; and by afluming 
the half or 33 miles or indeed any other number whatever fur the length of Ptolomy's cle- 
crce, we Aval) immedutely perceive that there can be no correspondence between the num- 
bers and the places, if we, m inoft people have done, refer Darvenum to Canterbury and 
Rutiipiae to Richborougli hill, which are only ten miles from each other. Jiut, if we refer 
Daivumm to Maidftone and Kutupii*; to Canterbury, there will be fuch an agreement 
between PtolomVs diflances and the real ones as cannot nafouably be attributed xo ac*

cident. Pto'omy fays, Daivcnum is one third of a degrte fouth of London j and Maid- 
ftone is really above 17 miles fouth of the perpendu ular to the meridian of London, 
MaidJlonc, Canierbury ami the luicland are respectively about 27, 51 and 66 miles from 

the fame meridian 5 and) according toPiolomy, Daj-vcnuiiv, Kutupiw; and the foreland ;ao

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refpeSively one degree or 33 miles, a degree and an half or 57JJ, and two degrees or 66 

miles, fouth from London. Had we aHumed the dire£* diftances of Maidftone and Canter- 
bury from London, and 31 miles for Ptolomy's degree of longitude, the coincidence of 
numbers would have been ftill more remarkable. The following fcheme will illuftrate the 
fubjeft better than words; in which A is a comparifon between the places, fuppofing Darve-

num to be Canterbury and Rutupiae to be Richborough hill. B refers Darvenum to Maid- 
flone and Rutupise to Canterbury* In thefe two the degree of longitude is fuppofed to con- 
fiftof 33 englifli miles, and the diftances are to be meafured on a perpendicular to the meri- 
dian of London : but in C the degree is eflimated at only 31 fuch miles, and the direct dif- 
tances from London are made ufe of. The line n° I in each fcheme gives the real mea- 
sures of diftance between the places, and n° 2 the eftimated diftances from Ptolomy,

The old cities and trading towns in England, and the epifcopal fees elpecially, which 
are likely to be as ancient as any other places, are mo ft of them fituatcd on the banks of 
navigable rivers, eftuaries and harbours; not at the mouths however of fuch ports, but 
as deeply inland as pofliblc, as well to afford the beft (belter to vciTels, as for the con- 
venience of bringing their cargos at the cheapeft rate into the central parts of the diftrict, 
and of diftributmg the goods from thence to the furrounding country. In fa£t, through- 
out England almoft every fuch port has now, and ever has had fince the people have been 
engaged in commerce, cither a city or a capital town on its margin ; and it would be difficult 
to affign a rcafon why the fine river Mcaway fhould in this particular have been negle£led 
by the civilized inhabitants of Kent in the carlicft times of the Roman fcttlcmcnt here. 
In thofe times however the prefent marfhes at the entrance of the river between Shecrnefs 
and the higher grounds fouthward were probably under water; in which cafe the parts of 
the river by Rochefter and Chatham muft have been too much cxpofed to the northerly 

winds 1 nor was fuch a flotation on one fide cf the county eligible in other icfpccts for the 

purpofes

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purpofes of commerce. The city therefore muft have been higher up the river, mod pro- 
bably where Maiclftone now ftands ; to which em porium Rochefter caftle in after times might 
be a pi'9efidium,asRichboro'ugh and Reculver caftles were -to Rutupia? or Canterbury, and 
Borough caftle and Caifler were to Norwich or feme Roman town in its neigh boa f hood. 
It cannot be doubted, but that the inhabitants of Kent in the earlieft times, to avail 
themfclves of the advantages of fuch a noble river, navigable to the centre' of their 
country, eftablifhed an emporium in the moft eligible fituation ; and fo principal a town 
inuft have been well known to Ptolomy. Nor can it be imagined, that the only two 
cities of note in Kent eafhvard of London "fhould be fituated on one. eftuary within 
fo frnall a diftance of each other as Canterbury and Richborough. i cannot help con- 
cluding therefore, that by Darvenum Ptolomy meant Maidftone, and by Rutupise Can- 
terbury, and that later writers have mifapplied the Roman names to other places. Nor 
is fuch a miftake improbable, confidering the long period of confufion and ignorance, 
that prevailed in Britain after the Romans left the ifland, till the Saxons formed a 
fettled government; in which time all records of paft tr an fad ions were difpei fed and 
loft. Gildas, who is the moft ancient of our hiftorians and wiote in the middle of 
the 6th century, complains that there were no records, of his own country remaining 
here, but that he was forced to feek his information from foreigners j and we have 
received nothing from the Saxons of an earlier date than what is handed down to us 
by Bede, who flourifhed at the latter end of the 7th and beginning of the 8th centuries, 
that is 600 years after Ptolomy wrote, and 300 after the Romans had left the iflund. Bede 
begins his Ecclefiaftical Hiftorywith an account of Britain in thefe words : Britannia habet 
a meridie Galliam Belgicam, cujus proximum litus tranfmeantibus aperit civitas qua? 
dicitur Rutubi portus, a gente Ahglorum nuric corrupte Reptacaeftir v.ocataj interpofito 
mari a Geflbriaco Morinorum gentis litore proximo trajedtii milium quinquaginta, five, 
ut quidam fcripfere ftadiorum quadringeritorum quinquaginta. Britain has Belgic Gaul 
on the fouth, whofe neareft coaft is accefftble to paiTengers from a city that is called the 
port ot Rutubi 5 and now by the Saxons corruptly Reptaceftir; oppbfue to which is Bou~ 
loign atnhe diftance, by the neareft pallage of 50 miles, or as others fay 450 ftadia. It 
is to be noted, that Bcde knew fo little of the geography of thefe parts, either from his 
own observation or the information of his ccuntrymen, that in the firft part of the pre- 
ceding paflagc he adopts the very words of Paulus Orofnis a Spanifh writer of the 5th *ccn- 
tury, and of Pliny and Dion Ca/lius in the latter part, adding a few words of his own 
tending to throw the whole that relates to thrr city of Rutubi into the utmoft confufion. 
The language of Orofius indeed is not perfectly intelligible, unlets we may be allowed to 
fuppofe he meant, by civitas quaj dicitur Rutubi portus, the city of the port of Rutubi, 
the urbs Rutupirc of Ptolomy, as othcrwife he confounds the port with the city. But 
Bede goes further. The name of Rutupias or the true application of it was loft in his 
time, and his countrymen had given a Saxon name to Canterbury, Sondwic loo was

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flourifliing, and Sondwic haven had obliterated the remembrance of the Rutupine port; Co 
that nothing remained to keep up the memory of Rutupise but Richborough caftle or Rep- 
tacefter; and' Bede for want of ■ information or the power of juft difcrimination, after 
jumbling the port and the :caftle together, metamorphofed them both into a city. Bede 
certainly muft be underftood to fix the city- he fpeaks of on Richborough hill, and to ap- 
ply Darvenum or Dorobemia to Canterbury;' Whether in this he copied from other's, or 
led iubfequent writers into the miftake, may be difficult now to afcertain; for I by no 
means am fatisfied that the itineraries of Antoninus and Richard are of fufficient antiquity 
or authority to. fettle this point. The firft is very (lightly fpoken of by Voffius the learned 
hiftorian and chronologift, and he evidently deems it a fpurious production : Its mo ft 
ftrenuous: advocates allow it to have been the work of different hands, and of times fub~ 
fequent to any of the Antonines, as it mentions Conftantinople, which was not built till 
the year 328. . 

Richard's itinerary is eonfefTedly a compilation. He fays, iC ex fragment is quibufdam 
" a ducequodam Romano confignatis etpofteritati reliclis fequenscoIlcc~tum eftitinerarium, 
<c odditis ex- Ptolornetf it aliunde nonnullis" Mr Whitaker afcribes thefe fragments to 
Lollius Urbicus'governourof Britain in the middle of the fecond century under Antoni- 
nus Pius 5 which if we admit, • ftill the value of the information to be derived from the 
connected work will depend upon the judgment and fidelity of Richard in feledling the 
parts and' putting them together." Some of his interpolations are obvious, and refer to 
much later times than- the 2d century; and we may prefume that there are others, though it 
maybe difficult to point them out with certainty. It -appears to me, that he has been par- 
ticularly bufy in the iters relating to Kent. If the firft iter was of the fecond century, 
the time when Ptolomy wrote, is it likely that Canterbury would have then- two name3 
and- one of them a greek one ? The paffage over the Medway is fixed at Rochefter, but 
it was more probably then at Maidftone, and is actually made to be fb in.the 15th iter. 
The numbers are ftrangely confufed in both' thefe iters, and Rcgulbium occurs in the 
)?5th iter* which m'oft probably did not exift till 200 years afterwards, and appears again 
ih no other writer till towards the middle of the 5th century, when the Notitia, in which 
we find it, is fappofed to have been drawn up. I cannot help thinking that Richard in 
his firft iter has foiftered' in Cantiopolis and Duroievuin, and that in the Roman general's 
fragment he found Durobrovis with number 25 affixed to it as it now ftands in his iter, 
becaufe that is prccifcly the diftanee between Durovernum and Durobrovis in the three 
Kentifh iters of Antoninc, and becaufe the particular diftances of Richard's iter when 
added together over-run the number prefixed to that iter by 10, which is exadtly the dif- 
tance between Richborough and Canterbury. 

Bede and the compilers of the two itineraries all begin their account of Britain with 
its diftance from Bouloign taken from Pliny, whole words are : Ha*c (Britannia) abeft 11 
Gefibxiaco Morinorum gentis litore, proximo traje&u quinquaginta M. minimum* j to

which Bede and Richard add, five ut quidam fcripfere 450 ftadia. This latter diftance 
is evidently taken from Dio Caffiusf, who fays, " the very fhorteft cut is 450 ftadia." 
Csefar makes the diftance between Portus Iccius and the coaft of Britain -20 milpq, whlnU 
in fome copies is 40 miles. Strabo fays Csfar failed 320 ftadia, which is nearly 40 miles* 
If Pliny may be underftood to mean, not the leafl: diftance between fhore and fhore but 
the direit diftance of the places where the palTenger took ftiipping and where he landed 
naine)y Boulogne and Canterbury, and if Dio Caffius meant to fpeak of the .circuitous 
palTage between thefe places by fea, the numbers of both will be found to be extremely 
accurate j for Canterbury is actually 50 Roman miles from Boulogne in a ftrait \mQ 9 and 
56 fuch miles round by the old port. Casfar undoubtedly landed in both his expeditions 
fomewhere between Deal and the prefent mouth of Sandwich haven ; and, if he came from 
Calais, his number of miles is like wife wonderfully exacT:. Strabo may fpeak of the whole 
diftance that Csefar failed before he got on fhore, taking into account the action of the 
wind and tide on the fleet, in which cafe his number may be as accurate as the reft : But 
if Caefar's Portus Iccius was Boulogne, then the number of 40 miles, which occurs ia 
fome of the beft copies, correfponds exadly with Strabo's number of 320 ftadia. 

The following tables of diftances in Roman and Englifli meafures may tend to elucidate 
this fubjecSl ; where it is to be noted, that the Roman is to the Englifli mile, according to 
the beft authorities, as 12 to 11 nearly 5 but more accurately as 12 to 10.9848.

This coincidence in the diftances of Pliny and Dio Caffius and the real diftances be- 
tween Boulogne and Canterbury may be urged as further evidence, that the urbs Rutupise 
and tlxe urbs Rutubi portus are meant for Canterbury.

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Another ctrcumftance to ftrengthen my conjecture, that Pto'lorny's Darvenurn or Dar- 
vcrnum * is to be referred to Maidftone, may be mentioned, though J Jay no great ftfefs 
upon it ; yet it certainly is remarkable, that the three following places in one iter of 
Antoninus and in another of Richard fhould begin with Dure, viz. JDur&vernum, 
Uur$hnum $ Durobvovis. Something of common import to thefe ftations muft have 
been concerned in the formation of thefe names. Had the prefix denoted their fituation 
on the military road, we fhould meet with fimilar names upon other fuch highways. 
We know not what the name of the Medway was in very early times, nor does any thing 
like its modern appellation occur in the Chorography of the Anonymous Ravennas. Such 
a capital river however muft have had a name appropriated to it in that work, and we find 
there Durolanum and Dorvantium or Dorvatium, one of which might poffibly be the 
Medway. In which cafe, fuppofing Durovemum or Darvernum to be Maidftone, we 
have likewife Durobrovis Rochefter, and Durolenum Sittingbourn, all fituated on *he 
banks of the Medway, and all probably deriving the firft part of their names- from that 

circumflance. 

•Canterbury has been faid to have changed its name very often ; but I fufpe£t it was 
always what it is at prefent, except while the Romans had pofleflion of the kingdom, 
when it was called Rutupize. The Briton-s before the arrival of the Romans according 
to Nenniusnamed it Cair Kent. The Saxons called it by the fame name in their own. 
language, Cantwarabyrig, and Canterbury is the very fame word fomewhat modernized. 
Harris-, upon what authority I know not, fays it was called by the^Saxons Riceheaford- 
borough, that is, regni capitalis burgus ; if fo, it muft have been during the heptarchy, 
when it was undoubtedly the capital of the kingdom of Kent : and in that cafe the whole 
difficulty about the city of Richborough and its caftles will be removed. Rutupia? or 
Canterbury was the principal mart of eaft Kent, when the Saxons began to be trouble- 
fome to Britain about the year 364. or 367 ; and it was probably on account of their inva- 
fioiis, that the eftablifhment of a comes littoris Saxonici, and of forts and garrifons along 
the eaftern coafts of Britain took place. The caftles of Richborough and Reculvet, 
Stutfall cattle, Borough caftle, and Caifter were all moft likely erected about the fame 
time, and for the fame purpofe of lodging, in temporary fecurity, a detachment of foldiers 
to protect the principal places of trade from the dcfultory attacks of thefe northern rovers. 
They were none of them calculated for defence againft a regular fiege j nor were they 
large enough to -contain within their area at the fame time a garrifon of foldiers and a 
civil community of citizens. Garriononum in Norfolk was protected by the Stablefian 
horfc, quartered in Borough caftle and Caifter on the north and fouth fides of the mouth 
of the Yare. A detachment of Tournay foldiers garrifoncd Limne or Stutfall caftle, for 
the protetSlion of fome place of confluence in the portus JLemanis. The firft cohort 
of the Vetafians fecUred the north mouth of the portus Rutupinus within the walls of Re- 
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gulbium or Rcculvcr ; and the urbs Rutupiae was of fo much coniecjutnee aS to require

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the protection of a whole legion, the legio fecunda Augufta j the greater part of which 
moft probably was quartered in the city, and the reft within the cattle at the eaftern 
mouth of the port. "When the city was called Riceheafordburg- the caftie at the eaftern 
mouth, appropriated more particularly for its defence, was named Riceburgcefter, which 
was pronounced by the Saxons Richboroughchefter, that is, as its name remains to this 
day, Richborough caftie. The other caftie at the north mouth not only guarded that 
accefs to the city, but was of more general ufe in protecting all the coaft from the foreland 
to the Swale ; it might therefore with great propriety acquire the name of Reculph or 
Regulf, regni auxiiium ; which any latin writer of that time in drawing up the Notitia 
Imperii might be expected to transform to Regulbium.
